Then, as the 
plane bumped against the side of 
ship, there was a puff and a 
bang.

Horta at Fever Pitch. 

Long before the Barendrecht was 
sighted in the harbor here hundreds 
of people gathered on the shores, 
docks and roofs of houses, some us- 
ing glasses in an effort to be the 
first to catch a glimpse of the visi- 
tors. The story of the American girl 
flier’s hardihood in braving a jour- 
ney which had taken such a heavy 
toll of lives and the fact that she 
was coming to port after a miracu- 
lous escape had worked interest up 
to a fever pitch.

A plausible explanation for the ex- 
plosion and fire which destroyed the 
American Girl in the water.alongside 
the tanker Barendrecht was offered 
yesterday by Hector Alexander, chief 


mechanic for the ill-fated Old ‘Glory 
exvedition. 


The carbide flares. which the fliers 
carried to drop at night for carrect- 
ing their drift were made to ignite on 
contact with the water. It is Mr. 
Alexander’s theory that when the 
water seeped into the cockpit it 
soaked a bundle of the flares. which 
not only ignited but, due to their 
confined space, exploded, blowing a 
hole in the gasoline tank-and causine 
a second explosion when the fuel 
ignited.

port | is based ‘is. authoritative and 


x There thes been the chance all 
along that farm prosperity—that is, 
conditions as good as we generally 
have a right to expect—would come 
back without being fully recognized.”’ 
People Who Will Deny It. 

Right now there are three classes 
of people who will deny vigorously 
and vociferously that anything bear- 
ing the faintest resemblance to farm 
prosperity is again with us. 

“First, those in sections handi- 
capped by bad weather this year; 
second, those heavily in debt, too 
heavily in debt; third, all those who 
in any manner and to any degree 
have attempted to cash in on farm 
distress and with them those who 
have become thoroughly converted to 
the doctrine of agricultural pessim- 
ism assiduously preached by the 
most colorful group of agitators that 
ever decorated the farm horizon. 

“Not only are farm conditions in 
general much better, affording the 


chance to make a profit wherever 
the weather has behaved itself favor- 
ably, but production is now on a 
basis promising fair returns for some 
time to come. 

“Crop production has finally been 
worked down to the point where sur- 
pluses have ceesed to be something 
to worry about. Food production is

f course, we may run into sea- 
sons of unusually favorable weather 
when crops will be large and prices 
relatively low, but for a period of 
some years to come the prospect is 
for ood returns to the farmer.

found in the live-stock markets. Dur- 
ing the first week in October fat cat- 
tle reached an extreme top of $16.90 
on the Chicago market. 

“Cattle are the highest on record 
for all time outside of the period 
from Septémber, 1917, to December, 
1920, a ee-year period fo ae Reyeley wests ht 
prices Gye to the war. It is difficult 
for those who haye not been in close 
touch with the situation for at least 
two decades to realize how high the 
market is. 

‘“‘We need to go back only to Au- 

gust, 1912, to find the first record of 
eattle a $10 or better. Previous to 
that $8 was a good price for the very 
finest bullocks, and was so recog- 
nized by everybody. 


Hogs Stay ‘Near $11 Mark. 

“The average price of hogs at Chi- 
cago stays Near the $11 mark, a 
price at which ‘the producer is able 
to make a good profit even with 
corn near $1 a bushel. 

“In the sheep industry nothing is 
in sight to indicate a slump from 
the high prices offered by the sheep 
men for some years. The bulk of the 


lamb crop has been marketed this 
Fall at $13 to $14, with an extreme 
top of $14.35. And at times. farmers 

have taken out thin.lambs-for feed- 
ing at prices actually higher ‘than 
paid the same day for.fat lambs, 
such is the confidence in the future. 

*‘Wool. likewise is in a strong 
position statistically, and a gradual 
strengthening of prices is the gen- 
eral expectation. 

‘‘Further development in live stock 
markets, in grain markets and in the 
maturing of the .corn crop support 
a statement that “farm trade durin 
the coming Winter will e eo best 
since the Winter of 1919-192 

“Those whose crops have eee 
and who have live stock to sell will 
make more money than they have 
seen in several years. Farmers. so 
situated are in the majority in the 
corn belt States. Live stock produc- 
ers are especially fortunate. 

‘“‘Farm sentiment has undergone a 
great change this year. Many have 
found their: confidence restored. 
Radicalism is dwindling. The agi- 
tator meets with a.cooler reception. 
Conservatism is no longer something 
to be hid from view. 

‘““"The agony is not over with. It 
is too much to expect that it would 
be so soon.. But prosperity is gradu- 
ally dissipating unrest. Soon the 
‘farm problem’ will be a matter of 
history. We need to congratulate 
ourselves on passing through a try- 
ing time without committing the 
business of the country to costly ex- 
periments in price legislation.”’

CLOUD IS ON THE HORIZON 


Trotsky and Zinovieff’s Presence 
Transforms Formal Occasion 
Into Dynamic Event.

MOSCOW, Oct. 15.—A six-day ses- 
sion of the union of the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which is the 
highest organ of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, corresponding to the American 
Congress, opened at Leningrad to- 
night. The congress is meeting in 
the former Taurid Palace—now 
called 'the Palace Uritski in memory 
of one of the Bolshevist leaders as- 
sassinated in Petrograd during the 
early days of the revolution—built by 
Catherine the Great for her famous 
lover, Potemkin. 

Here,’ twenty-one years ago, the 
first Duma met, which was rapidly 
suppressed by the imperial autoc- 
racy. In the troublous days of 1917, 
after the Czar’s downfall, another 
Duma, led by Prince Lvoff, Professor 
Miliukoff and later Kerenski, tried 
vainly to stem the rising tide of an- 
archy. 

’ Yeir formulas had outworn that 
period and, above all, their attempt 
to continue the war in which Russia 
had suffered greatly, brought about 
their downfall and the Bosheviki in- 
herited the sceptre that fell from 
their nerveless fingers. 

In that tragic year the Taurid Pal- 
ace again came to the front when 
the so-called Constituent Assembly 
tried to meet there, only to be sup- 
pressed by Lenin. Now, repainted, 
refurnished and decked in imperial 
red, the sovereign proletariat palace 
receives the victorious congress of 
ten vears’ Soviet rule.

The allegations of the plaintiff, 
made known yesterday by his attor- 
ney, Eugene S. Bibb of 149 Broad- 
way, are that the British officer 
brought about the sale by the de- 
fendants of 154,071 acres for $3,081,- 
438 to Siegfried Wallner of Miami 
and his associates, and that the 
plaintiff is entitled to 5 per cent.

The exhibition includes many ex- 
amples of the portraiture of the court 
enters of é, sixteenth. century, 

ean and Francois Clouet and Cor- 
neille de Lyon. Portraits of these 
men, all of whom were born in Flan- 
ders, are of nobles and courtiers and 
great ladies of the time. The por- 
traits are remarkable for their deli- 
cacy, according to Louis Reau, 
French art critic. They are also im- 
portant historically.

In his speech M. Mongendre de- 
clared: 

“In the past twenty years much

Against Wife of Costa Rica

Supreme Court».Justice _Franken-

Carroll personally appeared before 
the board when it visited the prison 
honor: farm, where he is acting as 
librarian. His appearance was brief, 
and the board asked questions about 
a few points in which the: members 
wished ‘more specific information 
than contained in the parole papers. 

Carroll’s plea for clemency was 
backed, it was said, by a record of 
good conduct since he entered the 
penitentiary on June 8. He was con- 
victed for perjury before a Federal 
Grand Jury in New York during 
an investigation of a party at his 
Broadway theatre on Feb. 22, 1925, 
at which a nude chorus girl is alleged 
to’ have served intoxicants from a 
bath tub in which’she reclined. .

Chairman Payne Calls for 5,000,000

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — The 
American Red Crogs was calléd upon 
in the fiscal year ¢nding June 30 to 
provide relief for the sufferers of 
seventy-seven major disasters in the 
United States and twenty in foreign 
countries or the insular possessions 
of the United States. ‘This. was an 
average of more than,eight per 
month. The figures were disclosed in 
the annual Red Cross report; made 
public here today. F 

“Flood conditions alone,’”’ said the 
report, ‘‘kept the forces. of the organ- 
ization almost continuously. busy. 
Before the Florida hurricanes, floods 
in Illinois and Kansas required aid, 
and this task was barely. finished 
when refugees began coming out of 
the lowlands flooded by. the. Missis- 
sippi River.”’ 

From September, 1926, to:the end 
of December that year, the Red 
Cross was engaged in relief work 
Florida. Then came the Mississips 
flood relief, with the greatest tas 
ever undertaken by the organization 
in this counrv, 

Cared for 600,000 Flood Refugees. . 


“Here it faced a situation fadi- 
cally different from that in ff 
the report continued. "ft had to’ 
operate in the greater part. of seven | 
States for a thousand poo Coun 
and south and several hundred miles: 
east and west. With the support 

e Government, State eo tale 

‘flood area and Drivel 

it created the greatest relief Orga 
ization our country has aware. It 
faced the necessity » of rescuing, 
sheltering, feeding, clothing and pro- 
tecting the health of more than 600,- 
000 men, women and children of two 
Taces and feeding thousands of do- 
mestic animals for many weeks, of 
returning them to their home tefri- 
tory with shelter, food and seed for 
planting, and the tremendous prob- 
lem of aiding them to resume normal 
living.”

covered by the report, as this disaster 
occurred within the fiscal yzar. That 
relief operation and the 
Valley flood are _ the_: outsta 
undertakings in this field by the Re 
Cross, the report adding .that na- 
tional appeals for relief ds were 
necessitated by both occurrences. In 
these two disasters, out of seventy- 
seven in the United States, the Red 
Cross cared for approximately. 650;- 
000 people. 


Total Contributions Were $20,000,000.: 


“Responding to the proclamations 
of President Coolidge dnd.the appeal 
of the Red Cross to meet the suffer- 
ing caused by two of the disasters, 
the people of this and other countries 
provided the Red Cross with more 
than $20,000,000,” the report stated. 

From April to June, while “the 
floods were pouring down the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, the Red Cross pro- 
vided relief in twenty-one other ‘dis- 
asters, eleven caused by tornadoes, 
in one of which approximately 17,000 
persons were assisted. At one period, 
of the year the Red Cross was carry- 
ing on relief operations in fourteen 
disaster situations simultaneously, 

The raising of $20,000,000 in two 
national appeals by the Red Cross, 
the report es 20 ointed out, was accom- 
plishe out the addition of a 
single wacker other than the volun- 
teers assembled by the local .Red 
Cross chapters in various parts of 
the country. It also pointed out the 
adaptability of the Red Cross forces 
in swinging from one type of disas- 
ter service into another without loss 
of effectiveness.

“While it, must .be said that, 10st 


customers of this type are men,” the 
executive went on, ‘‘there is a sur- 
prisingly large number of women who 
are prone to this fault. We regard it | t 
as:a fault because it hurts the: cus- 
tomer as well as ourselves. ‘We lose 
panne se for some reason ‘that. is 

ver brought to our attention, and 
the customer loses merchandise or 
service to which he or she is justly 
entitled. 

“About the most. specific data I 
have ever seen regarding the propor- 
tion of women ‘customers who do not 
complain en. something goes 
wrong were collected by a. concern 
which makes wash cottons for use 
in children’s garments. This concern, 
as part of its campaign to play up 
the. color: fastness of its products, 
made inquiry of nearly 400 women if 
they returned merchandise at 
washed unsatisfactorily, Forty-five 
of these women had 0 one aint.in 
mind, Of the’ large dinder—ac- 
tually 340—only rH ye urned . the 
goods and obtained a eee Pyeng 
adjustment. The remsavaing 326 fae 
the stores from. which the 
were bought: no chance to a 
things right. and fag om good-will. 
The feelings of the type of customer 
represented by ese Women, and 
their attitude toward the: offending 
store, are 1.0t to be taken lightly. 


Cites Two Cases in Point. 


*"Two things came to my attention 
recently which miake it possible. for 
me. to give illustrations of both sides 
of this matter of complaining, or fail- 
ing to, when things go wrong. In one 
instance a male customer put up -& 
vigorous ‘kick’ 'because a pair of 
shoes he had boyght from us at a 
substantial: price. started to wear 


through at the points where the: big 

toes. come, long before even a cheap 
shoe should-have shown signs of dfs- 
tress. -The man insisted on having 
his money back, so I signed the nec~ 
essary form for a cash refund. 

“After I had. done this, thus show- 
ing our good faith in the matter, the 
customer’s attitude changed. He was 
almost as curious as we. were to 
know why shoes of the’ recognized 
quality of those which had failed; him 
had started to wear so soon ‘and in 
— particular. place, He forestalled 

+ een I might have asked him 
by telling me that his feet were regu- 
larly cared for ny, & chiropodist. That 
apparently put the entire blame on 
the shoes. 

“While I knew the store was per- 
fectly.. willing for him to’ have his 
money back, I also knew that I could 
not conscientiously let him leave 
with a bad impression of our mer- 
chandise in his.mind. So I took up 
the question of fitting. In my selling| ¢ 
days I spent some time in the shoe 
department, and I am still a pretty 

good judge of sizes. Further, I no- 
fleed that the last of the shoes which 
the customer .was wearing was dif- 
ferent from that of the pair returned 
as. defective. 

“IT asked: him the size of the shoes 
he had on, and he told me they were 
T4C. Then I knew that either he or 
the clerk was wrong, rather than the 
shoes he had ‘bought from us. In:as 
tactful a way as I could I explained 
to him that the trouble’ probably 
came from wearing the shoes too 
short. I went on to tell him that, in 
the style last of the ‘defective’ shoes, 
he should have worn a size 8 in 
either B or © width. 


Insisted on the Wrong Size, 


“Ti.e customer flushed a little at 
this, but he. was honest enough to 
admit that he had beén told s0 by 
the clerk. .He further admitted tell- 
ing the clerk that he knew the size 
hs; wanted, and that he had insisted 
on having 7%C. He had felt some 
discomfort vhen wearing the shoes, 
but he did not associate it with their 
being too short. He thought.it was 
merely part of ‘the breaking-in 
process. 

“Even when the ‘breaking 
seemed to. take l. ager than usual he 
was patient, he daid, but he gave up 
when the shoes began to show un- 
mistakable signs. of . ‘punching 
through’ at the toes. The end of the 
matter was the purchase of a second 
pair of shoes, properly fitted, with 
bo money refunded 'on the first Tr, 

As the purchase was voluntary, I.am 
sure the store has made a friend. 

“Now let us regard the other side 
of the picture. On. Fifth Avenue a 
few weeks ago I met a man I used to 
know very well. He was a regular 
customer of the store, and used to 
run up to see me nearly évery time 
he came in. After the usual greeting 
I remarked that I had not seen him 
in the store for some time. He 
startled me with the reply chat he 
had not been in for nearly two years, 
and th: I would not. see. him there 
again in many times that period.

RAYON HELPS UNDERWEAR. 


Its Use In Women’s Garments Has 
Aided Glove Silk Lines. 


One of the outstanding develop- 
ments'in women’s knitted silk under- 
wear ‘in the last few years has been 
the rise of the entire industry to a 
higher average level of quality. The 
advent of rayon into the ‘field has re- 
lieved the trade ot compétition from 
garments made of low-quality glove 
silk, including  attificially-weighted 
fabrics and those too light for satis- 
factory service. 

Strictly speaking, according to 
trade: leaders, such yey never 
really belonged in the Poy silk in- 
dustry, The taking of their Se by 
rayon underwear,. which been 
worked into a position of reat merit 
for the _— has left the quality end 
of :the' business to glove silk gar- 
ments. . 

In connection with. the relative 
merits of glove silk and rayon under- 
garments, it was pointed out yester- 

po that, whereas the former cost 

nly. about twice as much as the lat- 
tee, they give about four times as 
much service.’ This comparison was 
cited to show that ‘glove silk mer. 
chandisée, while appears more gen- 
erally to women of means, also is a 
good ‘‘buy’’ for those who are less 
well fixed financially. 

Another development in the rise of 
glove silk apparel to a high position 
in the underwear, field is the progress 
that has been made in its production 
from a style point of view. This is 
indicated, for example, by the line 
of form-fitting ents made by 
one of the leading. manufacturers, 
This line; from: two styles in 1925

'T is not needful tu impute to 

a learned professor in a Ca- 
nadian university deliberate 
motive in a matter upon which 
true scholarship must be keenly 
sensitive. But if the present vol- 
ume had been written with a sin- 
gle eye to supplying to a large 
public of professed admirers of An- 
atole France who have never read 
him—or read him very little-—the 
complete armament of a Francian 
in one set of covers in English—it 
could not so precisely have filled 
the bill. Anybody who has perused 
attentively Professor Stewart's 
book will be able to talk about An- 
atole France on equal terms with 
most of those who have read a 
dozen or so volumes of the French 
master in the original—end that 
without ever having looked at a 
line of him outside of the quota- 
tions incorporated into Professor 


Stewart’s text. More, he—or she— {| 


will be able to talk about Anatole 
France more impressively and in- 
telligently than most people who 
have merely read France’s own 
works. 


For Professor Stewart--who quite 


certainly has left very little of this | 


author unread—has collated the 
Francian output with all its back- 
grounds, literary and historical, 
and predigested the entire mass. 
What he presents is in effect 
France in tablet form. Those who 
desire to use the book that way 
may thus be saved all the trouble 
involved in direct acquaintance 
with an author of whom no civil- 
ized modern can afford to confess 
ignorance and about whom good 
society expects all of us to express 
opinions more or less articulate. 
Here is all the material. It does 
not matter that this desirable re- 
sult is the natural consequence of 
Professor Stewart's indefatigable 
industry, his sound scholarship, 
wide erudition and ; in- 
terest in his subject. Not the less 
is it a result accomplished. 

Indeed, it will not be strange if 
what comes to this iaborious devo- 
tion to Anatole France is a marked 
decline in the sale of Anatole 
France’s works. For there is no 
denying that the Cult of the Sage 
of the Villa Said incindes a consid- 
erable proportion of persons who 
read what they do read of him from 
a@ sense of duty. All literary cults 
at high tide do include such per- 
sons. And, with all his worldly 
philosophy and wit, with all his 
magic and lucidity of style, with 
all his quintessential French charm, 
Anatole France is not exempt from 
the common lot of those whom 2a 
cult serves as the tail does the 
comet. 

To such persons Professor Stew- 
art's book is a godsend. To those 
who know the offspring of the 
Quai Voltaire bookshop better it is 
& matter of admiration and amaze- 
ment. First, because it explains so 
much, and second because of the 
incorrigible tendency it reveals to 
uplift Anatole France’s morals to 
the level of his genius—and the per- 
sistence of the idea that these 
morals must somehow be meas- 
urably accommodated to British

fame France had no confidence in 
himself, so hypertrophied were his 
self-critical facilities. He attrib- 
uted his success to his industry 
and therefore was very much ili at 
ease when reading or hearing some 
reference to his ‘‘genius.’’ He often 
remarked ironically: ‘It’s my ge- 
nius,"” when congratulating himself 
on some trifling achievement, such 
as the satisfactory hanging of a 
picture. M. Corday tells us that 
so anxious was France to please 
everybody that with his advancing 
age there developed in him a curi- 
ous discrepancy between his mental 
and outside reactions to external 
influences. He was extremely ami- 
able even to people whom he dis- 
liked because relying on intuition, 
which he distrusted, rather than on 
knowledge, which is the gift of the 
gods, he did not feel justified to 
refuse to the one what he had 
granted to the other. Hence many 
inconveniences and the charge, 
whispered insiduously, of declining 
strength and ioss of mental! alert- 
ness. 


In his writings the menta! reac- 
tions came to light, but in his atti- 
tude toward the actual questions 
of the day his ‘‘surface”’ reactions 
predominated.

The life of Anatole France was 
as paradoxical as his writings. 
He who saw life as a Punch and 
Judy show was suffering from its 
unaccountable realities. His genius 
Was recognized at an early age. 
Seldom has a living author been 
the object—one may almost say, the 
target—of so much eulogy and 
adulation. Yet Anatole France was 
unhappy, a modern Prometheus. 
'In his writings love was the only 
‘‘real’’ sentiment, exempt from his 
deprecating and melancholic irony. 
One day he confided to Corday that 
never in his life had he known a 
“‘great love.'" On several occasions 
he was, of course, in love, but 
con-

- W. Dunne. 208 pp. New 
York: The Macmillan Schinn ~

CQUAINTANCE with this book 
is likely to result in two 
things: First, many a read- 
er, particularly of the gent- 
ler sex, will fee! in duty bound 
to help create a iad of testing 
@ream experiences in the manner 
suggested by the author. Second, 
time-dimensionalists of every lean- 
ing will be furnished new materia) 
with which to enliven the discus 
sion as to the nature of our uni- 
verse that has been going on since 
the publication of Einstein's Special 
Theory of Relativity. 

The author, a weii-known English 
aeronautical engineer and the de- 
signer of the “Dunne’’ biplane— 
the first flying machine to possess 
complete inherent stability—was at- 
tracted to the subject of his present 
study by the fact that many of his 
dreams showed a curious prophetic 
quality. They provided situations 
which were iater duplicated by 
actual occurrences. In some cases 
the waking experience tock place 
years and years after the dream. 
The order in which this happened 
was in itself intriguing. First came 
the dream, then the memory of it; 
then came the waking experience, 
and finally the memory of that ex- 
perience. 

At first Mr. Dunne was inclined 
to ascribe displacement of his 
dreams in e to some abnormality 
: cular to himself. But later, when 
he induced a number of other 
people to study their dreams, he 
found that their experience was in 
every way similar to his own. 

He satisfied himself that the wak- 
ing mind refuses to concede the 
connection between the dream and 
the subsequent waking experience. 
To such a mind the sequence ap- 
pears reversed and therefore im- 
possible. But once this reluctance 
to accept anything that is contrary 
to habit is overcome, a new glimpse 
imto the nature and significance of 
dreams is gained immediately. The 
future as well as the past may be 
revealed to the mind that frees 
itseif from the yoke of habit. 

The author contends that any one 
can verify this for himself. The test 
is simplicity itself. All one needs is 
a pad and a penci} to be kept handy 
under the pillow. Immediately on 
waking the sleeper must start re 
calling the vanishing dream. He is 
to jot down whatever incident 
comes to his mind. By concen- 
trating his attention on these fleet- 
ing and disjointed parts he can re- 
cover at least some of the dream- 
story with which they are asso- 
ciated. The experimenter is to make 
a record of this partly recaptured 
outline and read it every dr, turing 
the period of experime: cation. 
Within a few days a great deal of 
what the sleeper saw in his dreams 
will actually occur in reality. The 
dreamer will also find that the 
images of past experiences and 
those of future experiences are 
present in the dream in about equal 
proportions. But the remarkable 
thing about this dream is that its 
prophetic effect is not acknowl- 
edged until it is memorized or 
written down and the record in- 
spected after the waking event. 

Dr. Dunne also concludes that the 
above effect can be observed as 
readily when awake as when sleep- 
ing. For there does not seem to 
be any barrier dividirig our know!- 
edge of the past from our knowl- 
edge of the future. We need only 
force ourselves to stop thinking 
thoughts that are obviously of the 
past, and thoughts relating to the 
future will appear in their place. 

Following his experimental study 
of dreams, the English scientist 
undertook a mathematica] investi- 
gation of the structure of time the 
results of which the outlines in the 
work now placed before the reading 
public. The theory advanced here 
he calls Serialism. It implies a suc- 
cession of mental observers

its acts of observation must be ex- 


vation extends to infinity where 
there is a single multidimensional 
field of presentation with an abso- 
lute time that measures all time, 
and also an ultimate observer capa- 
ble of perceiving all the ‘‘past,’’ 
‘‘present”’ and “future” states of 
the “‘present”’ in all subordinate di- 
mensions of time. 

This theory, according to the au- 
thor, explains the dream effect. In 
sleep the focus of the mind's atten- 
tion becomes at least a four-dimen- 
sional focus confronted with four- 
dimensional fields of presentation. 
With the brain inactive and the 
guidance of the original or three- 
dimensional observer absent, the 
attention of the higher conscious- 
ness wanders and may come upon 
cerebral states that are either in 
the ‘“‘past’”’ or the ‘‘future’”’ of the 
time in which the waking experi- 
ence endures. 

The ultimate observer, it should 
be said, is none other than the ob- 
serving mind of the original ob- 
server whose field of presentation 
has moved through ail the dimen- 
sions of time into the realm of ab- 
solute time. He is capable of think- 
ing and remembering without the 
aid of the brain. This is proved 
by the fact that in dreams, when 
the brain is not active, we still pre- 
serve the faculty of thought, we 
recall old memories and form new 
ones—which means that the higher 
observer is examining psychic 
states arranged along other dimen- 
sions of time. 

The serislism of Mr. Dunne 
touches upon and strikingly illumi- 
nates a wide range of other funda- 
mental subjects, among them evolu- 
tion. birth, pain, sleep, death, &c. 
It will probably take more than 
ene reading for the student to 
familiarize himself with the new 
and vast horizons opened to his 
speculative gaze. But the effort will 
be well worth while. For in linking, 
by implication, mathematics with 
theology, Einstein with Berkeley, 
and the experimental physiologist 
with the believer in the immortality 
of the soul, the author of “‘An Ex- 
periment With Time’’ haz evolved 
a ‘“Weltanschauung” profoundly 
stirring and fascinating in its im- 
plications.

N what way is human life upon 

the earth likely to end? Will 

we be blasted out of existence 
through some fiery cosmic cata- 
clysm, or will our race perish by 
degrees some millions of years 
hence when the sun has lost its 
heat, or will we find our doom in 
some instrument of our own contri- 
vance? Charles J. Finger, the 
latest to hazard a guess, suggests 
that some accidental and apparently 
insignificant incident may drive 
mankind off the earth; and his 
novel, which is built about this 
supposition, depicts a ‘‘spreading 
stain’’ arising in some chance de- 
vice for destroying weeds, but 
developing until the planet be- 
comes uninhabitable. It is an 
amateur inventor, working on be- 
half of an unimportant railroad, 
who originates the poison that be-

PARIS, Oct. 15.—France never 
seems to be ableiip keep out of argu- 
ments. It is not that she seeks them. 
When Premier Poincaré declares 
that this country is pacific in desire 
and thought he is not making any 
wild claim. 

Every Frenchman desires nothing 
more than to live at peace with all 
his neighbors, but somehow that ideal 
always just escapes him. His neigh- 
bors are always so troublesome, 
whether they live next door, across 
‘the line, across the Channel or across 
the Atlantic. They never will seem 
to accept the rightness and justice 
of his point of view, and so an ar- 
gument begins. 


Just now there are three external 
arguments in progress. President von 
Hindenburg started the first with 
his Tannenberg speech, when he 
upset the whole accepted order of 
things by declaring that Germany 
was not entirely responsible for start- 
ing the war. 

ussia started the second by re- 
fusing to accept the tactful hint that 
Christian Rakovsky, its Ambassador 
to France, would be better at home 
than here. America started the third 
by refusing to accept without a 
equeak France’s tariff system. 

These three arguments not being 
in themselves entirely sufficient to 
keep any Frenchman occupied, he is

Hindenburg Aroused Ire. 


President von Hindenburg and his 
assertions have caused for these past 
few weeks much heartburning and 
heated argument. It was very tact- 
less of him, in the French opinion, 
to raise that question.

many was responsible for the war, 
and that being so, there can be no 
doubt of it. 

Even more than that, there can be 
no questioning of it by any German, 
and least of all by the President of 
the German Republic, ‘because, if 
Germany was not responsible for the 
war, then the whole: basis of the 
structure of the Treaty of Versailles 
goes crumbling under. that. edifice.

PROPOSED IN ITALY 


in New Code— Driver Guilty 
Till He Proves Innocence. 








SPEED LIMIT IS NINE MILES 


Owners Say the Government's Bad 
Roads Cause Accidents—Sea Fly- 
Ing in Land Planes Decried.

ROME, Oct. 15.—Hard days are 
ahead for the owners and drivers of 
motor cars in Italy if the new penal 
code elaborated by the Fascist Cab- 
inet becomes law in its present shape. 
It provides penalties of a severity 
unmatched in the legislation of any 
other country for speeding and for 
injuring pedestrians or their property 
by reckless or careless driving. 

The proposed code establishes a 
speed limit of fifteen kilometers, or 
about nine miles an hour, in all in- 
habited zones. The mere fact of ex- 


ceeding this limit, even without in 
any way endangering anybody’s life 
or property, is declared a criminal 
offense punishable with a minimum 
penalty of a fine of 1,000 lire or one 
year’s imprisonment and a maximum 
of a fine of 10,000 lire or two years’ 
imprisonment. 

Any motorist who culpably kills or 
seriously injures a pedestrian would 
ne OR to from ten to twenty years 
n .

These penalties, which are quite 
severe enough in themselves (many, 
indeed, think them far too exagger- 
atedly severe), are made even worse 
by two facts which are probably pe-' 
culiar to Italy. 

The first of these is that the traffic 
policemen, who are usually . very 
much underpaid, will receive a com- 
mission of 10 per cent. on all fines 
levied in cases which they report. 
This, naturally, it is argued, will not 
make them inclined to leniency, espe- 
cially as they would not be required 
to submit any evidence of the justice 
of the fines imposed, their estimate 
of a motor car’s speed always being 
accepted unquestionadly by Mazgis- 
trates. 

The second considerstion is that 
the proposed Italian law provides 
that all accidents are presumed to 
be the fault of the motorist, on whom 
rests the burden of proof of his in- 
nocence. 

Motor car owners are in a state of 
high indignation over the proposed 
code, which, they assert, will deal a 
death blow to the automobile indus- 
try. It will be impossible, they say, 
under a system making traffic po- 
licemen financially interested in col- 
renciee: Noe miany fines as possible for 
even the most careful driver to tour 
the ga without paying out thou- 
sands of lire in fines. 

Besides, they add, the penalties in 
the case of bad accidents are so se- 
vere that motorists will prefer to re- 
main at home to risking twenty 
years’ .imprisonment. If the new 
code becomes law, they predict, it 
will react most unfrvorably on Italy’s 
chief mechanical industry, with se- 
vere loss to the national economy. 

*,* 

Arguments of the Government. 
But the Government professes to 
have very good arguments in favor 
of measures of extreme severity. Ac- 
cidents are very frequent, advocates 
of the new code say. Scarcely a day 
passes that one does not read in the 
newspapers of one or more dreadful 
accidents in which people lost their 
lives or are gravely injured. 

There is great outcry throughout 
all Italy against reckless motorists 
who endanger not only their own 
lives but also those of harmless pe- 
destrians, and the Government, 
therefore, advocates of the law say, 
would merely translate into legisla- 
tion the desires of the vast majority 
of the Italian people. 

Italian motorists, though usually 
excellent drivers, are absolute speed 
Maniacs, it is asserted. They wor- 
ship speed. They race each other 
along dusty, bumpy. roads in a way 


other country in the world. The 
only reason. why the number of acci- 
dents is not higher than it is is the 
very limited number of cars in Italy. 
There are now only about 100,000 in 
all Italy, and it is difficult to im- 
agine what’ would happen under the 
present regulations if the number 
were suddenly brought up to 1,000.- 
000 or so. There would be an acci- 
dent at every curve in a road.

Chang Chung-chang Is Illiterate 
and Is Said. Not to Know 
How Many Wives He Has. 


PALACE STRONGLY GUARDED

He Alone Uses “White Russian” 
Troops and They.Win Most of 
His -Battles for Him.-

TSINGTAU, China, Sept. 10.—The 
story of Chang Tso-lin, the man who 
rose from ordinary brigandage to the 
position. of Taiyuanshui (Chief Ex- 
ecutive) of North China has often 
béen told, but. that of his ally,: the 
other. Chang, I have not seen re- 
corded except ‘in ‘‘Who’s Who. in 
China.’’ The two great Changs. are 
very different, in appearance. , In- 
deed, ‘Chang. Chung-chang is. differ- 
ent from most Chinese warlords. His 
hands are large, not delicate; he is 
not an- opium smoker, like some; 
nor does he avoid the ‘“‘front,’’ like 
others. 

Having reported three major Chi- 
nese revolutions and several minor 
ones, I have met no few Chinese mili- 
tary leaders, both Southern ‘and 
Northern, without reporting the in- 
terviews. ‘But my. visit’ to the man 
who alone employs ‘‘White Rus- 
sians’’ in his army struck me as 
worth recording because of the 
strong light it’throws on many fac- 
tors in the general situation in 
China, 

I had been told by hostile young 
Chinese employed by the Northern 
coalition (fo: there are traitors in 
the Northern as well as in the South- 
ern camp) ‘that: this Marshal was 
most brutal in appearance. He gave 
me quite the contrary impression. I 
realize, however, that he may be 
brutal in spite of his appearance. In- 
deed, I cannot see how a military 
chief in China can be otherwise. But 
there was none of this characteristic 
in his appearance. 

He looked like a big Chinese boy 
who had had a good night’s sleep, a 
good breakfast, a bath and a shave. 
Even his head was shaved; only his 
upper lip had hair on it, though that 
had been as closely trimmed as a 
British subaltern’s. He was not in 
uniform, but wore a long, soft, sim- 
ple blue silk gown—the ordinary 
dress of a Chinese gentleman; and 
he carried the usual’ dainty fan in 
one of his enormous hands. 

His six feet of height were within 
two inches of mine, but his. massive 
size, made up of great bones and 
strong muscles, made me feel small 
and weak physically. He is the finest 
specimen’ of the Chinese peasant I 
have ever seen, and that is saying 
much, for only the fittest can survive 
in this hard north country, where 
the cold is intense, where heating is 
a luxury which only 1 or 2 per cent. 
of the population may fully enjoy 
and medicine is unknown except that 
which the foreign missionaries and 
philanthropists have brought to the 
country. 

Extraordinary tales are told of

from an American or European point 
of view. I give some of them for 
what they are worth, believing they 
are well over half correct but warn- 
ing. the reader that I can vouch for 
ittle.

Governor or Tupan of Shantung 
Province by the small, thin man who 
rules at Peking is commonly known. 
That he is almost illiterate is said 
to be a matter about which he him- 
self jests. 


Ignores How Big His Army Is. 


Among the things he does not 
know are said to be the following: 
The. number of Generals loyal to 
him; the number of soldiers in his 
armies (he knows how many he pays 


for); the ‘number of his wives, other 
than Russian; how much money or 
how many children he has. 

The tale is told that when it was 
suggested he accept a Cabinet office 
in the recently reorganized Peking 
Government he ‘#facetiously recom- 
mended himself for the portfolio of 
education. But it should be remem- 
bered that the Kings of England in 
the Dark Ages were not only unable 
to read and write, but did not clean 
their finger nails or teeth and ate 
with their hands. ._ Few are the Chi- 
nese who do not use chop sticks or 
soap and tooth brushes, if they can 
get them. And it is traditional that 
the humblest coolie will try to learn 
the ideographs in which his language 
is written. 

The trouble is the difficulty of the 
language and the fact that there are 
no schools available to the average 
man. But an illiterate Governor in- 
variably hires literary: men, includ- 
ing some with foregn educations—a 
class which is seeking employment 
everywhere throughout the unfortu- 
nate land. 

Having heard much of this stal- 
wart Governor, an interview with

any income, war profits or excess 
profits taxes imposed by any foreign

In passing the Revenue act of 1926, 
Congress made mi oe for a joint 
committee on internal revenue taxa- 
tion, the duties of which, as outlined 
in Section 1208,. are to investigate 
the operation and effects of the in- 
ternal revenue tax system and to de- 
vise measures and methods for sim- 
masa particularly of the income 


It was thought that the time had 
come to make inquiry into the causes 
for the complications in the law. It 
was believed that sufficient experi- 
ence had accumulated to afford val- 
uable lessons in drafting and admin- 
istering an income tax. The joint 
committee consists. of five members 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Representatives and 
five members of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate. 


Explains Committee’s Field. 


The duties imposed by. the law upon 
this joint committee should not be 
confused with the work of the Ways 
and Means Committee of. the House 
and the Finance Committee of the 
Senate. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
expects to have ready at the opening 
of Congress on Dec. 5, 1927, a revi- 
sion of the act of 1926, the main pur- 
pose of which will be to reduce cer- 
tain tax rates. Whatever action the 
joint committee recommends must 
first be referred to the respective 
committees of the House and Senate.

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HIGH ASSESSMENTS 
BRING GITY A PROFIT 


Gain Due to the Practice of 
Levying on Realty at Nearly 
Its Full Value. 


LAW OFFERS INDUCEMENT 


Most of the Counties of the State 
Do Not Follow This 
Method,

New York City reaps a substantial 
profit each year from its policy of 
assessing real estate for tax purposes 
at the approximate full real value. 
In most of the other counties out- 


side of the city this practice is not 
followed; and money is lost for .the 
taxpayer. $3 wey pa ¥ we Fepeedethy 

‘This ’ situation arises from ‘the 
method established in Article 16, Sec- 
tion 382 of the Tax law, for the dis- 
tribution .of the money collected un- 
der the New York State income tax. 
Section 382 specifies that except for 
$250,000 to take care of refunds, 50 
per .cent., of the ‘amount. collected 
‘‘shall be pajd into the State Treas- 
ury tothe credit of the general fund. 
The remaining 50 per centum: there- 
of shall * * * be distributed and paid 
to. the. Treasurers of the several 
counties of the State, in the propor- 
tion that the assessed valuation of 
the. real. property of each county 
bears the aggregate assessed 
valuation of the real property of the 
State.’’ 

This provision was inserted in the 
law expressly as an inducement to 
get the assessors to make 100 per 
cent. assessments. It is clear that 
counties in which prohersy” is as- 
sessed at more than the average rate 
will profit at the expense of those 
in which the rate is below the aver- 
age. It is to the interest of each 
county to have its assessments made 
as near the full real value as is pos- 
sible.. Yet despite the obvious ad- 
vantages of full valuation the actual 
rates vary all the ‘way from 15 per 
cent. to 93 per cent. 


No Disadvantage in Full Value. 


Moreover, there is no disadvantage 
to a county in assessing at full value. 
The cost of government borne by a 
county is indepvendent of the rate of 
assessment. If the aggregate assessed 
valuation in a particular county is 
raised, the tax rate will be propor- 
tionately lowered, and vice versa. No 
advantage accrues from a rate of as- 
sessment under that of: other coun- 
ties. The State Board of Equaliza- 
tion apportions the amounts of 
money to be raised in each county 
by the State general property tax, 
not on the basis of assessed values, 
but on ‘‘equalized’’ values. The func- 
tion of this board is to adjust the 
different: assessments so that the 
burden of the State tax will be 
equalized among counties. 

For example, assume that the 
actual value of the real property in 
Jefferson and in Rensselaer Counties 
were $150,000,009 each. If in Jeffer- 
son the property was assessed at 59 
per cent. of its value while in Rens- 
selaer it were: assessed at full value 
each would pay in the same amount 
of general property tax, for the State 
Equalization Board would equalize 
the assessed valuations. Rensselaer, 
however, would receive just twice the 
returnable income tax that Jefferson 
would, although each would have the 
same real property values within 
their boundaries. Therefore, it is 
clear that assessment at a rate under 
that for the State as a whole can 
result only in a loss, while assess- 
ment at a rate above. the average 
will result in a gain. 


Bonuses to Some Counties. 


In 1925, the State distributed $22,- 
174,000 of the money collected from 
the income tax to the County Treas- 


urers.' New York City and three 
other counties, Alleghany, Ontario 
and Schenectady, had relatively high 
assessments and received bonuses for 
their progressive assessment a. 
Together they received $1,687,535 
more than they would have gotten 
if all counties had assessed at the 
same rate. This was divided as fol- 
lows:

It speci- 
fies that all. nominations of candice 
dates, for office in: State or county, 
including members of both Houses 
of the United States Congress, shall 
be by party caucuses and conven- 
tions. This act was proposed to the 
Legislature by initiative petitions.

NEWARK HAS A FARM 
NEAR BUSINESS CENTRE 


Museum Grows Flowers and Crops 
on Tract Enclosed by a 
Brick Wall. 





Newark has a farm within five 
minutes’ walk of its business centre. 
It is part of the Newark Museum, 


and is surrounded by a ten-foot brick 
wall. In a report to John C. Dana, 
director, Fred P. Ressland, superin- 
tendent of the farm, said: 

“Last week we finished cutting our 
corn and set it up in three good-sized 
shocks. We also made a small stack 
of hay. One hill was selected of 
each kind of corn. These were tied 
to flat boards to show roots, crop 
and foliage, all for the use of the 
Junior Museum. We have the cot- 
ton plants, gem and sweet pota- 
toes to treat in the same way. 

“The Winter wheat and rye have 
been sown and we shall soon clear 
the rest of the junior garden for rye 
and clover. 

“The irises will have to be moved, 
as the plants and leaves scorch 
badly in the sun. The south side of 
the garden is somewhat shadier and 
they will do better there in beds be- 
tween the trees and along the front 
of the beds by the south wall. Soon 
we shall be able to transplant the 
young trees into separate clumps of 
each kind. These clumps will con- 
sist of dogwood, white ash, maple, 
oak, chestnut, horse chestnut, wal- 
nut, white birch, black birch, beech 
and ailanthus. 

"We have set out several hundred 
hollyhock seedlings in the centre 
front of the junior garden and have 
a nice looking ba’ of spice pinks 
and pansies in boxes that will soon 
be ready for permanent bedding.

Alabama and the Masked Gang. 


There is in progress now in Cren- 
shaw County, Alabama, an investi- 
gation of the twenty-five or more 
masked gang floggings which have 
taken place there in less than two 
years. A special Grand Jury has been 
sworn in and charged, and taking of 
evidence has begun. In his charge 
to the Grand Jury Judge A. E. Gam- 
ble asserted that ‘‘the rule of the 
mask and the lash is a cancer eat- 
ing into the firm: flesh of the well- 
being of the county,” and urged that 
“the knife be used’’ in dealing with 
all persons suspected of complicity in 
these cowardly crimes. He added: 

“I do not know. whether these out- 
rages were committed with the sanc- 
tion of the Ku Klux Klan. But it is

From Dr. R..R. Moton, the able 
head of Tuskegee Institute, comes a 
protest against the publicity given to 
attempts of the actual criminals to 
fasten the crime on negroes. Re- 
ferring to, recent cases—one in New 
Jersey and one in Alabama—in which 
efforts were made to put the crime 
on negroes, Dr. Moton says: 
“It is a common occurrence. that 
when a crime is committed in a com- 
munity wheer there are a considera- 
ble number of negroes, the first ut- 
terance:on the part of the excited 
citizens is ‘get the negro.’

It is well for Dr. Moton to protest 
against the attempts of guilty white 
persons to shift the crime on ne- 
groes—to protest against the credulity 
of the white race—to protest against 
publicity which ‘‘plays up’’ the negro 
as the criminal and fails to “‘play 
up’’ equally the fact that there has 
been an error. But there are other 
crimes in which the negro actually 
takes part which bear more heavily 
on the white race and which also 
answer in part the protest of Dr. 
Moton. 

For instance, there was the mur- 
der of Judge Lamar Smith last year 
at Wetumpka, Ala. A negro was 
arrested and confessed that he was 
the murderer. But the sheriff and 
others believed that the crime had 
been instigated by a white man. 
They finally obtained a confession 
from the negro that he had been 
paid to kill Judge Smith. The man 
who paid was Clyde Reese Bachelor, 
a son-in-law of the murdered man. 
The white man was tried, convicted 
and electrocuted. 

Somewhat similar is the case at 
Eastman, Ga., less than ten days 
ago.

Guggenheim Financing, of San 
Francisco-Los Angeles Line 
Provides Impetus.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11,—If the 
West is not more air-minded than 
any other section it is at least as 
fully alert to the development of com- 
mercial flying: as any part of the 
United States. This fact is recognized 
by the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the promotion of aeronautics, which 
is providing financial assistance to 
enable the Western air express to 
carry out its plans for the establish- 
ment of a passenger service between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

This is the first equipment loan to 
be made by the trustees of the fund, 
in accordance with a recently adopt- 
ed policy to encourage passenger 
carrying air lines. The loan is an ex- 
periment to prove, if possible, that 
such an enterprise can be financed 
as an. investment rather than a. spec- 
ulation. 

With aviation still regarded as a 
novelty, conservative financial inter- 
ests are hesitant about underwriting 
securities for its development. Over- 
seas this obstacle has been met by 
Government subsidies, but the Gug- 
genheim Fund hopes to get away 


flying to prove its own feasibility. 
Daniel Guggenheim, in announcing 
plans for the financing, pointed out 


that equipment loans have been used 
extensively in the development of 
American railroads and street rail- 
ways. 

‘The trustees of the fund believe 
that the equipment Ioan plan will not 
only provide equipment for the dem- 
onstration of performance, but will 
also provide a concrete example of 
aeronautical financing upon which 
further financing can be developed,”’ 
he said. 

“The purpose of this loan is to 
finance the purchase of three mod- 
ern multi-motored planes of maxi- 
mum safety and comfort. The trus- 
tees desire to state that the Daniel 
Guaeesneics Fund has no commercial 
or other interest in the Western Air 
Express and is related to the com- 

ny ae 4 in the capacity of financing 

e purchase of equipment to be used 
on the selected route.’’ 

It is the intention of the Western 

Air xpress to establish regular ser- 
vice on the line between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles on a three- 
hour daylight schedule, under the 
terms of the loan the route must be 
approved for passenger transport by 
the Aeronautics Division of the De- 
partment of Commerce. 
The Western Air Express has for 
a@ year or more been operating a mail 
service between Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake City. In the San Francisco to 
Los Angeles passenger service, planes 
leaving either terminal at 10:30 A. M. 
will arrive at the other terminal at 
1:30 P. M. The distance by air is 
365 miles. The planes will have a 
cruising speed of about 120 miles an 
hour and a cargo capacity of nearly 
two tons.

Memorial Signed by Legislators 
Urges Coolidge to Help Effort 
for Elective Governor. 


WANTS STATUS CHANGED 


Action by Congress Is Urged Lest 
the Next: Executive Be: Cool 
to Island’s Asplration.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Oct. 10.— 
Because President Coolidge will ex- 
ercise his Presidential authority and 
influence for the last time at the 
coming session of Congress, a memo- 
rial has been prepared by members 
him to have Congress give the island 
an elective Governor commencing in 
1932, ‘and otherwise liberalize the Or- 
ganic act, under which the island is 
governed. 

As American citizens, the memorial 
points out, the people of the island 
are entitled to their own complete 
self-government, and the matter of 
an elective Governor, it is stated, is 
of more importance to the United 
States than the island. 

The new President, the memorial 
sets forth, might send some one as 
Governor who knew nothing of 
island, its affairs or its interests. 
addition, it is stated, the people of 
Porto Rico have demonstrated their 
capacity not only for self-government 
but, the memorial says, ‘‘we might 
well assert that we are prepared to 
rule the destinies of any great na- 
tion of the world, not to say of the 
little country in which it was our 
fortune, or perhaps our misfortune, 
to have been born.’’ 

While perhaps a delegation will 
to Washington to further urge the 
island’s claims, the memorial itself 
has been forwarded Governor 
Horace M. Towner to present to Pres- 
ident Coolidge. Governor Towner is 
now on vacation in the States and ex- 
pects to discuss Porto Rican affairs 
with the President soon. He is the 
first American civil Governor to urge

MOTOR CAR EXHIBIT 
DRAWS LONDONERS 


Lord Montagu Tells How He 
Drove First Car to Parliament 
‘ —-Was Thought Revolutionist. 





ANCIENT CEREMONIES HELD 


Opening of Law Courts and the 
King’s Approval of New Lord 
Mayor Provide Rich Spectacles.

LONDON, Oct. 15.—All roads in 
London this week-end seem to lead 
to Olympia, where the twenty-first 
British Motor Exhibition is being 
held. Lord Montagu of Beulie, 8S. F. 
Edge, Colonel Charles Harrott and 
other pioneers of the automobile in- 
dustry have been recalling their ex- 
periences in the early days when cars 
competing in a road race from Lon- 
don to Brighton had to be preceded 


’ by a man on foot carrying a red flag 


as a warning to drivers of horse- 
drawn vehicles. 

Lord Montagu was the first man to 
take a motor car into the palace yard 
at Westminster. That was just twen- 
ty-eight years ago. As he reached 
the gates a policeman on duty bade 
him halt, saying: 

“Them things ain’t allowed in 
here.” 

He added, as a good and sufficient 
reason for his prohibition: 

“It’s things like that that set 
houses afire.’’ 

Lord Montagu left the car at the 
gate and went in search of Mr. 
Speaker of the House of Commons, 
whom he reminded that ‘‘members 
of Parliament are entitled to free in- 
gress and egress in the performance 
of their duties.”’ 

Mr. Speaker acquiesced in the ar- 
gument that Lord Montagu was, un- 
der that sessional order, entitled to 
drive his car into the palace yard if 
he could gct it to move. Lord Mocn- 
tagu succeeded in doing so, and drove 
triumphantly into the inner court, 
where carriages usually went. 

Lord Montagu recalls that the gen- 
eral opinion of members of both 
houses was that a very dangerous 
precedent had been established; that 
motor cars were dirty, nasty, rat- 
tling things, and that ‘‘I was a dar- 
ing. revolutionary whose influence 
threatened the very foundations of 
State.’’ 

Now one in every forty persons in 
England owns a motor car, and peo- 
ple are wondering how traffic will be 
regulated when the proportion 
reaches the American figure. Lord 
Lee of Fareham predicted this week 
that unless something is done busi- 
ness and social life in London, as 
far as it is affected by traffic condi- 
tions, will be almost at a standstill 
within the next decade. Traffic is 
increasing at the rate of 25 per cent. 
annually. 

During the coming session Parlia- 
ment will be called upon to consider 
an application from railway com- 
panies to add motors to their ser- 
vices. This will place an enormous 
new burden upon the roads. 

Thus two great problems call for 
prompt solution as the result of the 
extension of motoring—the extension 
and improvement of the road system 
in the country and some better way 
of providing for traffic in London 
than yet has been devised.

Foreign Competition for Motor Car. 


The present show at Olympia is 
not only a sign and symbol of the 
growth of motoring. It is held to be 
an inspiring demonstration of the 
fact that Great Britain is well able 
to hold her own against foreign com- 
petition. 

“Tf in some of the older established 
industries,’’ says one commentator, 
“the British manufacturer is ——- 
through the waters of affliction an 
is solely depressed to find his prod- 
ucts undersold at home by foreign 
imports, that is not the case with 
our British motor companies. They,

An ounce of practical experience, 
such as is symbolized in the Olym- 
pia show, say protectionists, is worth 
a pound of the arid, abstract theoriz- 
ing on which the free-trade doc 
trinaire nourishes himself.

The British staple industries are 
showing that they still have the 
capacity to recover from the depres- 
gion of recent years. insie ang ans 
are encouraging.

“Life of Edward VII’ Is Criticized. 


Sir Sidney Lee’s second volume of

t was the Belgian Minister in Paris 
who first suggested that British pol- 
icy was designed to make a hostile 
circle around Germany. The idea 
became firmly implanted in the mind 
of Kaiser William II, with what un- 
fortunate results the world is fa- 
miliar. 

But the letters and documents 
gathered by Sir Sidney Lee go far to 
prove that when King Edward came 
to the throne the alternative to the 
policy of British isolation fostered 
by Lord Salisbury was not the en- 
tente with France, but an under- 
standing with Germany, as the basis 
of Britain’s Continental policy. King 
Edward was of the same mind, but 
his imperial nephew preferred what 
he called a policy of reserve. Re- 
buffed by. Germany, Great Britain 
formed the entente with France. 


KEMAL VISIT SOOTHED 
CONSTANTINOPLE 


Dubious When He Came, She 
Liked His Ways and Actions, and 
Holds Him in Fond Memory.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 1.—Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha, the Turkish 
President, left yesterday in a happier 
mood than he found it. After spend- 
ing three months in the abandoned 
capital, he has ended his first official 
visit to Constantinople since the 
Queen of the Bosporus was degraded 
and the obscure township of Angora 
elevated to the status of the Turkish 
capital. 

Three months ago the arrival of 
Kemal Pasha meant more to Con- 
stantinople than the Summer sojourn 


of President Coolidge in the West. 
Constantinople had anxiously looked 
forward to being reinstated in re- 
publican eyes, and her imperial past 
forgiven. The Republicans had not 
forgotten that here was centred the 
old régime with its intransigent sym- 
pathizers. 

In Constantinople, under the allied 
occupation, had been organized the 
Anti-Republican Party that opposed 
the founding of the new Republic. 
In a few days Constantinople will 
celebrate what she now sincerely 
calls her liberation from allied con- 
trol, when in 1922 the Mudania 
Treaty, later ratified at Lausanne, 
handed back the historic city to the 
new Republic. 

When, after many disappointments, 
President Kemal actually arrived on 
July 1 to spend the Summer Constan- 
tinople knew that she was forgiven. 
The abandoned capital has not need- 
ed, like Anatolia, the personality of 
Kemal Pasha to galvanize her citi- 
zens to a fuller realization of their 
republican responsibilities. 

To reactionary, imperial Constan- 
tinople, the personality or the Pres- 
ident has hitherto been somewhat 
enigmatic. From Angora legends 
spread to this city nurtured upon 
legend; its citizens have for too long 
lived upon legends, and discussed 
rumors over their coffee. Small 
wonder that Kemal rapidly became 
for Constantinople a Man of iron. 

But his historic speech in the 
Dolma Bagtche, on the Bosporus, 
where the penitent Constantinopoli- 
tans stood on a torrid July afternoon 
tightly buttoned into Republican

ously the silk hats that took the 
place of the frock coats and fezzes 
once worn to the same palace on pre- 
vious imperial occasions, soon cleared 
the atmosphere. 

Constantinople learned that she had 
been forgiven her imperial Ottoman 
past, her reactionary Caliphate, her 
Allied Occupation with its anti-Re- 
publican plots. Whether by chance 
or by way of another of ose ges- 
tures in which Constantinople is an 
adept, her archaeoligists in the same 
week opened the famous Golden gate 
of the Byzantines, which had re- 
mained closed ever since the Turkish 
conquest in 1452. 

Mustapha Kemal, like Caesar, has 
justified his Turkish honorific of 
Ghazi or Conqueror. To the once in- 
transigent, reactionary City of Con- 
stantinople he came, he saw, he con- 
quered. 

Moreover, he showed Constanti- 
nople a human side that has forever 
banished the legend of his inflexible 
hauteur. Informally he strolled in 
her Main Street without escort. 

But Kemal, during his three 
months’ stay, surprised little cafés 
along the Bosporus by suddenly ap- 
—_— ng in his yacht and paralyzing 

e inadequate jazz band that such 
modest resorts boast by jazzing with 
the astonished and nervous flappers 
he found there. He rode in Con- 
stantinople’s second-class street cars, 
he took tea in her cafés and hotels. 

Constantinople, in bidding the 
Ghazi, her newest conqueror, an af- 
fectionate farewell, looks forward to 
his return next Summer and her 
ultimate rehabilitation as the Presi- 
dential Summer capital.

It is pointed 
out that death-dealing gases play an 
important réle in the commercial pro- 
duction of dyes and other chemicals, 
and that the matter concerns the in- 
dustry only. That is a question the 
average layman here and abroad 
knows nothing, or at least very little 
about. 

Since the Ambassadors’ Council ap- 
proved of Germany making phos- 
gene and other gases necessary to 
her chemical industry, the foreign 
Governments do not consider it an 
evil, or at least tolerate it on the 
grounds of industrial necessity.

Automobile Also War Factor. 


Whether the Reich is actually mak- 
ing poisonous gases or not is of rela- 
tively little importance since, with 
her gigantic chemical plants, it 
would require only a slight change in 


the process of making dyes or medi- 
cines to start the production of gases 
on a large scale. Since the same is 
true of every country with a well- 
developed chemical industry, the fact 
that Germany is actually making 
phosgene cannot be held against her, 
any more than can its highly devel- 
oped automobile-manufacturing in- 
dustry be held against the 
States, according to a high official of 
the Reichswehr, who ded the be- 
lief that the automobile is a greater 
war factor than poison gas. 

Others with the ‘‘war scare’’ com- 
plex point with alarm to the Merse- 
burg air fixation nitrate plants. Ger- 
many’s most serious problem after 
the first month of the World War 
was in the procuring of nitrates for 
the manufacture of powder and other 
explosives. The shipping lines to 
Chile, on which Germany had been 
almost solely dependent for nitrates, 
had been cut off, and the reserves 
were expended. 

Now Germany is not only getting 
sufficient nitrates from the air to 
provision the most colossal scheme 
Marshal von Hindenburg’ ever 
dreamed of, but could supply the 
Allies with their needs at a lower 
cost than do the Chilean nitrate beds. 

From one standpoint, Germany 
is now better prepared for war than 
in 1914, so far as a large number of 
war requirements go. Whether the 
four yo struggle cured her peo- 
ple of any wish to gain supremacy 

y conquests is an entirely 
matter.

Industry Prefers Peace-Time Profits. 


There is less cooperation between 
industry and Germany’s war ma- 
chine today than under the empire. 
Industry wants to regain its place in 
the sun, and would rather reap small 


profits consistently than draw war- 
time profits with the risk of losing 
all again. 

Recently at the German manoeu- 
vres, a foreign observer saw a box- 
like affair moving slowly across the 
field of operations. Closer scrutiny 
revealed it as a piece of canvas 
draped over a bicycle and resembling 
an advertising float. On the sides 
were painted in large letters ‘“Tank.”’ 
There were sufficient of these queer-

See Flow of Money to Europe. 


German economists firmly believe 
that a certain proportion of Ameri- 
can capital must flow to Europe be- 
fore the world will enjoy a proper 
commercial balance. The estimated 
sums ary from $1,000,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, before the adjustment 
will be satisfactory and to the best 
advantage of the entire world. 

For the next few years this money 
must be transferred to Europe in the 
form of loans, later as visible and in- 
visible trade balances. America’s 
future depends on this movement of 
money as much’ as does the future 
of Europe, according to the experts. 
Germany will not need to beg for 
loans from. the United States, nor 
will the other nations, since Ameri- 
can financiers must see the necessity 
of this course of action, it is argued 


here. 

Evidently with this theory in mind, 
Germany has formed her future loan 
policy. There will be no repetition 
of the delays which the Prussian 
loan suffered, since the exact needs 
of the borrowers will be considered 
in advance. 

There is every reason to believe 
that State and municipal loans will 
again be taken up within the near 
future, with the approval of the Rep- 
arations Commission, Washington, 
the German Government and the 
Reichsbank. However, these will 
come under the new loan policy, 
which is now perfected.

PARTY CLEANS HOUSE AGAIN 


Mme. Kollontal May Return to Her 
Former Post as Ambassador of 
the Soviets to Norway.

MOSCOW, Oct. 15.—The congress of 
women members of the Peasants and 
Workers’ Soviet has been the chief 
feature of Moscow for the past week. 
The first session was held in the 
Grand Opera House and subsequent 
meetings in the former throne room 
of the Kremlin Palace. 

According to official figures, there 
are 1,500,000 members of the Soviets 
throughout Russia, of which 10 per 
cent. are women. Six hundred vil- 
lage Soviets have women Presidents. 

The congress so far has produced 
nothing sensational, but every speech 
indicates the growing réle of women 
in the life of Russia. 

*‘‘When I was first elected three 
years ago,”’ said a woman from a 
distant Siberian village, ‘‘the men 


laughed and refused to take me seri- 
ously. I didn’t interfere in their af- 
fairs, but kept talking about schools 
and hospitals and social welfare. 

“Then they began to listen and 
sent me as delegate to the district 
Soviet. I followed the same line 
there and was elected a member of 
the Provincial Soviet. Men talk too 
much politics, but we women have 
look out for more practical 
Lab bel-4- ma 

Her speech received a great ova- 
tion. It is typical of a hundred others 
Slowly and surely women, whom 
Czarist Russia regarded merely as 
ornaments or beasts of burden, are 
winning a prominent share in the 
destinies of the Soviet Union.

Mme. Kollontai in Evidence. 


One of the most distinguished fig- 
ures of the Russian feminist move- 
ment, Mme. Kollontai, until lately 
Soviet Ambassador to Mexico, is now 
in Moscow attending the women’s 
congress. Before her appointment to 
Mexico, where she suffered consider- 
ably from the climate and altitude, 
Mme.

The Soviet leaders have taken the 
present tension in Franco-Russian 
relations far more seriously than it 
is regarded abroad. To them the de- 
mand for the withdrawal of the So- 
viet Ambassador, Rakowski, from

a campai to isolate the Soviet 
Union and re-establish an economic 
and financial blockade.

The 
ticket seller had protected himself 
5 barbed wire twisted in and out 
of the lattice through which he took 
money and passed tickets. 


Russian Soldiers Stand Out. 


The soldiers on the streets were 
mostly Chinese, of course, as many 


as fifty or even a hundred to one. 
But that one was Russian, awnings d 
fair-haired and sometimes red-beard- 
ed, and though clothed in the coarse 
gray cotton uniform of the Chinese 
armies he was always conspicuous. 
1@} ot: Bet-4 By Aye | is the only 
Northern leader, as I have said, who 
employs Russians as fighting men. 
Chang Tso-lin has a few as instruc- 
tors, [ am told. But there is reason 
for Chang Chung-chang employing 
therm; he knows the Russians. 

At the time of the Russo-Ja ese 
War the two Changs were leaders of 
different mounted bands of outlaws 
in Manchuria. Chang Tso-lin took 
employment on the Japanese side and 
Chang Chung-chang on the Russian. 

The rise of these two men to power 
is as if Jesse James and Deadwood 
Dick (if the latter ever existed in our 
West) had fought their way with 
ever-increasing numbers of follow- 
ers until they came to Washington 
and Albany and had succeeded in 
taking the places held by President 
Coolidge and Governor Smith. 

Here and there through the wide 
streets outside the city walls were 
squads of coolies being taught the 
‘‘goose step.’’ All soldiers learn this 
action, but few are permitted to 
waste ammunition on rifle practice. 
There were already too many soldiers 
in the army, more than could be 
properly equipped, but many were 
dying daily of an intermittent fever, 
and coolies are cheap. They cost 
only promises to pay, a cheap outfit 
(not always including an umbrella) 
and a few bowls of rice per day. On 
the other hand rifles, largely im- 
ported from abroad surreptitiously, 
are very costly and not always to be 
purchased quickly. 

At every corner was a oup of 
beggars, sometimes a starving man 
of a better class, with one wretched 
child; sometimesa group of women, 
bound-footed, with naked boys, rag- 
clad girls, and babies in their arms, 
nee the wives of peasants who 

ad been impressed into military ser- 
vice; sometimes a group of several 
boys without a parent. 

We crossed the moat by an old 
stone bridge, entering the city proper 
by a tunnel through the ancient wall 
at least 100 feet deep. There the 
main streets were narrow and the 
side streets impassable for a motor- 
car. Rickshaws and wheelbarrows 
had difficulty getting by each other 
in some of them. 

Men and sometimes women and 
children, struggling like beasts of 
burden, turned out of their way 
to let us pass. The constant hoot of 
our horn was cruel. But sympathy, 
if the average ‘man should let it 
have full play in him, would prevent 
his living in China. There one must 
harden his heart. 


However, in spite of all the misery | it 


and through all the odors, good and 
bad, there is a beauty in Tsinan, as 
everywhere else in Chinese cities— 
beauty in some women, in some chil- 
dren, in some costumes and in some 
architecture. China is humanity at 
its worst, perhaps, and at its best, 
too, maybe. 

For example, the man in high 
office betrays his chief; it is a com- 
mon occurrence. At the same time 
the student who rises out of China’s 
poverty and corruption to high schol- 
arship merits far greater credit than 
the Western youth blessed with op- 
portunity. The man who raises a 
family on 10 cents a day! The 
mother who, to carry on the line, 
so that a male child shall be sure 
to survive, bears fifteen or eighteen 
children, raising possibly two or 
three! 

Only to live in China is an achieve- 
ment that we of America are unable 
to understand. Men of China who 
amass sufficient wealth to insure a 
ceremonial funeral often buy their 
coffins and with beg expose them 
to view in the best room in the 
house. Conditions, as well as the 
Buddhist teaching, tell them that the 
greatest blessing in life is death.

Forbidden City at Peking surpasses 
the Yamen in any Chinese province. 
But there is something less cosmo- 
politan, more intimate, more of-the- 
ro in the provincial capital than 
n the great centres of States known 
to all the world and frequented by 


tourists. 

Like the piece of the Emperor, 
that of the Governor, is, in a minor 
way, of course, enclosed within a 
series of walls, each surrounded by a 
compound in which retainers of dif- 
ferent classes live, the least impor- 
tant being in the outer enclosure. 
But where the courtyards in Peking 
cover scores, pip hundreds, of 
acres, those of Tsinan cover only a 
few. The whole scale is 8 er. 
Nevertheless it is wonderful. 

Like most things Chinese, nothing 
is kept in order. The Chinese build 
magnificently—at least, they have 
done so in the past. But once built, 
seldom do they maintain. Dirt and 
decay, even vandals, are often ig- 
nored. So at Tsinan the splendid, 
many-colored pailos that mark the 
entrance to the palace are leaning 
askew and shedding their paint; the 
gem-hued tiles are falling from the 
roofs and rot is eating into the 
beams. Beggars and pariah do 
pass hungrily beneath, where only 
representatives of the Emperor were 
formerly permitted. 

But even in these days of the re- 
public the greater central gates re- 
main closed—except when Chang 
himself sees fit to ride forth in state. 
The five-striped Republican banner, 
still in use in the North, hangs over 
the lesser gates; two are generally 
crossed above the entrances. 

We passed beneath such an arch, 
our car being permitted to drive into 
the outer court, passing the carved 
mythical lions that stand guard and 
that mark the place of a man of 
authority. The gates of the outer 
enclosures were physically guarded 
by a dozen men whose business it is 
to cut off heads, as well as by an 
equal number of soldiers with ordi- 
a rifles. Broad axe-like swords 
wi foot-long streamers of red or 
green silk hung on the backs of the 
headsmen. 

When we descended to 
afoot we were permitted 
through the central gates, 
are wide, deep, hall-like buildings, 
massive enough to enclose an 
average American dwelling, highly 
colored, heavily tiled, raised upon 
little paved hills, flanked by thick 
walls, and having arched eaves upon 
which little images of strange men 
and beasts of mythical character sit 
as rdians against evil influences.

The room itself was least impres- 
sive. Not spacious, it was furnished 
with a mixture of things Chinese and 
foreign, neither of the best.

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NO SENIORS NEED APPLY. 


It is painful to see the reluctance of 
gome candidates for President to obey 
the great customary law or tradition in 
regard to the age limit. Mr. HUGHES, 
65, is automatically disqualified. Yet 
Mr. DAWES, just as old, and Mr. LOWDEN, 
a year older, are shamelessly proposed. 
Senator JAMES A. REED, a few months 
younger than Mr. LOWDEN, will offer 
himself to the Democrats. Senator 
Norris, likewise of the vintage of 1861, 
is the hope of the Senate “ progressive ” 
squad. Have these ancients no sense of 
their incredible ancientry? No matter 
what vigor they may show in their pres- 
ent vocations and avocations, they can~- 
not be seriously considered for the Pres-. 
idency. Senator NORRIS expects to leave 
the Senate in 1931, and at 70 to gratify 
his remaining ambition. That is to be 
Governor of Nebraska and treat it to a 
unicameral Legislature and non-partisan 
government. 

If he were now 70, he would not be con- 
sidered too old for that; but the Presi- 
dency is a peculiar office. LEVI P. MorR- 
TON was not too off to be elected Gov- 
ernor of New York at 71 and he lived 
twenty-five years after that; but when 
he was 64 he was too old to be nomi- 
nated for Vice President in the estima- 
tion of the friends of the other aspir- 
ants. To be sure, he was named and 
elected, but that case is no precedent. 
Obviously the Vice President should be 
younger than the President. If the Dem- 
ocrats forgot that for the benefit of 
HENRY GASSAWAY DAVIS, they were then 
in the wilderness and their nomination 
was merely a testimonial. Mr. WARREN 
of Wyoming has long been one of the 
most powerful members of the Senate, 
in his quiet, effective way. If he had 
ever sought the Presidency, he would 
have been on the ineligible list, say twen- 
ty-five years ago. 

We have no sympathy with those un- 
American persons who are always harp- 
ing on PALMERSTON and GLADSTONE and 
HINDENBURG and CLEMENCEAU. Effete 
countries deserve effete rulers. Our eld- 
ers have their uses, but the Presidency 
is tabooed for them. As becomes @ 
young and “progressive” nation, the 
United States follows, with civilized 
modifications, the custom still found in 
some back yards of the world, and once 
of wide prevalence. One is surprised to 
find in Sir JAMES FRAZER’s “ Golden 
Bough” no reference to the American 
manner of dealing with the “divine 
King.” Entrusted with the duty of bring- 
ing the rain and crops, keeping the sun 
on the job, and so forth, it was necessary 
that his divine energy be kept fresh, 
renewed, transmitted strong to his suc- 
cessor. 

So he was killed, or killed himself, at 
the end of a year, of eight years, of 
twelve years. For it seems that the third- 
term rule wasn’t always in force. Old 
age came early in those days. If the 
King was oblivious of his failings, the 
friends of youth would club or strangle 
him. CHAKA, a Zulu sovereign of the 
early nineteenth century, tried in vain 
to hide the evidence of wrinkles and 
gray hairs, and raged tremendously 
against a base foreigner who deceived 
him with wonder-working hair oils and 
dyes. On the Loango coast if the royal 
mouth was short of a single tooth it was 
closed forever. These good customs were 
gradually corrupted. The sacrifice of 
substitutes and finally mere mock sac- 
rifices took the place of the long and 
admirably severe insistence on the age 
limit. 

In the United States a salutary and 
humane mitigation is making its way. 
On the assumption that the bodily and 
intellectual energy of statesmen over 60 
would fail if they were Presidents 
though it may continue undiminished if 
they are not Presidents, by all the sup- 





porters of the happier younglings in the 


fifties they, are held incompetent for the 


office. This is a gratifying theory, 
apart from its immemorial sanction. 
Politics has much of the nature of a 
fairy tale: In such tales it is the 
Youngest Son who always achieves the 
quest and gets the Princess, 








EDITORIAL INDEPENDENCE. 


An Engish reviewer of the memoirs 
of Mr. A. J. SPENDER, long and honor- 
ably known as editor of The Westmin- 
ster Gazette, was much impressed by 
the large number of public men with 
whom Mr. SPENDER was on terms of in- 
timate friendship. He recounts his fre- 
quent meetings with them, He reports 
some of their remarks. There was never 
an indiscretion, much less a betrayal, in 
all this, but the English critic was led 
to wonder whether such a list of ac- 
quaintances with such men was a help 
or a hindrance to Mr. SPENDER as the ed- 
itor of an important Liberal newspaper. 
The final opinion of the reviewer was 
that it is not well for an editor to num- 
ber on his list of close friends men who 
hold high and responsible positions in 
political life or in the actual Govern- 
ment. The implication is that this ham- 
pers him in the free expression of his 
own judgment about public affairs. 

All would depend, we should say, upon 
the editor himself, and upon the clear 
understanding which he maintained witb 
the class of men referred to. It need 
not at all be a case of receiving atten- 
tions and favors which tend to cramp 
the editorial pen. Welcome information 
may be given and confidences ex- 
changed, but all with a tacit agreement 
that the right of independent opinion is 
fully retained, and will be freely exer- 
cised on occasion. On no other terms 
would such relationships as Mr. SPENDER 
long enjoyed be tolerable to either party 
to them. ‘There is no proof, not even a 
hint, that Mr. SPENDER was ever swayed 
from his personal convictions by fear 
lest in asserting them he might hurt the 
susceptibilities of a powerful friend. 

Doubtless there are many nice ques- 
tions which arise'in such a connec- 
tion. It is desirable for the press to 
be in close touch with the Government, 
though without either ever being pledged 
to favor the other unduly. In his later 
years, Lord SALIsBuRY used to invite 
certain newspaper representatives to 
come to his office and receive an ac- 
count of any important change in for- 
eign policy which he contemplated. His 
explanation was that they would be sure 
to find it all out, in time, and that they 
might as well have the news given to 
them accurately in advance and in con- 
fidence, so as to prevent misunderstand- 
ings or distortion. There can be no ob- 
jection to such a practice, provided it is 
understood that those admitted to the 
secret are in no way bound to defend 
the course of the Government when it is 
made public. 

Personal intimacies between members 
of the press and members of the Govern- 
ment are much more delicate. They have 
no doubt led in some cases to favoritism, 
on one side or the other, or on both. 
It is right and natural for the conduc- 
tors of a newspaper to seek to have the 
advantage of official knowledge; to 
know by personal contact the manner of 
men who are in important offices, or who 
wield great political influence; but all 
through they must jealously guard their 
own independence, and let it clearly be 
known that no friendship can be allowed 
to impair the entire impartiality with 
which a conscientious newspaper will al- 
ways endeavor to discuss public men 
and measures. 








THE-OLD NORTHWEST. 


Only a few traces remain of that tall- 
timbered wilderness into which GEORGE 
Rocers CLARK pushed a hundred and 
fifty years ago when he undertook the 
winning of the West. The “old North- 
west” has long been a part of the Hast, 
and is now closely identified with the na- 
tion’s great industrial centres. Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois no longer resound to 
the woodsman’s axe. The game is gone 
from the forests and fields. The cycle 
of American civilization has been com- 
pleted—hunter-explorer has been fol- 
lowed by the pioneer, who in turn has 
given way to the farmer, whose sons are 
now occupied in industry. From CLARK 
to ForD is but the span of two lives; but 
into it has been compressed an era of 
history. 

The story of the old Northwest is in 
miniature the story of the entire country. 
There are a few old men still living who, 
like the late “Uncle JozE” CANNON, re- 
member driving out into Indiana and 
across the prairies of Dlinois in ox-carts. 
In an interview shortly after retiring 
from Congress in 1921 “ Uncle Jor” re- 
marked that it had taken him as many 
hours to motor to his home in Illinois 
from Washington as it had taken him 
days to drive from Western North Caro- 
lina to the frontier in Indiana with his 
father. The buffalo were not yet hunted 
off the plains. Life on the frontier was 
hard. To the discomforts of log cabins 
and ill-balanced rations were added the 
constant dangers of the “ aigue.” But it 
was not long before the first clearings 
were taken over by farmers and grad- 
ually a rural community sprang up. This 
persisted until after the Civil War, when 
in portions of the “old Northwest” the 
coal and mineral resources came to be 
exploited. By the close o. the nineteenth 
century it was already obvious that much 
of this region was destined to become of 
great industrial importance. Today 
many of the country’s greatest industries 
are to be found in the territory which 
was first opened up as the westward 
movement spread from Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Western Pennsylvania into 
the newly organized “Northwest Ter- 
ritory.” 

Today the term “ Northwest ” connotes 
the tes on the Pacific Coast and in 
the interior basin lying north of Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and Utah. That is, in a 





sense, @ new empire, destined in time to 
be ag great a centre of industry and 
commerce as is the old Northwest now. 
To the people living on the Pacific this 
old Northwest is far East, and the part 
which it played in the history of the 
country is forgotten. Even in the States 
carved out of the Northwest Territory 
many facts of its early history are not 
widely known, Had THOMAS JEFFERSON 
had his way in 1784, for example, Dlinois 
would have been divided into three 
States, named Polypotamia, Assenisippia 
and Illinoia. The region occupied by 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio would have 
rejoiced in the names Chersonesus, 
Metropotamia, Saratoga, Pelisipia and 
Washington. Virginia, on the other 
hand, would embrace most of West Vir- 
ginia and all of Kentucky. Anti-Jeffer- 
sonians of the day charged the author of 
this proposal with being unduly im- 
pressed with Virginia’s claim to be the 
biggest and best of States. 

It will not be long before this region 
will be celebrating its own sesquicenten- 
nial exercises. After the Revolution the 
westward movement began in earnest, 
despite the despondent years that. pre- 
ceded the formation of the National Gov- 
ernment, As the anniversaries of the 
outstanding events occur, we shall see 
throughout Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and 
Illinois that same keen interest in the 
past that has been witnessed in New 
York this Summer on the battlefields of 
the campaign of 1777 in the Revolution. 








OUT OF THE PAST. 


Travelers into the Gobi Desert and the 
steppes of Eastern Mongolia will share 
with readers of Tartar history the ap- 
prehensions of the people of Peking 
when they learn that 15,000 Mongol 
cavalry had been near the city. These 
troops were summoned by CHANG Tso- 
LIN “to sweep south toward Kalgan 
“from Dolon-nor and thus create a di- 
“version in favor of CHANG, whose ‘grip 
“on Northern China seemed threatened 
“by YEN HsI-SHAN, Governor of Shansi 
“Province.” That sweep was very near 
the modern city, where race-memory of 
the Moguls is alive and the reason for 
the erection of the Great Wall is keenly 
recalled. 

These Mongolians live on horseback, 
as their ancestors did when they con- 
quered Asia, and, according to the cor- 
respondent of The Associated Press, 
“ they ride, fight and look like the Amer- 
ican Indians of CUSTER’s day.” Only a 
slight search into the pages of history 
is required to give an understanding of 
the shivers that ran through Peking. For 
never was a more cruel, ruthless, savage 
horde unloosed on mankind than when 
GHENGIS Khan and his descendants 
poured from the steppes and deserts of 
Mongolia and extended their sway east- 
ward to the ocean, northward to the 
Arctic and southward to the tip of India. 
“They are,” said an ancient writer, re- 
ported by HOLDEN in his “ Mogul Emper- 
ors,” a péople “ who weep at their feasts, 
“but laugh in their battles; who follow 
“their leader blindly, are content with 
“cold and hunger, do not know rest or 
“pleasure, have not even words to ex- 
“press them in their language. They 
“prepare and carry their own arms, are 
“animated by one soul and one spirit, 
“not dainty in food or clothes, unpity- 
“ing, ready to tear the unborn child 
“from its mother.” India, which was 
conquered by them, where they estab- 
lished Moslem domination and ruled un- 
til the British came, is as vividly con- 
scious of their tread as is the land of 
Mongolia whence they emerged. BABER 
and AKBAR and TIMUR are names whicb 
history accompanies with legends and 
records of great state and greater cruel- 
ties. They followed: the martial prac- 
tices of GHENGIS Khan, whose conquest 
of Bokhara was described by a survivor 
in this one line: “The Mongols came, 
“destroyed, burnt, slaughtered, plun-. 
“dered and departed.” Timur, when the 
people of Isfahan killed his hated gar- 
rison, “commanded a general slaugh- 
ter,” commemorated by the building of a 
pyramid composed of 70,000 human 
heads. 

It is the descendants of these savages 
who, fighting in the armies of CHANG 
TSO-LIN, swept close to the modern city 
of Peking. The American forces who 
went to Siberia near the end of the 
World War saw them under the banner 
of the Ataman SEMENOFF, but they 
rarely come into contact with modern 
civilization. Great temples in China, 
India and Samarkand grew under their 
rule, the ruby in their architectural dia- 
dem being the Taj Mahal. But the 
rapine and massacre by which the Mogul 
rule was effected and held is a livelier 
memory among those whose forefathers 
were conquered by the Tartars. 








WORKERS’ SUMMER SCHOOLS. 


Part of the increased desire and op- 
portunity of young men and women for 
continuing their education is to be found 
in the Workers’ Education Bureau of 
America. Grown people who had left 
school to go to work before they had 
completed studies in the elementary 
grades used to sigh that they could not 
go back. to books. After twenty-five 
they thought themselves too old to learn, 
and firmly resolved that their children 
should enjoy the opportunities they had 
missed. Evening classes for adult im- 
migrants who wanted to know the lan- 
guage and some of the history and 
customs of their adopted home, corre- 
spondence schools, and the stimulating 
work of the American Library Associa- 
tion have demonstrated that up to fifty 
most people can absorb new ideas and 
learn to perform new activities. This 
general demonstration has been clinched 
by psychological experiments in connec- 
tion with university work. 

Industrial workers anxious to pro- 
gress in order to earn more money have 
been among the most eager students in 
the three groups mentioned. They have 
sought. out libraries where. technical 
books on their trade are available, and 





have, as a class, spent hundreds of thou- 
sands. of dollars with correspondence 
schools. Recognition of this enthusiasm 
and provision for satisfying worker-stu- 
dents are now found in a recent develop- 
ment—workers’ Summer schools. The 
American Federationist for October gives 
@ full report of their work this year. 

It offers a striking contrast with con- 
ditions only six years ago. Then there 


‘were no recognized Summer schools for 


industrial workers. The past season has 
seen at least twelve carrying on useful 
work. They were scattered all over the 
country, and were conducted for a va- 
riety of groups, The students returning 
to their jobs will spread interest in them, 
and next year the attendance will cer- 
tainly be larger. One difficulty is that 
of arranging classes so that students will 
not lose time in their jobs. Hight weeks 
of consecutive study is a splendid aim, 
but not -many workers can afford to 
take so much time from their trade 
Some schools do not attempt more than 
a week of intensive study, and that short 
period has been found to be a spring- 
board for launching evening classes. 

In Casper, Wyo., may be found an ex- 
ample of the attempt to focus attention 
on the Winter educational program by a 
short Summer session. A group of oil 
and building trade workers held a five- 
day institute. Classes were conducted in 
the evening because workers could not 
get away during the day. Waste in in- 
dustry and some of the special problems 
of labor were studied. The importance 
of education was stressed at every turn, 
and it is thought that Winter attendance 
will be much increased. é 

Barnard placed its campus at the dis- 
posal of New York women garment- 
trade workers for a six weeks’ course in 
English, economics and several elective 
classes. A school for both men and 
women workers, farmers as well as city 
workers, was conducted near Denver. 
The third year of Wisconsin University’s 
Summer School indicated progress by ad- 
mitting men to the student group. The 
first Southern Summer School for 
women workers was held at Sweet Briar 
College in Virginia. Many of the schvols 
have devoted attention to public speak- 


ing, so that returning students might be. 


able to tell their fellow-workers of the 


pleasures and advantages of continuing 
their schooling. 








MEASURING CITIES. 


Is there to be a new science, with 
some high-sounding name, to tell citi- 
zens how to measure the effectiveness 
of their municipal governments? The 
idea is rather alluring. School children 
are rated 85 in algebra, 90 in Latin com- 
position, 65 in spelling. Why not rate 
cities in the same way—95 for water 
supply, 70 for clean streets, 75 for crime 
prevention? Professor MUNRO of Har- 
vard long ago worked out his “ Twenty- 
five Criteria of Good City Government,” 
among them genuine home rule, concen- 
tration of administrative responsibility, 
widespread application of the merit sys- 
tem, proper budgeting. Mr. CLARENCE 
E. RIDLEY, who made a name for him- 
self as City Manager of Bluefield, W. 
Va., thinks that these tests are not ob- 
jective enough. In a pamphlet issued 
under the auspices of the National Mu- 
nicipal League he seeks to establish for 
the four major administrative depart- 
ments—fire, health, police and public 
works—criteria which may be applied 
impersonally. 

It may not be generally known that 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers has a system of grading cities 
for fire insurance purposes. Water sup- 
ply counts, 1,700, fire department 1,500, 
police 50, building laws 200, and so on, 
up to a total of 5,000 points for the city 
ideally equipped to cope with fires. A 
still more widely accepted standard for 
measuring the results of fire protection is 
the loss per capita. The public has heard 
much about these staggering losses 
during Fire Prevention Week. They 
run to well over $1,000,000 a day, and 
are mounting. Mr. RIDLEY accepts fire 
losses as a rough measure, inversely, of 
fire protection, but holds that the per 
capita basis is misleading. There is much 
more’ burnable property a head in the 
big cities than in the small. The per 
capita loss is mounting because the total 
loss is increasing faster than the popu- 
lation, but losses are actually decreasing 
in proportion to the total property that 
might be burned. 

Mr. RIDLEY would take the loss in dol- 
lars for each million of property valua- 
tion as his chief measuring rod. He 
thinks that the number of fires for each 
million of property might also help to 
test the effectiveness of a city’s efforts 
at fire prevention, and that the average 
loss per fire would furnish a fair gauge 
of the department’s ability to squelch a 
fire promptly. To measure public health 
accomplishments he would take certain 
selected mortality statistics, like the 
deaths from typhoid fever and diphtheria, 
which can be largely controlled nowa- 
days by effective community effort. He 
hoped to be able to work out similar 
tests for the effectiveness of police work, 
but found the way blocked, as it has 
been to others venturing on this road, 
by the abgence of adequate and compa- 
rable crime statistics for the cities of the 
United States. England is ahead of us 
there. 

In a limited field the results of gov- 
ernment are no doubt measurable, as Mr. 
RIDLEY contends. Administrative econo- 
my, measured more or less accurately by 
the tax rate, is a popular standard. Per- 
haps Mr. RIDLEY and his successors may 
succeed in devising more scientific rules, 
capable of wider application. If some 
one were to give his city administra- 
tion an efficiency rating of this sort, 
the average citizen might be able to cast 
his ballot more intelligently—or at least 
to present a more logical basis for his 
prejudices. But there are many impon- 
derables, and the experts are shidoting 
just a little over the ordinary citizen's 
head. He is apt to be more interested 





in the tax rate, or the promptness with 
which the city fills the hole in the pave- 
ment in front of his house, or the opin- 
ion of his favorite newspaper, or the 
fortunes of his friend who is running for 
Alderman, or the special consideration 
of the policeman on his beat, who has it 
in his power to be so annoying about 
petty regulations. 








MILITANCY AND TRUTH. 

Miss Mayo’s “Mother India” has 
stirred up a controversy with implica- 
tions beyond the specific issue. Nation- 
alist opinion in India denounces the book 
as slander. Tory opinion in India asserts 
that the American author’s dark picture 
of India’s social system is no whit ex- 
aggerated. But the most difficult prob- 
lem is presented by reviews which take 
large exceptions to her indictment and 
yet suggest that her book is well-worth 
while. The Manchester Guardian, for. 
instance, concludes its notice with the 
statement that it is a book which India 
should remember and the outside world 
forget. 

Unfortunately, the world is now so 
closely tied together that it is impossible 
for India to remember and the outsider 
to forget. There is such a thing as 
world opinion. This is what the Na- 
tionalist spokesmen have in mind. To 
them the argument does not appeal that 


an indictment is justified by the ‘kernel | 


of truth it contains. They are afraid that 
the outsider will remember every count 
and hold it proved. This is a point of 
view with which one can sympathize. 
American civilization has been under 
the satirist’s harrow since the war. Here, 
too, there has been controversy over the 
“kernel” of truth. “ Elmer Gantry” has 
been assailed by men who are far from 
being Fundamentalist or Rotarian, for 
the reason that it is a wild distortion. 
But the book has been defended by men 
who are far from being revolutionists, 
on the ground that it will compel the 
churches to look into their own hearts 
for such evil as does exist there. Bat- 
tles are not won with rose-water. A 
measured statement of grievances will 
fall flat where a ringing “challenge” 
reaches the ears of millions. It is well 
enough to speak of the still, small voice 
of reason. It is sometimes so still as to 
pass unheard. The bass drum and the 
firecracker command attention. This is 
why so many books on history and the 
social sciences will strike the reviewer 
as full of errors of fact but “ stimulat- 
ing,” nevertheless. 

The dilemma of the reading public, 
and, more than that, the dilemma of the 
would-be writer, calls for sympathy. 
Shall we rally to a book which sins 
against facts, but which thereby drama- 
tizes a situation and advances a cause? 
Shall the writer practice absolute fac- 
tual fidelity and balance and miss his 
public, or introduce jazz and get a hear- 
ing? It is to be feared that the general 
opinion is in favor of jazz. There is no 
difficulty at all in counting up the fac- 
titious books that apparently have 
stirred public interest, and the sober 
books that have slid quietly out of sight. 
But in the longer run it is by no means 
established that the book which creates 
furor does “ good,” and the quiet book 
fails. In the course of years it may turn 
out not to have failed. Better still, there 
is a way of combining impact with the 
strict truth.

MOSCOW’S DIPLOMATS. 


Foreign Minister TCHITCHERIN, hav- 
ing put up the best fight he could, has 
yielded to the demand of the French 
Government and recalled Ambassador 
RAKOVSKY from Paris. His successor is 
expected to be the present Soviet Am- 
bassador to Japan, who is described as 
not figuring prominently in Soviet 
diplomacy. He would have to be in 
order to keep his post at Tokio. The 
Japanese Government some time ago 
expressed itself on the subject of prop- 
aganda by gathering in and deporting a 
large group of Communist agitators. The 
recall of RAKOVSKY would be explained 
at Moscow as an act in full accordance 
with the Leninist tradition. To be sure, 
everybody in Russia leans hard on 
LENIN, and the dead leader’s writings 
are no exception to the general rule of 
scriptural quotability. But undeniably 
one of LENIN’s outstanding traits was a 
frank bowing to the inevitable. He was 
the master of retreats. His bitter tongue 
would have been among the first to pay 
its respects to the present régime if it 
permitted a mistaken sense of amour 
propre to bring on a rupture of diplo- 
matic relations with France. 

Internal politics must have reinforced 
the argument from foreign policy. It is 
now evident that the conflict between 
the Stalin Administration and the 
Trotsky Opposition, endemic in Russia 
for the last four years, is approaching 
another outbreak. The great Opposi- 
tionist has just been expelled from the 
inner councils of the Communist Inter- 
national. Now comes news of no less 
than forty-four leading insurgents being 
ejected from the Communist Party at 
home. Among them is PREOBRAJENSKI, 
@ pioneer of Opposition when TROTSKY 
was still orthodox. It is certajn that the 
December meeting of the Russian Com- 
munist Party will see bitter fighting un- 
less the issue is decided beforehand by 
the expulsion of the Opposition Big Four 
—TROTSKY, ZINOVIEV, KAMENEV and 
RADEK. One of the principal counts in 
the Opposition indictment has been the 
maladroit conduct of Soviet foreign 
policy, which has resulted in defeat 
along the Chinese and British fronts, 
For STALIN now to invite a break with

It Is on That Account, Says Advocate-of the Move- 
ment, That “Peril From Below” Cannot 
Be Overlooked 


Zo the Editor of The New York Times: 

It would seem, as THE TIMES sug- 
gests, that “the most effective 
eugenist campaign would be one 
which addressed itself to the supe- 
rior ranks and forgot the peril from 
below.’’ 

No one, perhaps, would be more 
pleased to forget the peril from be- 
low than the eugenist. But it is dif- 
ficult for the eugenist to forget this 
peril when he is being constantly 
reminded that more than a fourth 
of the total revenue of the States 
is now being devoted to the mainte- 
nance of the unfit; that a fourth of 
the men drafted during the World 
War were illiterate; that 70 per cent. 
of school children are handicapped 
by physical defects, and that 30 per 
cent. of the men of military age are 
incapacitated for arduous work or 
military service. 


Idealistic Appeal Ineffective. 


It is far more pleasant for the 
eugenist to appeal to the superior 
ranks for more children than to 
trouble State and Church by insist- 
ing upon birth control education for 
the inferior ranks and sterilization 
laws for the unfit. But while the 
former campaign seems the most ef- 
fective, mere idealistic appeals by 
themselves have not produced the re- 
sults. 

Perhaps the chief reason is that 
the superior ranks, because of their 
superiority, know better, or think 
they know better, than any one else 
how many children they want and 
should have. There may always be 
selfish classes that will not have chil- 
dren, but the individuals in these 
classes do not make the best parents, 
and perhaps it is just as well for 
their selfishness to die with them. 
Furthermore, those individuals who 
may be influenced by idealistic ap- 
peals to have children, rather than 
because of natural love of children, 
may not prove to make the best 
parents. 

Pressure on Middle Class. 


As badly as the world needs ge- 
niuses, there is a large part of the 
superior rank, biologically at least, 
that cannot afford to have more chil- 
dren without lowering its standard 
of living. It is this class—the great 
middle class—that is the ‘“‘back- 
bone” of society and civilization. 
Without this class, democracy, at 
least, will fall. Unfortunately, it is 
this very class of the population that 
feels the pressure of the high birth 
rate of the lower classes most. 

In England, especially, the so-called 





middle class cannot afford to have 
three or four children in the family, 
because a large part of its earnings 
must go to help support the six or 
eight children of the unemployed and 
poverty-stricken families. Nor is this 
phenomenon peculiar to England 
alone. Many other countries are suf- 
fering from this adverse eugenic se- 
lection more than England. Even in 
the United States a fourth of the 
taxpayers’ money goes for the main- 
tenance of the unfit. Think how 
many children of superior rank 
could be properly educated and 
healthfully supported on a fourth of 
the total revenue of the States. 

While the high birth rate of the 
very lowest classes does not affect 
the birth rate of the very wealthy, it 
does depress the birth rate of the su- 
perior rank of moderate means. We 
can hardly ask this latter class to 
have more children while it is paying 
out more and more each year for the 
maintenance of other people’s chil- 
dren. 


Lower Class Conditions. 


Let us now turn our attention for 
a moment to the ignorant and de- 
pendent classes of the population. 
Professor Ross of Wisconsin and 
others have found that these classes 
reproduce their kind about two and 
one-third times faster than the mid- 
dle classes. Perhaps the chief reason 
why these classes are so fortunate, 
or remain so, is because they have 
more children than they can properly 
edutate and healthfully support. 

If the burden of the high birth rate 
were lifted from the lower classes 
through birth-control education it 
would not only better the conditions 
of these unfortunate classes but 
would also stimulate the birth rate 
of the middle classes by taking a fi- 
nancial burden from them. Thus the 
reduction of the birth rate of the 
ignorant, poverty-stricken and de- 
pendent classes of the population 
through voluntary parenthood will 
automatically stimulate the birth rate 
of the upper and middle classes of 
moderate means. 

“The population of a country,” 
says Dean Inge, ‘‘is determined by 
economic laws, not by the will of in- 
dividuals. Individuals may exercise 
choice, but numbers, like water, find 
their own level. Every unwanted 
baby, kept alive by humanitarian in- 
terference, drives another baby out 
of the world or prevents him from 
coming into it.’’

ABOUT MORGAN’S RIFLEMEN 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article on Morgan’s Riflemen 
of the Revolution in THs Times of 
Oct. 9 I read with great interest. It 
gave to those famous fighters de- 
served credit for their part in the 
victory over the British in the battle 
of Saratoga. I am glad, too, that 
you did not fall into the common 
error of calling Morgan’s men the 
Virginia riflemen, because there 
were more Pennsylvanians than Vir- 
ginians under his command. ‘“‘I love 
my Pennsylvania Dutchmen, ” Mor- 
gan is reported to have said, ‘‘be- 
cause they starve so d—— well.” 

But you are in error in stating that 
one of Morgan’s riflemen was sent 
as a captive to England and ex- 
hibited there as a curiosity. There 
were other riflemen from Pennsyl- 
vania than those who served under 
Morgan, and this particular one was 
a member of the company which 
went from York and was the first 
from west of the Hudson and south 
of Long Island to join the army 
under Washington at Cambridge, 
Mass. 

Your readers may have heard how 
the company .was recruited. When 
the call came for volunteers, more 
men wanted to enlist under Captain 
Michael Doudel than the officers 
were authorized to accept. The young 
Lieutenant, Henry Miller, chalked a 
nose on the barn door. “‘I'll take 
only the men that can hit the nose 
at 150 yards,” he said. The York 
riflemen, after crossing the Susque- 





hanna, passed through Reading and 
Bethlehem, reaching New York be- 
fore any other Pennsylvania com- 
pany, and proceeded to Boston, arriv- 
ing there July 25, 1775. 

The name of the rifleman who was 
sent to England was Walter Cruise, 
a corporal in the company, who lived 
in this city. He was captured during 
an engagement which is described in 
Moore’s Diary. After a term of im- 
prisonment, the Mayor of London, 
finding no crime charged against 
Cruise of which he could take cogni- 
zance, released him from custody. 
Arthur Lee of Virginia, the secret 
agent in London for the American 
colonies, upon hearing of Cruise’s re- 
lease, sent for him and, after con- 
gratulating him on regaining his 
freedom, delivered to him a package 
of papers. America had been expect- 
ing peace terms, but the papers 
brought information to Congress that 
the King intended to send ‘more Eng- 
lish troops and hire German soldiers 
for the war in America. 

Some years ago I discovered that 
comparatively no attention had been 
paid by historians to the exploit of 
this brave Pennsylvania soldier and 
gathered together enough facts about 
him for a paper, which I prepared 
and read before the York County 
Historical Society. Cruise, upon his 
return to the army, won promotion 
in rank, but of his subsequent career 
little is known.

NOT AN “ENTANGLING ALLIANCE” 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If intended to prove that Washing- 
ton, if alive, would be opposed to our 
joining the League of Nations, all of 
the fragmentary extracts from his 
‘Farewell Address quoted by a cor- 
respondent in TH Tiss are irrele- 
vant. 

A careful study of the Covenant of 
the League will beyond doubt con- 
vince any one that therein is envis- 
aged a world-wide cooperative plan 
which is the exact antithesis of an 
“entangling alliance’ with a “part 
of Europe” or a part of any other 
‘“‘portion of the foreign world.’’ 

One should read carefully the en 
tire Farewell Address to gain a clear 
insight into the passionate desire and 
hope Washington entertained that 
after this nation had made its liberty 
secure it would be of service to the 
world. 

Permit me to quote the following, 
which gives us a far keener appre- 
ciation of this me: man’s vision and 
character: 

‘“‘Observe good faith and justice to- 
ward all nations. Cultivate peace and 
harmony with all. Religion and mo- 
rality enjoin this conduct. * * * It 
will be worthy of a free, enlightened 
and, at no distant period, a great 
nation, to give to mankind a mag- 
nanimous and too novel example of 
a people always guided by an exalted 
justice and benevolence. Who can 





doubt that in the course of time and 
things the fruits of such a plan would 
richly repay any temporary advan- 
tages which might be lost by a 
steady adherence to it?’’ 

On Oct. 26, 1799, Washington, de- 
siring the peace of the world, wrote 
the following to William Vans Mur- 
ray of Maryland: 

‘“‘My own wish is to see everything 
settled upon the best and surest 
foundation for the peace and happi- 
ness of mankind, without regard to 
this, that or the other nation.” 

Does any one think that ‘‘exalted 
justice and benevolence’”’ could thrive 
in isolation, or that, cloistered, we 
could be awake to the ‘‘insidious 
wiles’’ of the world? 

What better or surer ‘‘foundation 
for the peace and happiness of man- 
kind’ has ever been offered to the 
nations of the earth than the Cove- 
nant of the League, which, while 
encroaching on the sovereignty of 
none, clearly recognizes the interde- 
pendence of all nations in this mod- 
ern world of ours? 

What we need now, more than any- 
thing else, is some of that forward- 
looking creative statesmanship such 
as Washington and Jefferson pos- 
Sessed in such great degree and 
which has been so sadly lacking in 
very recent years.

MADRID NOT AT ALL 
A BACKWARD CITY 





Traffic Well Controlled 
Postal Facilities Ample 
But Different 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Traffic conditions in Madrid, as 

well as postal facilities, or rather 
lack of them, in that same city come 
under the jocular comment of the 
article in last Sunday’s Trmss under 
the caption ‘‘Madrid Traffic Runs 
Wild.’’ 
The writer avers that ‘‘there are 
no blue-coated cops holding up the 
four corners of the streets.”” The 
statement is quite correct, for the 
traffic cops in the capital of Spain 
are clad in khaki, There are also 
traffic lights, bells, crossings for pe- 
destrians, clearly distinguishable at 
convenient points, and safety zones, 
the latter on a higher level than the 
street. I can attest the existence 
of all that, and only last Summer 
I went through the embarrassing ex- 
perience of being ordered back to 
the curb by a Spanish policeman for 
attempting to cross the street before 
the proper signal was given. 

Trolley cars, it is true, are not 
equipped with electric bells for the 
convenience of passengers desiring 
to alight from the conveyance, but 
the cars are small and it becomes a 
simple matter either to tell or mo- 
tion to the conductor when the mo- 
ment comes for the passenger to get 
off at his destination. 


Passenger Gets Receipt. 


As to the piece of colored paper 
which the conductor hands the pas- 
sengers in the street cars in Madrid, 
it merely constitutes the accepted 
method of verifying before the in- 
spector that the fare has been paid 
up to a certain point and not further, 
trolley fares in Spain varying with 
the distance. 

The article is equally merciless 
when dealing with postal facilities in 
Spain. 

“No street letter boxes are in evi- 
dence * * * Post boxes there are, to 
be sure, but they are coyly attached 
to the front ends of the street cars. 
That you may have your foot ampu- 
tated or even be decapitated is lost 
sight of in your hasty attempt to 
get your letter to the box.”’ 

There are letter boxes other than 
those your article mentions, plenty of 
them, in fact. Every ‘‘estanco’”’ or 
cigar store has one, and since these 
estancos are the only places where 
postage stamps may be bought by the 
public, all will agree that they are 
rather efficiently placed. 

The letter boxes on trolley cars are 
simply an added facility which, so 
far as I know, has not caused a single 
casualty, not even among those vis- 
itors to Madrid who may be in ex- 
treme haste to mail their missives 
with their hastily collected impres- 
sions abroad.

Later on on the same page Mr.

‘‘Mikado.”? Then where was ‘Rud- 
digore’’? 

Here is the actual chronology of 
the operas at the Savoy Theatre, 
London, at that time: ‘“The Mikado,”’ 
March 14, 1885; ‘‘Ruddigore,’’ Jan. 
22, 1887; revival of ‘‘Pinafore,’’ Nov. 
12, 1887; revival of ‘‘Pirates,’? March 
17, 1888; ‘‘Yeomen of the Guard,” 
Oct. 3, 1888. 

Each of these operas has, as you 
doubtless know, a subtitle, for in- 
stance ‘‘Pinafore, or the Lass That 
Loved a Sailor.’? When Carte de 
manded to know the title of the 
opera that did follow the ‘‘Mikado,”’ 
Gilbert replied “I am thinking of 
calling it ‘‘Ruddigore, or Not So 
Good as the ‘Mikado.’ ”’ 

He seemed to sense that they had 
reached the crest of the wave of 
their popularity, as it were, with the 
“Mikado.”” That wave, however, 
never really receded. May it never 
recede as long as the English lan- 
guage is spoken! 

My father was Richard Temple. 
He was that rara avis, a singer who 
could really act. He created a réle 
in every one of the operas from ‘“The 
Forcerer’’ to ‘‘The Yeoman of the 
Guard.’ Two very different rdles 
were Dick Deadeye and Strephon.

Decadence of a Once Great American Dish 
Recalls Days When Hash-Making Was Art 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

_ I'know not where the name orig- 
inated, but I do know that before 
the oldest living person was born 
we Americans were familiar with 
that celebrated and appetizing 
dish—hash. That it is distinctly 
American, there can be no doubt, 
as the potato is an American 
product and without the potato 
there can be no hash. 

Those who lived in the days 
when the palatial steamboat 
floated up and down the Missis- 
sippi River well remember that 
hash was a permanent dish on the 
menu, placed before the passen- 
gers for breakfast, accompanied 
by the well-known and never-to- 
be-forgotten Mississippi biscuits, 
large, light and fit for a king’s 
table, made by a colored cook 
whose apprenticeship never ended 
until he was a master hashmaker. 

But hash was not the only dish 
those colored cooks could make. 
Their gumbo soup, the fried yams 
with strips of bacon, their pies, 
thick, fluffy and juicy, their 
roasts cooked to a nicety, brown 
on all sides and carved in front 
of you, vegetables that melted in 
your mouth and with a flavor that 
would bring an appetite to a stone 
god—a flavor distinctly Ameri- 
can, without the use of garlic or 
any of the modern imported 
tastes. The tomato was unknown, 
save as a “love apple’ and used 








as an ornament on the mantel- 
piece. The chowder those days 
was therefore tomatoless and was 
made systematically, with a layer 
of bacon, a layer of onions, a 
layer of potatoes and one of 
clams, alternating, all of which 
was topped off with a chunk of 
butter and nice rich cream, 

But, alas! what a change has 
come upon us, my countrymen! 
The once delicious hash has be- 
come a sort of American ‘‘olla- 
podrida,’’ into which everything 
belonging to the garbage can is 
dumped.’ 

It is claimed that a monkey was 
responsible for the mince pie in 
the kitchen of a king’s palace by 
mixing the ingredients intended 
for other dishes while the cook’s 
back was turned, but we know 
not where to place the responsi- 
bility for disrupting our Ameri- 
can hash, unless it be the ten- 
dency of these days to jazz every- 
thing, thereby making us a na- 
tion of crawling, coughing, sour- 
faced dyspeptics, fit for a taste- 
less world and an early grave. It 
makes us feel that laws should 
be enacted compelling cooks to 
undergo training, such as physi- 
cians and lawyers are subjected 
to, before being permitted to fol- 
low their avocation of preparing 
edibles for an eating country.

ARE BOOKSELLERS BACKWARD? 





To the Editor of The New York Times? 

In THs Times editorial ‘Not 
Enough Book Buyers’’ you ask the 
question, ‘‘Why do not books sell?” 
The answer is because they are not 
sold. Every article of merchandise 
requires to be sold. Books, more 
often than not, are allowed to sell 
themselves or die. Many die. 

The most difficult thing to buy is 
a book—a certain book. You can 
visit twenty bookshops in the heart 
of New York and not one of them 
has the book in stock. This applies 
to books published in the current 
season as well as those of previous 
seasons. It is obviously impossible 
for every bookseller to stock every 
book but it should be part of the 
bookseller’s business to have some 
file, other than the gigantic and 
wretchedly compiled publishers’ cata- 
logues, wherein he can find out im- 
mediately where that book can be ob- 
tained promptly. Bad as distribu- 
tion is in New York, it is infinitely 
worse further afield. 

Perhaps—most probably—too many 
books are published. If books do not 
sell the publisher either has too large 
a catalogue or his facilities for han- 
dling his stock are not adequately 
organized. There must be something 
radically wrong with any manufac- 
turing concern that year after year 
is left with a large quantity of dor- 
mant stock which eats its head off 
in storage and has eventually to be 
sold at a loss. 


Many Not Worth While. 


More than half the books published 
today are not worth the paper on 
which they are printed. We have all 
of us come across volumes, especially 
in the fiction field, that have caused 
us to wonder why the publisher 
thought it worth his while to specu- 
late. Yet one good seller will not 
only make up the deficit on the non- 
sellers but show a profit on the en- 
tire output. But in most cases that 
book has to sell itself before the sale 
is pushed. 

On the other hand it may be 
faulty salesmanship or lack of sales- 
manship. Books can be sold, but 
they have to be sold. The man who 
practically controls commercial life 
today is the salesman. The income 
of a good salesman, paid by results, 
is often in excess of that of the 
President of the corporation he rep- 
resents. What would the insurance 
companies be without salesmen? 
The automobile trade would be where 
it was in 1907 but for the salesman. 


Salesmen Are Needed. 


Even banks have salesmen. Pub- 
lishers have salesmen, it is true, but 
are they salesmen in the true mean- 
ing of the word or are they “‘order 
takers’? working? Even to this day 
it is necessary to show a bookseller 
a dummy volume of each new book 
just as though he had never seen a 
volume before. This is not an ad- 
vance copy whereby he may gauge 
the value of the book, but a blank 
volume to show the size, thickness, 
title page, cover, a specimen text 
page and picture jacket. The book- 
seller places or refuses to place his 
order on the color of the cloth used 
or the picture on the jacket. Imagine 
a cigar salesman trying to sell cigars 
by the picture on the box or a piano 
salesman traveling around with half 
a dozen dummy grand pianos and 
trying to convince the retailer of the 
beauty of the tone of his instrument 
by the quality of the case. 


Price Not a Factor. 


Price, discounts and terms have 
nothing whatever to do with it. The 
$2 book today, taking into consid- 
eration the decreased value of the 
dollar and the increase in ‘‘pros- 
perity,”” is cheaper than was the 
$1.50 book in 1918. Some authors 
contend that if. the retail price of 
books were lower more copies would 
be sold. This is not so. The profit 
to the publisher would be about the 
same in proportign, the loss to the 
retailer would be considerable and

on the retail price would shrink in 
like ratio. Libraries do not tend to 
diminish sales. Most patrons of 
libraries would not buy books if they 
could not borrow them, but there is 
always the possibility of some one, 
used to borrowing books, suddenly 
rising to the purchase of one. Any- 
thing that encourages the habit of 
reading is good for the trade. 


French System Different. 


To quote sales of books in France 
has, nothing whatever to do with the 
matter. Sales in that country may 
have increased, but it is doubtful if 
the authors be any better off, for in 
most cases the French publisher buys 
a manuscript outright for a ridicu- 
lously small sum, whereas in England 
and America the royalty system is 
in vogue. With us, if the book sells 
the author gets his share, but if it 
does not he loses. He is the only 
producer of raw material who per- 
mits the manufacturer to pay by re- 
sults. Fancy a miller buying wheat 
from a farmer on like terms, agree- 
ing to pay him a percentage on the 
sale of the flour if it sold! Only 
authors of assured standing can bar- 
gain for an advance payment on 
royalties and when this is part of 
the contract a special effort is gen- 
erally made to insure against loss. 
When books are published on royalty 
without an advance, the author and 
publisher are in partnership. The 
author risks his time and cost of 
typing. The publisher risks the cost 
of manufacture. Overhead is offset 
by the supposed value of the author’s 
talent. Consequently their share is

The Author Loses. 


But if the book does not sell the au- 
thor suffers a total loss, whereas the 
publisher may recoup from some 
other book. No publisher is a philan- 
thropist. No one expects him to be. 
He is in the business to make money 
and it is true that of all trades his is 
one that is seldom seen in the bank- 
ruptcy court. He publishes a book 
because he honestly believes it will 
sell, but he has the reputation of be- 
ing a very good loser. He rarely 
squeals when a book is a failure. 
But what about the author? Not only 
has he lost in actual cash, but his 
copyright is tied up for years, he has 
the reputation of having come a 
cropper and is in a worse position 
than if the book had never been pub- 
lished. 

There seems to be no method of ap- 
praising the qualities of a book from 
the sales point of view before it is 
accepted for publication. Last year 
the President of one of the largest 
American publishing houses told me 
he could make more money out of 
book-making than out of book pub- 
lishing, into which the element of 
chance entered so greatly. A Lon- 
don publisher told me that people 
nowadays no longer buy books, they 
buy authors. I wonder when they 
will buy publishers. I long to hear 
some dear old lady say, “I always 
buy Blank & Co.'s publications. You 
can absolutely depend on them.” 


A Personal Experience. 


If there be no way of appraising 
the sales value of a manuscript be- 
fore publication, then all the more 
necessary is expert salesmanship. 
Recently I essayed authorship just 
to see if I could prick that bubble 
about the Heaven-sent genius of lit- 
erature. During the last four years, 
I have had five books published in 
London and three of them in New 
York. My publishers have been 
most kind. My reviewers have tried 
to outdo one another in polite 
phrases, and yet when I arrived in 
London last year and learned the 
sales of my last book I was sorely 
disappointed. I told my publisher 
that I thought he would have sold at 
least 10,000 copies. ‘‘Oh, you Amer- 
icans!’’ said he. ‘‘You have such big 
ideas. That sort of thing can’t be 
done here. Two thousand or twenty- 
five hundred is considered a good 
sale here.’’ I told him I did not be- 
lieve in an author peddling his own 
book, but to prove that I knew 





whereof I spake I asked his permis- 
sion to put my theory into practice. 
He agreed, and within a week I had 
sold 5,000 copies’ at “the full whodle- 
sale price without any discount. 


The publication of pamphlets is not 
the solution of the problem. It takes 
just as much energy. to sell an article 
for 10 cents as it does to sell one 
for $10. Books are a luxury to most 
people, and the ‘public will always 
pay for luxuries if it can be per- 
suaded that it wants them. The com- 
petition created by the movies, out- 
door sports, dancing, instead of caus- 
ing complaints and explanations 
should call for increased sales effort, 
whether a concerted effort or an ‘in- 
dividual effort is immaterial, but it 
should be determined, sincere and 
sustained. Spasmodic flashes in the 
pan are useless and extravagant.

RUMANIA-HUNGARY 
DISCUSSION GOES ON 





Opinions of Politicians and Inter- 
national Lawyers at 
Variance 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Basil Alexander states the Ruma- 
nian point of view concerning the 
present dispute with Hungary. He re- 
fers to my letter which Tum Trmugs 
published on Sept. 26. He finds that 
the case is not as I presented it, and 
he endeavors “‘to set forth a few 
facts that underlie the issue at stake.”’ 

It is not my purpose to argue with 
Mr. Alexander. I did not plead the 
case of Hungary; I simply pointed 
out the problems involved as seen 
from the point of view of students 
of international law. What Mr. 
Alexander says, even {f true, does 
not affect the things I said, for he 
deals with the political side of the 
dispute, which has nothing to do with 
the legal side. But it seems that the 
knowledge of Mr. Alexander concern- 
ing “the facts that underlie the 
issue’ is rather inaccurate. 

He says that, ‘‘by the Treaty of 
Trianon Rumania received back (7?) 
from Hungary that province’’ (i. e. 
Transylvania). Any one familiar with 
history knows that Transylvania 
never belonged to Rumania prior to 
1921. Neither did Hungary before the 
war include ‘fa number of provinces 
which in fact belonged to Ruma- 
nians, Serbs or Slovaks. * * * If 
Mr. Alexander knew the facts he 
would know that Hungary possessed 
the territories and provinces de- 
tached by the Treaty of Trianon long 
before Rumania, Serbia or Czecho- 
slovakia existed. 

Mr. Alexander’s statements about 
the land reform may be right or may 
not, If his information concerning 
the reasons for the expropriations 
are as accurate as his knowledge of 
history, then the defense of the case 
of Rumania is rather weak! I 
have all respect for his opinion, 
but if he says that the expro- 
priations in Transylvania do not 
come under the provision of Article 
250 of the Treaty of Trianon his 
opinion is contrary to that of inter- 
national jurists of such high author- 
ity as Lapradelle, Dupuis, Gidel and 
Hugh Bellott. How fortunate for the 
future of international law that a 
court of justice has to decide whether 
or not this or any other action of.a 
Government is in accordance with 
existing rules of international law 
and provisions of treaties in force! 


Finally, I was unable to find in the 
minutes of the League of Nations 
Council meeting the full or any 
approval of the Rumanian point of 
view, neither by Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain nor by the other members 
of the Council. According to these 
minutes, the Council postponed the 
decision on the matter to a subse- 
quent meeting.

COOLIDGE’S ‘CHOOSE’ 
IDEOLOGICALLY FIT

Frank H. Vizetelly, the eminent 
lexicographer, is now at it. He cites 
classic examples to uphold the legiti- 
macy of the word ‘‘choose’’ in the 
celebrated Coolidge announcement. 
But, with most of the academic com- 
mentators, he overlooks the fact that 
the linguistic propriety is only a sec- 
ondary consideration. The main 
point is the ideological fitness. Did 
the form truly reflect the substance? 
That is the chief concern. It did so 
most effectively. 

I am convinced that in employing 
the word ‘‘choose’’ President Coolidge 
intended to make it as emphatic as 
possible, with his usual directness; 
that his mind wasdefinitelymade up. 
The mind may be regarded as really 
made up only if it be the outcome of 
a deliberate choice. 

For instance, were one to declare 
that h does not intend to vote again 
for Mr. Coolidge, or does not care to 
do so, people might well bring per- 
suasion to bear upon him. But if he 
pointedly says that he ‘‘chooses’’ not 
to vote for him again, that ends it. 
He might be told that Mr. Coolidge 
has made an excellent President, 
which he could admit, and that he is 
likely to outdo even his past record, 
which he likewise could concede. All 
in vain, for he ‘‘chooses’’ not to vote 
for him, which means that an all- 
surpassing principle is involved in his 
course.

CANNED FOODS VIEWED AS AID 
IN ENLARGING HUMAN’ FRAME 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In, Tue Times recently there ap- 
peared an editorial in which canned 
foods, not directly but by inference, 
were brought into question. For ex- 
ample, the editorial states: ‘‘As yet, 
however, there have been too few 
satisfactory experiments an a large 
scale as to the effect on a commu- 
nity of an important dietary change 
like the substitution of fresh for 
canned vegetables. From both. the 
Philippines and Japan have come re- 
ports, unsupported by statistics, of 
marked increases in stature when 
these formerly rice-eating people 
have been induced to add to their 
diet a quantity of fresh vegetables 
and meat.’’ 

On one thing all dieticians and 
nutritionists are agreed: that is, 
more liberal consumption of vege- 
tables and fruits is desirable. It is 
agreed that normally a certain quan- 
tity of vegetables and fruits should 
be eaten raw,.but it is also agreed 
that some végetables are practically 
inedible in the raw state and that 
most people can eat larger quantities 
of fruits and vegetables when cooked. 
Cooking makes available otherwise 
inedible vegetables and fruits, and 
permits a larger consumption of 
these foods. 

Effects of Cooking. 


Scientific data are available to war- 
rant the general statement that, ex- 
cept as regards ‘vitamins, all known 
constituents of vegetables and fruits 
are not really affected by cooking or 
canning. Certain vitamins, princi- 
pally Vitamin -C and one fraction of 
Vitamin B, are more or less affected 
by any form of. cooking. A number 
of foods have been critically studied 
at Columbia University under the di- 
rection of Professor Walter H. Eddy 
of Teachers College, and it was found 
that the canned foods are actually 
richer in Vitamin C than similar 
foods purchased on the market in 
New York and cooked in the home 
economics department of Teachers 
College according to the modern 
method. Such a comparison revealed 
that canned spinach and canned cab- 
bage are several times richer in Vita- 
min C than the same items home 
cooked. Canned peas are also richer 
than the home cooked, but the dif- 
ference is not so marked. Canned 
peaches and tomatoes were found to 
be fully the equivalent of the raw 
products purchased on the market. 
In the case of canned apples, the 
reason for this condition was pointed

out. Apples canned by the uae pro- 
cedure that the housewife would use 
lose most of their Vitamin C, but 
apples canned by the. procedure 
which generally prevails in com- 
mercial canning lose very little, if 
any, of their Vitamin C. Apples of 
the same lot held in cold storage 
until the Spring of the year, as is 
customary with this variety of ap- 
ples, had lost half of their Vitamin 
C, and when fed raw were therefore 
inferior in this respect to the canned 
apples even later in the Summer. 


Oxidation Destructive. 
The special procedure used in cane 
ning these apples was the elimina- 


tion of the oxygen, which is neces- 
sary for several reasons in the come 


a| mercial canning of apples. This dem- 


onstrated that the destruction of 
Vitamin C during canning and cook- 
ing was really due not to the heat 
itself, but to oxidation, which is in- 
tensified by the heat of cooking or 
canning. 

The other vitamin which apparent- 
ly is appreciably affected by cdoking 
and canning is one fraction of Vita- 
min B. It was brought out in a defi- 
nite way only within the last year 
that Vitamin B consists of more than 
one fraction, although it was suse 
pected for some time. Consequently, | 
there are not sufficient data to make 
any general statements in regard to 
the effect of cooking or canning on 
this vitamin. - 


Consumption Increasing. 

We feel, therefore, that it would be 
quite as pertinent to raise the query 
as to what might be the effect of the 
use of vegetables and fruits carried 
for long distances and held for long 
periods before consumption. We do 
not wish to infer that the latter 
would be a pertinent question to 
raise. It has been amply demon- 
strated that a higher consumption of 
vegetables and fruits is desirable and 
that modern methods of supplying 
them, such as canning and distribu- 
tion in other ways, are rapidly bring- 
ing the consumption of these prod- 
ucts up to where our most ample 
needs will be satisfied. We likewise . 
feel that it would havé been just as, | 
possible to have raised the stature | 
the ‘‘formerly rice-eating people’’ of 
the Philippines and Japan by more 
liberal use of canned vegetables, 
fruits and whatever other items basta 
found lacking in their diets.

It was to be anticipated that a 
book as arresting as ‘‘Mother India” 
would give rise to considerable dis- 
cussion. It seems, however, as if 
the argument in rebuttal of Miss 
Mayo’s thesis is all to take the form 
of unsupported charges of misstate- 
ment of fact, exaggeration _ rash 
generalization. 

R. B. in Tue Times today uses all 
the old familiar tricks. His opinion 
is that this book is exaggerated and 
based on imagination and half- 
truths. Yet who has exaggerated? 
Who has used his imagination and 
been guilty of half-truths? A most 
cursory reading of the book will show 
that it is out of their own mouths 
that Miss Mayo condemns the Hindu 
population of India. And this con- 
demnation is supported by a group 
peculiarly well qualified to speak. 
For however one may view Chris- 
tian missions one must admit that 
they are run by men and women of 
great sincerity and often of great ex- 
perience. The-nature of their work 
brings them into intimate contact 
with native life and their mental 
bias, if any, is certainly not toward 
officialdom. Yet it is these mission- 
aries Miss Mayo calls to her support 
rather than the officials. 

As regards ‘‘the' morbid bent for 
collecting only the worst facts’’ it 
might be fair to regard this book as 
an honest attempt to diagnose the 
admitted ills of India. As a diagnos- 
tician the author was naturally more 





interested in the diseased rather 
than the healthy functions of the 
patient. To many who have given 
the matter any attention the book 
will seem a remarkably accurate al- 
beit depressing diagnosis. That any 
particular good will come of it is 
beoleda-MmsCeltielaarl me 


The enlightening of the Indian 
public on misrepresentations made in 
America to which R. B. looks for- 
ward would seem to most people 
utterly valueless. As for the develop- 
ment of a stronger demand for popue 
lar education as a result of this book, 
Miss Mayo has shown very effective- 
ly that something more than a de- 
mand is required to overcome the 
obstacles in the way of this much 
needed development. It is 2ossible 
that the real influence of the book | 
will be the enlightening of the 
British public on the sadder side of | 
Indian life, and though this may do 
some good it may also do some — 

If Miss Mayo’s diagnosis is correct, 
then the case of India is indeed seri- 
ous and the cure must be slow. 


If the cure is ever completed and 
India, in the course of the centuries, 
rises regenerated, democratized, un!- 
versally educated, sanitated and 
scientifically farmed, will the Hindu 
be any happier? Well, we shall not 
be there to see, so meanwhile why 
not let us have a little fair and un- 
prejudiced criticism’ of Miss Mayo’s 
book?

I'am staying in the ‘‘inner Hima- 
layas,’’ or, to be exact, in the middle 
of the State of Chamba, next to 
Kashmir, and almost within sight 
of Thibet. 

It .is extraordinarily beautiful— 
much lovelier than Switzerland, be- 
cause it is somehow on a far grander 
scale. Of course the people add to 
the picturesqueness. They are fair 
and athletic, not tall, but well mus- 
cled, and wear unbleached wool (duf- 
fle) coats and trousers and little 
skull caps. 

His Highness the Rajah of 
Chamba is about 35, a ruling prince 
with nine-gun salute and an army. 
I like him very much. His family 
have held this place for some thou- 
sands of years, being too far in the 
hills ever to have been tdéuched by 
the Moghal invasions, There is a 
great deal of most interesting archi- 
tecture and customs about the place. 

From here I go to Mandi, another 
hill State, with her Highness the 
Rani Sahiba, who is the daughter of 


as|the Maharajah of Kapurthala, and 


the most beautiful and accomplished 
Princess in India. She was educated 
in England and France, and speaks 
both languages perfectly, besides 
which she rides, dances even the 
Charleston, plays the piano and the 
ukulele, tennis, swims, shoots, fishes, 
and does everything the most up-to- 





date American girl would do. She 


is the mother of a little boy, 3 years 
old, who speaks three languages. 

Early next year she is going to 
America to study American methods 
in education, especially for girls, and 
agriculture, as her State is a forest 
and fruit State. Her husband is a 
charming young man, and will go 
also. 

Politically, British India is upset as 
usual. There has been a fearful row 
over Miss Mayo’s book, which an- 
noyed the Swarajists to the point of 
frenzy. It is and it isn’t true. As 
Miss Cornelia Sorabji, one of the 
most balanced and cleverest of In- 
dian women, remarks: “It is an ad- 
mirable public health report.”’” As a 
Maharani pointed out to me: “She 
obviously never came into contact 
with the upper classes.’’ 


For the rest, in British India the 
good old game of make-believe goes 
on. The Swarajists pretend that 
they want independence, the Brit- 
ish pretend they are learning to be 
democratic, the Moslems just hope 
they will get independence, and so 
it goes. Given a firm, stable Gov- 
ernment there would be immense op- 
portunities for financial develop- 
ment in India. . The country has 
never yet been exploited properly in 
the modern commercial sense, But it 


never will be by. either Indians or 
British. R. M.

Jewish Association Reports on 
Expenditure of $667,309 
Allowance. 


12,529 INFANTS CARED FOR 


Director Explains That the New 
Immigration Law Changes 
Character of Work. 


The Jewish Social Service Associa-|In 


tion, known for fifty years as the 
United Hebrew Charities, which is 
affiliated with the Federation for 
the Support of Jewish Philanthropic 
Societies, had 3,564 families under 
its care last year, according to its 
report made known yesterday. 

The budgetary allowance made to 
the association by the federation was 
$667,309. More than 50 per cent. of 
the families received service and re- 
lief, the rest receiving service with- 
out financial assistance. The num- 
ber of infants cared for was 12,529. 

In a foreword to the report, Miss 
Frances Taussig, executive director 
of the association, said: 

“It will be remembered that the 
war brought a sudden check to im- 
migration, which the restrictive Con- 
gressional legislation of 1924 has pro- 
longed. Even before the war, how- 
ever, the recently arrived immigrant 
formed a small proportion of the 
organization’s families. It is no 
longer true that the ‘problem of the 
care of the Jewish poor in New York 
is essentially the problem of the im- 
migrant,’ as a committee of this 
organization once wrote. 

Less Emergency Work. 


“Today the families who have 
lived in the United States for less 
than one year, for example, are rela- 
tively few among the = society’s 


clients. Our society’s work has as- 
sumed less and less of an emergenc 
character. Families come to it wi 
those which re- 
stance. 

*‘We have become conscious of the 
multitude of difficulties which men- 
ace normal family life. The society 
has become convinced that the fam- 
ily, to take its place in the commun- 
ity and live no: , must have a 
home in which healthful, comfort- 
able, living is possible. It is obvious 
that if ese essentials are to be 
found for the family, they must first 
Be found for its individual mem- 

ers. 

A statistical summarization of its 
report, as made known by the asso- 
ciation, is as follows: 

“Sixty per cent. of the male heads 
of the families under care were per- 
manently incapacitated and only 11 
per cent. of the cases involved heads 
of families who were pees 
Average rentals for the families un- 
der care have gone up, indicating a 
higher minimum standard of living. 
1920, the report shows, the aver- 
age rent per room for a family under 
the society’s care was $4.65; today it 
is $7.23. Lowest rents are on the 
lower east side, and the other dis- 
tricts have increased rentals in the 
following order: Yorkville, Stuyve- 
sant, Harlem and the Bronx. 


Forms of Relief. 


“Of the types of relief granted, 40 
per cent. of the families received an 
allowance, 25 per cent. received other 
planned relief, such as coal, dental 
and medical care, and other special 
allowance. Seventeen per cent. re- 
ceived emergency relief and 19 per 


cent. received clothing. The cash 
Loe! budget last year was $420,- 


‘“‘Among the principal problems in 
the families under care were tuber- 
culosis in 8.9 per cent. of the fam- 
ilies, old age in 6.8 per cent, acute 
illness 22.4 per cent., other chronic 
illness 27.7 per cent. Among the 
industrial problems in addition to 
unemployment were the cases of un- 
der-employment which represented 
7.1 per cent., insufficient earnings 
4.8 per cent. and insufficient income 
from business 3.5 per cent.’’

Brooklyn Charity Bureau Says 
$88,000 Was Spent in Cash 
or Material Relief. 


50,000 VISITS TO NEEDY 


Report Shows Manhattan Provides 
More Funds—Total Receipts 
Are Put at $608,696. 


About 6,000 needy families were 
helped by the Brooklyn Bureau of 
Charities during the past fiscal year, 
according to the forty-eighth annual 
report of that organization made 
public yesterday and now being 
mailed to the 27,000 contributors. 

“More than one-half of the fami- 


lies cared for by the bureau during 
this period received major assistance 
and substantial aid,’’ says the report. 
“Over $88,000 was given to those 
families in cash lowances and 
other material relief. In addition to 
meeting the immediate needs of 
those in distress, much more funda- 
mental and intensive work was done 
to remove the possibility of a recur- 
rence of dependency. 

‘Fifty-one workers of the bureau 
made more than 50,000 visits to 
troubled homes. Nineteen thousand 
calls at the bureau’s office were 
made by those in need. During those 
visits progress was recorded, ar- 
rangements made for medical treat- 
ments, vacations and other services 
necessary to human upbuilding. Spe- 
cial studies were made of nutrition, 
alcoholism, boys’ work, the colored 
population and other aspects of so- 
cial welfare. Regardless of their 
disabilities—illness, old age, unem- 
ployment, desertion, widowhood, 
blindness and other physcial handi- 
caps—we are prepared to help the 
unfortunate. Financial assistance is 
given where needed, self-support is 
cultivated and encouraged, employ- 
ment is found for wage earners, de- 
serting husbands are located. The 
blind and the crippled are taught 
useful and remunerative occupations, 
children are cared for while mothers

IN INDUSTRY URGED 


Underwriters’ Executive Says 
Efficient Method Must Be 
Used to Lower Hazard. 


WARNS OF: PAST NEGLECT 


Steel -Corporation’s Record Halled 


as Efficlent Example of. Way to 
Prevent Injury to Workmen. 


There are still far too many acci- 
dents in American industry and a 
new type of safety movement will 
have to be developed to reduce the 
number, says a report made public 
yesterday by a committee of the 
American Engineering Council, 29 
West Thirty-ninth Street, which has 
been making a nation-wide survey 
during the last year of the relation- 
ship between accidents and produc- 
tion. The report declares that fac- 
tories must be run with the precision 
of express trains and ocean liners 
and that factory executives must 
treat accident prevention as a major 
part of their work if the new move- 
ment is to be a success. 

Albert W. Whitney of .New York 
General Manager of the Natio 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
derwriters, who prepared a section 
of the report dealing with the respon- 
sibility of industrial executives, says 
that an entirely new view of the 
safety movement must be taken. He 
points out that the old safety move- 
ment had as its objective the ‘‘clear- 
ing up of accumulated bad conditions 
that were the result of years of 
neglect.’?’ The new movement is dif- 
ferent, he continues, because, with 
the increasing complexity and en- 
larged production of modern indus- 
try, “it will have to meet, not static 
conditions, but the dynamic problem 
of how accidents can be controlled 
under modern industrial conditions, 
which are becoming continuously 
more difficult.’’ 

Mr. Whitney reports that there has 
been. an increase in the absolute 
number of accidents in American in- 
dustry, although there has. been a 
decrease in the proportion of acci- 
dents to the amount of goods pro- 
duced. , 

‘*While there has been a recent in- 
crease in the hazard of industry per 
man-hour,’’ he says, ‘‘production per 
man-hour has increased so much 
more rapidly that the hazard in 
terms of production has decreased. 
Today a rrel of flour, a pair of 
shoes, an automobile or a barrel of 
cement can be made with less loss 
of life and limb than ever before. 


Finds the Situation Alarming. 


“Tf industrial well-being is to be 
measured in terms of goods pro- 
duced, then this condition is satisfac- 
tory. If it is to be measured in 
terms of working conditions, then 
the situation is unfavorable and 
even alarming. There will be a gen- 
eral agreement that the latter cri- 
terion is the most fundamental. We 
cannot view with composure a con- 
dition that makes a man’s working 
life more hazardous under any cir- 
cumstances. Therefore, we view this 
modern condition with a determina- 
tidn that accidents must be decreased 
not merely in terms of goods pro- 
duced but in actual number as well.’’ 

Declaring that several cases already 
exist where accidents have been con- 
trolled in satisfactory manner, he 
cites them as follows: 

“The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion in fifteen years has decreased 
its accidents 86 per cent. The Union 
Pacific Railroad has a safety record 
for shop employes that is over five 
times as favorable as the average of 
the other large railroad systems of 
the country. The Clark Thread Com- 

any has a record of nearly ten mil- 
fee man-hours without an accident. 
One of the branches of the du Pont 
Company with 250 employes has a 
record of seven years with only one 
accident, and that a minor one.”’ 


Interest of the Executives. 


The outstanding common factor in 
all these cases, he continues, ‘‘is the 
thoroughgoing interest of the execu- 
tives.”’ 

“Tt is believed,’”’ he adds, ‘‘that the 
success of the safety mevement of 
the future, a movement that must 
stem an industrial tide that is run- 
ning ever more swiftly and more dan- 


erously, can be hal only when safety 
fs recognized as a major executive 
objective.”’ 

hen an accident occurs in gen- 
eral industry, he asserts, it means 
that ‘‘the problem of adjusting the 
organization to its work has not 
been thoroughly solved.’’ He points 
out that safety and efficiency go 
hand in hand in railroad and steam- 
ship travel, ‘‘for a physical accident 
would so evidently be a frustration 
of the purpose in hand.’’ 

The complete report of the com- 
mittee, which is headed by A. W. 
Berresford, Detroit manufacturer, 
will be discussed at a meeting of the 
Administrative Board of the Coun- 
cil at York, Pa., on Oct. 20 and 21. 
The President of the Council, Dean 
Dexter S. Kimball of Cornell Uni- 
versity, will preside.

SEEK T0 SIMPLIFY 
INCOME TAX LAW

cisms of revenue measures, Taxes 
never seem to be right. What is 
the burden of present-day complaint? 
How are the difficulties to be ap- 
proached and solved? 

Some preliminary observations are 
in order. Present-day criticism is 
directed for the most part to the in- 
come tax. This is to be expected. 
During the past half-dozen years in- 
come and profit taxes have pro- 
duced, on an average, half of all 
ordinary receipts to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Since the profits tax is 
not currently imposed, its interest is 
only as a waning source of revenue 
from the closing out of old cases. 

The income tax appears to be a 
permanent part of the central fiscal 
system. It has come to possess an 
importance beyond comparison with 
the once important customs and ex- 
cises. Moreover, it is a direct tax. 
It is not collected by adding it. to 
the price of commodities. It is col- 
lected directly by exactions imposed 
on all subject to the prescribed rates. 

Customs and excises are often 
termed ‘‘painless’’ taxes. The in- 
come tax is not of this sort. It is 
fel Sometimes it is ve ‘ul. 
Criticism of any such tax is inevita- 
ble. Yet much of the current com- 
plaint about the income tax is not 
attributable to irritation of the 
nerves in control of the purse strings. 
The act and the process of tax deter- 
mination are too complicated. Tax- 
— may justly demand an over- 

auling of the system in the interest 
of simplification. 

It will aid in understanding the na- 
ture of this undertaking to block out 
in some degre the course by which 
the income tax came into the Fed- 
eral revenue system. One must go 
back several decades. Prior to the 
Civil War, customs duties supplied 
what revenue was needed, supple- 
mented by rather unimportant ex- 
cises on various objects. 

The small part played by internal 
taxes may be judged from the fact 
that internal revenue receipts were 
but $5,762.28 in 1812, and $375 in 
1848. There was, of course, no in- 
come tax, though even at that time 
it was well known in Europe. Cus- 
toms yielded an average of about 
$20,000,000 per year during the entire 
period preceding the Civil War. With 
the financial stress incident to that 
conflict both the North and South 
resorted to the income tax. 


All Other Taxation Dwarfed. 


But these measures were tempo- 
rary. In the last half of the cen- 
tury, reliance again came to be 

laced on customs and a few excises. 

here was no important income tax 
act from shortly after the Civil War 
until the ratification of the Sixteenth 
Amendment in 1913. The income tax 
act of 1894 was declared unconstitu- 
tional, and the corporation excise 
tax act of 1909 cannot be said to have 
imposed a true income tax. 

It is with a series of modern acts 
that we are concerned, beginning 
with the revenue act of 1913. There 
was one each in 1917, 1918, 1921, 1924 
and 1926. There are few instances 
of growth in governmental institu- 
tions or porcing so striking as the 
growth of the income tax. In the 
short space of but fourteen years it 
has come to be our chief producer of 
revenue. It has made customs look 
quite incidental. It has dwarfed all 
other sources of revenue. 

The 1913 law cba me, ee! 
tively little according to present-day 
standards. From 1916 to 1920, how- 
ever, income and profits taxes 
todo 0 to the prodigious figure of 
4,000,000,000; in the latter year, 59 
per cent. of all ordina receipts. 
With the termination of the war, 
rates were lowered, but even on the 
basis of rates during the past five 
zoe this source of revenue brought 

the Government a billion and three 
quarters yearly. The income tax, 
young though it is. has become a 
matter of vital concern to the coun- 
try, for it is now by all odds the larg- 
est channel through which the Na- 
tional Government derives the means 
of its existence. 


How Taxes Have Increased. 


Glance at the other side of the mat- 
ter. Total expenditures chargeable 


against eign y receipts in 1791 
were but $4,269,027. By 1848, expen- 
ditures had multiplied ten-fold; by 
1898 a hundred-fold; by 1921, a thou- 
sand-fold. About $800 is required to- 
day for Federal purposes where $1 
was required in 1791. In 1875, total 

r capita taxes were $2.48; in 1900, 
$3 88: in 1926, $24.55. 3 

Some may urge that these figures 
show extravagance or waste, but this 
is not true. Governmental activities 
are more efficient and economical 
today than in the past. The cost of 
collecting the income tax is remark- 
ably low. These figures tell an in- 
teresting story about the develop- 
ment of a great nation which de- 
mands more and more from its Gov- 
ernment. A comparisun of the de 
partments, branches and agencies to- 
day with those of twenty years ago 
brings out the point in bold relief. 

An .idequate army and navy, good 
roads, courts of justice, regulation 02f 
commerce and all the other myriad 
activities of the central Government 
have contributed to raise the annual 
tax burden to heights not heretofore 
thought possible. The rapid growth 
of the nation from a few scattered 
Colonies through the pioneering 
agricultural period of the last cen- 
tury into the complex urban civiliza- 
tion of today necessarily implies vast 
expansions of Government. 

The point to be emphasized is that 
the demand for governmental service 
has become such that we can no 
longer look with lazy indifference at 
Federal taxation, to say nothing f 
charges imposed by the States ana 
municipalities, It is much too im- 
portant an item in the national, cor- 
porate and individual budget. It is 
not likely to decrease very much be- 
low present-day figures. We will do 
well, perhaps, to restrain undue in- 
creases in the future. 


Efficient System eeded. 
I wish to emphasize here an impor- 
tant but neglected fact.

The citizen has a 
clear right to demand the curtail- 
ment expenditures and the wise 
employment of funds that must be 
expended. He has just as clear a 
right to demand that the same stand- 
ards of efficiency and economy be 
observed in raising money as in 
spending it. 

It is appropriate to indicate certain 
lines al which effort may profit- 
ably be directed in simplifying the 
law. In the first place, there is in 
the law language of a character 
which makes comprehension diffi- 
cult. Terms are used which are not 
understood by the ordinary citizen, 
nor, in certain instances, by the ex- 
perienced accountant or bookkeeper. 

Improvement in the matter of 
phraseology is an obvious and neces- 
sary step in the simplification of the 
act. It goes further, ee , than 
is ordinarily thought. It invo! the 
substitution for technical terms of 
words which carry an 0 
meaning. It implies the expression 
of accepted tax policies in words of 
common understanding. Like most 
Foes mye measures, there are 
limits beyond which the process be- 
comes ineffective. 


Phraseology Can Be Made Clearer. 


There are places in the law where 
technical language is necessary to 
convey unavoidably technical con- 
cepts. Nevertheless, there is quite 
general agreement among those in 
position to speak with authority on 
the subject that the phraseology of 
the law can be improved. 

A degree of caution must be used 
in employing this means of simplifi- 
cation, for the courts tend to find 
unintended changes in meaning 
where language is changed merely 
to state the meaning more simply. It 
will not do to open the door to fresh 
confusion from additional uncertain- 
ties in the law. When language is 


changed without intending to change 
the purport of the law, this must be 
made clear. 

Another simplification measure is 
to eliminate some of the cross refer- 
ences in which the law abounds, and 
where @ given cross reference cannot 
be eliminated its form should be im- 
proved in such a way that it will in- 
dicate the subject matter to which 
the reader is referred, and will in- 
terrupt to the least possible extent 
the continuity of thought in the part 
of the law where it occurs. I may 
quote a well-known section in the 
present law which is urgently in need 
of this sort of simplification:

In the case of a 
foreign corporation or of a corpora- 
tion entitled to the benefits of Sec- 
tion 262 the computation shall also 
be made in the manner provided in 
Section 217." 


Sequence of Sections Sought. 


It will no doubt be necessary in 
simplifying the law to go beyond 
language and phraseology. The se- 
quence of sections has much to do 
with the clarity of any statute, par- 
ticularly those like the revenue acts, 
which contain complicated detail. It 
May prove necessary entirely to re- 
arrange the law. Experiment alone 
can demonstrate whether such a 


measure will prove practically help- 
ful. 

Attractive as these necessary for- 
mal measures of simplification are, 
they do not go very deeply into the 
difficulty of complieation. It is 
highly important to bend every effort 


toward the evolution of less compli- 
cated tax policies. If the ideas in the 
law are to be abstruse and complex, 
how can it be simplified by mere 
excellence of language or arrange- 
ment. Lincoln wrote a masterpiece 
of simple eloquence in his Gettysburg 
address. It is certain that not even 
such a genius in the use of ordinary 
words could state simply some of the 
present tax rules. 

The statement of an idea can be no 
simpler than the idea itself. If it is 
inevitable to include in a tax law 
complicated formulae and propor- 
tions, the expression must be equally 
complicated. 

If it is necessary to have a normal 
and a surtax, the one practically 
flat and the other graduated, the one 
imposed on net income, which is 
gross income less the well-known 
“‘deductions,’’ and the other on a 
lesser figure arrived at by subtract- 
ing certain ‘‘credits,’’ such as the 
personal exemptions and the credits 
for dependents, from net income, the 
scheme cannot be set forth simply. 

We must look, for complete sim- 
plification of the law, toz working 
out fundamental methods less com- 
plicated than those we now have. 
Though bristling with obstacles, the 
prospect is far from being hopeless. 


Simpler Return an Aim. 


The search does not end even with 
attainments of this magnitude. The 
revenue law is at. the beginning of 
the tax-determination process. The 
actual administration of the law is 
at the other end, and it is in the ad- 
ministration of the law that taxpay- 
of concrete tax cases.

It is of little benefit to have a sim- 
ple statute if that statute cannot be 
administered simply in a great mass 
the income tax implies not only a 
law which may be read with under- 
standing, but the. development of 
forces and methods by which it can 
be put into effect conveniently and 
expeditiously. There must be simpli- 
fied forms of administration, con- 
venient modes of settling tax dis- 
putes and simplified returns. It is 
safe to say that the average taxpay- 
er is benefited more by a simple re- 
fa than by any other form of re- 

ef. 

No one expects the solution of ques- 
tions so fundamental as these b 
some miraculous discovery of an all- 
embracing panacea for tax ills. The 
income tax is not written for a sin- 
gle individual or one business con- 
cern.. It must be applicable to all 
taxpayers, of whom there are mil- 
lions. It must fit to a reasonable 
degree all known kinds of. busi- 
ness. it must provide for the taxa- 
tion of gains from all kinds of profit- 
maki activities, It must compre- 
hend tes of fact in future cases, 
the details of which cannot be fore- 


seen. 

No two cases are alike. The facts 
are constantly shifting and diverse. 
How best to accomplish all this and 
still attain~a reasonable degree of

@ ponderous German importa- 

-+ tation, entitled ‘‘Juarez and 
Maximilian.’”* This year it begins 
with a swirling American tale of 
negro-life in the slums of Charles- 
ton—‘'Porgy,’’ dramatized by Doro- 
thy and DuBose Heyward from Mr. 
Heyward’s finely wrought novel of 
two seasons ago. Although the crit- 
ical poltroons may grumble a little 
over the unwieldiness of this flaring 
negro raree-show, they must agree 
that the Guild -is fulfilling its spe- 
cial function in the Anierican theatre 
when it experiments ‘with such in- 
digenous (or autochthonous, as 
scholars are required to say) mate- 
rial. Excepting Paul Greer’s ‘In 
Abraham’s Bosom” (still to be seen 
in the Village) and ‘‘Earth,’”’ put on 
by. those very “revolting play- 
wrights’’ last Winter, and O’Neill’s 
more specialized ‘‘All God’s Chillan 
Got Wings,’’ the American negro nas 
never been ‘presented on the stage 
in quite the same fashion as a racial 
entity, without the artificial ap- 
proach of a thesis or theatrical plot. 
In- every respect ‘‘Porgy’’ belongs 
to the Theatre Guild. Last year *he 
Guild put’ on two plays .by Sidney 
Howard and one by S. N. Behrman; 
in addition to the current piece by 
Mr. and Mrs. Heyward it will dis- 
play at least one of the unproduced 
O’Neill dramas this season. And s0 
the common criticism that the Guild 
does nothing for the American drama 
begins to lose its pertinence. The 
Guild is still the most vigorous in- 
fluence in the American theatre. -

N these pontifical columns a week 
] ago libelous phrases were uttered 

about the literary man who in- 
vades the sanctity of the theatre. 
“Porgy” is not trenchant or sym- 
metrical enough as a play to make 
a flippant criticaster gulp down all 
his words, but it does come off well 
in the theatre. The drama retains 
most of the story although in dif- 
ferent proportions. Porgy, the crip- 
pled negro beggar, shoots craps in 
Catfish Alley, blossoms under the 
strange ministrations of Bess, stabs 
Crown, her lanky master, as he 
tries to slip in at the window, es- 
capes the cold vengeance of the law 
and trundles off in his goat-cart, 
much as he did in the novel. Here, 
also, are the hobbledehoy niggers 
who swarm childishly through his 
alley—Maria, the stentorian pagan; 
Jake, the fishing fleet captain; 
Sporting Life, the slick dealer in 
“happy dust’’; Serena, the pious 
Christian; Simon Frazier, the fake 
lawyer; Alan Archdale, the paternal] 
white attorney, and multitudinous 
neighbors, fishermen, children, steve- 
dores and Jenkin’s blurting orphan- 
age band with flaming uniforms. 
Like high-spirited children they 
scamper over their three-story tene- 
ments, melt away mysteriously be- 
fore the law, shiver with every blast 
of a furious, snarling hurricane and 
intone the deep, elemental rhythms 
of negro spirituals. The play does 
not tear the details of the novel 
rudely apart. 

Usually novels are verbose and 
diffuse in comparison with the slen- 
der architecture of a play. But Mr. 
Heyward wrote his novel so economi- 
cally —employing the neatly woven 
style typical of a poet dabbling in 
prose—that the play seems this time 
to be the looser medium. Instead of 
dominating the story, Porgy becomes 
one aspect of it in a negro hippo- 
drome on the Guild stage where fifty- 
three Harlem actors communicate 
the flavor of life in Catfish Alley. 
“Porgy” as a play rarely dwindles 
to vivid acting between two or three 
characters. Usually the background 
teems:- with scrambling children and 
neighbors. And they cannot be swept 
across the stage and up the stairs 
to their rooms effortlessly; the mass 
movements are usually sluggish. 
Furthermore, the points that were.so 
easy to express in a crisp paragraph 
in the novel become rather blunted 
in this huge production. In the 
novel, for example, Mr. Heyward 
could define the change in Porgy’s 
life after Bess had come to him with 
a simple description of facts: 


The change in Porgy, which Peter 
had been the first to notice, was 
now apparent to all who knew him. 
The defeusive barrier of reserve 
that he had built about his life was 
down. The long hours when he 
used to sit fixed and tense, with 
the look of introspection upon his 
face, were gone. Even the most 
skeptical of the women were be- 
ginning to admit that Bess was 
making him a good mate. Not 
that they: mingled freely with the 
other residents of the court. On 
the contrary, they seemed strangely 
sufficient unto themselves in the 
midst of the intensely gregarious 
life that was going on about them. 
Porgy’s earnings were adequate to 
their modest needs, and Bess was 
always up and out with the first of 
the women, and among them all 
there was none who could bargain 
more shrewdly with the fishermen 
and hucksters who sold their wares 
on the wharf. .

N the play, however, there is not 

time enough to make all these 

minor points graphically; rather 
are they indicated while the phantasy 
swirls on.

medium. Those latitudinarians who 
are tiresome enough to be interested 
in such fine ‘points as novel and 
dramatic construction will discover 
in ‘‘Porgy’’ a good many provocative 
details, ack ; 

On the stage ‘‘Porgy’’. is‘ ruder, 
deeper, franker, .coarser than it is 
between book covers. For the acting 
of negroes generally expresses those 
qualities of elemental human nature. 
The play does not set off individual 
acting in high perspective, ‘as ‘‘In 
Abraham’s Bosom’’ did. It runs more 
to an exposition of group, psychology 
with its weird melody singing over 
the body of a murdered crapshooter, 
its breath-taking screams at ‘a vul- 
ture hovering near, its incantations, 
its'comic interlades‘ and its heavy 
mass rhythms. One may fairly wish 
that the performance revealed a finer 
sense of rhythmic ‘movement, with 
better modulated transitions between 
the passive and the active scenes, 
or that the waits between “scenes 
were less disenchanting. Most of the 
more pretentious Theatre Guild pro- 
ductions are played much too slowly. 
But there is strength and substance 
in “Porgy.” It is an’ illuminating 
chronicle of American folklore. In 
producing ‘it the Guild ‘keeps the 
faith with its subscribers and friends 
who look to it for leadership, even 
for pioneering, in modern drama.

American Drama Overseas. 
CCORDING to advices from Lon- 
don the invasion of American 
productions, unprecedented dur- 
ing the. last two or three years, is not 
altogether a gift from the gods to the 
English. Many, of our, most popular 
plays find less enthusiastic . audi 
ences abroad. ‘‘Broadway’’ succeeded 
in London, but less. sensationally 
than in New York. ‘‘Abie’s Irish 
Rose’’ and ‘‘The Butter and Egg 
Man” .had cold receptions, ‘an 


American Tragedy’’ and ‘‘The Great’ 


God Brown” were generally disliked. 
‘“‘Seventh Heaven” and “Oh, Kay!” 
received mixed comment after their 
premiéres. Of the recent importa- 
tions only ‘‘The Silver Cord’’ has 
been warmly received. Three weeks 
ago the following American produc- 
tions were current on the London 
stage: ‘‘Peggy-Ann,’’ ‘‘The Desert 
Song,’’ ‘‘Seventh Heaven,” ‘Oh, 
Kay!”’ ‘“‘The Silver Cord’’ and ‘‘The 
Vagabond King.’”” Two contempo- 
rary English plays are now on New 
York stages, ‘‘The Letter’? and 
“‘Dracula,’? and ‘Interference’ will 
be displayed Tuesday night. ‘‘Yel- 
low Sands,’”’ an unusual English 
success, failed here a few weeks ago. 
' As a rule, the American musical 
plays appear to be living most hap- 
pily in London; and we, in turn, 
flock to the English dramas. Last 
year ‘‘The Constant Wife’’ and ‘‘The 
Constant Nymph” found as many 
friends in New York as they did in 
London. The exchange of drama be- 
tween England and America is obvi- 
ously very rapid ‘at present, like the 
exchange of books, ideas and contem- 
porary life in general. Most of the 
failures result from attempting to 
exchange plays that are purely local 
in their manners and _ allusions. 
Plays based upon ideas, like ‘The 
Silver Cord,’’ can be transported in- 
tact. And musical plays, which have 
no relation to time or space, are for 
the most part interchangeable when 
the tunes are pleasing and when the 
librettos are not too smartly sophis- 
ticated. 


ISCUSSING the situation in Tue 
Times Dramatic Section last 
Sunday, Charles Morgan wrote 

from London: ‘‘What we want to 
know and what we should like the 
stage to tell us ‘is, what the best of 
America is thinking on social, politi- 
cal or philosophical subjects. What 
would greatly please us is a serious 
study of contemporary manners in 
America, whether in-the North or in 
the South. Why should we be given 
an exclusive diet of chorus girls and 
criminals?’ Why should we be per- 
petually shouted at in a- language 
which is not the language of civilized 
America and is as strange to-culti- 
vated Americans that we-meet. over 
here as it is to us? Let us have, not 
‘stunts’ which are amusing-once, but 
t “ious ‘n repetition, but truth in 
comedy or. tragedy.”’ . 
Curiously enough, Mr. Morgan’s 
comment applies almost as lucidly to 
the American drama in New York as 
it does to the American fare now 
hawked along the London highways. 
We, too, would enjoy learning about 
PWosl-sulocheMmAclolit-selMbauesss Mast Mohipet- beet (ed 
pulpit of the theatre; and a serious 
study of contemporary manners in 
America would be extraordinarily 
stimulating, as one of them has been 
for several months in ‘‘Saturday’s 
Children.’’

the American stage is too preponder- 
antly trivial; but theatregoing would 
be something of a-burden if all our 
plays were serjous-minded. Light, 
ephemeral entertainment has always 
been the chief joy of the theatre in 
every period of its history. : 
In one respect the taste of American 
theatregoers differs widely from. that 
of the English. Farces rattling with 


the grotesque absurdities of current 
slang please us enormously, for they 
express vividly a certain quality of 
American high spirits. ‘‘Is Zat So?’’ 
“The Butter and Egg Man”’ and now 
‘The Shannons of Broadway’’ are to 
us not crude or forced, but uncom- 
monly enjoyable. For even the high- 
ly cultivated American understands 
the rapid give-and-take suggested by 








these comedies and he relishes the 
tang of brisk American life that 
seeps through the patter of their 
slang. It is difficult to understand 
why such pieces, so peculiarly Amer- 
ican, should ever be sent to foreign 
shores; they are patently for local 
trade. ,

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THE: ‘VAST TENT DRAMA INDUSTRY 





Facts and Figures About the Little-Known Canvas Playhouses, 
' Which Constitute a Business Bigger Than Broadway

LTHOUGH it is just tecently 
that the tent-drama, along 
with the show-boat, has 
come {nm for. much recog- 

nition and publicity tn the news- 
papers and general magazines, it will 
surprise many to know that the can- 
vas playhouses of the country, now 
constitute a more éxtensive business 
than Broadway and all th2 rest of 
the legitimate theatre industry put 
together. 

Perhaps the best way to explain 
and substantiate this statement is by 
giving « few figures. According to 
the records kept by The Billboard, 
there are at present approximately 
‘400 tent-theatre organizations scat- 
.tered afound the United States. 
Nearly al] of them play a season of 
forty weeks of more—many run 
nearer fifty, and some never lay off 
at all. The shows, for the most part, 
have a repertoire of six to a dozen 
bills, and it is the usual policy to 
‘remain a week at each stand. Con- 
‘sequently, at a conservative estimate, 
16,000 communities are served with 
‘theatrical performances é¢ach year 
‘through the medium of the tent- 
‘shows. 

The legitimate theatre, on the other 
hand, now has less than 500 houses 
in the entire country. About 150 
of these houses are in five cities 
alone—New York, Chicago, Los An- 
‘geles, Boston and Philadelphia— 
while about fifteen other cities each 
have from two to five legitimate 
playhouses, so that the actual num- 
‘ber of cities now getting Broadway 
‘stage attractions is around 300. The 
“tent-drama, therefore, visits fifty- 
‘three places to every one visited by 
-the Broadway drama. 


Now take a dibeé angle. The 
400 tent-shows, playing a minimum 
.of forty weeks a year and giving the 
minimum of six performances a 
week, would put on a total of 96,000 
performances. The 500 legitimate 
theatres, taken as a whole, average 
less than twenty weeks of theatrical 
productions each year. This is be- 
cause, although many Broadway 
houses, and a few in some other big 
cities, are open all the time and the 
majority of playhouses in about a 
dozen other cities usually have a 
season of thirty-five weeks, the re- 
maining houses, especially in the 
stands of one, two and three nights, 
do not get enough legitimate attrac- 
tios to fill more than a fraction of 
their time. Many of these theatres 
have an arrangement whereby they 
play films, burlesque, vaudeville or 
other forms of amusement between 
the Broadway productions. In Al- 
bany, for instance, the road-show 
house will play legitimate attractions 
the first half of the week and bur- 
lesque the last half. If the house 
gets thirty-five Broadway produc- 
tions—which is a high figure—the 
‘actual time devoted to legitimate 
plays will be seventeen and a half 
.weeks. Where the road shows stop 
‘only one night, a season of thirty- 
.five attractions—again a maximum 
figure—would amount to about five 
weeks of actual playing time. Then 
‘#t is necessary to discount something 
for the periods when legitimate 
houses are dark because no attrac- 
tions are available, and on top of 
this nearly every playhouse on the 
road is occupied from time to time 
“with a run of feature film. The 
same holds true for anywhere from 
ten to fifteen Broadway playhouses. 


All things considered, therefore, an 
average of twenty weeks of stage at- 
tractions each season for the entire 
500 legitimate theatres is a generous 
estimate. At an average of eight 
shows a week, the total number of 

_ performances would amount to 80.- 
000, or 16,000 less than the tent-show 
figure. 

The combined audience of the can- 
vas theatre world also is greater than 
that of the legitimate theatre. Ow- 
ing to the infrequency of their visits 
—usually just once a year—the com- 
ing of a tent-show is more or less 
a holiday event in the majority of 
small communities, and capacity at- 
tendances are the rule. An average 

’ of 800 at each performance—which is 
a low estimate, since many of the 
canvas theatres seat more than 1,000 
—would mean that the tent-shows 
play to 76,800,000 persons each year. 


_ In the legitimate theatre, on the 
other hand, there are wide fluctua- 
tions in the sizes of individual audi- 
ences. A good percentage of the 
Broadway shows, for instance, are 
earried along for weeks and even 
months although they draw audi- 
ences of less than three or four hun- 
dred at most of the performances. 
and in the cities where attractions 
play a week or more it has become 
a rare thing for a show, unless it 
is a widely known big hit, to aver- 

. age better than five or six hundred 
admissions for every performance. 
However, allowiug 600 as the average 
audience, -with eight shows a week 
and a twenty-week solid season in all 
of the 500 legitimate theatres, it still 
would amount to only 48,000,000 play- 
goers for the Bro dway productions 
each season—against 76,800,000 for the 
tent-drama. 

With the gradual crowding out of 
road shows from the small-town the- 
atres in late years, the Chautauqua 
organizations, which in a sense are 

, part of the tent-show world, gradu- 
ally have given over more of their 

_ programs to the presentation of 
plays. This step was taken because 

- the Chautauquas realized that there 


dramatic performances given by the 
Chautauqua units were added to the 
figure already given for the tent- 
shows thé total would be equal to 
more than twice the number of play- 
goers that the legitimate theatre 
now serves. 

Broadway of late has sent sut com- 
paratively few road shows. Only 
fifty or so weht on tour into the 
Provinces last season, and the pres- 
ent schedule is not much bigger. So 
it is easy to see what little spoken 
drama the country at large would 
get if it had to depend solely upon 
Broadway. 

Another thing worth mentioning is 
the official organization of the tent- 
drama managers. Most readers vn- 
doubtedly will be surprised to learn 
that these showmen have an organ- 
ization at all, but the still more 
amazing fact is that the Tent-Reper- 
toire Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, composed of tent-showmen who 
employ only actors belonging to the 
Actors’ Equity Association, has a 
larger membership than the Broad- 
way producing managers’ organiza- 
tion, the Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation. 


Equity, which protects and guides 
the actors of the legitimate theatre 
and some of its contemporaries, long 
ago realized the importance of the 
tent-drama, both as an entertain- 
ment industry and as a training 
ground for future stars and produc- 
ing magnates of the legitimate stage, 
and in recent years the actors’ asso- 
ciation has given a great deal of 
attention to that field. Organizing 
the tent-show actors and managers 
has been a rather difficult task, 
however, owing to the way they are 
scattered around, but progress is 
fast being made. At present some- 
thing like one hundred tent-drama 
companies are working under the 
Equity shop. 

Because about 75 per cent. of the 
public is provincial in one sense or 
another—with the city hicks outnum- 
bering those from the country in 
proportion to the difference in pop- 
ulation—the tent-drama still is an un- 
known, misunderstood and much 
abused institution. In most Ameri- 
can minds the term ‘“‘tent-show’”’ 
means just one thing—a circus. Few 
persons—and this includes newspaper 
reporters, editors, critics, city offi- 
cials, propagandists and plain cranks 
—know the distinctions between the 
various classes of tent-shows. A 
glaring instance of this ignorance 
was provided recently in connection 
with ‘‘The Barker,’’ a play about 
carnival life. It was referred to half 
the time as a circus drama. 


The tent-show industry has its cir- 
cus, carnival, chautauqua, vaudeville 
and dramatic divisions just as the in- 
door theatrical world has its legiti- 
mate, burlesque, opera, vaudeville 
and movies. 


*,° 


Great improvement has taken place 
in the tent-drama field within the 
last few years. There was a time 
when the term “rag opry”’ fittingly 
described most of the outfits, but 
now the representative shows are 
veritable canvas palaces with attrac- 
tive interiors, comfortable seats and 
stage equipment of the most modern 
type. The principal tent-repertoire 
companies present the latest Broad- 
way releases, and it is not uncommon 
for the tents to be offering a piece 
in the small towns when the Board- 
way company is still playing it in the 
big cities. 

Of course, some of the old-time 
“‘Tom’”’ shows and similar thrillers 
continue to carry on in certain sec- 
tions, but these troupes have dwin- 
dled to a very few. The ones that 
remain fill a well-established demand 
in their particular territories. 


Tent-drama showmen are entitled to 
credit for having one valuable talent 
which Broadway producers would 
give a nice round sum to possess. 
They know what their public wants. 
The tastes of tent-show patrons have 
been pretty well defined by the men 
who provide the amusement for these 
folks. As a consequence, among the 
plays selected from the annual 
Broadway crop, as well as those writ- 
ten especially for the canvas theatre 
audiences, very few ever turn out 
complete failures. 


It may be interesting to note here 
that not long ago one of the princi- 
pal tent-repertoire managers of the 


ing season, and out of several dozen 
that he inspected he was unable to 
find evér one that he considered 
suitable for his audiences. 


A play must have three main char- 
acteristics before it can succeed with 
tent-drama fans. First, it must be 
absolutely clean. Tent-showmen are 
very strict on this point—and that’s 
why so few of the Broadway plays 
of late years have been eligible for 
presentation by the tent companies. 

Second, the play must have a di- 

rect plot and clearly defined charac- 
ters. The villain must be hateful, 
the hero must reflect the rugged 
virtues and the heroine must be @ 
“‘good girl.’””’ Drama lovers of the 
wide open spaces don’t care much 
for the modern tendencies of the 
Broadway stage, where villains are 
endowed with heroic qualities that 
win the sympathy of the audience, 
while heroes and heroines have vices 
galore, and frequently the play ends 
with the triumph of right over 
wrong. 
Third, the tent-show play must 
have plenty of robust comedy and 
hokum. The hokum is the plain, 
honest-to-goodness brand, as thick 
and broad as they can make it, so 
that it shoots over the footlights and 
gives a kick to every one from grand- 
father on crutches to 3-year-old 
Bobby on his mother’s lap. Broad- 
way would sneer at this kind of 
thing, yet fundamentally it does not 
differ much from the subtle, half- 
concealed devices that are employed 
just as freely along the Rialto.

One more point entitled to mention 
is the fact that the rapid progress 
and elevation in the tent-drama field 
the last few years have been achieved

of antagonism and opposition. A 
great deal of false and malicious 
propaganda has been circulated 
against the tent-shows, and it is now 
generally known that the movie in- 
terests, whose theatres suffer mildly 
during the week that the tent-drama 
makes its annual visit, have been 
behind the attacks and the attempts 
to put through legislation which 
would be disastrous to the outdoor 
dramatic organizations. 


Most tent-show operators have 
ignored all the unfair pragtices di- 
rected against them, and have left it 
up to their public to decide for itself. 
This has. been a wise course in its 
way, because public opinion among 
the communities concerned has mani- 
fested itself strongly in favor of the 
tent drama. But some of the -ent 
showmen, oppressed beyond endur- 
ance, have retaliated. In the South, 
particularly in Mississippi, Captain 
W. I. Swain, who has operated the 
Swain dramatic companies for more 
than three score years, always is 
ready to go to the mat whenever any 
kind of discrimination is attempted 
against the tent-drama. Captain 
Swain is known as the showman who 
never lost a fight—and he has 
tackled all sorts, from movie theatre 
Managers and small-town license 
clerks to Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioners and railroad Presidents. 

Victor Canares, another veteran 
showman, not long ago won a single- 
handed battle in Florida, where cer- 
tain interests in the State Legisla- 
ture were trying to pass a bill that 
would have made it prohibitive for 
tent-shows to play that State, which 
has practically nothing but movies 
and a little vaudeville in the way of 
theatrical entertainment. 

Paul English, tent-show owner and 
now President of the Tent-Repertoire 
Managers’ Protective Association, is 
another live wire in the interest of 
the tent-drama. It is nothing out of 
the ordinary for Mr. English to start 
his week in a town by appearing 
Sunday night with a local church 
choir. 

Then there are the Aulger Brothers, 
who have a splendid company in the 
Northwest; Harley Sadler, whose 
name is a byword in the Texas terri- 
tory; W. Frank Delmaine, Kansas 
City representative for the Actors’ 
Equity Association; Robert J. Sher- 
man, the playwright, who specializes 
in the tent-repertoire and stock fields, 
and many others. They all are doing 
their bit to make it possible for folks 
who are isolated from Broadway to 
enjoy an occasional performance of 
spoken drama through the only 
medium now available in this vast

FEW nights ago at dinner a 
- Swedish visitor to nisikotns 

try who has a wide knowl- 

édge of Europe and rich éx- | 
perience of the theatre told me that 
he was in the habit. of recommend- 
ing to his Swedish friends who were 
interested in contemporary drama 
that they should see it in the play- 
houses of London rather than in 
those of Paris. I am not unaware of 
the merits of our own theatre, but I 
was surprised to have this praise 
from the lips of a foreigner. I con- 
fessed my surprise. Is there not, 
after all, something of a renaissance 
in Paris? Does not M. Pitoeff pro- 
duce there? Is there not a group of 
young dramatists—Lenormand, Ber- 
nard and the rest—whose fame has 
spread far beyond the boundaries of 
their own land? And who have we 
but Shaw, whose reputation is 
scarcely a laurél on the brow of 
youth, and Barrie, who properly be- 
longs to another age, and Gals- 
worthy, who was said, when he wrote 
“Escape,’’ to have written his last 
for the theatre, and Sean O’Casey? 
There is Allan Monkhouse, too, who 
proved himself in‘“The Conquering 
Hero” to be a writer of quality, but 
my Swedish friend had not heard of 
him. There are authors like Robert 
Nichols and H. F’. Rubinstein and 
Naomi Royde-Smith, but it was not 
upon, their work that my friend’s 
recommendation of the English the- 
atre was based. Upon what, then? 
He made the true, and I think the 
only possible, answer. ‘‘No one,’’ he 
said, ‘‘would come to England to see 
the English plays that ordinarily ap- 
pear in the London theatre, but your 
acting is, on the whole, the best in 
Europe.”’ 


There is no denying that in Lon- 
don the level of playwriting is re- 
markably below the level of per- 
formance. The French are our mas- 
ters in farce; we cannot rival or imi- 
tate them; they have the appropriate 
language, we have not, and there’s 
an end of the matter. Of the bad- 
ness of English farce at its worst a 
play called ‘“Compromising Daphne,”’ 
by a writer known as Valentine, 
which has just appeared at the 
Prince’s Theatre, may serve as an 
example. It tells of a girl and a 
man who could not obtain parental 
consent to their marriage. Daphne 
decided that if George would pretend 
.to ‘‘compromise’”’ her by climbing into 
her bedroom window at night and 
making enough noise to rouse the 
household, her father would be com- 
pelled to yield. Of course, when 
George arrived, the wrong lady was 
in bed in the room, and there began 
for him a series of disastrous mis- 
understandings which culminated— 
would you believe it?—in his sup- 
posing an innocent Daphne to be the 
mother of twins, who were hauled 
out of their baby carriage onto the 
stage for our entertainment. I have 
seen nothing cruder than this. The 
jokes are of the doubtfully indecent 
and laboriously facetious kind that 
one encounters in a twopenny mag- 
azine picked up in a railway train.

In the serious, or relatively serious, 
theatre, the superiority of actor to 
dramatist is even more remarkable. 
The best play in London is Strind- 
berg’s ‘‘The Father,’’ the next best

This ig an intensély serious and ex- 
tremely bitter play. It has clearly 
been written, not for the sake of 
providing casual entertainment; but 
for the sake of saying something 
which the dramatist felt it was nec- 
éssary to say. For this reason it is 
entitled to resp8ct. It is entitled to 
admiration, too, because, either by 
Alma Brosnan or Miles Malleson 
(here one suspects the Malleson 
touch), its dialogue has been very 
naturally and skillfully written. Its 
theme is unemployment. It follows 
the fortunes of a family named Ber- 
ger through a series of disasters. 
The son, though he has served his 
apprenticeship in the engineering 
trade, can get no work at a man’s 
wage; the father, an honest, respect- 
able, old-fashioned type of workman, 
loses his employment through no 
fault of his and can get no other; the 
aunt, who by this time is supporting 
the family with the money she earns 
in a drapery store, is dismissed be- 
cause she is no longer young; the 
daughter, who begins as a pretty, in- 
genuous student going to college with 
an idealist’s passion for scholarship, 
ends as a cynical, showy assistant in 
a shop, marrying a man whom she 
dislikes and who has tried unsuccess- 
fully to seduce her, because her mar- 
Triage will give her control of the 
sein store, 


It all appears ‘s be intended as 
an onslaught on the wickedness of 
the capitalistic system. So consid- 
ered, it is ignorant and narrow. If 
it proves anything, it proves that the 
younger generation of ‘son and 
daughter, who are held up to. us as 
unfortunate rebels driven by circum- 
stance to rebellion, are even more 
grasping and dishonest than those 
they blame. This is what so often 
happens when modern writers at- 
tempt to write of contemporary 
problems. They write, not as poets 
observing humanity in its exaltations 
and despairs, but as angry, peevish, 
discontented pamphieteers. Miles 
Malleson falls into precisely the 
same error in his own play, ‘The 
Fanatics.’”” ‘‘Scrapped” is saved 
from dullness by the dialogue of 
which I have already spoken and by 
its careful portraiture. What makes 
the history of the Berger family 
grotesquely untrue is ‘the series of 
misfortunes that are forced upon 
them from outside. They themselves 
are faithfully observed and delicately 
drawn. But here once more, while 
the play, for all its merits, is full of 
destructive flaws, the acting is con- 
sistently good. Charles Carson, 
Dora Barton, Hilda Sims and a 
young actress, Maisie Darrell, who 
appeared lately in ‘‘The Father’’ and 
‘“‘Barbara’s Wedding,’’ all distin- 
guish themselves. 

Look here or elsewhere in London 
and you will find among actors and 
actresses variety and sincerity, vigor, 
humor and repose—the qualities that 
our playwrights most conspicuously 
lack. Most conspicuously, did I say? 
That is wrong. What we lack above 
all—and.I think that in America you 
also lack it—is a dramatist who will 
escape from earth, who is a poet and 
is not afraid of being called by fools 
a madman. We have not genius of 
that quality among us. But there is, 
I think, among our actors an as- 
surance of response to it if it should 
appear. Robert Loraine has sur- 
passed himself in ‘“‘The Father.’’ No 
one guessed his range until this op- 
portunity came to him. And among 
our younger players there is one 
whose powers seem to be lying in 
wait to interpret work of ‘poetic 
genius. Jean Forbes-Robertson is 
very young. She has not come to her 
full strength. She has now and then 
the technical imperfections of une 
who is but at the beginning of her 
studentship. But within her is the 
authentic fire. It shone out in her 
performances of Tchekov; it shone 
again in her Juliet.

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GERMAN REPERTORY THEATRE 
STARTED IN GROVE STREET 





N the little theatre in Grove 
Street, where not so long ago 
“The Manhatters” and ‘The 

| Band Box Follies’’ were doing their 

stuff, a German theatrical company 
is now definitely established. It is 
the Deutsches Theatre, 22 Grove 

Street, incorporated in the State of 

New York as the Erni Belian The- 

atre, Inc., with direction, casting 

and play selection all under the man- 
agement of Miss Belian. As the 
nucleus of what may be a repertory 
institution it has twenty-five mem- 
bers who constitute the permanent 
company, and twelve musicians. Ad- 
ditional artists are added as needed 
from among the Germans residing 
in New York. The present schedule 
provides for one evening of drama 

a week and five of operetta. 

Behind the present enterprise are 
two years of mixed fortune. In the 
Fall of 1925 Rudoph Bach founded 
a German repertory theatre at the 
Yorkville Theatre. With little pub- 
licity and probably less success it 
continued through a season and a 
half and disappeared, leaving to the 
mercy of a not very interested the- 
atrical world a group of players from 
the old country. Among these was 
the leading lady, Erni Belian. This 
young women picked up the frag- 
ments and during the Spring of 1927 
Played with a company under her 
direction at such theatres as could 
be had for the asking, or less. This 
Fall the necessary funds needed to 
' eontinue were forthcoming, and the 
, Grove Street Theatre was leased. 
~ Under Miss Belian’s direction the 
repertory company plans a season 
that includes five performances a 
week in Grove Street, two at the 
Longacre Theatre on Sundays and 
trips to theatres in other neighbor- 
hoods, such as Newark, Union City 
and Paterson, N. J. Occasionally 
new actors and actresses of note are 
to be brought over from Europe. 

The company opened on October 1 
with ‘‘Die Siegerin,’’ ‘which literally 
translated means ‘‘Woman Victori- 
ous,’ an. operetta of some fame in 
Berlin. The same week Miss Belian 
presented “‘Schwester Chrysan- 
theme.’’ The most recent addition 


to the repertory was “Eine Baill- 
nacht’’ with music by Oscar Straus, 
and on Oct. 28 the company plans to 
resent ‘‘Johannis Feuer,’’ a play by 
erman Sudermann, which is well 
maa in Europe. These form the 
e of plays that are planned for the 
: rst season of the German Theatre 
of Grove Street.. Later it is hoped 
the repertory will include. transla- 
tions of modern American successes, 
and some Ibsen plays 
As the plans now stand, a new 
operetta will be added every second 
week:and a drama every third. These 
plans also include, depending on 
many things, an uptown theatre next 
year. 


PLAY OF FEW 
RUN BY MANY 


T is a somewhat unusual circum- 
stance that a play calling for only 
five characters, which is but one 
more than the perfect drama is 
supposed to have, needs approximate- 
ly six times as many people to make 
it function each night. On the other 
hand, a ‘play could employ two or 
three times as many actors if the 
script demanded them and it might 
giide through the season aided and 
abetted by the same thirty stalwarts 
behind and in front of the scenes. 
The point of all this, for there seems 
to be one, is that small casts, while 
comparatively easy on the producer’s 
bank account, do not lessen the 
amount of labor needed to bring and 
keep them before their audiences. 

A cast of five is currently perform- 
ing at the Bayes Theatre in ‘‘Her 
First Affaire,’’ Merrill Rogers’s com- 
edy. Then, too, the Bayes is unusual 
among the town’s theatres for two 
reasons. First, because it is a roof 
house, built atop the Forty-fourth 
Street Theatre, and, second, because 
Gustav Blum leases it by the 
season instead of renting it from 
week to week or from play to play. 
Under his régime, which began a 
year ago with ‘“‘Henry, Behave,’’ and 
which continues this’ season with 
“Her -First Affaire,’?’ Mr. Blum and 
his staff operate the Bayes—manag- 
ing in every detail the 900-seat play- 
house. Incidentally, few patrons of 
this theatre will believe that it has 
900 seats, as the impression seems to 
have gone abroad that it is a small 
place. It actually holds more people 
than either of the other two roof the- 
atres in New York—faint praise, in- 
deed—and it is larger than a great 
many of the seventy-odd downstairs 
houses. 

When Mr. Blum leased the Bayes, 
it was up to him to provide a com- 
plete ‘‘crew,’’ as his contract gave 
him only the. ‘four walls’ of the 
theatre. When a house is rented on 
the customary weekly basis, a staff 
is included for the rental paid; but 
when it is leased by the season, noth- 
ing goes with the “four walls’ but 
the upholstered seats and the dress- 
ing rooms. It is comparable to the 
difference between furnished and un- 
furnished apartments. 

For the running of ‘‘Her First Af- 
faire,”” a one-set comedy, twenty- 
nine people are needed. This total 
would be increased by several if the 
play had a change of setting, be- 
cause then more than three stage 
hands would be used. As it is, there 
is only a property man, a carpenter 
and an electrician back stage at the 
Bayes. The remaining twenty-six 
workers include three porters, who 
also serve as elevator men to take 


the patrons to their chairs and the 
actors to their labors, a box office 
treasurer and his assistant, one door- 
man, six ushers, one candy boy and 
@ checkroom attendant, a matron, 
two cleaning women, the stage man- 
ager, two stage doormen and Mr. 
Blum’s executive staff, which con- 
sists of a secretary, general manager, 
business manager, play reader, audi- 
tor, and, of course, a press agent. 
This is exclusive of the cast and of 
the ever-present fireman, loaned to 
the theatre by the city. Neither does 
this report mention the numerous 
outsiders who contribute to aa 
nightly entertainment at each N 
York theatre—such important people 





as the program. printers, the men 
who daily bring iced water and the 
cups from which it is drunk, the 
agency that handles the newspaper 
advertising, and the ticket printers. 

Obviously enough, each theatrical 
employe has his own reactions to 
the play, to the size of the crowds 
and to the theatre itself. The por- 
ter who opens the doors of the taxis 
and private cars likes rainy nights, 
because then there are more tips to 
collect, The checkroom boy shares 
the porter’s passion for wet weather, 
for it is then that coins roll in to 
redeem raincoats and umbrellas. The 
lemonade and candy concessionnaires 
favor hot and cold nights respective- 
ly, for reasons that need not be set 
down here. The doorman and ush- 
ers don’t mind an occasional slim 
night, with its fewer tickets to tear 
and fewer people to seat, but they 
realize that if these nights happen 
often the attraction will be with- 
drawn and they may be temporarily 
out of a job. 


GOSSIP OF VAUDEVILLE 


SA KREMER, ballad singer from 
the concert halls, whose engage- 
ment at the Palace a fortnight 
or so ago seems to have been an 
unqualified success, will return to 
that theatre this week.

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A WOODSIAN INTERVIEW 





The Producer Talks About Several Things, 
Including His Own Shows

ter Mr. Woods's office in a 


S the season had now opened I 
thought it high policy to en- 
brisk and _ businesslike 

manner. 


It was late afternoon, as they say 
in Surrey, and the Author of Activ- 


ities presented to my ‘fascinated 


gaze an impressive profile engrossed 


ina manuscript. He reminded me 
of the Severn portrait of Keats, and 
looked, as that great. poet remarked, 


like a picture of a man reading. The 


\yvery spectacles burned with discov- 
ery, and I sensed at once that Mr. 
Woods had found the biggest knock- 
out in the whole world, containing 
two or three parts especially suited 


to Lowell Sherman, and a scene or 


two that would lend itself admirably 
to revision by the therapeutic Mr. 
Mack. 

I lingered on the threshold of the 
pentralia for a full minute in rev- 
erent contemplation of this soothing 
vista. The sight of the busy man, 
in the very heat of the smithy, as it 
were, devoting himself with so holy 
an ardor to the Eleusinian mysteries 
o¢ the palimpsest, inspired in me so 
profound a respect that my brisk 
and businesslike manner evaporated 
immediately. I was, about to follow 
suit, when Mr. Woods looked up. 

I have seen Mr. Woods look up be- 
fore, but never in this fashion. I! 
thought of the frenetic bibliophile of 
the late M. Thibault suddenly dis- 
turbed in his labors, I thought even 
of pale-mouthed ‘prophets dreaming, 
but that seemed a bit thick, so I 
stuck to M, Thibault. Mr. Woods not 
only looked up but continued to 
look up. He lifted his spectacles to 
his forehead to look more effectively. 
Both he and the spectacles seemed 
to be looking at me, not only indi- 
vidually but with deadly teamwork. 
To complete the disaster, Mr. Woods 
uttered not a word.

As I was expected to say some- 
thing in this terrifying dilemma I 
managed to utter a hoarse, ‘“‘What’s 
new?’’ and awaited the deluge. 

A remarkable transformation now 
took place. The frenetic bibliophile 
of the late M. Thibault vanished; 
in his place sat no less a person 
than A. H. Woods. He removed the 
sinister spectacles; lighted one of 
those sixty-cent cigars whose fumes 
have had so great an influence on 
the show business and assumed his 
familiar posture, a striking imita- 
tion of the serpent in the Laocoon 


group. 

“Not a thing,’’ he answered, ami- 
ably. 

I now sat down. 

“What were you reading?” I 


asked, boldly indicating that I was 
peeved, now that the tension was 
over. “The Talmud? Josephus? Fra- 
zer? Paracelsus? The Vedas? The 
Apocalypse? Channing Pollock? Are 
you interested in magic, astrology, 
chemistry, or naughty novels? Why 
don’t you shake something out of 
your sleeve? A drink, or Archie Sel- 
wyn or something? Who did you 
think I was when I came in? 
Faust?” 

As Mr. Woods was apparently not 
listening, I discreetly paused. The 
late bibliophile enveloped himself in 
enough smoke to have aroused the 
undying admiration of Smoky Joe 
Kenlon himself and placed his feet 


in that relation to the desk which 
has the sanction-of the best philoso- 


phers and men of action. 


“T have just been reading the 
greatest play I ever read in my 
“There ain’t

life,’’ said Mr. Woods. 
a play like it anywhere 
world.”’ 


As he made this tremendous sweep 
Mr. Woods looked at me challeng- 
ingly, but I did not take him up. He 
now enlarged upon the merits of the 
masterpiece and gave me some ac- 
count of the plot, under pledge of 
It was the 
first time he had told the plot of a 
play in a sitting position and I made 


the strictest secrecy.

Mr. Woods now experienced a sud- 


den change of interest. 


“Send out a notice,’’ he said, “‘that 
I am going to present the Don Rus- 
sian Imperial Quartet for Sunday 
evening concerts, They sang before 


the Czar.”’ 
‘“‘Do you think that’s good policy,” 


I asked, ‘‘in a city where there is a 


Bolshevik behind every tree?” 

‘‘A Bolshevik who would pick trees 
to hide behind in New York ain’t 
dangerous,”’ said Mr. Woods. ‘‘You 
could only accommodate six, and 
three of them would have to put 
up with saplings. If I wanted to 
hide Bolsheviks in this town I’d hide 
’em behind people who want free 
tickets to the theatre or who have 
just gone in for art. In that way 
you could easily take care of five mil- 
lion, and nobody would want to shoot 
them when they could take a pot- 
shot at the people they’re hiding 
behind. 

“‘You could also say that at the 
Ambassador Theatre I am presenting 
a play entitled ‘The Matrimonial 
Bed,’ formerly called ‘Mr. What’s- 
His Name,’ ‘What a Man,’ ‘Bed and 
Bored,’ ‘His Wife’s Husband’ and a 
knockout in London. And don’t for- 
get that Charles Dillingham and I 
are doing ‘The Mulberry Bush,’ by 
Edward Knoblock, which opens in 
New York on Oct. 25, with Dilling- 
ham’s name first.’’ 

‘“‘They won’t print it,’’ said I. 

‘“‘Why not?’ asked Mr. Woods. 

‘Because it’s advertising, and be- 
longs in the advertising department, 
at so much a line. A newspaper has 
to live.’’ 

‘“‘Why?”? asked Mr. Woods. 


swered, ‘‘How else could you let peo- 
ple know that ‘The Matrimonial! Bed,’ 
formerly called what you said, is play- 
ing at the Ambassador Theatre; with 
John T. Murray as the featured 
player, which. you forgot, although 
you promised to feature him? How 
else would you inform the public that 
Dillingham'’s name comes first in the 
production of “The Mulberry Bush,’ 
by Edward Knoblock, or that ‘The 
Trial of Mary Dugan,’ by Bayard 
Veiller, with Ann Harding and Rex 
Cherryman, is such a hit at the Na- 
tional Theatre that if I owned half 
of it I’d be another Charles A. Le- 
vine, or in bed all the time?’’ 

Mr. Woods maintained that this 
highly interesting information could 
be disseminated through word of 
mouth, while I remained intensely 
curious to know whose mouth. The 
debate was indecisive, although Mr. 
Woods thought he won. 

That individual, sliding down in 
his seat sufficiently to get the proper 
visibility, now gazed intently at the 
ceiling, where I had no doubt he was 
observing a convocation of sylphs. 
After witnessing .thigs enchanting 
phenomenon for some minutes the 
convoker transferred his attention to 
the gnomes under the carpet, whom 
he buried under half a ton of cigar 
ash as a kind of libation. I grew a 
bit dizzy. 

“Did you ever try to open a bottle 
of milk?” asked Mr. Woods, sudden- 
ly. 

I informed Mr. Woods that I had 
once attempted it, but, as I am not 
of a persistent nature, I had de- 
voted but seven months and four 
suits of clothes to the project. 


‘‘That’s one of three or four big 
schemes I’ve been working on,’’ con- 
fided Mr. Woods. ‘I’ve been at this 
milk-bottle idea for six years and 
if I can get it open I’ll get the Nobel 
Prize, This producing business is 
only a side line. I think I would 
have made it about two years ago, 
but I met a taxi driver who knew 
right from left and I got so inter- 
ested in the fellow that I am trying 
to get a play written around him 
that would do him justice. The 
trouble is, nobody would believe it. 
Maybe I would have to make him 
not a regular taxi driver at all, but 
a fellow suffering from amnesia.’’ 
‘“‘What other schemes are you 
working on, Mr. Woods?’’ I asked.

Being Something About the Struggles and 


Emergence of Hope Hampton 


EVERAL times during the past 
week the theatrica] advertising 
pages of New York newspapers 
have carried large displays 

which proclaimed to all interested 
readers in heavy, commanding type 
of impressive blackness that Hope 
Hampton had triumphed, no less, in 
the production of ‘‘My Princess” at 
the Shubert Theatre. To substan- 
tiate this modest assertion, below it 
were printed excerpts from the 
critics’ reviews mentioning Miss 
Hampton's voice. It was an interest- 
ing summary, and from her point of 
view quite an exciting one, for the 
notices, whatever they had to say 
about the rest of the production, 
were uncompromisingly Jaudatory in 
their references to her attainments 
as an operetta prima donna. 

Such a unanimity of opinion was 
of particular significance to Miss 
Hampton, for it represented the re- 
alization of an ambition to make her 
New York début as the stellar singer 
in a musical production—an ambition 
which, incidentally, has cost her con- 
siderable hard work and struggle 
against discouragements and was at- 
tained principally because she and 
her husband were fixed in the belief 
that she could make the grade. 

But it was not the struggle of the 
unknown to win her way to success 
and fame. It was rather the strug- 
gle of the poor little rich girl to 
overcome the handicaps of wealth 
and accomplishments in another line 
of endeavor whose practitioners, 
whatever else they are expected to 
do, are not expected to sing. 


For Miss Hampton, as every one 
must know, was, and still is to a 
lesser degree because she does not 
devote so much time to it, one of the 
great ladies of the cinema, and what 
right has a motion picture actress 
in musical comedy, anyway? 

For a time Miss Hampton seemed 
to be of the opinion that she had no 
right at all. <A picture actress 
among the prima donnas, she learned 
was about as welcome as a novelist 
among the playwrights. Try as she 
would, admission to the ranks of mu- 
sical comedy’s lady vocalists seemed 
difficult of attainment, and that 
proud sisterhood joined all Broadway 
in speculation as to whether she 
would ever succeed in her determi- 
netion not only to sing but to sing 
well. 
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In the beginning it was not her 
plan to become a songstress, nor for 
that matter a motion-picture actress. 
Luck, it may have been, put her in 
the films, but that factor, which 
seems to have played some part in 
her screen career, abandoned her

On such occasions Migg Hampton, 
who went along under the vague 
classification of baby star, was con- 
siderably embarrassed by her inabil- 
ity to eontribute anything distinctive 
to the entertainment, She reslized 
that those who could do something 
were the ones who made an impres- 
sion, while those who merely howed 
and mumbled a few words about their 
dear public were pretty apt to he 
forgotten. Miss Hampton particu. 
larly recalls the yodeling of Ruth 
Roland, the dancing of Mae Murray 
and the singing of Alice Brady, 

When she was making personal ap- 
pearances with one of her pictures it 
was more difficult, for there she was 
alone and could not merely smile and 
seek refuge behind the talents of 
others. Singing seemed the easiest 
and moat natural thing for her to do, 
and it also seemed to please her audi- 
tors when she timidly ventured to 
try it. So, of necessity, she went 
to a singing teacher for instruction.

Along with her picture work Miss 

Hampton continued her studies with 
this or thet well-known voice in- 
structor. Among other things she 
learned such rdéles ag Butterfly, 
Mimi in “La Bohéme,"* and Tosca, 
together with others in the standard 
operas. With the release of ‘‘Star- 
dust”? in New York she made a per- 
sonal appearance tour of the Keith 
and affiliated metropolitan houses, 
and in her rounds various musical 
comedy producers or their scouts 
seem to have heard her. Resultantly 
she was offered several operetta and 
musical comedy réles, which she re- 
jected, as she had no thought at the 
time of giving up pictures. Later, 
while abroad, she saw ‘Madame 
Pompadour’’ in London, and was im- 
mediately taken with its title réle, 
so much so that she bought the score 
and learned the part forthwith. Here 
at last she had found a vehicle in 
which she wanted to appear on the 
stage. To do so became her heart’s 
desire, 
Her association with ‘“Pompadour” 
proved to be an unfortunate and dis- 
couraging venture. At the time of 
its production, three years ago, much 
was printed in the newspapers about 
her connection with the piece and 
her replacement in Philadelphia by 
another prima donna. Miss Hampton 
says that she tried out for the part 
as would any other singer, and that 
because she was letter-perfect in it 
it was assigned her immediately. But, 
at all events, she wag not permitted to 
remain with it long. For two weeks 
she realized a by then consuming am- 
bition to be a musical comedy chan- 
teuse, but she was deprived of the 
chance.to make a New York début. 

This apparent failure and the fact 
that along Broadway reports were 
circulating to the effect that Miss 
Hampton, if she was put over at all, 
would be put over by a sheer out- 
pouring of money, made her the 
more determined to come in and 
show that she could sing and could 
succeed as a Times Square Jenny 
Lind. Because her husband, Jules 
Brulatour, a wealthy and influential 
figure in the films, had taken a 
great interest in his wife’s career, 
fully the usual number of glib stories 
had gone the rounds that she was, 
by this very circumstance, devoid of 
talent. It was even predicted by some 
that she would never succeed, and 
on the opening night of “My 
Princess’? there were those who 
talked about it as a final attempt to 
make a singer of Hope Hampton. 

Next morning’s notices, however, 
showed that this effort, if an effort 
it was, was certainly not unsuccess- 
ful. Her voice was the subject of 
favorable comment, and there were 
other indications that she had as 
much talent as the majority of the 
musical comedy elect, if not more. 
In brief, it was something of a per- 
sonal triumph for Miss Hampton. 
And she is proudest of the fact that 
in making it she displayed abilities 
that would stand out had she been 
a@ young unknown from Houston who 
lived in a hall bedroom and whose 
only connection with motion pictures 
was that she had seen them on exhi-

be added; and then there is the 
Franz Hals play, already announced 
some time ago, in. which Sacha will 
no doubt himself appear at the 
Edouard VII, If, as it is stated, he 
is also to get in another visit to the 
Ynited States, he will have his hands 
full; but no doubt he turns off a 
play or two during each ocean pas- 
sage. In the Lindbergh play, we are 
told, the principal part will be of a

We are promised two notable re- 
vivals, at the Antoine that of Maurice 
Donnay’s ‘‘Amants,’’ in which André 
Brulé will take the part created by 
Lucien Guitry, and at the Porte St. 
Martin that of Edmond Rostand’s 
“‘Chantecler,’’ in which the farmyard 
animals who are the characters will 
no longer be dressed in the realistic 
costumes which so heavily handi- 
capped Coquelin and the other actors 
at the original production, but will 
be frankly human in appearance, and 
will merely carry symbolic attributes 
of the creatures they represent, on 
the same principle as the sign ‘This 
is a street,’* which is popularly sup- 
posed—on rather slender evidence—to 
have been the only indication of 
stage scenery at the time of Shake- 
speare. 

The only new productions since my 
last letter have been Prince Antoine 
Bibesco’s.comedy, ‘‘Laquelle,’’ at the 
Mathurins, and Paul Gavault’s play 
“Les Yeux du Coeur,” at the Antoine. 
Prince Bibesco had already had a 
play produced in Paris before the 
war, but he was a Russian diplomat 
before he was a dramatist. He was 
in Washington and is now Rumanian 
Minister in Madrid. He married 
Elizabeth Asquith, the daughter of 
the British statesman who is now 
Lord Oxford. All these claims to dis- 
tinction do not make his play a good 
one, nevertheless. It is based on what 
might well have been a fable from 
Boccaccio’s ‘‘Decameron.” <A fas- 
cinating Don: Juan announces to 
three young women in whose house 
he is staying that one of them came 
to him in the night and yielded her- 
self to him, but that he cannot be 
sure which one it was. The an- 
aouncement is untrue, but the jeal- 
ousy which it inflames behind the 
indignant denials is such that all 
three of the young women succumb 
to the trick and do, in fact, become 
the victims of the Lothario, The 
theme might be a good one for bril- 
lant writing and character drawing, 
and for polished and cynical comedy;

Paul Gavault’s new play is a de- 
tective melodrama, and not a com- 
edy, as his previous work had led me 
to expect, It is about an examining 
magistrate who discovers that his 
wife has deceived him and believes 
that she has committed a murder. 
The real murderer is the governess of 
the magistrate’s daughter, and she 
is in love with the magistrate him- 


aged incident, and, excellently acted 
by Grétillat in the principal part, it 
will no doubt be « success. If it can- 
not be said to cut much artistic ice, 
its production, taken together with 
that of several other plays, is rather 
significant as indicating a return of 
public taste to the plays in which 
something happens. This renewed 
vogue for melodrama is quite 
marked. The success of Gavault’s 
play accompanies that of ‘‘Folle 
Jeunesse” at the Ambigu and fol- 
lows that of the revival ‘of Musset’s 
‘“Lorenzaccio” at the Francais, for 
the latter is really nothing more 
than a romantic melodrama. Even 
Lugné-Poé, at the Oeuvre, who can- 
not be accused’ of producing what is 
artistically negligible, has just given, 
as his first work of the season, a 
Play called ‘‘La Bourgeoise,”’ by the 
actor Victor Francon, whose appeal 
is definitely that of poignant emo- 
tional drama. The story is of a doo 
tor who comes back from the war a 
physical wreck and finds that his 
wife has become a debauché, whose 
appetites he cannot hope to satisfy 
even when he has pardoned her 
fault. The play is not a very good 
play, but it marks a tendency. The 
same tendency is perhaps indicated 
by the successful revival at the 
Odéon, in honor of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of Zola’s death, of 
“L’Assopimoir,’’ with that very com- 
petent actor Arquillitre in the part 
which Charles Warner played all 
over the world in the English version 
called ‘‘Drink.’’ 


Another interesting tendency is the 

growing practice of doing transla- 

tions of English and American plays, 

The triumphant career of ‘‘Rose Ma- 

rie’ at the Mogador will probably 

continue until next April. Another 

comic opera is to be made out of 

Zangwill’s book “The King of the 

Schnorrers.’’ Bernard Shaw, who is 

already an established: favorite in 

Paris, is to have a translation of his 

‘‘Heartbreak House’? produced by 

the Pitoeffs at the Mathurins in No- 

vember. Somerset Maugham, whose 
‘Rain’? was acted in French last sea- 
son by Jane Marnac, is to have his 
latest play, ‘“‘The Letter,”’ produced 
by her this year. Elsie Janis is com- 
ing back here in the Spring. And 
then there is Josephine Baker. 

The fashion has even spread to 
the Théatre Francais. The Comédie, 
which has never, I think, produced 
a translation of a modern English 
play since ‘‘The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray,” is to give a version, by 
Noziére, of a one-act play by Barrie, 
whom the papers describe as “‘Lord’® 
Barrie. It is called ‘‘Une Vieille Ma- 
man.” It is to be included in the 
same program as Marie Lenéru’s 
new three-act play ‘“‘Les Affran- 
chis.”* The Comédie is also to go 
abroad for another of its new pro- 
ductions, for it is to give a French 
translation of one of d’Annunzio's re- 
cent plays, ‘‘The Light Under the 
Bushel.’’ Its first important Freneh 
production is to be the revival of 
Victor Hugo’s ‘‘Cromwell,” the pref- 
ace to whose original edition was 
the manifesto of the romantic move- 
ment—and, after all, the subject of 
that play is English too. 

By the way, Marie Leconte, who 
will resign her position as Sociétaire 
of the Comédie-Francaise at the end 
of the year, will, during the Autumn, 
appear in all the principal parts with 
which her name has been associated, 
As for the two defaulting Sociétaires, 
Huguette Duflos and Fresney, the 
first is about to appear at the Athé- 
née under the name of Huguette, her 
former husband, Rapheél Duflos, 
having forbidden her to use his name 
at a boulevard theatre, though he 
had tolerated it as long as she re- 
mained at the Francais. The second 
has yet shown no sign of whether 
he intends to return to the fold

How to Use the Bolas. 


When this missile is spread out on 
the ground it resembles a capital T. 
It ig made of plaited leather, ard is 
& misghfevous and lethal affair in the 
hands. of oné profi¢iént in its use. 
One of the larger sort, when used by 
the Gaucho to throw steers or horses, 
is six feet across the top, with a 
wood, stone or metal ball—about the 
size of an apple; éncaséd in: leather 
fastened at each end. To the centre 
is attached another thong—repre- 
senting the perpeftidicular part of the 
Gapital T—which is three feet in 
length; and to the end of which is 
fastened anéther ball, of smaller size, 
and endased in leathér. The latter 
sefveS as ‘a haridle to Whirl anid cast 
the bolas. 

An expert usér of this missile 
whirls it around his head and dis- 
éharges it at the animal té be cap- 
tured or destroyed. When thrown, 
the two largef balls spréad out; and 
when the thong strikes the animal at 
which it is aimed the balls wind 
afound its legs, throwing it te the 
gfound. When a bolas is-uséd mierély 
to catch an animal, the balls are of 
wood, othefwise they W6uld véry 
likely . break its legs. The heavier 
bolas, with stone or iron balls, is-a 
dangerous Weapon, for the force bé- 
hind 4& strong throw means death 
should the head of thé animal be hit; 
It is most effective wheh uséd by a 
Gaucho on the run, or prefefably on 
héfseback at full tilt, for then a 
greater mémenttm is given to the 
cast. A Gaucho on foot can throw & 
bolas with Acéuracy upward of 
twenty-five yards; but when. on 
horséback, at full speed, he is able 
to hurl it three times that distance. 


Fairbanks’s Instructors. 


It was lately stated by Fairbanks 
that it took him a longer time to 
master the usé of the bolas than he 
was occupiéd in making the picture 
in which he will use it. In order to 
reach perfection in throwing this 
missile, Mr, Fairbanks brought from 
the Argentine Republic two of the 
most 6xpett bolds throwers, Nick 
Milanesio atid Andres Rodriguses. 
They have been in Hollywood for 
several months, thé constant com- 
panions of Fairbanks, teaching him 
the use of the ctirious instrument. 
When the World’s Champlonship 
Rodeo was held at Lés Angeles 
lately, Fairbanks’s Gauchos gave an 
exhibition and attracted a vast deal 
of attention. The Anmierican ¢owbdys 
expressed the opinion that the bolas 
was a fMiore effective weapon than 
thé lasso, and that it doubtless would 
beGome, in time, highly popular in 
this country. The Gauchos are, it 
appeats, equally expert with the 
lasso; since the latter had its origin 
aniong the Spanish herdsmen of 
South Amerida. . Of Fairbanks’s two 
teachers, Milunésio, Who is 6 feet 5 
in¢hes tall, is reputed to be the most

Production Seem Restrained —Other Loud Laugh Makers

‘L JOLSON himself can be chat- 
ting with a friend on a Broad- 
way corner while his image is 
working hard at Warners’ 

Theatre in the Vitaphoned picturiza- 
tion of: ‘‘The Jazz Singer.’’ The pop- 
ular entertainer can even say that 
he’s’ going to hear himself, and, 
what’s more, anybody could shut 
their eyes’ and the effect of his 
shadow singing would be as if Mr. 
Jolson had stepped on the stage. It 
is a marvelous result that is given in 
this production, for it is not merely 
an ordinary reproduction of the 
songs, but one that exudes the Jol- 
son: personality. On the opening 
night one almost forgot that the real 
Jolson was sitting in a box listening 
to his own songs, for it seemed as 
though in the darkness Mr. Jolson 
had crept behind the screen:and was 
rendering the songs for his black- 
and-white image. 

Film actors may frequently be af- 
fected by -their:own performances, 
but here was:.a case of a singer 
stirred :to tears by his shadow and 
the ‘reproduction of his voice.

But 
Mr. Jolson, in witnessing the work he 
had done ‘months ago before the 
camera and the Vitaphone, also ob- 
served on: the screen a story quite 
like that of his own life, and the 
incidents may'well have touched him. 

Those who delight in handsome 
heroes may possibly discover that 
they are not quite satisfied with Mr. 
Jolson’s acting on ‘the screen. But 
those who are genuinely interested 
in’ a sympathetic performance will 
not find much to criticize adversely 
in Mr. Jolson’s playing. The story 
is quite sentimental and the situa- 
tions are not infrequently stressed. 
Nevertheless, it carries with it some- 
thing that has its quota of truth, 
and there probably: was nobody on 
the opening night that did not find 
a certain charm in the episode 
wherein Jolson’s image renders 
across the footlights to his stage 
mother his song, ‘‘Mammy.” Mr. 
Jolson singing without the advan- 
tage of a crowd but for a crowd has 
succeeded in making this one of the 
golden moments of the Vitaphoned 
production 

“The Jazz Singer,’ in film form, 
is, of course, dependent upon Mr. 
Jolson’s work for its success, and 
therefore the importance of other 
réles, especially that played by May 
McAvoy, is minimized. However, 
Warner Oland gives a sound por- 
trayal of Cantor Rabinowitz and 
Eugenie Besserer is gentle and natu- 
ral as Jack Robin’s mother.

*““American Beauty’”’ is in some re- 
spects a more sober effort, but even 
this strains at the leash, for the at- 
tractive but poor check girl in an 
expensive hotel restaurant depart- 
ment appears to be extraordinarily 
successful in hoodwinking a Mr. 
Claverhouse, a wealthy member of 
society. Mr. Claverhouse finds Mil- 
licent Howard, the heroine, so beau- 
tiful that he doesn’t care where he 
proposes and during one juncture he 
is pressing his suit for Millicent’s 
hand in his car at the front door of 
the big hotel, apparently oblivious to 
the fact that he is holding up traf- 
fic.

Orleans, 
where he is going to board a ship for 
South America. Millicent, after hav- 
ing returned hastily a gown she had 
borrowed, dashes to the Grand Cen- 
tral Station, her lithe form covered 
by a shawl. She does not know 
what train Jerry is leaving by, but 
being a resourceful girl, she uses the 
amplifiers to call to Jerry and tell 
him that she loves him. A minute 
later and Jerry would never have 
heard this earnest utterance, but 
just as he is showing his ticket at 
the gate he hears his name and af- 
terward in the mad dash for the train 
Millicent is anything but extensively 
clad.

UY DE MAUPASSANT’S fine

He is evidently at the time 
a man of his word, for torches are 
procured with marked celerity and 
when, at the ‘insistence of the 
throngs, Lea dawdles up to the Rus- 
sian’s room, the flares are quickly 
extinguished. From that moment 
the Russian officer becomes a lero 
again, and the menace is taken up 
by the crowd, who believe that be- 
cause Lea is wearing the Russian’ 8 
ring she has done wrong.

MR. MURNAU, THE SCREEN ARTIST 





Director of “Last Laugh” and “Sunrise” Plunged From the 


Stage to Films for New Expression of Ideas 


EVEN years have made a great 
difference in F. W. Murnau’s 
life. He might have been an 
actor, an artist or a playwright, 

but in 1920 he decided to take up 
motion picture making because he 
wanted to find a new expression for 
his ideas. He is perhaps the only 
film director who was engaged on a 
contract to do something he had 
never done before—produce a motion 
picture. His first screen effort was 
called ‘‘Satanas,’’ a fantastic story 
depicting various ages wherein the 
devil’s machinations brought about 
ruin. 

Mr. Murnau, who is incidentally 
the producer of ‘‘The’ Last Laugh’’ 
and “‘Sunrise,’’ is now in New York, 
passing most of his evenings and 
afternoons in the theatre,’ always 
busy absorbing atmosphere, His next 
production for the Fox Film .Corpo- 
ration is to be ‘‘The Four Devils,” 
a circus story, and for that reason 
he is going to spend a few days with 
the Ringling Brothers-Barnum & 
Bailey circus in Lynchburg, Va., and 
other places. He is’ also studying 
life behind the scenes of variety and 
vaudeville theatres, and with his new 
story in mind he, as usual, never 
misses the slightest gesture of a per- 
son to whom he is_ introduced. 
Whether it be in.a restaurant or on 
the street, he is fascinated by the 
crowds, especially the theatre 
throngs in New York. His mind is 
captivated by his art—the expression 
of incidents and the modeling of 
screen characters according to life, 
not (as is done so often in Holly- 
wood) patterned after the types in 
other pictures. 


A Heidelberg Student. 


Mr. Murnau is distinguished look- 
ing. He is 6 feet 4 inches in 
height and broad shouldered. He 
has hair that is a cross between 
ginger and blond, with alert. eyes 
that bespeak a keen appreciation of 
humor. He is frank in his utterances 
and sincere in his enthusiasm. He 
can only produce pictures in his own 
way. 

In 1910 Murnau, who is, incidentally, 
38 years old, was.a student at Heidel- 


berg University, where he evinced 


a strong penchant for the dramatic 
art. In fact it was his work at Hei- 
delberg that attracted Max. Rein- 
hardt’s attention; or, at least, the 
attention of one of Reinhardt’s fol- 
lowers. They took Murnau to-Berlin, 
where he went to a dramatic school, 
and in 1913, after playing other 
réles, Murnau was busy: acting. the 
Knight in ‘‘The Miracle.”’ 

During the war he was in. the First 
Regiment of the Prussian Guards 
and was afterward transferred to the 
German Air Force. After the sign- 
ing of the Peace Treaty he received 
an offer to go to the Canary Islands 
for three years on an oceanographic 
expedition that entailed the use of a 
motion picture camera. Mr. Mur- 
nau’s adventurous spirit was aroused, 
for his country’s border had been vir- 
tually ‘ closed~ for nearly: five years 
and he longed to travel. The Duke of 
Mecklenburg was the sponsor for the 
expedition, and Mr. Murnau thought 
it was a marvelous opportunity. But 
before he had settled on going to the 
distant point “he received an offer 
from a motion picture concern to 
make a picture, something he had 
not yet attempted. He knew nothing 
about screen technique, but he did 
know how he thought it ought to be 
done. He visualized scenes, 'charac- 
ters, costumes, camera effects; even 
though he. had. but once: been in.a 
studio, and then for only fifteen min- 
utes. It ended in Mr. Murnau stay- 
ing in Germany and turning. out 
*Satanas,’”’ and: what’s more this 
production brought home the- bacon 
to the film concern, 

The art of telling a story.in. shad- 
ows ‘fascinated Murnau, and it was 
not long’ before he made other films; 
including a version of Robert Louis 
Stevenson's: “Dr. Jekyll and- Mr. 
Hyde,’’ at about the same time John 
Robertson made his translation of 
the same subject with Jobn.Barry- 





more. Conrad Veidt, who is now act-, 
ing for Universal Pictures Corpora- 
tion in Hollywood, appeared in Mur- 
nau’s issue, and the picture was 
called *“‘The Janus Head.” It was 
also a financial success, and it was 
not long afterward that Murnau was 
at the top of the tree in the German 
film production game. 


Always Studying People. — 


He had wanted to be an artist be- 
fore he went to his university, but in 
producing pictures he now feels that 
he is connected with a form of ex- 
pression which is both dramatic and 
graphic. He is happy while working 
on pictures and he feels that, al- 
though prismatic films, talking films 
and fourth dimension films will be 
part of the future perfect picture, 
the ordinary motion picture with as 
few titles as possible will always 
have a permanent place on the 
screen. 

Often he has said-in the course of 
talks: ‘“‘I can only do a story the way 
I see it, and if you want me to-do it 
in any other way I don’t .think it 
would be any good.’’ By this he does 
not mean that the other man’s way 
is a poor. one, but merely that he 
wants to put things on the screen as 
they appeal to him. It would be like 
trying to. write with his left hand 
were he asked to follow somebody 
else’s dictation, especially when he is 
(as he always is) highly interested in 
the story. 


If Murnau goes to the theatre he 
studies the performance, the drama, 
the scenic contrivances and the gen- 
eral effect of the production, wheth- 
er the actors do their work with 
spontaneity. 

He went to see ‘‘Broadway’”’ be- 
cause Max Reinhardt had advised 
him to do so, and;:he was delighted 
with it. He understood : the: slang 
and was impressed with the. acting 
of ‘Lee Tracy. He found ‘The 
Spider’’ quite fascinating, despite the 
fact that a pistol fired almost against 
his: ear. made him deaf for about ten 
minutes. Ed Wynn’s. comic actions 





in ‘‘Manhattan Mary’’ were much ap- 


preciated by Mr. Murnau, who found 
this stage show so charmingly fresh 
that it seemed as if it were the first 
performance. 

Crowds conjure up stories in Mur- 
nau’s mind. The other night he 
reached the theatre early and wan- 
dered off into the mass of humanity 
that wormed its way along the Broad- 
way pavements. He gazed into faces, 
noticed eyes, observed the interested 
looks, the fatigue on some faces, the 
hope, eagerness and youthful enthu- 
siasm on others. ‘He even took stock 
of feet, hundreds of feet,’ as he 
approached the army of men and 
women. It was only a few days be- 
fore that Murnau went with a friend 
to an unpretentious restaurant, three 
steps down from the sidewalk. Mur- 
nau’s attention was caught by ‘the 
passers-by, who could only be seen 
from the feet to the waist, and he 
found that ‘this: gave him a vivid 
impression of a big city. 


Keenly Observant. 


On the other hand the hiss and 
roar of the. sea, with its movement 
and color, also send pictorial scenes 
flashing through the Murnau brain, 
He went down to Long Beach ithe 
other day because he wanted to be 
near the sea and he explained: 

"I like the sea whenever I meet 
it.*? 

From the way in which Murnau 
watches individual mannerisms. of 
others he might have also made an 
excellent detective. There are times 


when he knows that by asking one 


particular question. of somebody .the 
reply will always be accompanied by 
the same gesture. 

He_ radioed the Fox offices here 
from the steamship, aboard which he 
returned from Germany, asking that 
reservation be made for him in the 
very newest American hotel. He is 
therefore stopping at the Savoy- 
Plaza. 

New York is inspiring to him and 
he wants to make a picture in this 
city. He said the other day that he 
hoped to do this. subject before New 
York lost its freshness in his eyes.

SOVIET picturization of the 
Russian revolution has been 
produced by M. Einstein, the 
director responsible for ‘“‘The Ar- 
mored Cruiser Potemkin.”’

The |’ 
letters of a composer to his publisher 


generally have a peculiar interest 
and value. He seems to let himself 
go to his publisher when the rela- 
tions between ‘them are intimate, 
with less reserve, with frequently 
more pointed comment on his own 
works, a freer expression of his 
views, than he does to even intimate 
friends in other relations. So it was 
with Brahms’s letters to Simrock, 
with certain of Wagner’s letters to 
various publishers, with certain of 
Beethoven’s. These letters of De- 
bussy’s, while revealing little of im- 
portance that is new, 
something that has not appeared be- 
fore quite as It does in them. In 
the collection of his newspaper 
essays and criticisms; for instance, 
that has been published under. the 
title, ‘‘M. Croche, Antidilettante,”’ 
the reader cannot wholly escape the 
feeling that Debussy is offering 
something for public consumption, 
is trying to set up a figure of him- 
self for public view. He wishes to 
present himself as a ‘‘modern’’— 
that is, a modern of a quarter of a 
century ago. There is. something a 
little acid in the views of M. Croche, 
not to say, sometimes, acrid, It 
‘would not be quite fair to say that 
Debussy is looking in that character 
to “‘épater le bourgeois’; but it is 
hard to escape the feeling that his 
views are presented with something 
of an “arriére pensée,’”’ such as 
“There now, what do you think of 
that?” In writing to his publisher 
Debussy did not feel the need of any- 
thing of that kind. The spirit is 
frank, even genial. 
*,° 

The letters have an intimate tone 
from the beginning. They are natu- 
rally concerned a good deal with de- 
tails of publishing—first and fore- 
most with such apologies for delay 
as every publisher gets. Then it is 
interesting to note that Debussy had 
ideas of his own about the typo- 
graphy and. the color of the paper 
and ink used for his covers. That 
little cipher monogram of “C¢.D.”" 
that is printed on so many of them 
appears to have been his own design. 
He draws a diagram of the spacing 
as he wishes it and as it- actually 
appears in the published copies, and 
apologizes: “I know you ‘have an 
endless willingness to flatter my 
mania for typography; like all ma- 
niacs I am easily captured in that 
direction.” The changes made at his 
request pleased him; but ‘‘the let- 
ters don’t all seem to go in t&e same 
direction. ‘Where are we going?’ 
ask some. “To Durand et Fils, 4 Place 
de la Madeleine,’ the others will 
answer.” <A pretty symbol, he ad- 
mits, but ‘‘a little too much like 
climbing stairs.” Then he suggests 
a change in the position of the mono- 
gram and the suppression of his 
name on the outer title page, ‘“which 
destroys the mystery of the mono-' 
gram.” 

The interest and curiosity of his 
admirers were much piqued in the 
later years of Debussy’s life by per- 
sistent reports that he was working 
on various operas to follow “‘Pelléas.”’ 
Mentioned were at least two founded 
on tales by Edgar Allan Poe: “The 
Fall of the House of Usher” and 
“The Devil in the Belfry.” There 
were also reports of a. ‘King Lear’’ 
and a ‘“‘History of Tristan.’ As for 
the ‘‘Lear,” it is perhaps fortunate 
that he never got deeply involved in 
a@ subject so far removed from past:) 
range of his expression. The peculiar 
qualities of the two tales by Poe 
would hardly seem to fall much peste) a) 
naturally within that range; but in 
the “Usher” tale he was evidently 
deeply interested. It may be assumed 
that a ‘“‘Tristan’’ by Debussy would 
have’ been. a very different affair 
from .Wagner’s music drama.

pondent: “I am always in fear of 
finding, some rotten morning, that it 
is idiotic.” Five years later the op- 
era is still in his mind; the pleasures 
of the watering place, Houlgate, are 
not enough to make him forget the 
Usher family nor -“‘The Devil in the 
Belfry.’’ The latter appears there- 
after no more; but the Usher family 
occupied him a good deal. In June, 
1908, he was working much on it: 
“It is an excellent means of strength- 
ening the nerves against all kinds of 
terror., None-the less, there are mo- 
ments when I lose the definite fecl- 
ing of things about me, and if Rod- 
erick Usher’s sister came in I-should 
not be very much surprised.’’ 
writes in August: “LT live almost ex- 
clusively in the piece’ you know about 
and am incessantly busy with E. A. 
Poe.”” He is still engaged on it in 
June, 1910; two months later he is 
‘passing his existence in the House 
of Usher.” It is ‘“‘not a bit like a 
health resort and I come out of it 
sometimes with my nerves as tense 
as violin strings.’’ Later in the Au- 
tumn he suggests that his correspon- 
dent telephone him if he comes to 
Paris, as he wishes to “‘bore’’ him 
with a “little of the Usher family.’’ 
In the Autumn of 1912 he is still 
concerned with that family; although 
greatly fatigued, he has returned to 
his ‘‘old tasks,’’ the House of Usher. 
“T love them enough to find new 
strength in them; at least I cultivate 
that hope.’’ The last reference to this 
subject is on Sept. “, 1916. Mr. Du- 
rand states that Debussy had entirely 
remodeled the libretto and was work- 
ing on it up to the last months of 
his life—having thus given at least 
eight years to it. In its final form 
he sent. the libretto to Mr. Durand 
in.the Autumn of 1917. But all his 
efforts, apparently, were directed to 
the;libretto. Mr. Durand says that, 
as far as he knows, Debussy left no 
music for this or for the other Poe 


opera.

As for “Tristan,” the only trace of 
it that appears here is a musical 
quotation from a slip of music paper 
inserted in a letter of 1907, inscribed 
“For J. Durand from his friend 
Claude Debussy (one of the 363 
themes of ‘The Romance of Tris- 
tan’).’” The theme is a very sim- 
ple one of twelve measures; and it 
is much to be feared that it-is all 
an ironical allusion ‘to Wagner, of 
whose system of “Jeading motives"’ 
Debussy was no friend. The “King 
Lear,”’ on which he was at work in 
1905, was to be, apparently, inciden- 
tal music for Shakespeare’s tragedy. 
In 1900 he spoke of the need of finish- 
in_, it because Colonne was **imperi- 
ously’? demanding it of him. But he 
left at his death only a very short 
fragment entitled ‘King Lear’s 
Sleep,’’ which has recently been pub- 
lished, and a few measures of a prone 
the rest of this incidental music was 
ever composed,” says Mr. Durand, 
“the ‘composer must either have de- 
stroyed it or used it in other works.”’

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thing that can be poured into a rigor- 
ous and traditional mold. It is made 
of colors and rhythmical beats. All 
the rest is a fraud, invented by cold- 
blooded imbeciles riding on the 
masters’ backs.’’ There is a good 
deal about the ‘“‘Boite & Joujoux,”’ 
to be done as a ballet. ‘‘The souls 
of dolls are more mysterious than 
Maeterlinck himself supposes and ill 
endure the futile talk so many human 
souls adapt themselves to.’’ And 
again, ‘In my opinion marionettes 
alone will have an understanding of 
the text and the musical expression.”’ 
Of his later works he seems to have 
thought particularly well of his 
Etudes.’? He says a good deal about 
their difficulty: ‘‘You break your 
left hand in them, in gymnastics 
almost Swedish. They all conceal a 
rigorous technique beneath flowers 
of harmony where flies are not 
caught with vinegar!’’ About the 
one in sixths he observes: ‘'The con- 
tinual use of sixths reminds me of 
pretentious young ladies sitting in a 
drawing room doing slovenly work on 
tapestry, while they envy the 
scandalous laughter of the mad 
ninths!’’ The others are given over 
to the investigation of special sonori- 
ties, such as the one in fourths, 
‘“‘where,’’ he tells his correspondent, 
*‘you will find something not heard 
before, although your ears are train- 
ed to many ‘curiosities.’"”’ Of his 
general purpose in writing them he 
says: ‘‘You will agree with me that 
there is no need of making technique 
any sadder than it is, that it may 
seem more serious; and that a little 
charm has never spoiled anything. 
Chopin proved that, and makes this 
desire of mine very rash, I realize. 
And I am not dead enough yet 
not to know the comparisons that 
my contemporaries, confréres and 
others, will not fail to make, to my 
disadvantage.’” He did not like to 
have the word “impressionist’’ ap- 
plied to his music. About’ the 
‘Images’? he wrote, again, “I am 
trying to make something ‘different,’ 
in some way realities—what the im- 
beciles call ‘impressionism,’ a term 
as inept as possible, especially as 
used by art critics, who do not 
hesitate to dress Turner up in it, the 
first creator of mystery in art.” 
And here is another remark about 
painting, called forth by the Autumn 
Salon of 1908. There he found that 
‘people whom I do not wish to be- 
lieve malicious are busy in disgusting 
all the world, including themselves— 
we must hope so—with painting.’’ 
s,° 

Debussy has not much to say about 
other composers in these letters. 
Perhaps the most interesting are his 
comments on Bach, called forth by 
the French edition of that com- 
poser’s works: 

**Never correct J. S. Bach's sona- 
tas for violin and piano on ‘a Sunday 
when it rains!

In this French edition of the 
classics brought out as a result of 
the war as a substitute for the Ger- 
man editions, Debussy was ap- 
pointed editor of all Chopin’s works, 
and several interesting remarks are 
a by-product of this labor. He sug- 





gested putting stress in the preface 
on the differences of the different 
editions, the fantastic interpreta- 
tions; ‘‘the anecdotic side has been 
run into the ground—Chopin-George 
Sand, Chopin the consumptive, 
Chopin-Balzac have become the sport 
of the literary men.’’ He finds the 
influence of Chopin on Wagner noted 
for the first time In Friedmann’s 
preface and adds, ‘‘for a German, 
that is not bad’’—though as to that 
it may be said that Mr. Friedmann 
is a Pole and not a German. The 
Chopin manuscripts make him 
afraid.’”” ‘How do you - suppose 
that three manuscripts, which cer- 
tainly are not all from Chopin’s 
hand, can all be correct? You can 
be very sure there is only one—and 
there the drama begins. Chopin, 
impressionable and nervous, had‘ to 


correct his proofs—when he. had!

He makes note about the pedal in 
Chopin's music: ‘*What Saint-Saéns 
says about the pedal in Chopin—with 
all due deference to his great age— 
is not wholly right; for I have a very 
exact recollection of what Mme. 
Manté de Fleurville told me about it. 
Chopin wished his pupils to study 
without pedal, and with very rare 
exceptions wished that it should not 
be kept down in performance. This 
art of using the pedal is a kind of 
respiration, which I noticed with 
Liszt when I had the privilege of 
hearing him in Rome. The plain 
truth ‘is, perhaps, that the abuse of 
the pedal is only a way of concealing 
a lack of technique; then you need to 
make much noise to keep people 
from hearing the music that you are 
slaughtering! Theoretically there 
ought to be a graphic means of indi- 
cating this ‘respiration.’ It is. not 
impossible t find—I think there is a 
work on this question by Mme. Marie 
Jaell, who treated the piano without 
indulgence.”” Debussy might also

alterations upon the Teatro 
Costanzi of Rome, ‘which have 
been under way during . the 
course of the last season, have now 
reached an advanced stage of prog- 
ress. On Sept, 19 Premier Mussolini 
made a detailed inspection of the 
work, accompanied by Prince ate 
Potenziani, Governor of Rome, to 
whose administration the theatre be- 
longs. The reconstructed Costanzi 
is scheduled to reopen in February. 
It is aimed to make this structure 
worthy of Rome and of its new réle 
as head of the Government operated 
chain of opera houses, in which La 
Scala and the San Carlo of Naples 
will be the chief links. 

As altered, the Costanzi will pre- 
sent in many respects an entirely 
new aspect. The main entrance has 
been moved from Via Torino to Via 
Viminale, where @ large new door- 
way will open out on a small square 
with a central garden plot. An heey e)(-) 
foyer has been built upon the area 
formerly occupied by the restaurant, 
and will lead directly to thé seats 
upon the right-hand side of the main 
floor. The.old corridor will-serve as 
@ passage to the left-hand seats. The 
former entrance, between Via Torino 
and Via Firenze, will serve for the 
access of royalty and other notables 
to the court boxes. A new structure, 
adjoining the Quirinal Hotel, will 
constitute a spacious warehouse for 
scenery, directly communicating with 
the stage. 

The latter will be fitted with all ALT 


latest devices and improvements, me- 


chanical and electric, of modern 
theatrical technique. It will be the 
only theatre in Italy fitted with a 
rigid revolving panorama, Owing: to 
the cramping of adjoining buildings 
it was. not. possible to deepen the 
stage, but in compensation it has 
been amply widened to the right and 
left, with the removal of the dressing 
rooms which formerly cluttered up 
this space. Wide space for the ma 
chinery and for the manipulation of 
the sets is provided.. A spacious re- 
hearsal room has been built, fitted 
with its own stage and leading di- 
rectly into other rooms for the train- 
ing of smaller groups of artists and 
chorus. 

The decorations and fixtures of the 
auditorium have been entirely reno- 
vated, and new seats installed, more 
comfortable and more widely spaced 
than the old ones. The seating ca- 
pacity will remain unchanged. The 
orchestral pit has also been very con- 
siderably enlarged. The new Cos 
tanzi will constitute, with the’ Scala 
Opera, the San Carlo, the Teatro

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NEW YORK SYMPHONY JUBILEE 





HE Golden Jubilee season of the 
New York Symphony Orches- 
tra will open next Friday eve- 
ning in Carnegie Hall. The 

Symphony Society has announced 

that plans are under way for a formal 

celebration, the date of which will 
be announced later, 

At the first concert of the fiftieth 
season Fritz Busch, 
director of the Dresden Opera House, 
will be in the conductor’s stand. He 
arrived last Friday for his second 
American visit, which will extend 


the first of five guest conductors 
who will direct the orchestra during 
the season and will be followed con- 
secutively by Ossip Gabrilowitsch, 
Walter Damrosch, Maurice Ravel, 
French composer-conductor, and 
Enrique Fernandez Arbos, conductor 
of the Madrid Symphony Orchestra. 

The first performance ever given 
by the New. York Symphony Orches- 
tra was on Noy, 9, 1878: Founded 
by Leopold Damrosch, it is the sec- 
ond oldest symphony orchestra in 
the country. 

Speaking ..of the early . days’ of 
the organziation, Walter Damrosch 
writes in ‘‘My Musical Life’’: 

“Orchestral conditions were bad 
compared with today. There was no 
such thing as a permanent orches- 
tra. The musicians of the Symphony 
Society, for instance, played in six 
symphony concerts during, the Win- 
ter, each preceded by a public re- 
hearsal, 

“But all this changed like a flash 
in the year 1879-80, when my father 
decided to perform ‘The Damnation 
of Faust,’ by Berlioz, until then un- 
known in America, This perform- 
ance made a sensation. It was given 
five times in succession to crowded 
houses, creating an excitement such 
as New York had never before seen 
in the concert field.”

Yet it happens that just at: this 
time of yéar the Hawaiian Islands 
are the goal of one of the most won- 
derful bird flight known, a flight 
that has been carried out success- 
fully year by year for centuries. 
Some of our golden plovers, grace-

As the Summer ends, they start 
southward with their new families 
on a long ocean flight, which car- 
ries them across the fog-laden Bering 
Sea to the Aleutian Islands. Thence 
they launch out over one of the most 
desolate spaces of the ocean, sight- 
ing no land until they reach. their 
Winter quarters in the Hawaiian 
Islands, after an unbroken flight of 
2,200 miles. 

Assuming that they make 100 miles 
an hour, the journey would take 
them a day and a night of continuous 
flying. Since a golden plover weighs 
only eight ounces, it must carry its 
fuel in a highly concentrated form. 
The flocks do not lose their way 
ever the trackless North Pacific; 
their steering power, their sense of 
orientation or direction is unerring, 
guiding them with mathematical cer- 
tainty year after year. 

Fuel Stations. 

Two other Alaskan shore birds, 
tuddy turnstones, about the same 
g@ize as the golden plover, and sander- 
lings, slightly smaller, make. the 
game astounding flight at the same 
time. Many of them push on across 
another 1,200 miles of empty ocean 
to Fanning Island. All three—golden 
plovers, turnstones, sanderlings—are 
geen on the Atlantic coast also; they 
have been recorded within New York 
City limits in the course of the last 
few weeks. 

Golden plovers on the Atlantic side 
accomplish an Autumn flight over 
the ocean every bit as wonderful as 
that over the Pacific. They make 
their nests on the tundra north. of 
Hudson Bay and as far as remote 
Melville Island; lay their four large, 
pear-shaped mottled eggs, and hatch 
their golden, fluffy nestlings, which 
can run almost as soon as they are 
born and mature with such aston- 
ishing speed that in three or four 
weeks they are ready for their ocean 
flight toward South America. 

But these more eastern golden 
plovers do not set out directly for 
the south. In their long millenniums 
of experience they have learned that 
just about the time their augmented 
families are ready to start for the 
pampas of Argentine there is a crop 
of sweet crowberries in Labrador. 
They stop to gorge themselves on the 
berries. Then most of them cross 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence to Nova 
Scotia, where they take on a cargo 
of grasshoppers. 

They are then ready for their long 
flight to Venezuela, over 2,300 miles 
ef ocean, whence they pass south- 
ward across Brazil to Argentina, once 
more to regale themselves on grass- 
hoppers. Some of them visit Ber- 
muda and the West Indies. Others, 
driven out of their direct path by 
east winds, come to Plum Island, 
Cape Cod, Nantucket, to Long Island, 
Staten Island, New Jersey. 

These handsome Autumn visitors 
are increasing in numbers. Within 
the last few weeks small flocks of 
golden -plovers, perhaps one or two 
families in each case, have been seen 
at Long Beach, at Point Pleasant 
and at Brigantine, a few miles north 
of Atlantic City. 

Infallible Steering. 

On their return journey from Ar- 
gentina, whence they will start in 
March as the southern Summer 
wanes, they will follow a quite dif- 
ferent route. Crossing the Caribbean 
and the Gulf, they will go almost 
due north up the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, passing over Central Canada 
on their way back to Keewatin and 
Melville Island. And throughout this 
immense yearly journey of close on 
20,000 miles they never lose their 
way; they steer infallibly. 

In respect to the wild Atlantic 
storms that engulfed so many air 
pilots through the Summer months, 
we must admire the well-nigh in- 
credible achievement of another 
group of birds, the great ocean-going 
order with the stormy petrel, no 
larger than a swallow, at one end, 
and at the other the giant albatross, 
with a wider wing-spread than the 
condor of the Andes or the great 
trumpeter swan, measuring twelve 
feet from wing-tip to wing-tip. 

Albatrosses belong to the Pacific 
and Antarctic Oceans, but do some- 
times visit the North Atlantic as rare 
atrays. Their kindred, the shear- 
waters, as big as ducks, and the pet- 
rels, averaging in size between a cat- 
bird and a swallow, are with us 
abundantly, sometimes in enormous 
numbers. Both are now on their way 
south down tie Atiantic after a Sum- 
mer in northern seas, 

The remarkable thing about this 
whole order of birds, including even 
the little petrels, is that they spend 
no less than eight months of every 
year on. the open ocean,. picking up 
an oily living from the waves, with 
an occasional small fish or a bit of 
seaweed for change of diet; sleeping 
on the deep, where voyagers some- 
times behold them in huge flocks, 
For the most part they weather suc- 
cessfully even the worst storms. All 
of them have magnificent powers of 
flight. They are as truly birds of the 
open ocean as our robins and spar- 
rows are birds of the land; they are

as well equipped for their life among 
the billows as the others are for 
their «sheltered existence in the 
bushes and on our lawns. 

Live On the Ocean. 

The surface of the globe measures 
some 200,000,000 square miles. About 
three-fourths of this, over 140,000,000 
square. miles, is covered by the 
oceans. In, this vast: immensity of 
tossing water there are few square 
miles that are not visited during the 





course of the year by some member 


in finding their nests. They breed 
on remote oceanic islands not all of 
which are visited even once a year; 
many of them hide their nests among 
rocks or in burrows. often inacces- 
sible from the landside; and they 
are invisible “by daytime, leaving 
their nésts only in the darkness of 
the night... One might live near them 
without. suspecting their presence, 
For many years it was’ believed that 
the greater shearwater bred only on 
Kerguelen Island, in the Indian

of this widely extended order of a 
hundred species—albatrosses, shear- 
waters, fulmers, petrels. Sailors and 
fishermen are familiar with many of 
them, but people who stay ashore 
hardly ever set eyes on them. 

For eight months of the year all 
such birds, from the smallest to the 
mightiest, pass their lives on the 
ocean, swinging north and south 
with the sun. The shearwaters are 
at their best among seething bil- 
lows chasing each other before the 
storm across an angry sea. Their 
long, pointed wings are stretched out 
straight; they make three strong 
wing-beats, and then glide, just top- 
ping each billow and skimming down 
into the sheltered trough, with a sure 
mastery our airmen over stormy 
oceans have yet to learn. This skill- 
ful skimming of the wave crests has 
given them their name of shear- 
water. 

Birds of Mystery. 

The greater shearwaters, though 
common enough all Summer on the 
North Atlantic, were for a long time 
birds of mystery. Each Spring they 
flocked northward across the Equa- 
tor to the seas about Old and New 
England, even making their way as 
far as Greenland. Each Autumn 
they cruised southward and crossed 
the Equator once again. Then they 
disappeared. Since they never came 
to land during the whole of their 
northern visit, and since they could 
not build their nests, like the fabled 
halcyon, on the waves, it was certain 
that they must breed somewhere to 
the south in the Antarctic Summer, 
but the place remained their secret. 

With most of the shearwaters and 





petrels there are special difficulties 


Ocean, about midway between India 
and the South Pole. 

It was. then thought that the 
greater shearwaters seen off Mon- 
tauk Point in June, sometimes in 
considerable flocks, must have start- 
ed from Kerguelen Island about Feb- 
ruary, ‘first making their way for 
some 2,500 miles across the Southern 
Indian Ocean to the Cape of Good 
Hope, then rounding the Cape and 
swinging up the Atlantic. 

It is now known that some at least 
of these greater shearwaters breed 
on Inaccessible Island, in the Tristan 
da Cunha group, midway between 
the Cape of Good Hope and Pata- 
gonia, whence they spread over the 
ocean from Tierra del Fuego to 
Greenland. 

Annual World Tours, 

Wilson’s petrel, a web-footed swal- 
low of the sea, covers about the 
same territory, and though a much 
smaller bird, only seven inches long, 
dauntlessly undertakes the same im- 
Mense ocean journeys. It breeds in 
the Antarctic continent and some of 
the islands off Cape Horn, laying, 
like all its family, a single white, 
chalky egg in a burrow or crevice 
among the rocks. When the Antarc- 
tic Summer begins to wane and the 
northern Spring draws near, im- 
mense flocks of Wilson’s petrels set 
forth northward over the ocean and 
soon reach the North Atlantic. 

They have been seen passing Long 
Beach in a dense, low cloud a mile 
long. Hundreds of them sometimes 
make their way through the Narrows 
into New York Harbor and come 
flitting and fluttering over the water 
almost up to the Battery, looking 


‘Isles, 





like sparrows strayed across the bay. 


In September and October they all 
move south again, on their way back 
to their Antarctic breeding grounds. 
One can hardly call it their home, 
since they are abroad.on the ocean 
for three-quarters of. the year. 
Though they are. sometimes called 
Mother Carey’s chickens, these Wil- 
son’s petrels are not ‘the traditional 
attendants of the grim sea hag. The 
original Mother Carey’s chicken is 
a still smaller bird, the stormy pet- 
rel, that nests around the : British 
The -webbed feet of the Old 
World Mother Carey’s chicken are 
black; Wilson’s petrel has yellow 
webs between black toes. Both have 
the quaint trick of letting. their legs 


‘hang: down, pattering over the sur- 


face of the sea with outspread wings, 


‘and looking as if they were walking 


on the water. So they were named 
petrel, Little Peter, in memory: of 
the Galilean fisherman. 
Stormy Petrels. 
On land the petrels can hardly 


. walk, but flutter along with extended 


wings, tip-toeing like a ballet dancer. 
They live most of their lives on the 
sea; probably’ most of them die at 
sea. I once watched a Wilson’s pet- 
rel close to the shore off Sandy Hook; 
it was laboriously fluttering with 
pattering yellow feet just above the 
rippled water, evidently finding it in- 
creasingly hard to hold itself up. 
Then it gradually sank till it was 
floating on the water; then its head 
sank toward the water, and finally 


{the wavelets broke over it, and its 


spark went out. 

Petrels often follow ships in search 
of a meal, as do so many sea birds. 
When a storm is brewing they flutter 
around the ship highly excited, as if 
electrified into threefold activity. So 
the stormy petrel gained its name 
and its ominous repute among the 
sailors. But they are not always 
successful in riding the storm. A 
violent and prolonged hurricane will 
wear out even their splendid powers 
of flight. At the end of August, 1893, 
there was such a _ hurricane that 
raged for days over the Atlantic. It 
wore out and overwhelmed untold 
thousands of the little Wilson’s pet- 
rels; waves cast them on the beaches 
of North Carolina. 


Sense of Direction. 


Wilson’s petrels are accompanied 
on their southward Autumn journey 
over the ocean by flocks of the 
larger Leach’s petrels, which nest in 
the Northern Summer on islands off 
the coast of Maine and in the Heb- 
rides, filling their burrows with the 
underground rumbling of their 
strange voices. A few Mediterranean 
shearwaters have crossed the At- 
lantic westward through the Straits 
of Gibraltar. These last are wan- 
derers. 

The rest, both shearwaters and 
petrels, are making their regular 
yearly journey southward. The mys- 
te. y is, how they find their way over 
the trackless ocean for thousands of 
miles, safely making a port no more 
conspicuous then Midway Island, 
which our best long-distance bird- 


men gave up as an impossible task. 


In a way it is easier to accept the 
single, unbroken flight of the golden 
plover, even over 2,000 miles. Once 
started in the right direction, they 
have only to fly straight on. 


But petrels and shearwaters, the 
true birds of the ocean, take two or 
three months to make the journey, 
halting on the waves to rest, turning 
this way and that before changing 
winds, seeking in all directions for 
food, and yet never losing their mar- 
velous sense of direction. How they 
do it is still incomprehensible. Our 
airmen have learned much, but they 
are still far inferior to these ocean 
birds, both in steering power and in 
the ability to cope with storms. 





FIELD HOCKEY [5 FOOTBALL FOR GIRLS 





HILE men throughout the 
country begin their Fall occu- 
pation of pursuing the pig- 

skin over fields lined with admiring 
throngs, their sisters are engaged in 
field hockey, none the less exciting. 
It is a far older sport; football, by 
comparison, is in its embryonic state, 
for, next to handball, hockey is the 
world’s most ancient game. Archae- 
ologists have found an old bas-relief 
that shows two centre forwards 
about to bully, while the opposing 
teams stand with sticks waving in 
the air. Some historians assert that 
the Greeks learned the finer points 
of the game from the Persians, 
fathers of polo. 


The first record of hockey in Amer- 
ica relates to Indian games. The req 
men used painted sticks or sticks 
made from deers’ legs, and balls 
p¢-¥-) ob Ce) eXele Mey ceed ole) eC Me) ams (:1:) =} 4) OE Bel 
Nebraska the Indians still hold to 
some of the ancient hockey customs. 
A blindfolded player draws two 
sticks from the pile of sticks of both 
teams, laying one on one side, one 
on the other, and continuing in this 
way until each stick has been placed. 
The players then identify their sticks 
and thus learn what positions they 
are to play. 


In Norman times hockey arrived in 
the British Isles. In Ireland it was 
termed hurley. In those days the 
game was a vigorous one. The ball 
was made of brass, and whacking 
this over the field often resulted in 
the filing of lawsuits by players who 
had become incapacitated in the con- 
flict. ‘‘Lettres de Remission’’ then 
became the thing and invariably 
“were issued to players before each 
game. These stated that contestants 
were not to be held responsible for 
any injuries they might inflict upon 
their opponents in the course of the 
game. 

So popular did hockey become that 
in 1365, Edward III, who was de- 
voted to archery, sought to ban 
hockey in favor of the gentler sport. 
His laws and the penalties they in- 
flicted upon those who persisted in 





playing the game had a lasting ef- 
fect. It was not until the 1800s that

the game again became accepted in 
Great Britain. Then began the de- 
velopment of the present association 
rules and methods. At first in this 
revival the ball was made of cork 
and the field was more than 200 
yards long. Later the field was 
shortened; the ball was fashioned 
of solid rubber and the stick of oak. 

In 1888, a Miss Piper. in the face 
of opposition formed the Mosley

1892 the colleges of Lady Margaret 
Hall anc Somerville at Oxford were 
playing intercollegiate matches. . The 
game meanwhile had pained a strong 
hold in Ireland and soon rival sec- 
tions were staging annual English- 
Irish matches. 
A Dozen Nations Play. 

At the meeting of the International 
Federation of Women’s Hockey As- 
sociations in London last January, 
representatives of a dozen nations 
were present. The vice presidency 
of the federation went to an Ameri- 
can, Mrs. Edward Krumbharr, for- 
mer President of the United States 
Field Hockey Association. 

Hockey for women was furthered 
in this country largely through the 
efforts of Miss Constance Applebee, 
an English woman, now head of the 
Department of Physical Education at 
Bryn Mawr College. She has been 
termed by one writer the Judge Lan- 
dis of women’s field hockey. Her 
work has resulted in the formation 
of eight very wide-awake local organ- 
izations. Those of Fairchester,. New 
York and Philadelphia are perhaps 
the largest, those of Boston, Balti- 
more, Chicago, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis ranking next. 

Throughout the development of 
hockey for women the ever-present 





controversial subject has been that 
of suitable playing costume. Women 
held on to feminine garb longer fan 


was good for their game, In the first 
few years it was necessary to legis- 
late against the wearing of sailor 
hats and hat pins on the field. The 
hard brims of the former and the 
projecting points of the latter were 
not conducive to untrammeled play- 
ing. On several occasions fair ath- 
letes played with skirts so long that 
they dragged in the mud. Gradually 
skirts were raised to six inches from 
the ground. The garb has been made 
steadily more sensible. The present- 
day tunic, which is generally ac- 
cepted by the woman hockey player, 
reaches only to the knee. A white 
blouse, long stockings and tights 
ere worn with the tunic, Many 
players wear shin guards. 


Plans for Fall hockey activities are 
now well under way. The Fairchester 
group, headed by Miss Rena Bixier 
of New Rochelle, is practicing at the 
Westchester Biltmore’ Country Club 
in. Rye. Miss Anna Daley heads the 
New York Association, which will 
have regular workouts at the P. 8. 
A. L,. field in Astoria. In Phila- 
delphia Anne B. Townsend, captain 
of a team that wins national cham- 
pionships, is preparing a schedule of 
more than fifty games for the two 
Philadelphia leagues. 


In Boston Miss Cynthia wenneni 
President of the United States Field 
Hockey Association and next to Miss 
Applebee the woman who has done 
most for the game in this country, is 
planning a field day in which girls 
from Greater Boston’s schools, public 
and private, will participate. 

Vassar, Smith, Mount Holyoke, 
Barnard, Wheaton, Radcliffe and 
other colleges include hockey in 
their lists of major sports. Many 
colleges send their players to hockey 
camps which are held throughout the 
country. in September. While rela- 
tively few women’s colleges encour- 
age intercollegiate matches, a great 
deal of interest is shown in the inter- 
class matches and in the awards of 
the coveted hockey letters.

Work of Younger Schools Mingles Decor- 
ously With More Conservative Artists 


By ELISABETH L. CARY. 


F we believe in the new art and 
in the artists of the future, wrote 
Van Gogh to his brother, our pro- 
phetic sense is not going to mis- 

lead us. The prophetic sense of the 
present writer has been slow to justify 
its assurance that the new art and 
the artists of the future would enter 
Pittsburgh as welcome and honored 
guests. The assurance in truth is 
not yet fulty justified by present 
fact. These guests this year are hon- 
ored in Pittsburgh so far as the 
awarding of prizes and mentions go, 
and they go as far as official recog- 
‘nition can go. But there still lin- 
gers an obstinate doubt of the wel- 
come. 

Certainly the twenty-sixth exhibi- 
tion at the Carnegie Institute illus- 
trates a diplomacy not to be de- 
spised in the adjustment of situa- 
tions arising from the inevitable bat- 
tle of the ‘‘ideas which arrive with 
the ideac which linger.’? The con- 
flict leads only too easily to tragedy 
‘and there is every reason to applaud 
the judgment that brings the younger 
school, necessarily the victors in 
their generation, into the conserva- 
tive Carnegie exhibition by represen- 
tatives so civilized as to mingle dec- 
orously with their antagonists. 

Such. representatives, as every one 
knows, have entered earlier exhibi- 
tions. That of last year, in fact, 
included more names associated with 
revolutionary tendencies than are on 
this year’s lists. The difference lies 
in the official acceptance of the rep- 
resentatives of the younger school 
almost bodily and the absence of a 
single definitely academic painter 
from the list of prize-winners. 


To speak of the younger school is 
by no means to be taken as mean- 
ing the younger men only. Precise 
terminology for modern adventures 
and experiments in art is so difficult 
that writers, of all people, should 
realize the difficulty of forming a 
graphic language to expres new 
ideas. New ideas remain new for a 
long time chiefly on account of this 
difficulty and of the subsequent 
difficulty of getting people to under- 
stand a graphic language to waich 
they” are unaccustomed, to the ex- 
pressive and flexible language of 
Henri Matisse, for example, who has 
been working thirty years to form 
a: 

Henri Matisse Wins First. 

Henri Matisse has won the first 
prize at the Carnegie Interncticnal 
Exhibition. He has won the jury. 
This year beyond question a Cernegie 
jury is leading not following the pvb- 
lic. To many of the American public 
Matisse, in spite of fairly frequent 
opportunity to corstruct an intelli- 
gent opinion concerning him, is still 
an unruly schoolboy, still one of “‘les 
fauves,’’ dangerous to law and or- 
der in the arts. And this in spite 
of his 58 years, his persistent 
effort to fulfill his self-imposed 
task, and his success, recognized 
throughout his own country, in wid- 
ening the scope of art by innovations 
based upon scrupulous research, 
especially by the addition of compli- 
eated rhythmic variations. He has in 
France not only the respect of his 
own generation but that of the 
later generation, critical, of course, 
of what has gone before its arrival. 
The first prize at the Carnegie In- 
ternational is notable indeed, but not 
so notable as Henri Matisse who 
wins it. 


The exhibition this year is com- 
posed of groups of pictures, each 
group representing the work of one 
painter. The Matisse group consists 
of five pictures, each sufficiently 
meek and retiring to gain the suffer- 
ance of conservatives. It is a com- 
paratively conservative painter that 
is shown in them. The fauve painter 
of the moment searches along other 
lines, is ridden by younger theories. 
The prize-winning ‘‘Still Life’’ is not 
the most obviously characteristic of 
the five. ‘‘The Violinists,’’ with 
greater abundance of pattern and a 
sharper vivacity of accent, is that. 
Nevertheless the ‘‘Still Life’ is pure 
Matisse, impossible to attribute to 
another. The complicated construc- 
tion of color assumes simplicity by 
the sensitiveness with which the col- 
ors are related and ever so slightly 
muted. Throughout design and exe- 
cution the artist moves with an ease 
and freedom belonging only to his 
recent work. Two at least of the 
other examples date back fifteen 
years or more, and in comparing 
them with the prize-winning picture 
it is easy to see how much he has 
loosened the reins, eliminating in- 
creasingly the descriptive realism of 
his detail and throwing completely 
overboard any tendency he may have 
had to impose upon his patterns any 
schematic method of generalization. 
There was little enough of it to cast 
off, but in this newest work there 
is not a trace. He arranges his ma- 
terial with a large and autocratic 
gesture. If you are puzzled by the 
arrangement—what of it? He has 
gained his end, which, we may safe- 
ly assume, was not the winning of 
the Carnegie prize or even the win- 
ning of the American public, but the 
satisfaction of his own exacting ideal 
of vitality in design. 

Winner of the Second Prize. 


The Belgian Anto Carte, who takes 
the second prize with a picture called 
‘“‘Motherhood,”? is nearly twenty 
years younger than Matisse and by 
temperament less detached in his ex- 
ploration of new avenues of expres- 
sion. The setting for his group of 
mother and child is conventionally 
chosen, a little hut in the foreground, 
in the background a man on the back 
of a field horse—the savor of primi- 
tive living and fruitful labor. The 





woman holding her baby also has the 
conventionally rapt expression cf 
motherhood’s appeal intensified by 
the method of presentation. It is a 
charming picture by an artist who 
wants his old wine in new bottles. 
It is quite in order that Carte should 
have an enthusiastic following in the 
American cities where his work has 
been largely shown. Our tendency 
is still to confuse vivacity, and even 
vitality, with vain and trivial thought 
and to like the visible expression of 
our deeper emotions to show a touch 
of trance. Carte balances this ab- 
normality by his skill in painting, an 
extraordinary skill, happily lacking 
self-consciousness of craftsmanship. 
But in his color design he does not 
yet create an emotional atmosphere 
from the aggregate of the colors 
within the boundaries: of his picture. 
To do this would immensely help his 
esthetic cause. 
American a Prize-Winner. 

Andrew Dasburg takes the third 
prize. Mr. Dasburg is an American 
already distinguished in-his profes- 
sion. He studied first under Kenyon 
Cox and went on to Matisse and Picas- 
so, arriving in due time at himself 
and aprofoundly aristocratic vision. 
Again the prize is taken by a still- 
life. Who can say now that the jury 
system has. not become. completely 
civilized? These poppies in a glass 
vase stand on a yellow wooden table 
with a checkered red dhd white cloth 
which apparently is a Woodstock 
property from the fidelity with 
which it serves the artists of that re- 
gion. One might find as much of 
Kenyon Cox as of French influence 
in the picture, but there is little of 
any one save Dasburg, who, to- 
gether with the serious followers of 
contemporary methods and theory, 
is an excellent draftsman, capa- 
ble of the closest rendering of an 
object and too thoroughly an artist 
to think of imitating even nature 
with crass realism. It would, hovr-- 
ever, be a more than crass observer 
who could fail to recognize the spe- 
cific character of each item in the 
design, the cloth crumpled into ir- 
regular folds, the glass vase and the 
stems and leaves weaving a fine in- 
tricate pattern within it and show- 
ing through it, the outside leaves 
spreading in their freer natural poke hes 
tern, the soft firm petals, one of 
which has fallen and serves as: a 
small transitional bridge from the 
red in the cloth to the yellow of the 
table. The most careful and specific 
record of exact observation fulfilled 
by taste and knowledge plus that 
elusive, indefinable quality that pulls 
these other qualities within the orbit 
of art. Those who selected the other 
examples of Mr. Dasburg’s work 
seem to have taken a sly pleasure in 
emphasizing the gulf separating his 
good from his best. 

The painting by the young Roman 
Antonio Donghi, to which was given 
the first honorable mention, shows 
the decisiveness of youth and some- 
thing of the concentration of matu- 
rity. Donghi is 80 and that is young 
in art today, if one rule out the all- 
too-familiar phenomenon of ithe 
child-artist. He places his figures 
with an agreeable kind of clumsiness 
masquerading as naiveté, but their 
relation with foreground,  back- 
ground and street around the cor- 
ner is quite astutely thought out, the 
diagonal enabling us to reach the 
end of the wall and turn that corner, 
conforming to a plan nicely unchild- 
ish. Richly childish and Italian, 
however, is the candid wink of the 
harlequin. The picture is called 
“‘Carnival.’’ 


Pictures by Bernard Karfiol. 


“Two Figures’ is a painting by 
Bernard Karfiol, in the American sec- 
tion, to which is given the second 
honorable mention. Another and 
earlier picture, ‘‘Summer,’’’ by the 
same artist measures a considerable 
distance traversed before reaching 
the present control of the various 
elements in a thoughtfully compli- 
cated composition. 

The earlier work involves three 
figures which are treated as separate 
entities with hardly more than a per- 
functory relation in design, while the 
two figures in the later example are 
skillfully woven into one integral im- 
pression with seductive accents and 
rising inflections. The ‘‘Summer,”’ 
however, is marked by a freshness 
and depth of feeling that gives a cer- 
tain value to the picture beyond tech- 
nical expertness. 


The Garden Club of Allegheny 
County awarded its prize, the only 
one of the kind given in America, to 
Max Pechstein for his ‘‘Calla Lilies.” 

It may be owing to the Garden 
Club prize that the Carnegie exhibi- 
tion contains annually so many flow- 
er subjects, but that is not neces- 
sarily the case. From time to time 
French reviews of the Paris Salons 
call attention to the increasing in- 
terest shown by the younger artists 
in flower subjects and this ‘‘in- 
creasing interest’? seems to have 
been a permanent feature of the 
salons for twenty years back. 


And for more than that number of 
years the admission of artists whose 
hopes and theories were those of the 
new times, whose voices soundej 
noisily in the galleries of their elders, 
has been a theme welcomed by re- 
viewers, most of whom adopt with 
more or less violence one side or the 
other. Violence is always picturesque, 
seldom intelligent. It. was philosopl:7 
rather than timidity that prompted 
an excellent critic in the Gazette des 
Beaux Arts to announce his duty as 
clearly this: Not to fear novelty, io 
go forward to meet it without preju- 
dice, with a sympathetic curiosity 
balanced by respect for the past and 
admiration of the masters,

RENCH Primitives at the 

Kleinberger Galleries offer 

what is thus far the supreme 

delight of the season in 
art. Assembled for the benefit of 
the French Hospital of New York, 
more than a hundred items are 
drawn from distinguished collections 
in New York, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Baltimore, Detroit, Portland, Ore., 
with additions from the museums of 
St. Louis, Chicago and Detroit. 


An introduction to the catalogue, 
written by M. Reau, Editor in Chief 
of the Gazette des Beaux Arts, draws 
the attention of the public to the fact 
that the French Primitives have had 
paid to them far less attention than 
the Flemish and Italian schools of 
similar date. In France itself they 
were treated with indifference until 
research into the history of early 
French murals at Avignon and Dijon, 
followed by the great exhibition of 
French Primitives at Paris in 1904, 
led to a reconstruction of values. 
The exhibition this year in New York 
reveals the steady growth of appre- 
ciation in this country. The time is 
ripe for response to the intellectual 
quality in these paintings, especially 
in the portraits, where the artist 
almost invariably discloses an ob- 
servation more penetrating, a sensi- 
tiveness in the reading of character 
more pronounced, than his brother 
in Italy or Flanders can show. 


The term primitive is perhaps the 
most misleading in all the confused 
terminology of art. Ordinarily it is 
taken to mean inexperience in the 
practice of whatever form of art is 
under discussion. A primitive is 
ignorantly believed to be in his turn 
ignorant, without knowledge of 
standards or traditions or methods. 
Perhaps the truest interpretation of 
the unfortunate word is that which 
implies a first hand vision of the sub- 
ject to be translated into the lan- 
guage of art, and an independent 
effort to adjust that flexible language 
to a personal expression unworn by 
reference to forerunners. This at 
least is the implication sustained by 
the finer examples in the present ex- 
hibition. 


Attributed to Jean d’Orleans. 


Among the thirteenth century ex- 
amples, the number of which is very 
remarkable, small though it is, two 
panels belonging to Colonel Fried- 
sam and attributed to Jean d’Orleans 
have the engaging and unmistakable 
stamp of genuine naiveté. The sub- 
jects of the panels are Salomé asking 
for the head of St. John the Baptist 
and Salomé receiving the head. In 
the first panel Kine Herod with his 
Queen and attendants sits at a trestle 
table, meagrely spread, while Salomé 
dances on the tiled floor in the 
foreground, accompanying herself, 
quaintly enough, upon a violin. A 
page holding a cup stands in front 
of Salomé and in front of him sits 
a small black dog observing him at- 
tentively. The whole foreground 
scene was obviously pure joy for the 
painter. The tiling is admirably done 
with a vigorous rendering of the 
pattern and the figures of Salomé, 
nage and dog are drawn with a de- 
lightful sense of rhythm. A theatri- 
cal little moment watched by an in- 
terested audience, pure stage trag- 
edy in the absorbing mood of com- 
petent theatre.

its esthetic quality than for its illus- 
tration of an archaic custom in art. 
It is an example of the School of 
Avignon and represents the three 
Mcgi. In later days the three- kings 
symbolize the homage of different 
parts of the world. In this period 
they symbolize three stages of the 
life of man. Hence the figures bear 
a marked resemblance to one an- 
other, all having the same pale blue 
eyes, while the first is shown in the 
bloom of youth, the second in middle 
age, the third with the bald head und 
white beard of advanced age. This 
example also comes from the Fried- 
sam collection. 


Fifteenth Century Work. 


The fifteenth century opens with 
the great miniaturist Jean Fouquet, 
to whom are viven Mr. Friedsam’s 
“Portrait of Louis XI’? and the 
richly modeled ‘‘Portrait of a Man’’ 
from the Fogg Art Museum, both 
panels extremely interesting and ex- 
tremely unlike in style. 

Among the several works by Simon 
Marmion four of special interest 
come from the collection of the late 
Mrs..Thomas J. Emery. These are 
all portraits of the Dukes of Bur- 
gundy, Philippe le Hardy leading 
the group, his shrewd physiognomy 
jutting, powerful and ugly, from 
under his high rimless hat, upon the 
front of which a ruby gleams. Jean 
Sans Peur is like his father in spite 





of a curious reversal of all the lead- 
ing features. Where Philippe’s long 
nose bends down at the tip that of 
Jean turns up. Philippe’s under lip 
projects beyond the upper, that of 
Jean is overhung by the upper. The 
curve of Jean’s eyebrows starts down 
at the end nearest the nose, Phil- 
ippe’s eyebrow describes a sustained 
curve upward until at the peak it 
drops steadily downward, contribut- 
ing to the very individual face a look 
of surprise. Yet the likeness between 
father and son is vivid. The subjects 
of these two portraits died before 
Marmion was born. The portraits 
are in profile and it is obvious they 
were painted from the bas-reliefs on 
medals, a fact that may account for 
their superiority to the last two 
(Philippe le Bon and Charles the 
Bold), which could have been and 
probably were painted from life. 


The next emphatic figure among 
the portrait painters of the fifteenth 
century is the nameless ‘‘Maitre de 
Moulins,’’ whose portraits of the 
Count of Egmont and his Countess 
are marvels of exquisite character- 
ization and restrained sincere real- 
ism. Passing a fine example of Jean 
Perreal’s portraiture, we come to the 
amazing Clouets, Jean and his son 
Francis. No one interested in the 
human spirit as revealed in the help- 
less features of humanity can fail to 
experience a stir of the pulse when

he stands before certain works by 
these painters. In the portrait of 
Francis I by Jean we have a docu- 
ment as human as it is fearless. 
Francis, regal in costume, is the 


worn and dissipated, ‘the self-indul- | - 


gent and pleasure-loving man who 
did more for the world through his 
love or art than in any other way. 
Jean is also pronounced the author 
of the portrait of Charlotte of 
France, owned by Max Epstein. This 
lovely and appealing picture is 
placed by Dr. Friedlander about the 
year 1540. The beautiful, unchildlike 
princess who died at the age of 8 
is not quite beautiful enough to com- 
pete with the aged countenance of 


Guillaume Budé, who was about 70 |};

when the portrait, lent by Leo S. 
Bing, was painted. : 


A Master of the Period. 


The artist in this case also is be- 
lieved to be Jean Clouet, and by in- 
ternal evidence is certainly one of 
the foremost masters of the period. 
The extreme severity of the costume 
is appropriate to the gifts and tastes 
of Budé, ‘“‘the greatest Hellenist of 
his time,’? and furnishes a stately 
contrast with the sumptuous apparel 
of the court. Upon his thoughtful 
and impressive features is written 
the quality implied in the noble 
Greek inscription on the book he is 
holding: ‘‘To get possession of what 
one desires appears to be important; 
but really, what is of most impor- 
tance is to desire nothing unless it 
is absolutely necessary.”’ 


Even now, Dr. Valentiner reminds 
us in his discussion of the portrait 
in the Detroit Museum, ‘‘in spite of 
all the efforts of scholars, it is most 
difficult to differentiate between the 
different members of the Clouet 
family’’; but it is difficult also not 
to see in the portrait of Jacques 
d’Albon, lent by Albert Keller, the 
hand of a Clouet younger, freer, a 
trifle more sophisticated, somewhat 
richer in sentiment, than Jean as he 
appears in the attributions of the 
present exhibition. 

Corneille de Lyon carries the por- 
traits of the early Renaissance in 
France almost to the last quarter of 
the sixteenth century. He was born 
at The Hague, studied in Paris, set- 
tled at Lyons and became® a natural- 
ized Franchman. He seems to have 
painted all the royal family and all 
the great lords and ladies of the 
court—painted them with a light 
touch and cheerful backgrounds with 
a good deal of charm, and with a 
quite unusual recognition of kind- 
ness in the expression of the eyes. 





OUT-OF-TOWN NOTES. 


The work of reclassifying the six- 
teenth century woodcuts in the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts, which be- 
gun more than a year ago, was 
finished last Summer. A number of 
fine designs by German, French and 
Italian artists, who devoted them- 
selves largely to the adornment of 
books, have been brought to light. 
The German group was found to 
contain a sprinkling of early impres- 


sions. 


Paintings by Professor Theedor 
Wedephol will be on view at the 
Newman galleries in Philadedphia 
until Oct. 24.

NCOURAGEMENT of young 
American painters will be the 
primary aim of the Dudensing 
Galleries, it is announced with 

the opening of the new exhibition 
rooms on Fifty-seventh Street. In 
these galleries, which have been de- 
signed by the American artist Buk 
Ulreich, the main gallery is to be de- 
voted exclusively to contemporary 
artists who are striving to gain a 
foothold, while the ‘‘American Gal- 
lery’’ will be reserved for the older, 
established artists. 

To inaugurate the galleries, both 
rooms have been turned over to less 
well-known Americans. In ‘‘Mir- 
ror,’’ Alice Flint has:exploited the

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CATHEDRAL AT COLOGNE 
IS NOW BEING RENEWED 





Coal Fumes Have Caused the Stone to Decay Badly, but a 
Rediscovered Quarry Provides Acid-Proof Material 
—Gigantic Task of Restoration 


HE Middle Ages live again in 
Cologne as stonecutters and 
sculptors begin the restoration 
of the great Cathedral of St. 

Peter. The rhythmic sound of many 
chisels rises once more from masons’ 
huts, huddled low against the great 
cliffs of stone, and beats faintly 
through the dim vastness of choir 
and nave like a breath from the past. 
In true conformity with the methods 
of their earliest forerunners, masons 
of an age of pneumatic and electric 
tools are carving out an entire new 
exterior for the great slowly crym- 
bling edifice, using only the primitive 
steel and mallet. 
For nearly fifty years the Cathe- 
‘dral of Cologne has been the out- 
standing example in Germany of the 
doom threatened by the age of coal) 
smoke and factory fumes—a doom 
that hangs over the architectural 
heritage of the ancient cities of Eu- 
rope. Cologne Cathedral has been 
called the purest specimen of Gothic 
art in the world. But it has also been 
constantly an object of apprehension 
and governmental] investigation. 
Repairs were begun about 1900, 
when it was found that the cathe- 
dral’s magnificent lacy dress had be- 
come badly decayed, subject as it is 
to that persistent attack of the sul- 
phur-laden air of Germany’s great 
soft coal region. But the expense re- 
quired for continuous work on a 
structure of such proportions and the 
fact that new stone, in place hardly 
a decade, was found to be, like the 
old, flaking and giving way, discour- 
aged further appropriation of funds. 
Within the last fifteen years invisible 
cnemies have made alarming hoad- 
way. At present a sharp thrust with 
the point of a walking stick will pen- 
etrate into the stone an inch and a 
half at almost any place. 


Life Work of Bernhard Hertel, 


The history of the preservation of 
the cathedral is essentially the life 
story of its present chief architect or 
baumeister, Bernhard Hertel, a mas- 
ter workman of the old school, who, 
since 1902, has been untiring in his 
effort to save the monument—a task 
passed on to him by ten preceding 
baumeisters. Herr Hertel was the 
first to point out that the ‘“‘sulphur- 
sour” air of the coal region is respon- 
sible for the sudden breakdown of 
stone that had remained solid for so 
many years. This conclusion contra- 
dicts the officia] report of a Govern- 
ment commission. 

Last year Hertel announced that 
restoration of the cathedral is now 
possible because of the discovery of 
four small deposits of native stone 
that resists the corrosive action of 
sulphuric acid. This announcement, 
together with the warning that the 
flying buttresses of the choir had be- 
come so weak as to threaten the col- 
japse of the vault, brought appro- 
priations in quick succession from 
the Reichstag, Prussia, and the City 
of Cologne. It was decided to rebuild 
the whole exterior—a stupendous 
piece of work, which wil] require be- 
tween thirty and fifty years to com- 
plete and will cost, it is now esti- 
mated, about 25,000,000 gold marks. 
A force of more than 100 men has 
been gathered together and work is 
now fully under way. 


A Medieval Scene. 


To visit the cathedral early in the 
morning, before the carabancs begin 
to arrive laden with sightseeing tour- 
ists, is to transport one’s self back 
into the Middle Ages. The giant 500- 
foot twin towers rise dimly in the 
heavy Rhenish fog, and the forest of 
crocketed pinnacles, which hedge 
about the masses of the choir, tran- 
sept and nave, are but shadows in 
the drifting mist. The silence of the 
square is broken only by the crack 
of the teamsters’ whips and the clat- 
ter of the cart horses on the cobble- 
stones. White-smocked men straggle 
in groups through the grilled gates 
on their way to work, while pigeons, 
starting in flocks from their dizzy 
roosts, come swooping down to walk 
with great dignity in the cathedral 
yard. Baumeister Hertel himself soon 
arrives on the scene, a heavily built, 
erect man with a rugged, seamed 
face and white beard. 

Having pointed out the present cen- 
tre of operations on the choir, where 
scaffolding has been put up about the 
buttresses and pinnacles, the old 
architect leads the way into the yard. 
Here are great blocks of freshly 
quarried stone. 

“This fellow weighs 11,000 kilo- 
grams,” he remarks, stroking the 
dewy side of a great cube. “It will 
be a gargoyle for the choir.” 

Within the masons’ huts, enriched 
with hand-carved wood, work done 
by the men in their spare time, the 
ring of chisels greets one’s ear. Chips 
of stone fly with stinging force. A 
few Frenchmen with drooping berets 
and some Italians are among the 
German workmen, 

One grizzled workman Is tapping a 
long, slender blade deep within the 
clustered decorations of a half-fin- 
ished canopy. The ornate cover for 
a choir niche only half emerges from 
its bed of rough stone, like a delicate 
butterfly half free from its chrysalis 
This artist says he has been working 
on the stone for more than 2,000 
hours. Another thousand hours and 
it will be finished. 

Hertel leans over and, with a heavy 
pocketknife, gives a sharp blow to a 
projecting spindle of stone, The nice- 
ly balanged piece rings out faintly 
like a distant bell. 

‘‘A-a-ach! Gut! Gut!’’ breathes the

The story of the preservation of

the north facade of the transept, tha’ 
has afways remained as sharp and 


clean is it was when the ancient 
builders put it in place. Examining 
this bit of stonework, Hertel realized 
that it provided a key to his riddle. 
If stone of such qualities could be 
found for the restoration work, all 
‘would be well. 

‘With infinite patience Hertel 
searched through the dusty mass of 
rough sketches and workmen's direc- 
tions left behind by his predecessors, 
hoping that some stray notation 
might tell where this stone had been 
quarried. 

He was rewarded in 1916 by finding 
@ workman’s drawing for a carved 
bit, dated 1840. In a corner was the 
name of the tiny river port of Bourg, 
in Southwestern France, Evidently 
the stone had been shipped from that

point. Following the World War, 
Hertel, with his faithful friend of 
Berlin student days, Dr. Kaiser, vis- 
ited every old quarry that could be 
found in the Gironde region for 
which Bourg is an outlet. 

Late in the Summer of 1921 they 
were about to return once more, 
empty-handed. They sat together be- 
fore a small] inn in the village that 
had been their headquarters. A group

of stonemasons trudged by, evidently 
returning from their labors. On the 
off-chance Hertel cried out: ‘Hello, 
there, have you ever heard of the 
Cathedral of Cologne?” To their sur- 
prise one old man, in voluble French, 
boasted that his father had helped 
get out stone for the famous cathe- 
dral. Excitedly, Hertel and Kaiser 
questioned him. But he knew noth- 
ing more than that. His father had 
long been doad; so had the man for 
whom his father had worked. 

‘‘But,’’ he remarked, ‘‘the sister of 
my father’s employer is still alive.’’ 

This sister was sought out. With 
characteristic fidelity she had kept 
all the records of her brother’s busi- 
ness carefully packed away in a 
trunk. 


End of Geologic Trail. 


The name of the quarry was found; 
but the quarry, it developed, was an 
underground one, and, long since 
worked out, was now filled with 
water. Dr, Kaiser insisted on going 
to the abandoned quarry to examine 
the precise geologic strata whence 
the stone had come. To his amaze- 
ment he found that the formation 
corresponded in every detail with 
that of certain rock strata in Ger- 
many with which he was familiar. 

Together the two men, their quest 
in France now finished, hurried back 
to Germany. Samples from all parts 
of the region Dr. Kaiser wanted to 
tap were tested and four small] de- 
posits were found. 

“That is the whole story,”’ Herte) 
concludes, smiling. ‘I am an old 
man now and shall not live to see the 
restoration completed, but perhaps I 
shall live long enough to be certain 
of victory, if we can raise enough 
money to keep the workmen to- 
gether. I have not yet found a suc- 
cessor. All the younger men of abil- 
ity learn modern steel construction, 
and the restoration-architect must be 
of the old school.’’ 

Centuries of Disaster. - 

The great cathedral has for cen- 
turies been beset with misfortunes, 
Meister Gerhard von Riehl, the first 
baumeister, who drew his magnifi- 
cent plans in the thirteenth century, 
with Amiens as a ground mode], 
threw himself into the Rhine from 
the choir scaffolding, when, if we are 
to believe the legend, his wife he- 
trayed his drawings to the devil. 

In 1437, the southern tower was so 
far completed that the hells could be 
adjusted. But work lagged until with 
passing generations taste changed, 
and many priceless ornaments were 
torn from their niches, broken and 
cast into the Rhine as products of a 
‘‘base, barbaric art.’’ 

For scores of years at a time work 
was dropped entirely. Early in the 
nineteenth century marauding bands 
of French revolutionists camped and 
reveled in the cathedral. They looted 
the building archives.

BOY SCOUTS COMMEMORATE 
THE BIRTHDAY OF ROOSEVELT 





Programs Include Pilgrimage to Grave and 


HE birthday of Theodore Roose- 
velt, Chief Scout Citizen during 
his lifetime and one of the 

stanchest supporters of Scouting 
during the early days of the move- 
ment in this country, will be cele- 
brated this year by the Boy Scouts 
of America. Programs are being ar- 
ranged for Saturday, Oct. 29, which 
falls two days after the actual an- 
niversary of Roosevelt’s birth. 


For several years many Boy Scout 
organizations have commemorated 
the occasion and the practice is 
growing. Local Scout councils all 
over the country are being asked to 
join in the exercises this year either 
by arranging for a memorial meeting 
or by cooperating with other organ- 
izations to the same end. Every 
troop is asked to set aside, whenever 
possible, ten minutes at its nearest 
regular meeting for a talk on the 
life, character and services of Roose- 
velt. 


The planting of trees along high- 
ways, in school yards and in public 
parks is another form of memorial.

A great black welnut tree over- 
shadows the Roosevelt grave. Each 
year the nuts are gathered and pre- 
served at national headquarters for 
Scout organizations expressing a de- 
sire to plant them as memorials. 
Many of the walnuts, planted in va- 
rious parts of the United States, 
have become flourishing trees. 


As on similar occasions in recent 
years, there will be a pilgrimage to 
Roosevelt’s grave at Oyster Bay, led 
by Danie] Carter Beard, National 
Scout Commissioner, and other lead- 
ers. This pilgrimage will take place 
on Oct. 29. Boy Scout executives 
within a reasonable distance from 
New York City have been asked to 
participate. Last year mor than 
2,000 Scouts marched from Oyster 
Bay, L. I., to the grave, where im- 
pressive ceremonies were held,

THE X-RAY IS TRUSTED 
BY MEDICAL PATIENTS 
X-ray has become the symbol 
of exact knowledge among the 
medical profession, Many peo- 
ple who have no idea what the mean- 
ings are of the multitude of shadows 
that appear in the X-ray photograph, 
and have little idea of what the doc- 
tor is able to deduce from them, none 
the less gain a psychological com- 
fort in thinking that it enables the 
doctor really to see what is inside. 
The effect is often so good that if a 
patient shows an inclination to be 
X-rayed the doctor sometimes agrees 
largely to the added confidence it 
brings. 

Patients of charitable clinics in 
New York City show this inclination 
to a marked degree, the doctors says. 
Though the fee they pay at the clinic 
is purely nominal—as low as dollar 
for three visite—they often run their 
bills up by asking for X-ray photo- 
graphs, whica, because of the num- 
ber of angles from which the pic- 
tures must be taken, sometimes cost 
$24 or more a set,

STONEHENGE'S 


SOLITUDE | 


HAS BECOME IMPERILED 





First the War, Then Tourists, Broke in Upon the Silence and 
_.. Spacious Emptiness of Salisbury Plain, but 
Plans for Protection Are Afoot 


By CLAIR PRICE. 
SALISBURY. 
TONEHENGE, the grandest pre- 
historic monument in the British 
Isles, is at last in sight of the 
end of its troubles. Preserva- 
tion was assured some years ago, but 
its essential setting, the vast solitude 
of Salisbury Plain, was lost during 
the war and has never been recov- 
ered. The plain became the site of 
one of the largest war camps in Eng- 
land and an airdrome was built so 
near as to reduce Stonehenge to the 
resemblance of a broken toy in the 
back yard of a slum. 

The land has since been given back 
to its owners, and because they have 
shown no disposition to clear away 
the derelict hangars and outbuildings 
a nation-wide effort is at last being 
meade to buy their holdings and thus 
restore to Stonehenge the company 
of the plain and the sky which have 
been its lonely compahions for thou- 
sands of years, Prime Minister Bald- 
win and Ramsay MacDonald are 
among the sponsors for the reclama- 
tion, and the King is one of the con- 
tributors to the cost. If the required 
fund is raised (and there can be lit- 
tle doubt of that), the English may 
be regarded as being at last in secure 
possession of the most venerable of 
all British national heirlooms. 

It may seem difficult to understand 
why there should ever have been any 
trouble over this unique monument, 
Stonehenge; but the difficulty is soon 
dissipeted by the facts of its private 
ownership. and the army’s use of 
Salisbury Plain during the war. 
There is no need to recapitulate here 
its troubles. with its owners. It 
is enough to recall that their day end- 
ed in 1918. Since then the stones 
have been ownec by the nation, which 
has found itself the victim of a rare 
irony. Owning and carefully pre- 
serving Stonehenge, it has had no 
means of preserving that surround- 
ing solitude which is so essential. 
From the day the war ended the 
troubles of Stopehe-.ge have been due 
tothe ow -rsofadjacent land. Hence 
the present appeal for £35,000 with 
which to buy frem private owners 
1,444 acres extending for about a 
mile around Stonehcnge “in order 
that our posterity may see it against 
the sky in the lonely majesty before 
which our ancestors have stood in 
awe throughout all our recorded his- 
tory.”’

in an immense, undulating sea of 
crisp turf, dotted with flocks, dap- 
pled with bits of woodland, slashed 
by the gleaming white of an occa- 
sional chalk pit, yet so devoid of 
hedges and so seemingly illimitable 
in its proportions as to convey the 
impression of a vast and empty 
solitude. 

To reach the stone circle one leaves 
the road and passes through a gate. 
The tallest of its lichened stones rise 
from the turf to perhaps three times 
the height of a man. There has been 
a barbed wire fence around the place 
since 1901, enclosing a triangular area 
of thirty acres. The fence still stands, 
but the Office ef Works, the Govern- 
ment department which has edmin- 
istered Stonehenge since 1918, has re- 
duced the admission fee from a shil- 
ling to sixpence. Levied on about 
40,000 visitors a year, it is sufficient 
to maintain a resident caretaker and 
to leave a-surplus for excavation This 
year the surplus has run out and 
work at opening up more of the so- 
called Aubrey holes, which form an 
outer semicircle around the stones, 
is temporarily at a standstill. 

Shut away from the plain by the 
rude circle of standing stones, the 
visitor finds himself in the presence 
of a piled confusion of great fallen 
slabs. The silence of the place makes 
itself instantly felt. Except in nar- | 
row paths between two stones where | 
many feet have found a way through | 
the turf is fresh and as short as if 
clipped with a mower. One sees a 
few lengths of iron girder, a heap of 
rubble, lying a little way off, left 
from the last werk on the Aubrey 
holes, 

In. the taller grass at the further 
side of the fenced-off enclosure there 
are two low sheds, tarred black, with 
a small sign, ‘‘Private,’’ guarding the 
pathway to them. These served as 
the quarters of the excavation party. 
There is nothing else within the en- 
closure to mar the speaking silence 
of the stones.

EDUCATION BOARD PLACES 


PUPILS IN 


PART-TIME JOBS 





Arranges With Stores to Enable Students to 
Earn Wages Without Quitting School 


EW employment agencies in the 
city have been busier in the last 
few weeks than the one that 

functions in the Board of Education 
Building on Livingston Street in 
Brooklyn. One large room had been 
turned over entirely to the purpose 
of interviews with applicants and 
there a psychiatrist and a doctor as 
well as a school personnel worker 
examined searchers for spare-time 
jobs. Upstairs in another room an- 
other interviewer talked with appli- 
cants who desired to divide their 
time between work and _ study. 
Through the placement office nearly 
3,000 high school children a year find 
a chance to earn while they learn. 

“A considerable economic change 
comes into the life of the child when 
he passes into high school,’’ ex- 
plained Charles M. Smith, Director 
of Placement and Chief Coordinator 
of the Board of Education. ‘‘In the 
grade school he remains in his own 
neighborhood, going home for lunch, 
and school activities make few de- 
mands. Fifty cents a week for sodas 
and candy is sufficient spending 
money. But when he goes on to 
high school, his scale of living 
changes, 


‘‘He must have carfare and lunch 
money. A young man now and no 
longer a child, he needs better 
clothes. He wishes to join the school 
organizations, to buy a book sug- 
gested by a teacher, to subscribe to 
a magazine. We figure that when a 
child enters high school his spend- 
ing allowance must jump from 50 
cents to at least $2 a week, To some 
families this is out of the question, 
and so the child drops out of school. 
A chance to earn that money may 
enable him to continue at school in- 
stead of leaving to go to work.” 


Store Agreements. 


The problem of the school child 
who needs to work outside has long 
concerned the Board of Education. 
In the past those who, for the sake 
of getting a Summer time job, told 
their employers that they had 
stopped school for good, then when 
Fall came decided to go back again, 
created the impression that school 
children were undependable. 

The children suffered, too, from 
the tendency of employers to drop 
them suddenly and without warning, 
The entire problem, it was thought, 
might be handled more systemati- 











cally and satisfactorily if the school 
authorities took it in charge, find- 
ing openings and assuming responsi- 
bility for the workers. 

The placement office consulted the 
department stores, where seasonal 
fluctuations fit in most readily with 
the school schedule. With several 
stores agreements have been made 
to take care of the part-time worker. 
A store will consent to take on a 
certain number of boys and girls for 
Saturday jobs upon the condition 
that the schools will release them 
also for the rush season during the 
ten days before Christmas. 

Desirable Contact. 

This arrangement, it is said, gives 
the pupil a desirable contact with 
business, teaching him lessons of re- 
sponsibility and efficiency. Admis- 
sion to candidacy under this plan 
is looked upon as something of an 
honor, since no applicants are admit- 
ted except those whose average is 
70, without any failures, and only 
those are picked who are considered 
capable enough to make up during 
the Christmas vacation the time lost 
from school while they were excused 
to serve the store. 

One New York department store is 
taking on 1,000 high school pupils 
this term for Saturday and rush sea- 
son jobs. In the same store are 
hundreds of ‘“‘cooperatives,’’ func- 
tioning under another plan devised 
for prolonging the school life of the 
child. Of the pupils who enter the 
high schools in the Fall, Mr. Smith 
said, large numbers’ customdrily 
drop out before Christmas or the 
end of the session, having found that 
they were not getting along in their 
studies as fast as expected, or hav- 
ing succumbed to the urge at home 
or within themselves to become wage 
earners, The cooperative plan aims 
to solve their problems. 

A questionnaire was recently cir- 
culated among the pupils who had 
taken advantage of this system. | 
In their responses some emphasized | 
the practical value of the business 
experience they had gained. Others 
felt particularly a changed attitude 
toward and greater interest in their 
studies, since the monotony had 
been relieved by alternate weeks in 
the store. The reports indicated in- 
ereesed appreciation of the value of 
education, gained from Opera Rae | 
between the well educated and the | 
poorly educated in ,.business. 














the Summer solstice with a crowd 
waiting to see the sun cast its first 
beams over the Friar’s Heel, as the 
‘hele stone’ is ponularly called, and 
onto the altar stone. But the Eng- 
lish climate is undependable, and the 
sun has fooled them for the last five 
or six years by not appearing. 

This aspect of the Stonehenge circle 
has enabled astronomy to join 
with archaeology in calculating the 
probable date of its construction and 
the two sciences, working indepen- 
dently of each other, have agreed in 
placing its origin at about the year 
1700 B. C. Ethnology, geology and 
mineralogy, with the recent help of 
airplane photographs, have also 
sought to probe the mystery of its 
origin—without. much result other 
than the hypothesis that it was the 
work of men who had little. knowl- 
edg> of the use of bronze and none 
of iron. 

Still, the English are getting on 
with Stonehenge. King James once 
sent Inigo Jones to find out who 
built it, and Inigo decided that it was 
the Romans. The modern Iinglish 
know that the Romans certainly had 
nothing to do with it and believe that 
it was 700 years old before the Druids 
saw it. 

Graves of Early Britons, 

The impressiveness of its mystery 
is enhanced by the view that pre- 
sents itself to the visitor as he stands 
within its circle looking out across 
the plain. The slopes reveal numbers 
of low mounds rising beneath the 
turf; they are the barrows or burial 
places of a bronze-using race which 
is believed to have been almost con- 
temporary with the builders of Stone- 
henge. There are hundreds of bar- 
rows in the vicinity of the stones, 
more of them than in any other part 
of England. 

The whole place is one great pre- 
historic cemetery where, beneath the 
turf, with their knees drawn up and

their heads bowed upon. their hands, 
sit the dried skeletons of those early 
Britons whose fathers pushed inland 
from the coast to settleon the \un- 
dulating plain; who dragged the 
great stones into place, split: them 
with fire and water, dressed them 
with flintstones, raised them to the 
clamoring of a lost: torigue and died 
before history began to be recorded, 
leaving-no traces of their e.° tence 
save Avebury, Stonchenge and the 
barrows—and perhaps the slanting 
profiles of the Wessex peasantry, 
Before the war no. building was 
anywhere in sight save only the 
house of the caretaker, which. on a 
clear day could: be discerned off to- 
ward the southwest horizon. The 
same caretaker is sti here, though 
now he appears in the. garb of a Gov- 
ernment employe. He has been here 
for thirty years and says that prior 
to the war he never knew of any 
building being erected on the Stone- 





henge section of the plain. 


’ The land is nearly worthless for 
cultivation, for it is chalk, with-only 
a few inches of top soil. But for the 
war it would doubtless still be graz- 
ing land, as it was for centuries past. 
Ancient Britons—and Romans as 
well—used the plain for military pur- 
poses. The World War rediscovered 
Salisbury’s value in this connection, 
Then, after the Armistice,. motors 
and charabanes began ancw to dis- 
turb the solitude. 


Squatters In Army Huts. 


At the height of the Summer season 
about 500 visitors a day pass through 
the turnstile into the Stonehenge en- 
closure. Tea and gasoline for so 
many tourists soon became attractive 
business propositions. Now there are 
even. Summer bungalow projects in 
hand, 


As matters stand, a part of the 
Stonehenge section of the plain has 
been definitely lost: The War Of- 





fice owns 58,210 arres in the vicinity 
all of it freehold, and the big Lark 
Hill camp, erected in the first year 
of the war, is now permanent. A row 
of-yellow steel houses with red roofs 
has recently been put up. These 
buildings, about a mile and a half 
to the north, do not obscure the 
gaunt gray circle of Stonehenge. The 
sponsors of the present appeal hope 
to enter into negotiations witia the 
War Office regarding any future 
building plans; but it is not believed 
likely that what has already been 
done at the Lark Hill camp can be 
undone. The. permanent Bulford 
camp, in another part of the plain, 
cannot be seen from Stonehenge. 

It is against the Stonehenge air- 
drome that the present agitation is 
mainly directed. Crowning the slope 
@ little to the left of the stones, as 
you approach them from Amesbury 
village, the big hangars and the acres 
of huts have an effect that is noth-

Span to Connect Manhattan With New Jersey Presents 
Stupendous Engineering Problems—How It Compares 
With the Seven Wonders of Antiquity 


By P. W. WILSON, 


N any era save our own, satiated 

as it is with the sensations of 

science and the success of in- 

‘dustry, the whole world would 
be lost in wonder over the truly 
astounding plan to build, or, more 
accurately, to suspend, high in mid- 
air, a bridge for heavy traffic, road 
and rail, across that broad estuary 
the Hudson River, That such @ 
project—costly, audacious and pic- 
turesque—should be treated merely 
as one of many items of the day’s 
news is a phenomenon signifying 
surely that man can no longer keep 
pace with the splendors of his owh 
kingdom over matter. 

During a period of five years now 
opening New York will have the 
opportunity of watching, stage by 
stage, the realization of a master- 
piece in design, in construction and, 
last but not least, in industrial hero- 
ism. On the conquest of space, of 
height, of wind, of water, of heat, 
of cold, tens of thousands of men, 
taken all in all, will be employed in 
all. weathers. Facing danger and 
dizziness, the bridge builder must be 
brave to the point of bravado; and in 
blazing the path of progress it is 
probable that some of these pioneers 
will lay down their lives. 

The Longest of Bridges. 

There is one, and only one, stand- 
ard by which a mammoth bridge 
should be measured. Neither length 
of approach nor height above the 
water is a real determinant of the 
magnitude of the undertaking. A 
bridge is a span, andthe length of 
the span is the only logical length of 
the bridge. 

Estimated by its span, the Hudson 
Bridge is to be not only the longest 
of bridges, but so much the longest 
that it stands by itself, outside the 
range of all comparison. In a sen- 
tence, a span of 8,500 feet is double 
anything yet achieved or attempted, 
whether as suspension, cantilever or 
arch. 

Among the marvels of the bridge 
is the fact that it will be held in 
midair by wires that in diameter will 
be less than half the thickness of a 
leadpencil. Woven into cables, these 
slender threads of pliant metal will 
support two decks of heavy traffic 
on road and rail. 


A New World Wonder. 


A work so stupendous as this in its 
proportions may be contrasted with 
the major achievements of mankind, 
ancient and modern, in the engineer- 
ing and architectural fields. 

It is significant that not one of 
the seven wonders of the ancient 
world was a bridge. Even the mili- 
tary causeways constructed by 
Xerxes across the Hellespont were 
only temporary affairs of pontoons, 
floating on the water at a distance 
probably of 1614 feet apart. To the 
ancients the arch itself, not seen 
in the Temple or Karnak or the 
Parthenon, was as much an innova- 
tion as our way of suspending 
bridges from towers. 

Two of the seven wonders aston- 
ished the eye by what was consid- 
ered to be their immense height. The 
first was the Phares, or lighthouse, 
off Alexancria, in Egypt, whose fire 
is said to have been visible for 100 
miles. The height, so it is asserted, 
was 450 feet. 

Secondly, there was the Colossus 
of Rhodes, that vast statue which 
added a word to the language of 
all nations and was said to have been 
so large that ships could pass be- 
tween the legs, while it took a big 
man to encircle the thumb with his 
arms. The Colossus appears to have 
been not more than 150 feet high. 

Old Marvels Outdone. 


The towers of the Hudson Bridge 
are 650 feet high. They are one- 
third higher than the Pharos. They 
are four times as high as the Colos- 
sus. There is not a spire of a church 
anywhere, so we believe, which 
reaches to that height. They are 
nearly twice the height of the bridge 
towers at Philadelphia, which reach 
an altitude of 380 feet. 

The only edifices that exceed these 
towers in height are the Eiffel Tower 
in Paris, the Woolworth, the Metro- 
politan and one or two other sky- 
scrapers in New York. But between 
a bridge tower and any other there 
is a difference. A spire supports 
nothing except itself. But the bridge 
tower is like a strong giant carry- 
ing on his shoulders a massive yoke 
to which are attached enormous 
weights. A bridge tower is Atlas him- 
self, supporting a world. 

It is by comparison with a third 
wonder of the ancient world that 
we can estimete wiiat the total 
weight of the Hudson Bridge will be. 
The greatest of the pyramids in 
Egypt has a bulk of 82,000,000 cubic 
feet. Its weight is estimated to be 
not greater than %.000.000 tons. The 
bridge over the Hudson will weigh— 
towers, anchors, roadways and 
cables—no less than 1,000,000 tons (or 
one-eighth as much as the Pyramid 
of Gizeh) suspended in air. 

The Labor of the Pyramids. 

This does not mean that the con- 
struction of the bridge represents as 
much actual labor as the labor put 
into the pyramid. The Egyptians 
knew nothing of the use of steam 
and electricity as power, nor of the 
crane, as we employ this adaptable 
device. Apparently they built a ramp 
of earth against the pyramid as it 
rose from its base and dragged up 
the stones on rollers by means of 
rope and tackle. It was an arduous 
achievement, which depended. on a 
constantly reinforced supply of serfs 
—driven as we would hesitate in 
these days to drive a_ beast. of 
burdea. 
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There is another achievement, pre- 
Christian in date, which in solid size 
exceeds anything on earth. The 
Great Wall of China, extending for 
1,200 miles, is possibly the one work 
by man that is visible from the 
moon. The American explorer Wil- 
liam Edgar Geil, who traversed the 
wall, enumerated the towers and bas- 
tions by many thousands. What dis- 
tinguishes the Hudson Bridge from 
China’s Wall is the thought of which 
it is the symbol. The wall divided 
mankind; the bridge unites mankind. 
The wall clings to the ground like 
the fossil of a huge snake; the bridge 
leaps through the air. 

While, then, the Great Wall of 
China is, in the aggregate, far 
greater than the Hudson Bridge, 
nothing at any point of the wall is 
so wonderful. 


The Great Canals. 


As with the Chinese Wall, so with 
the great canals of the world. The 
waterway through the desert at Suez 
is greater, on the whole, than any 
bridge. Greater still is the Panama 
Canal, with its vast locks and the 
Culebra Cut. Apart -from money 
wasted by French financiers, the 
Panama Canal cost six times as 
much as the estimates for the Hud- 
son Bridge. 

But a canal, like a wall, clings to 
mother earth. The fascination in a 
bridge is the spring across an abyss. 
It is not merely engineering; it is 
engineering as a vast gymnastic. 

A tunnel like the Simplon, twelve 
and a half miles long, which pierces 
a-rampart of mountains clad in per- 
petual snow and ice, has something 
of the same mystery, But a tunnel 
is out of sight. To the eye it appears 
merely as a black hole in a big rock. 

In the modern world the use of 
water, whether for power, for do- 
mestic purposes or for irrigation, has 
been developed to an extent fairly 
to be described as stupendous. Some 
of the most valuable triumphs of the 
engineer have been dams. 

To. compare a dam, which holds 
back a river, with a bridge, which 
jumps over it, is not easy. But if 
we take cost as a standard, there 
is not a dam anywhere that equals 
the Hudson River Bridge. The great 
dams of Egypt, Muscle Shoals and 
the rest of them are each less ex- 
pensive. The Sennar Dam across the 
Nile cost $43,000,000. The Roosevelt 
Dam cost $9,000,000. The Hudson 
Bridge is to cost $60,000,000. 


Achievements of Construction. 


In difficulty of construction, the 
wonder of the ancient world was the 
hanging gardens at Babylon. They 
were said to have been built by Nebu- 
chadnezzar for his favorite wife, who 
had been bred in the hills and dis- 
liked the valley of the Euphrates. 
Great arcades of stone supported the 
soil from which grew trees and 
flowers. 

A victory over the unsuitabilities 
of site not less astonishing has 
been accomplished by the City of 
Venice. The approach to the place 
is over dreary and treacherous sand 
and marsh. But by the use of piles 
foundations have been created which 
cover a large area and support some 
of the finest buildings in the world. 
Any one who considers what it 
means to drive one pile of timber 
without the use of steam or any 
Save manual power will realize the 
magnitude of the task the Venetians 
had to face. 


The Problem of the Bridge. 


The particular problem that has to 
be solved by the engineers of the 
Hudson Bridge is not the problem of 
Babylon and of Venice, where an ar- 
tificial foundation had to be created 
for the contemplated superstructure. 
On the Hudson the situation is one 
with which builders in the United 
States have become familiar. The 
question in this, as in other cases, 
is how to concentrate an enormous 
mass on a foundation of limited area. 
The task, though gigantic, is simpli- 
fied by the fact that the foundation 
rests on rock. 

But rock itself has to be closely ex- 
amined when it is to be subjected to 
special and crushing burdens. Dur- 
ing the building of the Assuan Dam 
in Egypt there were two grave com- 
plications. The first was the current 
of the river, which there raced down 
grade in rapids. The second was the 
faulty character of the rock, believed 
to be sound. The Hudson does not 
flow in rapids; but even on the Hud- 
son allowance has to be made for 
the idiosyncrasies of geology. After 
the most careful foresight an enter- 
prise like this, for which there is no 
precedent, is a veritable romance of 
patience, investigation and bold de- 
cision. 

What the bridge builder has to com- 


bat is not only water and other un- 
certainties at the base of his under- 
taking, but the pressure also of wind 
along its upper surfaces. A great 
bridge in Scotland—great of its kind 
—which spanned the River Tay, was 
blown down a year after its comple- 
tion—that is, in 1879—and a train was 
precipitated into the water with the 
loss of all on board. 

That was a lesson of the early days 
which engineers have never forgot- 
ten. A margin of safety which shall 
be absolutely decisive is now axio- 
matic in these undertakings. In- 
credible thoug:: it seems, the dam- 
age estimated at St. Louis after the 
recent tornado represents a value 
greater than the cost of the Hudson 
Bridge. : 

' Miracles in Metal. 

It is by the use of metal that the 
modern engineer works his miracles. 
The Hudson Bridge, though spec- 
tacular, is not more EcBest-b Abeta Ast: ys] 
the construction of a terminal like 
the Grand Central. We have there 
a double deck of railroads, carrying 
the heaviest rolling stock in the 











world. With the traffic proceeding 
in supreme unconcern, the roof of 
the railroads is treated as the base 
of enormous buildings, rising solidly 
to a height of hundreds of feet and 
designed as offices, apartments and 
hotels of the most substantial con- 
struction. The superstructure is so 
lofty and so elaborate that, without 
an effort of the imagination, the 
mind cannot conceive of the constant 
movement, day and night, of Pull- 
Mans and coaches and electric loco- 
motives underneath. It is a com- 
plete knowledge of stresses and 
strains and of the capacity of metal 
to withstand them that enables the 
engineer to accomplish these things. 

But the use of steel brings. in an- 
other factor, namely, the perma- 
nence of a structure. We know by 
experience what is the life of a stone 
building. We can see how the roof 
of a cathedral or the parapet of a 
castle stands the assaults of time. 
But steel and reinforced concrete are 
innovations. 

You would have said that wood is 
p.ishable. After five c ..turies the 
ravages of insects reduced the roof 
of Westminster Hall to the strength 
of sawdust. If the piles below Ven- 
ice have lasted, it is because they 





have been immune from exposure to 
the weather. Yet even in Venice the

floor of St. Mark’s Cathedral is un- 
even, sinking in spots. 

To heat, to cold, to humidity metal 
is responsive. It expands, it. con- 
tracts, it rusts, it has to be painted 
and watched. It we think not in 
decades but in centuries, we shall 
ask ourselves how much of our civil- 
ization will be in existence 1,000- 
2,000 years hence. It has arisen with 
an astonishing rapidity. Will it last? 

Use and Maintenance. 

Many ancient buildings have falien 
into ruin for one simple reason: It 
was to the interest of nobody to 
maintain them. Temples .without 
worshipers, castles without chief- 
tains, palaces without kings—they 
were a prey to the spoiler. Rome 
used her Colosseum as a quarry for 
marble. 

i bridges are renewed from cen- 
tury to century, it is because bridges 
are in constant use. A bridge if neg- 
lected threatens to interrupt the nor- 
mal flow of human life. Hence, we 
see how the disappearance of the 
Roman Empire has not changed the 
routes of many of the Roman roads. 
Highways that were laid for the 
tramp of legions are now paved for 
the wheels of automobiles. 

The Hudson Bridge, welcomed as 
a convenience, will become an essen- 
tial. Already there are reported cer- 
tain astonishing changes in the value 
of sites in the areas directly affected 
by the bridge. It is a facility for 
transit which must change the char- 
acter of the metropolis on both sides 
of the Hudson. The upkeep of the 
bridge will thus resolve itself into a 
vast expenditure on one item. The 
Hudson Bridge will have to keep 
young by the use of paint. Acres of 
steel will depend on an applied com- 
plexion. It is by far the biggest 
proposition yet suggested in the use 
of cosmetics as a preservative.

TO HAVE BEEN A BOOK LOVER 





She Recalls He Was Interested Not Only in 


Scientific Works but Also Novels and Poems 


MONG numerous articles - pub- 
lished in Russian papers in con- 
nection with the coming cele- 

bration in November of the tenth 
anniversary of the Bolshevist. régime 
is one by Nadezhda Konstantinovna 
Krupskaya, Lenin’s widow, entitled 
“Lenin and Literature.’’ In this ar- 
ticle she says: 

“The comrade who introduced me 
to Lenin told me that Lenin was a 
learned man who was interested only 
in scientific works and had never in 
his life read a novel or a poem. In 
my youth I had studied all the clas- 
sics, and it seemed more _ than 
strange to me that there could be a 
person who had no interest in classi- 
cal literature. 

“Only in Siberia did I learn that 
Lenin read the works of Turgenief 
with special pleasure. I had taken 
with me in exile the works of Push- 
kin, Lermantof and Nekrasof. Vladi- 
mir laid these books near his bed, 
and in the evening he would first 
read Hegel and then one of my 
books. One of his favorite authors 
was Tchernitchevsky. His novel 
‘What Is to Be Done?’ he read sev- 
eral times. 

“In Siberia he also read, in Ger-| 
man, the works of Heine and 
Goethe’s ‘Faust.’ When Lenin re- 
turned from exile to Moscow he 
went to the theatre. The play was 
Gerhard Hauptmann’s ‘Fuhrmann 
Hentschel.’ The drama pleased him 
greatly. During his stay in Munich 
he became enthusiastic over Ger- 
hard’s novel ‘By Mama,’ and over 
‘Biittnerbauer,’ by Polen. Later, 
when he was in Paris, he read Victor 
Hugo’s revolutionary poems. 

“In Paris Vladimir Lenin liked to 
visit the theatres in the suburbs and 
listen to the revolutionary labor 
songs being sung in working-class 
circles there. He was specially 
pleased with the popular singer Mon- 
tehus,:a favorite of the Paris work- 
ers. It is true, there was no definite 








ideology in the improvised verses of 


this singer, but there was much gen- 
uine enthusiasm. Lenin specially 
loved the song about the soldiers of 
the Seventeenth Regiment of Infan- 
try that had refused to fire [upon 
the wine growers of Southern France 
who would not pay their taxes, about 
twenty years ago]. He was con- 
stantly humming this little song. 

“Lenin was in general interested 
in all kinds of popular songs. There 
often came to us a maid-servant who, 
as she worked, would sing a nation- 
alistic verse about Alsace-Lorraine. 
Lenin liked this song so well that 
he wrote it down. During the revo- 
lutionary days in Russia he often 
sang this little song to me. 

‘During the World War he read a 
great deal. His favorite book at that 
time was ‘Le Feu,’ by Henri Bar- 
busse. He found that this work 
corresponded to the spirit of the 
times...* * * 

“In Russia, the new art, the new 
tendency of Russian literature, 
seemed incomprehensible to him. 
Once he visited a young people’s 
home and asked the students if they 
were reading Pushkin. 

‘**‘No, we are reading Mayakovsky, 
for Pushkin is a bourgeois,’ the stu- 
dents replied. 

“*T think the works of Pushkin 
are better,’ answered Lenin reflec- 
tively. 

‘“‘But some time later Lenin became 
interested in the poems of Mayakov- 
sky. Ilya Ehrenburg was the mod- 
ern writer in whom Lenin was par- 
ticularly interested. He read Ehren- 
burg’s book on the war several times 
and then said to me: ‘This Ilya 
Ehrenburg is an able writer. He 
writes incredibly well. ’’

Absolute Monarch of 


Untamed Asian Hill 


People Prepares to Modernize His Ancient 
And Turbulent Land 


MANULLAH KHAN, the young 
Amir of Afghanistan, who last 
year decided that he should be 

called King instead of being ad- 
dressed by the traditional title of his 
ancestors, plans, it is reported, to 
visit Paris and London. This may 
mean another political move on the 
chessboard of East and West. 

For many months Soviet Russia 
has been wooing the Central Asian 
power that now is, next to Turkey, 
the strongest Mohammedan State 
in the world. And Great Britain, 
which until recently granted the 
Government of Afghanistan an an- 
nual subsidy of £40,000, or $200,000, 
has a profound interest in the coun- 
try that controls nearly all of the 
important avenues of approach to 
India from the north and west. 

The game between the Lion and 
the Bear will largely depend on the 
attitude of Amanullah Khan, who is 
said to be suspicious of the motives 
of Moscow and to favor the ‘‘West- 
ernization’”’ of the wild land. of his 
forefathers. So far he has shown 
many signs of an earnest desire to 
introduce the benefits of Western 
civilization into his kingdom. Soon 
after his accession to the throne in 
1919, he dispatched his Foreign 
Minister on a trip around the world 
to impress the nations with the 
Afghan ‘ruler’s friendly and progres- 
sive spirit. 


A Message of Peace. 


It will be remembered that the 
Ambassador came to Washington at 
the time and surprised officialdom 
with an unprecedented letter in 
which his. Majesty: said in part: 

“‘As I used to have the sincere wish 
to establish a permanent friendly 
relation between Afghanistan and 
the high Government of the United 
States, I expect that your Ex- 
cellency’s [the . President’s] high 
Government may be satisfied with 
the keeping of this friendly relation, 
too.’’ 

President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes received this uninvited plen- 
ipotentiary informally, and that was 
all there was to this ‘international 
incident.’?” What his Majesty thought 
of the reception was not expressed in 
public print, but it was said that he 
was inclined to blame the influence 
of the English. In fact, the Afghans 
reCeMpelelmmausyite) (Mace Me bi-iabel-abb (jel el-Tacu-t-yel 
the Americans and their British 
cousins, 

Quite in line with his policy of 
non-isolation—and this is a remark- 
able break with tradition when it is 
considered that Afghanistan has con- 
sistently shunned and. banned the 
hated feringhi or foreigner—Amanul- 
lah Khan has declared it his inten- 
tion to send selected native students 
to the various centres of the Western 
World to study and bring back the 
ways and knowledge of other peoples. 
His Majesty is keenly interested in 
education, an interest perhaps stim- 
ulated by his mother, who founded 
an excellent girls’ school in Kabul, 
the capital of Afghanistan, where it 
is said some 2,000 students are cn- 
rolled. 

A Liberal Monarch. 

Politically, Amanullah Khan is as 
liberal as could be expected of one of 
the last absolute monarchs. He has 
created a Popular Assembly, pat- 
terned on familiar bicameral lines. 
Naturally it functions weakly at 
times because the processes are as 
yet unfamiliar. But the people of 
that mountainous region, like all 
rugged, self-dependent races, approve 
the governmental effort toward free 
institutions. In his proclamation ac- 
cepting the crown (or taking the 
crown on his own initiative, as his 
enemies put it) he said among other 
things, according to the translation 
given by Lowell Thomas in his ‘‘Be- 
yond Khyber Pass’’: 

“First, that the Government of 
Afghanistan should be internally and 
externally independent and free; that 
is to say, that all rights of govern- 
ment that are possessed by other in- 
dependent powers of the world 
should be possessed in their entirety 
by Afghanistan. 

“Second, that you should unite with 
me with all your force in avenging 
the unlawful assassination of my late 
father, the martyr, who was spiritu- 
ally a father to you all. 

“Third, that the nation should be 
free; that is to say, that no indi- 
vidual should be oppressed and sub- 
jected to any high-handedness or 
tyranny by any other individual. Of 
course, obedience to the sacred law 
of Mohammed and civil and military 
laws is looked upon as a glorious 
honor, for which we, the great na- 
tion of Afghanistan, are by. disposi- 
tion and nature well known. * * * 

‘‘And by the grace of God our sub- 
lime Government will employ such 
measures of reform as may prove 
suitable and useful to the country 
and nation, so that the Government

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and nation of Afghanistan may make 
and gain great renown in the civi- 
lized world and take its proper place 
among the civilized powers of the 
world.’’ 

A Turbulent Land. 


Murder and sudden death having 
been the order of the day in Afghan- 
istan for countless generations, it 
was not altogether a surprise that 
Amir Habibullah, the father of 
Amanullah Khan, should have been 
assassinated in his tent near the city 
of Jalalabad on Feb. 20, 1919, a few 
months after the close of the World 
War. The old Amir, slain through 
intrigue and treachery, had fought 
loyally with the Allies. 

Strangely enough, the two elder 
sons of the dead ruler declared the 
succession in favor of Habibullah’s 


and youngest son, Amanullah, sup- 
ported by his mother and her adher- 
ents, seized the Treasury in Kabul 
and proclaimed himself Amir. His 
coup d’état was successful; his Uncle 
Nasrullah vanished from sight in 
true Oriental fashion; his two older 
brothers were forgiven their defec- 
tion and rewarded with honored 
places in the court. 

Since that time, eight short years 
ago, Amanullah Khan has governed 
his realm with strength and wisdom. 
But always the shadow of sudden 
death hovers over his head as he 
drives his automobile along the com- 
paratively few miles of fit roads in 
Afghanistan, as he plays tennis in 
the royal gardens, as he flies in his 
airplane, as he sits at his table in 
long, concentrated hours of official 
labor. There are always enemies to 
guard against and it is a rare occa- 
sion when concealed armed men are 
not protecting him from attack. 


The Amir’s Personality. 


But Amanullah Khan gives the im- 
pression of careless jollity. He is 
aggressive but debonair. His mus- 
tache is closely cropped, according to 
the present mode; his eyes are 
quick and keen, and he looks like a 
man who enjoys the good things of 
life. Altogether ‘‘a plump and pleas- 
ing person.’? Perhaps his most re- 
markable innovation is setting the ex- 
ample to his subjects of having only 
one wife. 

It was his grandfather, Abdul Rah- 
man, who welded the present king- 
dom of Afghanistan into.a cohesive 
whole out of scattered and warring 
tribes. He was a ruthless man and 
feared; he compelled obedience. Once 
he built a tower of Shinwaris skulls 
in Kabul as a warning to that un- 
tamable tribe. 

Nearly all of the inhabitants of 
Afghanistan are orthodox Sunnites. 
Legend has it that shortly after the 
hegira of the Prophet the Moham- 
medan faith was brought to the peo- 
ple. It is a remarkable feature of 
the country that the land is divided 
judicially among the different fam- 
ilies and redistributed every five or 
ten years to preserve equality of 
ownership. Afghans have a repug- 
nance for trades and crafts. They 
are glad to have the Hindus follow 
such pursuits in their midst, though 
these outsiders must wear red or 
yellow turbans to distinguish them 
from the rest of the inhabitants. Af- 
ghanistan covers an area of about 
250,000 square miles, with a popula- 
tion of about 5,000,000 people. Inas- 
much as a census has never been 
taken, the number has to remain 
more or less a guess. 


Alexander the Great was one of the 
bash aectedesbent:bate (uM geleMcau-yameeyele ht tsb acre! 
these warlike mountaineers, and 
even to the present day his name is 
used vy Afghan mothers to frighten 
their children into obedience. Dur- 
ing the last seventy-five years or so 
the English have had many bloody 
clashes with these wild men of Cen- 
tral Asia. Two British embassies 
sent to Afghanistan were murdered 
and the Lion roared and fought. But 
since 1880 there has been compara- 
tive peace. 

Now, it is reported, the English 
want to build a railroad in the fa- 
mous Khyber Pass, and the 35-year- 
old King of Afghanistan wants to 
develop his mines and oil wells, in- 
stall power plants and bring the 
prosperity of industrial civilization 
to his people. 

It is set down in history that once, 
shorily after his accession to the 
throne, Amanullah Khan prepared 
to menace India, but thought better 
of it. His projected visit to London 
this Fall will have nothing in it of 
such character, it is safe to predict, 
while London will doubtless leave 
nothing undone to give his Majesty a 
reception worthy of a descendant of 
Baber, who founded the Mogul 
dynasty.

Swarms of bees, young pigs, 
firewood, wire fencing, animal pelts 
and, late in the Fall, even dressed 
hogs yield grist for the raiding 
parties.. — 

Different farm organizations 
throughout the country are endeay- 
oring to curb the evil. The farmers 
of New York State; where thefts, it: 
is e&timated, annually total $1,000,- 
000, organized a State-wide Farm 
Bureau Vigilance Service, one of the 
departments of the New York State 
Farm . Bureau Federation, with 
headquarters at Ithaca. Its aim is to 
teach the city Visitor in the country 
to kéep his hands off the farmer's’ 
frult, vegetables and other property; 
secondly, to post signs on members’ 
land informing would-be trespassers 
and thieves that the property is pro- 
‘tected and ‘‘watched,’’ and thirdly, 
when the first two fail, to secure, 
by mean of rewards tor information, 
the arrest and conviction of thieves. 
A maximum reward of $25 is offered 
by the vigilance service.

Removal, de- 
struction or defacement of signs on 
posted land is a felony. New Jersey, 
too, gives trespassers and crop 
thieves short shrift, and conditions 
theré are reported as improving, 
though last Summer losses increased 
in somé seétions. 

There has been a noticeable falling 
off in thievery in certain Eastern 
farming afeas where the farmers 
themselves were able to report thefts 
quickly and cooperated with State 
Police. Several years ago conditions 
near Albany were pictured a8 appal!- 
ing. This year reported thefts have 
been almost negligible. Farmers in 
some other parts of the country aré 
not so fortunate. Only a vigilance ser- 
vice, national in scope, can ¢urb the 


farm thief, according to many farm- | | 


ers who have benefited through or- 
ganization.

Everywhere in Mexico today the sol- 
dier with his rifle is the emblem of 
authority. In less than two weeks 
some of the leading citizens of the 
republic’ have been executed, and if 
the official communiqués issued from 
the National Palace are to be taken 
at their face value, other Mexicans 
are likely to meet a similar fate. 
Calles, the Sonoran, is supreme. Gen- 
eral Francisco Serrano, once Obre- 
gon’s intimate friend, is dead. An- 
other candidate in the Presidential 
election, which is to be held next July, 
General Arnulfo Gomez, is in flight. 
This: means that unless unforeseen 
events intervene, General Alvaro 
Obregon, former President. of Mex- 
ico, with all opposition removed, will 
be re-elected; and Obregon stands for 
FM tepetabetit:nnteyed the Calles policies. 

Meantime, the religious. controversy 
continues. Mexican church bells are 
silent. Business depression still pre- 
vails. Differences with the United 
States remain unsettled and, accord- 
ing to reliable reports, there is unrest 
in probably half the States ‘of the 
Mexican Republic. But Calles has the 
upper hand. His position has been 
likened by an American official to 
that of a manswith'a machine gun in 
@ rooni with ‘forty or fifty other men 
who: have nothing: but penknives. 


‘The Man of Iron. 


Recent eyents have only heightened 
Calles’s right to Don Porfirio’s title 
of ‘Iron Man.” ‘Assayed by previous 
events, the iron in Calles has been 
revealed. When a little more than a 
em ago he promull éd: his regula- 

for the cb #°the Church in 
exico there were those who predict- 
ea that this course meant his end. 
Protests came from every. part of the 


heeded: Calles ordered the regula- 
tions enforced, and they were. Priests 
and laymen who defied these regula- 
tions wete arrested: and in numerous 
instances were deported. Whether it 
came from the Archiepiscopal Palace 
in Mexico City or from the humblest 
rectory in remote Indian settlements, 
opposition was crushed. Today, after 
centuries of influence and power, the 
Church is impotent in Mexico. 

The iron in Calles’s unyielding na- 
ture has ‘also been bared in the rela- 
tions of ‘the Mexican Government 
with the American State Department 
over the enforcement of land and oil 
laws. Washington did not mince 
words in declaring these laws confis- 
catory, retroactive and consequently 
in violation of the rights of thousands 
of American citizens owning property 
in Mexico. But Calles never budged. 
As in the religious controversy, he 
ordered the enforcement of these 
property laws, which at times have 
threatened to bring about a diplo- 
matic rupture between Mexico City 
and Washington. In recent pestesenaets) 
the exchange of notes between the 
two countries has slowed down. An- 
other Ambassador, Dwight W. Mor- 
row, President Coolidge’s friend, is 
on his way to the Mexican capital; 
but the position of the United States 
Government on the oil and land laws 
remains the same. What will be the 
outcome of the meeting of a former 
partner of the house of Morgan with 
Mexico’s ‘‘Iron Man’’? 

A little more than sixteen years 
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listen to the counsel of Obregon and 
Morones, two of his most powerful 
supporters. There is a sternness to 
his features, and a bristly; closely 
cropped mustache adds to his grim- 
ness. 

There appears to be no question at 
this moment of the strength of 
Calles. It may be that, owing to 
the Catholic defection, his support- 
ers are in the minority, yet his con- 
trol is unquestioned and there are no 
signs of any weakening. First of all 
Calles has behind him a majority. of 
the Generals, and Generals are as 
numerous in Mexico as are Colonels 
in the United States. The fact that 
only a small proportion of the com- 
pee BETS Cs) s¥ re Mm ol-)u-leyabel-) Mey ma ao) de- 
serted to. Serrano, Alama 
Gomez.is proof of Calles’s control of 
the military arm. He pays his Gen- 
erals large salaries, while the en- 
listed men are better paid and better 
equipped than at any time. since the 
Diaz régime. That, is an important 
factor in the existing situation. 

““Crom’”’ Aids Calles. 

The second largest of his assets is 
the ‘‘Crom,’’.as the Mexican Confed- 
eration of Labor is popularly known. 
In Mexico City. this organization 
wields definite power and influence. 
Backed by the Calles Government, 
the edicts of the ‘‘Crom’’ approach 
in effectiveness the force of law it- 
self. Under the Constitution, of 1917 
labor has. privileges involving em- 
ployment, wages, strikes and walk- 
outs such as it enjoys in no other 
country in the world, not even in 
Bolshevist Russia. 

Every phase of industry is affili- 
ated with the ‘‘Crom”’ and in practi- 
cally every: dispute labor has had 
with capital, from’ the day™ when 
Obregon became. President to - the 
present time, the support of the 
Government’ has been accorded the 
workers. The very fact that Luis N. 
Morones, thc labor chief of Mexico, 
holds what is perhaps the most im- 
portant portfolio in the Calles Cabi- 
net is proof, well-informed observers 
say, of the alliance that exists be- 
tween labor and the Government. 
As Minister of Commerce, Industry 
and Labor, Morones, large, stubborn, 
ana not without. ability, dominates 
the enforcement of the Alien Mineral 





have passed since Porfirio Diaz, 
known to his countrymen as a man 
of iron, fled from his native land 
to end his career in exile. Since 
then, when the timid Madero picked 
up the reins of power, Mexico has 
seen twelve Presidents come and go. 
With the exception of Obregon and 
Calles, all of them were merely tem- 
porary tenants of Chapul-epec Pal- 
ace and left as suddenly as they ar- 
rived. by 

Rules Through Army. 

Yet in little more than that they 
both merit the designation of iron 
men. Diaz: maintained his grip on 
the country chiefly through his Ru- 
rales, in many ways a Mexican 
counterpart of the famous Texan 
Rangers and the finest body ‘of po- 
lice officers Mexico has ever known. 
Calles’s hold is largely .through the 
army. Diaz was a conservative who 
encouraged the investment of for- 
eign capital in Mexico. He brought 
Mexican credit to a par with that 
of leading nations of the world, and 
he encouraged railroads and public 
works. There was industria] pros- 
perity, but behind it was a mailed 
fist. 

Calles is not a conservative, but a 
radical; his enemies go to the ex- 
treme of terming him a Bolshevik. 
He is not in sympathy with the ac- 
tivities of a large part of interests 
controlled by foreign capital; many 
of the concessions granted by Diaz 
Calles would revoke. During the 
years between the’ régimes of Diaz 
and Calles industry has fallen off, 
commerce has languished and credit 
has been lowered. : 

Calles is a man of few words, but 
when he does speak it is always to the 
point. He does not give an order 
unless he expects it to be executed. 
‘Be does not argue, although he does 
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General Obregon, Whom He Favors as His Successor. 
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law,. or, as it is generally known to 
the man in the street, the ‘‘oil law,”’ 
and in the enforcement of this law 
the word of Morones is final. 
What this ‘‘Crom’’ support means 
to Calles can be appreciated when 
one recalls the part the so-called la- 
bor battalions, under Morones’s di- 
rection, played in the _ revolution 
staged against Obregon by General 
Adolfo de la Huerta. When labor 
goes on strike in Mexico City the 
gendarme goes on duty before the 
place from which the walkout pro- 
ceeded, and he stays there as a rule 
until the ‘‘Crom’’ wins the fight. Al- 
ways the red flag of the ‘‘Crom’”’ 
floats above the entrance to a place 
against which a strike is operating. 
Again, Calles has behind him a 
powerful group of politicians in every 
State of the republic. They are the 





men who, as a rule, hold the offices 
below that of Governor—a Governor 
is usually a military man—and their 
jobs depend on President Callés. “So 
they, too, are loyal. If by chance 
Calles should be overthrown most of 
them would be expected to be just 
as loyal to the new régime, provided, 
of course, they were permitted to re- 
tain office. 

Also there is the anti-Catholic ele- 
ment. It should be considered in 
any discussion involving the strength 
of Calles. Although Mexico is more 
than 99 per cent. Catholic, the fact is, 
as strange as it may seem, that this 
anti-Church element is of great im- 
portance in the present situation. It 
is true that of the 15/000,000 people, 
more or less, to whom ‘Mexico is 
home, an overwhelming majority is 
loyal to’the Church, but: these loyal- 





ists are leaderless; they are without 
arms or munitions. Most of them 
are Indians -who cannot read or 
write, and who for the most part are 
penniless. As matters now_ stand 
they are not a strong threat to the 
supremacy of Calles. 

What, then, are the other elements 
in the Mexican population against 
Calles and his Government?’ There 
are the: great business interests,’ 
working largely on foreign. capital, 
and they are against Calles and prac- 
tically everything he stands for. Un- 
der the oil and land regulations pro- 
mulgated by the President they are 
face to face with a situation that. in- 
volves their holdings in the republic. 
Some have bowed to authority and 
are continuing in business. Others 
have refused to yield and the in- 
dustries they controlled are idle. 





Finally, there is the opposition of 
certain minorities in the armed ser- 
vices of the country. Francisco Ser- 
rano, Ariaulfo Gomez and Aldama 
Cominus were leaders of this opposi- 
tion. In Washington it is rumored 
that another outstanding figure in 
the military service of Mexico is wav- 
ering, and if this proves true it may 
mean the strengthening of the anti- 
Calles element. The best information, 
however, is that Calles continues to 
hald the support of most of the army: 

What is happening to the military 
minority opposing him’ may answer 
these reports. Serrano is dead, so is 
Quijano, Alfonso de la Huerta and 
the Paraltas, and Calles insists that 
the capture of all others im defection 
is but a matter of days. 

The Mexican Presidential elections 
will not be held until July, 1928, but 
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in the three-cornered campaign be- 
tween Obregon, Serrano and Gomez 
such bitterness developed that actual 
warfare between their partisans 
seemed only a question’ i time. 
Months ago the prediction: was com- 
mon, even in the Mexican’* press, 
that a campaign so bitter could have 
but one end—revolution. * ‘ 
‘Obregon stands for thé policies of 
Calles. He has proclaimed himself 
in sympathy with the Calles- poli¢y 
of rigid enforcement of the $lien land 
and oil laws, against wihtich “the 
United States Government pee 
Also he hgs placed himse a 
Calles in the enforcement oi see 


ligious reguiations. He has approved ; 
every act of Calles during the past 


two weeks, when Obregon’'s path to 
the Presidency was-cleared by thé 
execution of one rival, Serrano, and 
the branding of the other, Gomez, as 
a traitor, which ‘means death in ‘the 
event of capture. . 


Obregon’s Future. 


Will. the fact “that he is apparently 
going back to Chapultepec over the 
dead bodiés ‘of these rivals be cited 
against hiin in the event he is de- 
clared the next President of Mexico? 
The future must answer that ques- 
tion. Obregon may not be the iron- 
handed, strong man that Calles is, 
but he is Calles’s candidate, and that 
is all that is necessary to say at this 
time. 


The short-lived revolt of Serrano 
and Gomez might be said to be based 
on opposition to a continuation of 
the Calles régime. The control of 
Calles over Congress made possible 
the amendment.of the 1917 Constitu- 
tion, which in turn made it possible 
for’ Obregon to stand for another 
term as President. General Serrano 
was one of Obregon’s most intimate 
friends, and only a few months ago 
General Gomez. was one of the. men 
upon whom Chiles depended for sup- 
port in his encouragement of the Ob- 
be -40) 04 candidacy for_re-election. 

But Serrano. took. the opposite 
stand to that assumed by his former 
friend, Obregon.

fOPLE in America are slowly 
blending back to the Central 
Asiatic type that was the an- 
cestor of the many European 
races, according to Dr. Damaso de 
Rivas, biologist and Professor of 
Parasitology and Tropical Medicine 
in the University of Pennsylvania. 

‘There is ne special virtue in blond- 
ness or bigness,’’ he asserts. ‘‘Those 
who believe people are growing taller 
and lighter have fallen into the com- 
mon error of basing their calculation 
on loca) observations. 

“The present American type is al- 
ready two-thirds non-Nordic. It will 
become increasingly affected by the 
darker and smaller strains from East- 
ern and Southern Europe, which are 
in themselves a mixture.of Oriental, 
Mongolian, Arab and other Asiatic 
strains. Scientific men who’ favor 
pure strains and segregation of na- 
tional types have forgotten the his- 
tory of the human race. The hom- 
ogeneous races are static. It is the 
mixed peoples who furnish dynamic 
power and take the leadership of 
mankind.”’ 

Dr. Rivas outlined the migratory 
movements that support his. view. 
Somewhere near the beginning ~ of 
historic time, three streams of migra- 
tion trickled out of the Centra]. Asi- 
atic Plateau and spread over Europe, 
to. be classified in = recent. years 
as the Nordic, the Alpine and the 
Mediterranean.

‘‘War has been a prime cause of 
progress and decay,’’ says Dr. Rivas. 
‘It has been perhaps the chief factor 
in fusion and death. In Greece, once 
so great that .it numbered one genius 
in every 5,000 people, it was not until 
armies had fertilized its population 
with the vigor of many peoples that 
she began the transformation into -_ 
Periclean Age. 


‘“‘War gave the hee birth and 
war destroyed it through the decima- 
tion of the best. 

‘The most striking examplje of the 
sort is the history of Rome. . Wher- 
ever Rome put its foot.a civilization 
later grew. But in the days. of its 
great power and prosperity, .when 
Roman thinkers and statesmen were 
laying the foundations of our civili- 
zation, it was leaving its ablest. youth 
on the battlefields beyond the Pyre- 
nees, the Alps and the English Chan- 
nel. 

“In the course of time there were 
not enough Romans left to ‘guard 
and govern the Roman Empire.. But 
in the ruthless manner of the times 
they had imparted their energy and 
spirit to-the. generations on the 
fringes of the empire. And so Rome, 
in destroying itself, had distributed 
its ‘vitality to the. conquered “peoples. 

“Think of the wars that overran 





brought here th 


Western Europe as one nation suc- 


ceeded another to the place of pre- 
mier power. Spain, which was Ro- 
man, Goth, Visigoth and Arab; Portu- 
gal; France, the battlefield: of Eu- 
rope; Germany, sprinkled with aliens 
from the West and South; the Brit- 
ish isles, mixed with the peoples of 
the European coast. 


Here Peace Amalgamates. 

“To view this tremendous stirring 
and, mixing of peoples and then, try 
to separate therfi into scientific cat- 
egories as races is absurd. Race is 
a popular category; not a scientific 
one. History indicates that there is 
no special monopoly of brains in any 
one group, but that, following the 
decay of one power, another which 
has: benefited from interbreeding 
works its best blood ‘to the top;. thus 
another great people is born. ; 

“There is a period in between dur- 
ing which the new blood is being 
kneaded into stuff already. there. 
The weak elements, die out, and the 
sturdier family’ strains that have ben- 
efited from the 
stranger take ‘up the task of leader- 
ship, only to peorat the historical 
process.’’ 

A peculiarly. happy circumstance 
shows that the United States is a 
favored child i history, says Dr. 
‘Rivas. Immigration, not war, has 
diverse strains of 
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Europe. They are free to mix and 
intermarry. Europe sends:.its brave 
and adventurous, not to die but to 
live, and to make a contribution in 
their own persons to the -develop- 
ment of the national life. Elsewhere 
war stirred the melting. pot, but here 
peace stands over the crucible and 
permits the best to remain in, the 
alloy. : 

**Alloy shod is stronger than pure 
metal,” Dr. Rivas observes. ‘‘A large 
California strawberry, the result of 
careful breeding, is mostly water. 


The most homogeneous peoples we 


know are the colored races of Cen- 
tral Africa. Because of the climate 
they were not disturbed in their 
native jungles, and the races re- 
mained pure. I need not elaborate 
upon the result. 

Climatic Differences. 

“Tt is not generally realized that 
‘Philadelphia is in the same latitude 
as Madrid. The difference in climate 
is due.to the fact that» mountain 
barriers keep out the lower temper- 
atures’from Northern Europe, while 
on.this continent there-is fo obstacle 
to the great drafts that blow. down 
from the ‘Arctic. The. Indian proved 
that this continent is hospitable to 
the darker races. 

“Darker pigmentation is dormant 
in the whiter racés. The pigment 
cells of the skin will produce deeper 
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shades if needed. Place a Nordic 
in the tropics and let his progeny 
there marry only Nordics like him- 
self for severa) generations, and their 
eyes and skin wil) show increasing 
natural layers of tan. Even in an 
albino the microscope shows the dor- 
mant cells: of darker pigmentation. 

“Thus, when the preponderant 
darker races in America mix their 
dominant characteristic of dark skin 
with Nordics—who have the same 
characteristic although in recession— 
there is no doubt that the resulting 
race will be darker than the present 
American people. | 

“One thing that mystifies me is 
the fact that many people harbor the 
idea that tallness or bigness is desir- 
able. There is no reason why phys- 


‘ical size should be considered impor- 


tant in a civilization where the brain 
becomes increasingly paramount. 


‘'Tal] men have to.carry too much 
human machinery around with them, 
Their weight is not compensated by 
increased. brain power, Everybody 
knows there -is no relation between 
physical size and intellect. The 
smal] man has a similar nervous sys- 
tem, circulation and brain, and he 
does not have to feed and carry 
extra weight. When it comes to lung 
disease the big man suffers a handi- 
cap. Considering his bulk, the big 
man to carry on @ more intense 
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oxidation in his lungs, and when 
they are made inefficient by tubercu- 
losis or. pneumonia - he~ has - less 
chance of escaping with his life. 

“Since in the long run the mix- 
ture of. races that is to produce the 
new American type will’ cause im- 
provement rather than. deterioration, 
we need not worry about the future 
of the country—say 1,000 years hence. 
The exact changes in color and 
stature are difficult to forecast, be- 
cause we cannot figure the effect of 
the various factors; but. there is 
every, indication that the blend and 
refinement will give us something 
different than the types known in 
human history. 


Our Opportunities. 

“‘America is today the most allur- 
ing country in the world, It draws 
the enterprising. and ambitious not 
only from Europe but also from 
South America. Many avenues of 
opportunity are unbarred; society is 
not ringed with. high gates; the ways 
are open and any one may climb 
who has .the courage and ability. 
Abroad young men must wait and 
wait and wait, 

“Encouragement for youth and an 
increasing mixture of the great hu- 
man strains will produce a new 
people —. not. Mediterranean, not 
Nordic, but a combination similar to 
that that sent our ancestors out from 
a little plateau with the courage and 
power to win the world. Their great 
abilities, separated in the European 
nations, will be reunited in the great

Morrow’ 8 Position. 


“This much only is known: The 
American . position remains © un- 
changed, and. therefore: it;is sto be 
expected that Mr. Morrow will insist, 
as did Mr. Sheffield, that the laws 
in controversy must be repealed or 
amended in‘so far_ as thé question of 
confiscation and retroaction is in- 
volved. 

The next question is: will the nu- 
merous executions ordered by Calles 
receive any official notice?

Season—Management

hostesses of the capital seized the 

list in one hand and their pencils in 
another and began to miap out their 
own Winter campaigns. It would be 

a daring or rash hostess who would 

set her own dates before the official 

entertainments are announced. 
As usual at the White House, there 
' will be nine events in all—four din- 
ners and five receptions. All of them 
fall on Thursdays except the New 

Year’s reception, which will be on 

Monday, Jan. 2. On_ successive 
. Thursdays, beginning Dec. 1, will 
come the Cabinet dinner, the diplo- 
matic reception and the diplomatic 
dinner. The judicial reception and 
the Supreme Court dinner will come 
on Jan. 5 and Jan. 26 respectively. 
In February will come the final 
three—the Congressional reception on 
Feb..2, the Speaker’s dinner on Feb. 
9 and the brilliant army and navy 
reception on Feb. 16. 

The entertainments do not begin 
until just before Congress convenes. 
They must all be over before Con- 
gress adjourns and the Lenten sea- 
son starts. They have an unavoid- 
able fixedness, an inevitability that 
makes them impressive. 


The Entertainment Machine. 


In the days when Washington was 
a village the President’s wife was 
responsible for White House recep- 
tions and formal dinners. The tables 
at the old-time gatherings groaned 
under things now rare, from wild 
turkey and venison to delicacies pro- 
hibited by the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. Nowadays all that the Presi- 

“dential family needs do is present 
itself at the appointed hour. To take 
eare of many of the preparatory de- 
tails there is an entertainment ma- 
chine, carefully regulated. 

One of the engineers is Miss Mary 
Randolph, the private secretary of 
Mrs. Coolidge. Another is Charles 
Lee Cooke of the Department of 
State, who bears the imposing desig- 
nation “Officer in Charge of Cere- 
monials.’” Whenever an embassy in 
Washington is about to entertain, 
Mr. Cooke’s telephone begins to 
jingle: 

‘“‘Where,’”®> comes an anxious in- 
quiry, ‘‘should the guest of honor be 
seated?’’. ‘“‘When can an audience 
be arranged with the President?’ 
or “How about getting a diplomatic 
license tag and a little diplomatic 
plate for the embassy’s new car?”’ 


Precedences Not Established. 

The third member. of the entertain 
ment triumvirate is James Clement 
Dunn of the Department of State, 
who stays at the White House to 
help supervise the social activities. 
Perhaps no one else in Washington 
is so well qualified to write helpful 
hints to hostesses as are these au- 
thorities. But they have not written 
it, and for a good reason. No one 
knows, not éven these authorities, 
just who should precede whom in 
Washington society. 

Just try to decide for yourself 
which should have precedence and 
why—a United States Senator, a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court or the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives. Having decided, try to get the 
three to agree joyously with your 
conclusion. Afterward you'will know 
Fledeol-inebbel-aey MAct-Mauleltitchaleyel-Mey Mea atet-T: 
who endeavor to direct social ar- 
rangements at the nation’s capital. 

Two contrasts on the White House 
social calendar are the New Year’s 
reception and the diplomatic recep- 
tion. The first is a fixture dear to 
the American public. Weather may 
be rainy or sleety, yet for hours be- 
fore 11 o’clock on New Year’s morn- 
ing several thousand curious Wash- 
ingtonians, with many out-of-town 
visitors, will form in line at the east 
gate of the White House. As soon as 
the many Government officials have 


about the procedure. ‘There is no 


particular difficulty in being granted | 


the privilege of shaking hands with 
the President on almost any occasion 
in the year,.and why otherwise nor- 
mal citizens should risk pneumonia 
on a blustery midwinter day is hard 
to understand. Nevertheless the old 
New Year’s custom is popular and 
would ‘be difficult to dispense with, 
although it was allowed to lapse in 
the Wilson Administration. 

One Gay Reception. 

More formal and elegant is the 
diplomatic reception. It is consid- 
ered the outstanding event of the 
social season, principally because it 
is the most colorful. Representa- 
tives of more than fifty nations 
throng into the White House, attired 
in ceremonial regalia. The gay pic- 
ture is in contrast to the sombre but 
native line of handshakers that files 
into the mansion to wish the Presi- 
dent a Happy New Year. 

The diplomatic reception is one of 
the few social occasions that permit 
all of the members of the diplomatic 
corps to assemble in one place. Some 
express regret that Washington has 
no recognized gathering place for 
diplomatic activities such as may be. 
found in certain foreign capitals. 
One of the most exclusive Washing- 
ton clubs presents an honorary mem- 
bership to each Ambassador and 
Minister when first he comes to the 
city, but the members of the corps 
frequently remain more or less 
strangers to one another. 

Washington ways are strangely in- 
formal in the eyes of most foreign 
representatives, A certain new Min- 
ister who came to America in the 
course of the Harding Administra- 
tion presented his credentials and 
prepared himself in his best bib and 
tucker to be introduced to the Presi- 
dent. What was his surprise to find 
the President greeting him in flan- 
nels and tennis shoes! To the Ameri- 
can mind there is nothing particu- 
larly wrong with this picture. Many 
people would be pleased at such proof 
of our democratic tastes. But to the 
European mind, stéeped in tradition, 
we show an unpardonable lack of 
appreciation of the niceties of such 
occasions. 


The Diplomatic Circle. 

Diplomatic soctety in Washington, 
however, is not all formality. Once 
upon a time a new Minister arrived 
and as usual went to the dean of 
the corps for advice. The ranking 
Ambassador suggested that if the 
new Minister’s wife cared to call, his 
own wife would give her some’ friend- 
ly counsel. When the call was made 
this was the advice: ‘You won't 
have time to take in every one. Just 
send a note to each Ambassador's 
wife asking her when you may call. 
Then take your cards and dump 
them wherever else you care to.” 


An American girl.in Washington 
found a position as a stenographer 
in one of the legations. _Later she 
began to receive invitations to some 
of their informal parties. She tells 
with great glee how on one occasion 
some of the hosts tired of the 
monotony of legation wine and sup- 
plemented the refreshments with a 
bountiful supply of 4cornflakes. 

Part of the informality of the 
diplomatic circle comes not so much 
from choice as from reasons of 
economy. After the war many na- 
tions were not disposed to assign 
funds for entertaining on an im- 
pressive scale in Washington. There 
is considerable misconception re- 
garding Washington society. Many 
of the electorate imagine that their 
Congressmen spend half of their 
time delivering fiery orations and 
the other half attending wild parties. 
Both ideas are wrong. Many Con- 
gressmen never utter three consecu- 
tive sentences on the floor of the 
House and many others never attend 
social affairs, wild or otherwise. For 
various reasons, the average Con- 
gressman probably spends less of his 
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given to formality. There are prob- 
ably more country peopie in the na- 
tional capital than in any other city 
of similar size in the United States. 
They come from localities that are 
more familiar with: basket dinners 
than with pink teas. Woodrow Wil- 
son on coming to Washington was 
immediately inspired to make use of 


the phrase, ‘‘My countrymen.” 


Not long ago a Chicago society wo- 
man planned an extended visit to 
the capital. She worried over the 
usual “What shall I wear?’ It took 
only a short time in Washington to 
dispel her fears. From all that she 
could observe it did not particularly 
matter. 


One group prides itself on belong- 
ing to the ‘old’? Washingtonians. 
This group glories not in pearls and 
rubies but in the fact that its mem- 
bers have ‘belonged’ for a long 
time. Wealthy families, newcomers 
to the capital, who have made their 
millions elsewhere and have come to 
Washington with an aspiration to be 
sociable, find this group for a while 
indifferent. 

Washington has a social character 
differing distinctly from that of 
other American cities. Officials are 
constantly changing. Gone are the 
Congressmen of a decade ago. New 
faces appear now and again in the 
diplematic set. 

In addition to her old families and 
her millionaire families Washington 
contains a set of political families. 
Many a Senator, for instance, whose 
term has ended chooses to settle 
down permanently amid the scenes 


| of hig official trials and triumphs. 


Informal Affairs Too. 


The Coolidges are scrupulous in ob- 
serving the required formalities. 
Otherwise society with a capital ‘‘S’’ 
does not seem to interest them. 
President Coolidge has no ‘‘joining 


-|instinct, and Mrs. Coolidge retains a 


charming independence that pre- 
cludes any desire to identify herself 
with a set. 

At the White House this Winter 
there will be,.in addition to the usual 
formal affairs, informal teas, din- 
ners and musicales such as have al- 
ready graced the friendly program 
of ‘the present Administration. Inci- 
dentally, the ‘‘I do not choose’’ decla- 
ration of the President will tend to 
render them still more informal.

AIRMAIL STAMPS AND COVERS 
COST AS MUCH AS $125 EACH 





Lindbergh Atlantic Flight Gave Impetus to 
Private Collecting—Present Quotations 


O the general collector and dealer 
the month of October opens bast) 
active stamp season. Already 

the auctioneers are increasing the 
number and quality of their listings, 
and these not only cover the disposal 
of private collections but also offer- 
ings of air mail and original covers 
and other items. 

The collection of air mails and cov- 
ers has gained impetus since Colonel 
Lindbergh’s ocean. flight. Covers 
carried by this young aviator and 
autographed by him when he flew as 
a Government air pilot on the St. 
Louis-Chicago flight have brought 
$50 at auction. Some have sold as 





high as $100. Every flight Colonel 
Lindbergh makes on his cross-coun- 
try tours is eagerly watched by phi- 
latelists and dealers alike to see 
whether he carries mail. Such spe- 
cial flight covers make a valuable ad- 
dition to the now famous Lindbergh 
collection of first-day covers from 
Washington, Detroit, St. Louis and 
Little Falls. 

When Colonel Lindbergh visited 
Springfield, Ill., to participate in the 
dedication of the Lindbergh field it 
had been arranged that he should 
carry special air mail, but the event 
was so widely advertised that the 
postoffice at Springfield was 








swamped with letters from dealers 
and collectors to be carried by Colo- 
nel Lindbergh. As a resuit it was 
necessary to have the covers. carried 
by a regular mail plane escort to 
Colonel Lindbergh, and all the cov- 
ers, besides bearing. the. special 
Springfield, Ill., cachet, are stamped 
with the escort notice. Colonel 
Lindbergh has carried. mail.on dif- 
ferent legs.of his tour. Such covers 
are now priced at from $1 to $8 each. 
Some Hundred-Dollar Stamps. 


Other air-borne letter covers have 
increased in value. Covers carried 
by Major de Pinedo from Newfound- 
land on his famous four-continent 
flight and franked with a Newfound- 
land 60-cent Cabot stamp specially 
overprinted in red, ‘‘Air Mail de 
Pinedo 1927,’’ already have reached a 
value of $100 each, while the mint 
stamps themselves are priced at $125. 
Only 300 copies of the stamp were 
overprinted; 258 of them were on 
cover; 4 were damaged; 20 were 
given to de Pinedo and the remain- 
der sold to officials. 

The flights of Wilkins, Amundsen, 
Byrd and other polar aviators have 
been almost forgotten by the general 
public, but the covers. carried - by 
them on their flights are steadily in- 
creasing in value. The covers car- 
ried by Chamberlin and Levine to 
Germany are listed at nearly $50 
each and are difficult to obtain. 

The value of the Byrd covers is not 
listed, as only official mail was car- 
ried across the Atlantic, Commander 
Byrd being sworn in as a Govern- 
ment pilot just before leaving. Such 
authentic mail, it is estimated, 
should reach the value bis $100 on list- 
ing. 

The covers carried ‘by LO) st beelel-) a 
lin when he made his first ship-to- 
shore hop from the deck of the 
Leviathan on Aug. 1 are being 
held at $30. Other covers of signifi- 
cance in the development of the 
American network of transcontinen- 
tal routes are also increasing 

It seems probable that within the 
near future air mail rates in the 
United States will decrease from the 
10-cent rate to a 5-cent rate. The 
Government, having turned over its 
main lines to private concerns to op- 
erate, now pays them a flat rate of 
$2.50 a pound on transcontinental 
routes.

REYHOUND racing, perfected 
by American methods, has be- 


Saturday nights; the fact that the 


meets sre held in the evening seems 
to be developing a new “racing” 
public from among those employed 
during the day. Betting on the dogs 
has begun to assume surprising pro- 
portions. As straws showing the way 
the wind is blowing, various: large 
bookmakers are deserting the turf 
because of the more lucrative play at 
the greyhound tracks. Indeed, turf- 
men have begun to feel the competi 
tion of the new commercial ‘‘hare 
and hounds,” and have organized a 
“gave the jockey’’ campaign, which 
takes the form of street corner 
placards urging public loyalty to the 
sport of kings by exhorting them not 
to ‘‘go to the dogs.’’ 

Greyhound racing, however, is 
proving the sport of kings, too. King 
Alfonso of Spain appears to be a con- 
vert. The Prince of ‘Wales has been 
seen watching the dogs pursue the 
fatuous artificial hare. Mayor Walk- 
er of New York included White City, 
the London centre for dog derbies, in 
the itinerary of his recent European 
tour. Women, always strong dog sym- 
pathizers, are turning out by the 
thousands for the new sport; not- 
ably, figures from the Engiish stage 
Greyhound racing may seem to make 
its most direct appeal to ’Arry and 
*Arriet, but its appeal is by no means 
confined to them. 


How the Races Are Run. 


The races are very simple, and the 
technicalities can be mastered suffi- 
ciently during a first visit to enable 
one to follow the proceedings easily. 
The course is oval, turfed and 500 
yards in length; the inside railed in 
the usual manner of tracks, the outer 
fencing being formed by a bank in 
which is housed the engine necessary 
to propel the “hare,’’ and has the 
additional advantage of preventing 
accidents to the dogs, should they 
overrun themselves at the bends. The 
dummy hare is controlled from a 
tower that overlooks the whole 
course, in order that the hare’s speed 
may be regulated. 

In front of the principal grandstand 
is the winning post and the judges’ 
box, and an illuminated board that 
announces the winning dog’s num- 
ber, official time and the next race. 
The stands that surround the track 


are covered so that the races may 


be run in bad weather. 

The kennels are close to the track 
and may be inspected by the public 
before racing commences. Before 
the race a bugie is sounded, and the 
dogs are lead onto the track by white- 
coated attendants preceded by an 
official. After they have . paraded 
once around the entire course: the 
dogs are examined by a steward. 

They are then placed in the start- 
ing trap, which consists of a wire- 
fronted, box-like arrangement with 
six or eight compartments. An of- 
ficial’ signals with a. white flag to 
the operator in the control tower, 
who immediately starts up the 
“hare.” The wire. front of the trap 
is raised to release the dogs, who 
dash in pursuit of the quarry they 


are never allowed to catch. 


Hurdle Races Also Run. 
In a hurdle race low hurdles are 


placed at intervals round the track, 
and much admiration has been 
evoked by the grace and ease with 
which the greyhounds take the 
hurdles. 


The dogs may be raced at a moder- 


ate cost, and training is carried out 
at the tracks by experienced trainers 
at little expense to the owners.

An expert estimates that when, the 
London sales commence in Novem- 
ber greyhounds will fetch anything 
from £50 to £100 each. Dogs that 
are of little value for coursing pur- 
poses and have hitherto been known 
in the coursing world as ‘‘cast-offs,” 
that sold in recent sales for from 
£10 to £30, have been developed into 
useful track-racing dogs. 

A breeder was recently discussing 
the probable dearth of greyhounds 
with a friend. The friend suggested 
that if the matter became really 
serious, mechanical ‘‘dogs’’ and real 
hares might be substituted. 

The Greyhound Racing Associa- 
tion, which controls and protects the 
interests of many of the larger and 
‘most important tracks, has decided 
that there shall be no racing during 
the Winter months. The committee 
says that this.decision was arrived 
at after the subject had been fully 
discussed from the point of view of 
the general public, the various foot~ 
ball associations, the National Hunt 
and the National Coursing Club. 

It is difficult to appreciate the logic 
of the racing committee’s decision, 
as greyhound racing is staged at an 
hour that does not concern football 
matches or the National Hunt races. 


Entries to Be Made in Winter. 


Owners will probably enter. their 
dogs during the Winter for some of 
the big coursing events. There is a 
certain amount of speculation as to 
whether racing after live hares will 
tuin greyhounds for electric hare 
racing. No practice coursing of live 
hares is permissible. .The law and 
the R. 8S. P. C. A. (Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals) will not allow practice racing 
after live hares in enclosed spaces. 
Legal coursing is different; the hare 
is in the open country and has a 
reasonable chance of escape. 

It is estimated that the Treasury 
is receiving about £10,000 a week in 
taxes as the result of the boom in 
greyhound racing. The present gen- 
eration is whole-heartedly fond of 
sport, and this novel sport has evi- 
dently made a decided appeal to 
English sportsmen. 


Dozens of people who had never 
before taken the slightest interest in 
racing are very much interested in 
the new sport. They are even blos- 
soming out as owners. The cheaper 
stands are patronized by the people 
one sees every day in trams, buses 
and subway trains during the rush 
hours before and after work. 


Women Enthusiastic. 


‘ Women have equaled, if they have 
not outnumbered, the male spec- 
tators at these meetings. They 
scramble over the wooden forms and 
boldly approach the bookmakers, 
Their eyes are light with anticipation, 
they join in the general excitement 
with obvious enjoyment. It has been 
suggested that women’s enthusiasm 
for greyhound racing is due to the 
fact that each fair spectator fondly 
imagines her own pet—Pekingese, 
Pomeranian or terrier—competing on 
the track, 

After the King of Spain visited the 
White City during his recent sojourn 
in London he ‘collected a number of 
books on greyhounds and greyhound 
racing. He also arranged for a visit 
to Madrid of one of the pioneers of 
the ‘sport, with letters of introduc- 
tion to Spanish sportsmen. - 

King Alfonso announced his inten- 
tion of establishing greyhound tracks 
in all the leading towns of Spain. 
If the project materializes and re- 
ceives enthusiastic support from the 
Spanish people, greyhound racing 
may even in time challenge the popu- 
larity of bull fighting. 

Mayor Walker, joining the vast 
throng of spectators at the White 
City one evening, said that he had 
never seen anything quite so good in 
America, although he had had five

much work must still be done before 
shore leave is granted and, what is 
better, the crew is paid off.

Like a queen the liner goes up the 
Hudson, while her passengers crowd 
the rail, looking at the familiar sights 
and the skyline. The pier is reached 
and slowly the puffing tugs push and 
pull the vessel into her berth. Al- 
teady the passengers are waving to 
friends and relatives awaiting them 
on the pier. Perhaps they cannot 
see them, but nevertheless they wave, 
for they know that they are there.

tion—Salmon Being Stocked. 


HE preservation of Maine’s game 
resources has aroused the atten- 
tion of the sportsmen there. 


Many have raised objections in par- 
ticular to the raising of the closed 
time on moose shooting, even though 


it is for a period of only six days be- 
ginning Nov. 21 and applies to only 
eight counties. One of the chief ob- 
jectors is Frank W. Wardwell, Sec- 
retary of the Maine Fish and Game 
Association. 

“It is all rubbish to suppose moose 
are increasing rapidly,’”’ said Mr. 
Wardwell... ‘‘Moose are naturally in- 
quisitive animals and curiosity im- 
pels them to show themselves more 
or less frequently in the open. When 
they find a place to their liking they 
do not wander very far from it un- 
less frightened off. Some of the 
stories you hear would lead one to 
believe that these magnificent crea- 
tures are as thick as cows through- 
out the State. 

“There has been no time since the 
closed season went into effect in 1925 
for moose to multiply appreciably, so 
I do not believe there are many more 
than when the law was passed to 
prevent them. from being extermi- 

nated. Now .we are going * permit

Wardwell is pleased, on the 


other hand, with the improvement 
in Sebago Lake fishing and is confi- 
dent that before long the program 
‘being carried ovt there will insure 
royal sport for years to come. 


“The Raymond fish hatchery,”’ he 
explained, ‘“‘now devotes its efforts 
chiefly to Sebago. For the past four 
years it has been furnishing from 
60,000 to 70,000 six to eight inch two- 
year-old salmon for each Spring re- 
stocking. Soon we hope greatly to 
increase the number of small salmon 
of this size that the hatchery will 
supply each year. 

“A little more than a year ago we 
secured from Nova Scotia a large 
quantity of salt water fingerling sai- 
mon. Our theory was that the sal- 
mon originally was a salt water habi- 
tant before he became landlocked. 
If we could raise the sea species to 
a large enough size and then release 
them in Sebago, it seem logical to 
believe that a sturdier, better salmon 
would result for the lake.

NE of the tragedies of modern 

life in America is the man of 

60, so often forced into retire- 

ment» merely because he has 

reached that age. To his place comes 

a younger man. He, too, reaches the 

age of 60, and the wheel of fortune 

takes another turn. The position of 

the man of 60 is a real economic 
problem. 


Is it fair to scrap him when he is 
in vigorous health? Dr. William 
Alexander Newman Doriand of Chi- 
cago says emphatically ‘‘No!’’ basing 
his opinion on the results of a com- 
prehensive study of the lives of 400 
famous men—a laborious and metic- 
ulous inquiry covering twenty years. 


Dr. Dorland has arrived at the con- 
clusion that ‘‘there is no reason why 
@ man who shows initiative up to 
the age of 60 should quit showing 
it after 60. The man of 60 can suc- 
ceed as weil as the man of 30 if he 
keeps his health, his optimism and 
his interest.’’ 

As a result of-his researches Dr. 
Dorland finds that ‘50 was the 
average age at which 400 of the 
famous men of history did their best 
work, and world leaders now. living 
reach the height of their ability at 
from 60 to 70.’’ He has summarized 
the lives of the 400 in a series of 
articles he has prepared for the Wel- 
fare Magazine, published in Illinois. 

In the study of his Chicago home 
Dr.. Dorland explained the manner 
in which he had conducted his re- 
search into the lives of the famous 
men chosen for study and the conclu- 
sions he has reached. 


Early Retirement American. 


*‘Because of the tendency of: the 
age to relegate to oblivion older and 
middle-aged men in favor of the sup- 
posedly more progressive and aggres- 
sive young men, I became intensely 
interested—in fact, I have been inter- 
ested in .the subject for nearly 
twenty years,’’ he said. ‘‘I am op- 
posed to the prevailing idea of com- 
pulsorily retiring men at an early 
age—say 60—when in many instances 
they have years of achievement 
ahead of them.. This compulsory 
retirement idea is an Americanism 
pure and simple. In Europe they do 
not do it, but in Chicago and else- 
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In a Survey of the Lives of Four Hundred Noted Men Dr. Dorland: Finds

of the ‘workers’ would be athe 
actors, artists, chemists and physi- 
cists, explorers, inventors, musical 
composers, physicians, surgeons and 
warriors. 

“A grouping’ of the ‘thinkers’ 
would include astronomers and 
mathematicians, divines and reform- 
ers, dramatists and playwrights, es- 
sayists, historians, - jurists, natural- 
ists, novelists, philosophers, political 
economists, poets, satirists, humor- 
ists and statesmen.” 


Dr. Dorland said he originally in- 
tended to make an analytical study 
of only fifty of the world’s famous 
men. Finding it was not possible to 
draw absolutely safe deductions from 
so limited a number, he increased it 
to 400. 

sae | studied the lives of these men 
chronologically,’’ said Dr. Dorland, 
‘“‘and on cards inscribed the master- 
pieces of each particular man and the 
age at which it was accomplished. 


Method of Selection. . 


“For instance, ‘Paradise Lost’ was 
Milton’s masterpiece. To Wellington 
was credited the ‘Battle of Water- 
loo,’ while ‘The Raven’ was undoubt- 
edly the greatest work of Poe. Hav- 
ing done that, I found that the mas- 
ter achievement was accomplished 
nearer the age of sixty than of fifty, 
notwithstanding the fact that I had 
included in the study of these 400 
many men who had died premature- 
ly. This, of course, pulled the aver- 
age down. 

“If Byron had not died at 37 his 
‘Don Juan’ might not have been his 
greatest work. At 47 or 51 he prob- 
ably would have written something 
better.”’ 

Names on Dr. Dorland’s list of 400 
famous men include Talleyrand, Lin- 
coln, Washington, Daniel Webster, 
Machiavelli, Shakespeare, Lord By- 
ron, Erasmus and Savonarola; the 
satirists Sterne, Rabelais and Cer- 
vantes; Sir Isaac Newton, Crispi and 
Garibaldi; Arago, the celebrated as- 
tronomer and physicist; Charles Dar- 





win, Henry Ward Beecher, Renan,

“It is interesting and instructive to 
mark the beginning age of the 
mental activity of these men,’”’ he 
said. ‘By this is meant the age at 
which the man first began to mani- 
fest mental activity in the line or 
lines in which he subsequently be- 
came famous. Let it be noted that 
before such a. date, in most in- 
stances but not invariably, the

where in the United States they are 
retiring men of marked ability. 

“The question therefore that pre- 
sented itself to my mind was: What 
has been their age at the acme of 
mental activity as shown by the 
records of the famous men of mod- 
ern times? 


“It was then that I began a study 
of the achievements of famous men 
based:on the following questions: At 
what period of their lives did men of 
distinction do their best work, and 
when were their magna opera ac- 
complished. 


Workers and Thinkers. 


“Wouir hundred records of men fa- 
mous in all lines of intellectual activ- 
ity were carefully compiled and an- 
alyzed. It .vas found that these rec- 
ords could conveniently be grouped 
into two classes, more or less dis- 
tinct though not showing a cleaiy 
defined line of demarcation. These 
groups were, concisely, the workers 
and the thinkers. 


‘“‘While it is true that all the men 
whose records were included in the 
study are embrséced in the broader 
category of the thinking class, in 
@ more restricted sense a division 
can be made. Thus among the 
‘thinkers’ might be grouped all those 
whose intellectual activities mani- 
fested themselves in processes of 
ratiocination, with the object in view 
of arriving at abstractions or meta- 
physical concepts, or drawing 
positive deductions from a careful 
analytical study of-large numbers of 
correlated facts. 


“This class could best be typified 
by the philosophers or by - the 
natural scientists. By the ‘workers,’ 
in the restricted meaning, is meant 
that group of men whose intellectual 
activities culminated in some prac- 
tical and visible application of their 
lines of thought. These could best 
be represented: by inventors or by 
the warriors of the world. 

“It will be noted that the thinkers 
pure and simple must vastly out- 
mumber those who have the oppor- 
tunity of practically demonstrating 
ther lines of thought. In a group 





philologist and historian; the natu- 
ralists Leidy, Agassiz, Buffon and 
Cope; Blackstone, chief of jurists; 
the novelists. Balzac, Hawthorne, 
Trollope, Verne, Cooper, Lever and 
Thackeray; Leibnitz, the philosopher 
and mathematician; the great trage- 
dians Macready, Barrett, Booth and 
Irving. 

The chemists Priestly, Scheele, 
Lavoisier and Liebig were studied, as 
well as Sir Richard Burton, explorer 
and translator of the Arabian 
Nights; Morse, the inventor of the 
telegraphic alphabet; . the : poets 
Wordsworth, Southey and Keats; 
Count Cavour, regenerator of Italy 
and one of the greatest modern 
statesmen; Dion Boucicault, the 
playwright; the essayists Addison 
and Sir Richard Steele, Hugene Sue, 
Walt Whitman, Francis Parkman, 
Rousseau, Audubon, Theophile Gau- 
tier, Savigny, Turgot; the poets 
Longfellow, Tennyson, Milton and 
Whittier; the reformers Huss, Wy- 
cliff, Zwingli and Knox, and the im- 
mortal Samuel Butler. 


Other Great Men. 


Others included were Albert Gal- 
latin, John Hancock and Richard 
Henry; the masters of painting, 
Michelangelo, Correggio, del Sarto, 
Perugino, Rubens, Raphael. and 
Murillo; the pictorial satirists, 
Cruikshank and Hogarth; Corneille, 
Moliére and Racine; Voltaire, Ibsen, 
John Ruskin, Cardinals Newman, 
Richelieu, Wolsey and Mazarin; 
Robert Morris, financier of the 
American Revolution; Christopher 
Columbus and the African explorers, 
du Chaillu, Speke, Livingstone, 
Stanley and Mungo Park. Com- 
posers included Beethoven, Mendels- 
sohn, Mozart, Meyerbeer, Chopin 
and Liszt; and others on the list 
were Horace Greeley, editor; Napo- 
leon, Oliver Cromwell and John 
Bunyan. This cross-section of the 
list gives an idea of the compre- 
hensiveness of Dr. Dorland’s re- 
search. 

Having marshaled and card- 
indexed his 400 famous men, Dr. 
Dorland studied the initiakyage of 


their greatest mental activity. 
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youths proved unmistakably that 
their mentality was developing in an 
unusual degree, and in many cases 
their activity was manifested at pe- 
culiarly precocious periods. 

“The average initial age of the 
records was 24. It is suggested that 
the workers began earlier than the 
thinkers—at 22—while the thinkers’ 
average stands at 26. 


“The average, likewise, shows 





striking variations for the different 
classes or occupations. Thus many 
of the musical composers began their 
life work at the average age of 17. 
The actors closely follow at 18, while 
warriors, artists, divines and jurists 
show an average initial age of 22. 


Dramatists and playwrights follow 


at 23. Poets, physicians and sur- 
geo.:, inventors, chemists and phys- 
icists occupy the position of mental 
equilibrium, at the outset, at an av- 
erage age of 24. The naturalists 
average 25; explorers, novelists, es- 
sayists, historians, astronomers, 
mathematicians and statesmen gener- 
ally began to develop their respective 
lines of thought at 26; the philoso- 
phers at 27, the reformers at 28, and 
satirists and humorists not until 32 
years. 

*“‘When it is recalled that satire is 
a highly specialized literary form, 
most rare and difficult of attain- 
ment, this late primary development 
acquires a peculiar significance in a 
study of this kind.” 


Individual Evolution. 


Dr. Dorland points out. that these 
“interesting and suggestive figures 
seem unmistakably to indicate a sure 
and progressive mental evolution,’’ 
and adds: ‘Just as surely as there 
is a physical and natural evolution 
of the being and of the race, so 
there is an individual, a tribal or 
national and a racial evolution of 
the mind.’’ 


A deep observer, Dr. Dorland re- 
marks, divided a man’s mental work- 
ing life into four decades, thus: 
From 20 to 30, bronze; 30 to 40, sil- 
ver; 40 to 50, gold, and from 50 to 60, 
iron. Intellect and judgment are 
stronger in the average person be- 
tween 40 and 60, is the conclusion 
reached by Dr. Dorland,: who quotes 
du Maurier: ‘I think that the best 
years in a man’s life are after he is 
40. A man at 40 has ceased to hunt 
the moon.”’ 

“Ig precocity a’ sign of degen- 
eracy?” Dr. Dorland asks, and 
answers in this way: ‘‘Precocity is 
not always a thing to be desired. By 
many biologists it is considered an 
expression of premature senility. 
Few if any of the precocious children 
rise above the average in adult life 
and the tendency rather is to fall be- 
low it. 

“The explanation is to be found 
largely in the fact that during these 





tender years the brain is a a 
both in substance and form, and any 
unusual strain placed upon the deli- 
cate and plastic organ must be at the 
expense of its ultimate power. These 
children often present certain well- 
known traits. Their complexion is 
clear and at times beautifully fair; 
the eyes are blue and the hair is 
golden. A writer in one of the scien- 
tific papers speaks of their mental 
condition in this way: ‘These chil- 
dren are delicately sensitive to men- 
tal impressions and alive to the con- 
versation of persons much older than 
they.’ The unwonted brilliancy con- 
tinues until adolescence, when the 
children begin to fail, mentally and 
physically, and frequently fall vic- 
tims to tuberculosis. 


Brilliance in Youth. 


“On the other hand,’’ Dr. Dorland 
added, ‘‘it stands to reason that not 
every instance of unusual childish 
brilliancy is dependent upon a de- 
generate state of mind. There is a 
precocity due to parental influence 
and unconscious infantile imitation. 
This we may designate as environ- 
mental precocity—a perfectly nor- 
mal condition, but one that calls for 
close parental supervision in order 
to maintain mental and judicial bal- 
ance and thereby avoid a: brain-tire 
with serious and even permanent in- 
tellectual impairment. 


“Properly guided and fostered 
chrough the plastic impressional pe- 
riod, these young people willbe di- 
rected into the channels of life work 
for which they are best designed. 
They will thereby be thoroughly pre- 
pared for the true period of produc- 
tiveness in intellectual lines, which 
extends not infrequently well beyond 
that absurdity that has been desig- 
nated as the ‘dead-line of fifty.’ ’’ 

Dr. Dorland calls attention to some 
of the indications of mental activity 
on the part of the young not sub- 
ject to the precocity of degeneracy 
and cites as examples the unusual 
mental activity of many celebrities 
at an early age. 

“The poets, musicians, artists and 
soldiers, -representing the true gen- 
iuses of the world, and those in 
whom the imaginative and: impulsive 
elements are the strongest, have dis- 
tinguished themselves early in .life,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Thus Mozart. when -only 
3 years old shared in the harpsichord 
lessons of his sister Maria, and at 4 
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pieces, Meyerbeer was an excellent 
pianist at 5. 

“Evidences of environmental pre- 
cocity have been noted in other lines 
of life. Thus, Visconte was a marvel 
of intelligence at sixteen months 
and preached at 6. Horace Greeley, 
before he was 2 years old, gave evi- 
dence of remarkable precocity; he

Again—advancing | ' 
from the individual to’ the various 
groups of workers’ and ‘thinkers— 
what is the average age of master- 
ful production for these men of men- 
tality, and what is the average age 
for all the groups studied as a whole? 

“The summum bonum of a man’s 
life—who shall say when or. what it 
is in any given case? It becomes al- 
most a work of supererogation to 
attempt to designate any single act 
or performance as the one most valu- 
able in any man’s career. Reduced 
to the ultimate, it becomes, after all, 
only the expression of an individual 
opinion, save in those striking in- 
stances in which by general consent 
a certain achievement is recognized 
as the man’s greatest work. 


Outstanding Achievements. 


“‘No one would deny that in ‘Para- 
dise Lost’ Milton attained the high- 
est expression of his mentality; that 
Wellington achieved his great fame 
when he won the field of Waterloo; 
that Bacon’s ‘Novum Organum’ is 
his greatest accomplishment, and 
that ‘Don Quixote’ is greater than 
anything else Cervantes wrote. 

“In other life records one act may 
appear equal to another at different 
stages in the man’s development; or 
to one observer the influence of one 
deed may far outweigh that of an- 
other—and contrawise. This diffi- 
culty has been exceedingly hard to 
overcome. Without any attempt at 
dogmatism, but with the earnest de- 
sire to ascertain the truth as near 
as may be possible, the decision has 
been made in the disputable records. 

“Having been determined in this 
manner, the records of the 400 men 
studied give an average age of 50 for 
the performance of the master work. 

For the workers, the average age 
is 47 and for the thinkers 52. Chem- 
ists and physicists average the 
youngest, at 41; dramatists and play- 
wrights, poets and inventors follow, 


begun, may continue indefinitely, 
the duration being dependent upon 
&:-number.of correlated. conditions 
such as -the -state-of- health; oppor- 
rtunity, accident and ambition. In the 
400. records, the average duration of 
the mental Process was forty years. 
For the” ‘thinkers it was thirt;-nine 
years and for the workers’ forty-ene. 


“This only: confirms -the natural 
inference,’ since. the thinkers gen- 
erally develop later, in life. ‘The only 
reason ‘why. there .is not a greater 
difference is that a considerable 
number of the. thinkers performed 
their mental efforts, and most effec- 
tively, far . beyond , the. usual limit 
of productive cerebration.. 


Work Ended Late. 


“Thirty-five per cent. of the men 
ceased their mental activity in the 
seventh decade, 2% per cent. in the 
eighth, 20% per cent.-in the sixth, 
10% per cent. in the fifth, 6 per cent. 
in the ninth, 4% per cent. in the 
fourth. Chatterton ended ‘his career 
in the second decade,’ three ceased in 
the tenth’ decade and five in the 
third. Seventy-eight and a’ quarter 
per cent. closed their life ‘work be- 
tween 50 and '80' years of age, and 
85 per cent. -after the fiftieth year.’’ 

Hight-five per cent. - of ‘the big 
things done then, in the-‘opinion of 
Dr. Dorland, were done by men past 
50. He cited these cases: 

“J. Pierpont Morgan, the greatest 
reorganizer of railroads»and indus- 
trial corporations the: world ever 
produced, ‘in 1907,, when 70 years of 
age, broke the financial panic of 
that year by raising $40;000,000 in 
forty hours, and thereby: made his 
name one to.conjure with: in. every. 
money capital. At the same age S. 
Weir Mitchell published ‘The Adven- 
tures of. Francois,’ and. subsequently 
wrote ‘The Red Cify,’ one-of his best 
works. When 70 Sir John Tenniel, 
the cartoonist of Punch,. drew his 
famous ‘Dropping the Pilot.’ . 

“The four great Japanese Generals 
in the Russo-Japanese War—Oyama, 
Nodyu, Kuroki and Oku—were all 
past 60. In the World War all of the 
great commanders on both sides— 
Hindenburg, von Biilow, Foch, Haig 
and Pershing—were 60 or near it, the 
last two having reached their high- 
est command at 54 and 56 respec- 
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at 44; novelists give an average of

46; explorers and warriors, 47; 
musical .composers and. actors, 
48; artists and divines occupy the 
position of equilibriums at 50; essay- 
ists and reformers stand at 51, physi- 
cians and surgeons line up with the 
statesmen at 52, philosophers give 
an average age of 54, astronomers 
and mathematicians, satirists and 
humorists reach 56, historians 57 and 
naturalists and jurists 58. 

“The thinkers, as would naturally 
be expected, attain their full ma- 
turity at a later date than do the 
workers. : 

. “Interesting and unexpected as it 


may be, even this average age of 50 


is misleading; for it must be remem- 
bered that. the 400 lives that have 
been. analyzed include many that 
were snuffed out’ prematurely by 
accident, murder, suicide and _dis- 
ease. Many of these men—Byron, 
Shelley, Keats, Poe, Mungo Park, 
Christopher Marlowe and Thomas 
Chatterton (the latter committed 
suicide when but 18)—these men 
found their life work cut short before 
the age of 40 had been reached. 
Better Work in Age. . 

“Tt is safe to conclude that had 
these men lived to be'50, 60 or 70 
years old they would have done even 
better work than that already ac- 
complished. It stands to reason that 
these men had only begun to show 
the wonderful possibilities of their 
minds. Had they been permitted to 
live longer doubtless still greater and 
more brilliant achievements of men- 
tality would have been placed to 
their credit. It is probable that then 
the average age’ at which master- 
pieces are created would be nearer 
60 than 50. However, this is but sup- 
position; the facts ascertained must 
stand. 

“The corollary is evident. Pro- 
vided health and optimism ‘remain, 
the man of 60 can command success 
as readily as can the man of 30. 
Health, plus optimism and ambition 
reads the secret of success; the one 
God given, the others are inborn also, 
but capable of cultivation to the 
point of enthusiasm. 

“A line of ‘Mental activity, once 


‘In letters and science the ability 
of men to do their best work after 
60 is :even more evident. John Bige- 
low at 94 was busily engaged in writ- 
ing his ‘Retrospects,’ three volumes 
of. which appeared after he was 88. 
Chevreul, the French scientist, was 
in his laboratory, busy, active and 
keen, up to the day of his death at 
the age of 103.’’ 


Reverting to his settled conviction 
that compulsory retirement at 60 is 
an economic waste, Dr. Dorland 
said, leaving professional men aside, 
that the retirement of machine work- 
ers at a too early age is decidedly 
wasteful. 


Lengthened Economic Life. 


“The age at which a man at the 
linotype and the locomotive, the 
carpenter’s bench and the lathe, 
does his best work needs to be de- 
termined by careful investigation,” 
he said. ‘Certainly it is far beyond 
the traditional 40 years, an age 
after which, they say, a man has dif- 
ficulty in finding work in industry. 
Introduction of machinery into in- 
dustry lengthens the working life of 
men. The pick: and ‘shovel man 
sees his strength declining after 40 
years, but the engineer of the‘trench 
digger and the big: crane may be, 
and probably is, better for his job at 
60 than at 30."’

Recent Demonstration at Aberdeen Proving Grounds Gave a 
Vision of Powerful New Weapons and Fighting More 
Deadly Than Any Before Conceived 


T the proving grounds of the 
A United States Army at 
Aberdeen in Maryland a 
few days ago some 5,000 
persons, two-thirds of them civilians, 
were granted a vision of the war of 
the future. It was an army demon- 
atration of the extensive advances 
made since the World War in the 
development and perfection of ar- 
tillery, of the chemical agencies of 
death and destruction and of the 
never-ending experiments to find 
means to conquer the airplane from 
the ground. All that has been 
achieved the thousands of spectators 
marvelled at. 


The spectacle disclosed in startling 
fashion that a war today between 
any two great powers or combination 
of powers would be more frightful, 
mhore devastating, more costly than 
was the four years’ horror that 
ended Nov. 11, 1918; it would be a 
titanic contest in which the arma- 
ments would be drawn from every 
field of scientific development, a war 
that would call into military action 
virtually every American industry. 


Should the United States be drawn 
into conflict with an army equal in 
size to that mobilized by the United 
States in 1917 and 1918 for service 
overseas, what would it mean in 
guns and ammunition? In muni- 
tions alone, such an army would re- 
quire 60,000,000 pounds of ordnance 
munitions, or 600 car loads every 
twenty-four hours, while a thirty 
days’ supply of ammunition for. 
machine guns, rifles and pistols 
would, if placed end on end, extend 
three-quarters of the distance around 
the earth. A month’s supply of ar- 
tillery ammunition, if loaded on a 
single freight train, would require a 
train forty miles long, or almost half 
as long as the distance between New 
York and Philadelphia. 


Seventy-fives Made Mightier. 


All this is but further proof that 
we live in a mechanical age and no- 
where is this truth so evident as in 
the development of ordnance—a fact 
that will come home to the taxpayer 
when he realizes that the cost of 
ordnance material increased in the 
sixty years that intervened hetween 
the Civil’ War and the World War 
more than tenfold; that in the Civil 
War the ordnance equipment of a 
division cost on the average $645,000, 
while in the World War the, price 
the nations paid per division was 
$6,750,000. 

In the winning of the war against 
Germany and her allies the weapon 
that attained the greatest fame, the 
one that by common consent was the 
very backbone of the allied mobile 
artillery, was the 75-millimeter gun. 
Pershing’s army fired 11,000,000 
rounds of artillery ammunition while 
Americans were in the front line, of 
that amount of metal approximately 
9,000,000 rounds were fired from 75s. 
If we went to war tomorrow the 75- 
millimeter gun would still be a main 
reliance. but it would be a different 
gun than the one that wrought such 
havoc in the German ranks in the 
four years of the World War. 

The French-designed 75 of the 
World War was a powerfully effec- 
tive gun; that, the Germans have al- 
ways admitted. It hurled a projectile 
weighing thirteen and one-half 
pounds and its range was about five 
and one-half miles. On the other 
hand, the new 75 developed by the 
Ordnance Department of the United 
States Army has a range of almost 
nine miles, the projectile weight is 
fifteen pounds, the all-important fea- 
ture of accuracy is far higher, the 
gun is more mobile, and—evidencing 
the expertness of the officers who 
are charged with the development of 
American munitions—it is even lighter 
in weight than was its famous an- 
cestor. Incidentally, the maximum 
elevation of the World War weapon 
was nineteen degrees, but that of 
the new American gun is forty-five 
degrees. 


New Guns in Action. 


The one and only battery of these 
new guns possessed by this nation 
was in action at the recent demon- 
stration in Maryland. No finer ar- 
tillery unit graces any army than 
this battery of 75s. The speed and 
the precision with which its gunners 
‘manipulated the guns, the accuracy 
of fire, were nothing less than amaz- 
‘ding. 

The more proficient 75 is merely 
one of the many post-war weapons 
that would operate to make armed 


conflict more terrible than ever, it) 


-has, for instance, as the ordnance 
officers put it, 2 ‘‘runninz mate” in 
-the new 106-millimeter howitzer, the 
type of gun that was potently used 
by the Germans in the Worid War, 
and the lack of which weapon in suf- 
ficient numbers handicapped the A:- 
lies. 

The death toll from the World War 
type of the 4.7-inch gun made one of 
the bloodiest records of that strug- 

_gle, but the 4.7-inch gun that would 
come into action in war today is a 
-more highly effectual weapon than 
_the one that wrought deadly work on 
the battlefields of France. Then the 
4.7-inch gun had a range of only a 
little in excess of five miles. In a 
battle today the 5.7-inch type as per- 
fected by the Ordnance Department 
of the American Army has a maxi- 
mum range of almost twelve miles, 
and has as its ‘‘running mate’’ a 155- 
millimeter howitzer with a range of 
about nine miles, as compared with 
the seven-mile maximum range of 
the war-time howitzer of this calibre. 
Again, at Aberdeen proving 
« grounds there was disclosed to public 
view the latest development in anti- 
airegaft artijery. No weapon has 
undergone miore important changes 


than have the guns designed to hold 
off airplane and dirigible. A battery 
of various types of these anti-aircraft 
guns was shown in action by day 
and also by night. It was perhaps 
tie most thrilling feature of the pro- 
gram. The Rickenbackers, the Guy- 
nemers and the Richthofens in a war 
now would not be long in finding out 
that the anti-aircraft weapon of post- 
war development is something to be- 
ware of. Take the new three-inch 
guns which operate from fixed em- 
Placements. A battery of them can 
fire 108 rounds every minute and is 
effective up to five miles, although 
it can reach an altitude of more than 
twice that. 

An airman would argue that a gun 
on a fixed emplacement is not dah- 
gerous because he would see to it he 
did not get within range. The an- 
swer to this is that the same gun is 
also mounted on a trailer and can 
be speeded to any part of a battle 
zone threatened by bombardment 
from the air. At Aberdeen the white 
tracers by day indicated the remark- 
able effectiveness of this weapon, 
while the crimson tracers performed 
that mission by night. ‘The accu- 





mense shell of that sort fell in New 
York City it could reduce the big- 
gest skyscraper to a jungle of broken 
iron and stone and would wreck 
other structures in the vicinity. 


New airplanes, able to take these 
4,000-pounders to an altitude of 16,- 
000 feet if necessary, are now being 
designed, Just now the largest bomb 
that American planes can take aloft 
is the,one that weighs 2,000 pounds. 
That bomb, from a standpoint of 
demolition, has proved to be one of 
the most effective of the post-war 
developments. ss 

Nor should one forget the smoke 
screens, They laid them at sea in 
the World War; but if a new war 
comes people will hear of screens 
such as were never dreamed of be- 
fore the Armistice. The value of 
these screens to blind the enemy or 
to conceal the movements of our 
own forces has long been recognized. 
The next war will see these screens 
laid not only by destroyers but by 
tanks and airplanes. 

At Aberdeen a new device devel- 
oped by the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice was disclosed in action. The 
smoke used by the tanks is non-toxic

guess at this writing is that Fall and 
also Sinclair will continue silent 
throughout the ordeal that begins at 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 


The Government is ready and so is 
the defense.

racy of the gunners was emphasized 
to the spectators by tracers; the ac- 
curacy was apparently just as great 
in the higher as in the lower alti- 
tudes. Even more impressive was 
the work of the new 105 anti- 
aircraft guns. These can reach a 
height of 42,000 feet, and have a 
maximum range of nearly twelve 
miles in the air. 

A word about the newest of the 
railway artillery, the 8, 12 and 14 
inch guns that, mounted on railway 
carriages, can be rushed to any part 
of a coast line traversed by a stand- 
ard-gauge railroad. The post-war 
guns of these types are monsters, 
with a death-dealing capacity diffi- 
cult of exaggeration. saey would 
be major units in the defense of New 
York and of our other large ports in 
a national emergency, 


A New Coast Defense Weapon. 

One other giant gun that has un- 
dergone great post-war improve- 
ments is the 16-inch rifle, the 
premier gun of the American coast 
defense. Its range is so long and its 
competence has been developed to 
such a degree that it is said it would 
be able to hold a battlefleet more 
than thirty miles from the coast. It 
hurls a shell weighing 2,840 pounds 
and so fine is the mechanism that 
it can be fired once a minute. 

Artillery, however, is “but one fea- 
ture of the changed situation. There 
is chemical warfare; and if war 
comes again chemistry will have a 
major part in deciding the issue. 
Military men agreé that this is true. 

Other developments must be men- 
tioned. For instance, take the new 
chemical mortar. In the World War 
it was a crude, smooth-bored weapon 
with a maximum range of only 1,100 
yards. What have we now? An 
entirely new type of gun, rifled, with 
a range of 2,800 yards. 

The new gun is many timés more 
accurate and can be used to fire gas, 
high explosives or phosphorous 
smoke. The latter is intended for 
general use against machine-gun 
nests, because of its high casualty 
effects, due to the fact that the burn- 
ing phosphorous particles cause 
severe burns which take a long time 
to, heal. The gun is light and can 
be transported as fast as any in- 
fantry regiment can travel. 

While the perfection of giant guns 
of the fixed and mobile types has 
been under way, the Ordinance De- 
partment has not lost sight of the 
part the bomb, especially when 
dropped from the air, will play in 
the war of the future. Six new types 
figure among the post-war achieve- 
ments of the American Army, rang- 
ing from a small affair weighing 
100 pounds to one weighing 4,000 
pounds, of which 2,000 pounds is 
metal and the other 2,000 pounds 
Tt. MN. ey. 

What this 4,000-pound bomb would 
do if dropped into a city or upon a 
concentration point remains to be 
tested, for there is not yet an air- 
plane in the United States Army 





powerful enough to lift it off the 
ground, A guess is that if one im- 





so that the troops it protects can 
pass through it unharmed. An im- 
penetrable cloud of white smoke can 
be made to hug the ground and rise 
ten to twenty or more feet high 
within a few minutes. 

Another new screen developed by 
the Chemical Warfare Service is to 
be laid by airplanes. A few years 
back bombers of an average speed 
of seventy miles an hour laid these 
screens. This was too slow for use 
against ground troops supported by 
anti-aircraft guns. In the war of to- 
morrow the airplanes that will leave 
the white trail behind them will 
travel 250 miles an hour, a speed so 
high that, according to mathemati- 
cians, no matter how well equipped 
with anti-aircraft guns an enemy 
may be, airplanes can be relied on to 
perform their mission. 

In nearly every field of ordnance 
and chemistry the work of perfecting 
engines of death continues. Improve- 
ments in numerous instances are 
startling in almost every weapon and 
in every material that plays a part 
in the waging of war. 

Brig. Gen. Colden L’H. Ruggles, 
the Assistant Chief of the Ordnance 
Department, discussing the lesson of 
the demonstrations at Aberdeen 
proving grounds said that in his 
opinion the dependence of American 
national ‘security upon a proper sup- 
ply of munitions is often lost sight 
of, even by intelligent and well-in- 
formed citizens. Giv. the United 
States an adequate supply of mu- 
nitions and the means to quickly 
mcnufacture them in the event of 
war and the nation will have what 
practically amounts to 100 per cent. 
insurance against outside aggression, 
said General Ruggles. 

An Overnight Army. 

“It is quite possible,’’ he observed, 
‘for 1,000,000 men to spring to arms 
over night. But if these men are not 
provided with the vast supplies of 
EBeebesthtebiatey sm cannon, airplanes, 
tanks, machine guns, rifles, signal- 
ing equipment, modern transporta- 
tion, they would be hopelessly inef- 
fective, almost powerless, in the face 
of an enemy whose supply of muni- 
tions was adequate. 

‘‘No one can doubt the patriotism 
or the adequacy of our splendid man- 
power; but the ever-increasing im- 
portance of the material side of war 
demands the use of the entire re- 
sources of a nation to supply ade- 
quate munitions-power. It is more 
difficult to mobilize munitions-power 
than to mobilize man-power. 

“The only chance for any power 
or combination of powers to defeat 
the United States in a war of ag- 
gression, in view of the quantity and 
quality of its man-power, is to catch 
the United States unprepared—as it 
was at the beginning of the World 
War. When the world knows that 
we are as well prepared to furnish 
munitions as we are to furnish un- 
vivaled man-power no nation _ nor 
any combination of nations would 
dare attack us. In the last analysis 
industrial preparedness is the cheap- 
est form of insurance against ‘eal? 
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HERE are nearly a dozen com- 

panies in the city which have 

the right to tear up the streets 
when and wherever they please with- 
out consideration to the city. I don’t 
believe any one should be allowed to 
open a street without some central 
body approving a petition and show- 
ing that an emergency exists.—Police 
Commissioner Warren.

Tomorrow’s trial is the beginning 
of the end of the court proceedings, 
for there will remain only one other 
of five criminal and civil cases grow- 
ing out of the Nava] Reserve leases 
still to be tried—that of Fall and the 
two Dohenys, father and son, against 
whom is pending an indictment 
based on the $100,000 which the Gov- 
ernment alleges was the bribe Fall 
received for the Elk Hills reserve 
lease. The elder Doheny asserts 
that the $100,000 was not a bribe but 
a loan from one old friend to an- 
other. 

Fall and Doheny, {ft should be 
said, were tried last year in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia on an indictment 
charging conspiracy to defraud the 
United States in the Elk Hills lease 
and were acquitted. 


The “Little Brown Bundles.’’ 


In the trial of the civil action to 
cancel the Doheny lease, which the 
Government won, and the criminal 
trial charging conspiracy on the part 
of Fall and the elder Doheny, which 
the Government lost, the ‘‘little black 
bag’ that conveyed the $100,000 
played a part and it will surely re- 
appear in the bribery proceedings 
later to be tried. There will be no 
little black bags in the Fall-Sinclair 
criminal trial, but references to sev- 
eral “little brown bundles’? may or 
may not get to the jury. 

The Fall-Sinclair trial before Asso- 
ciate Justice Frederick L. Siddons in 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia 
will, according to all the signs, be 
more exciting, more interesting, but 
no more hard fought. than was the 
effort of the Government in the Elk 
Hills conspiracy case to send Fall 
and Doheny Sr. to prison. ‘There 
was not much new brought out in 
that case. Mr. Doheny had told his 
side of the story not once but many 
times. Nearly all the witnesses had 
previously disclosed what they knew 
or did not know about the Elk Hills 
affair. 

On the other hand, in the Sinclair- 
Fall case the Government is at a 
disadvantage because those who are 
supposed to know the facts vital to 
the prosecution have up to now re- 
mained silent, and there is little ex- 
pectation that the silence will be 
broken in the course of the pending 
criminal proceedings. + 


The Silent Principals. 


At the trial of the action in 
equity at Cheyenne to cancel the Tea- 
pot Dome lease Sinclair was on hand 
every day, smiling, good-natured, 
ready to talk about anything except 
his troubles. He never missed a day 
in court. But he never uttered a 
word as to what he knew or did not 
know. Fall was there, too. Gray- 
haired, solemn of mien, he was just 
as uncommunicative as Sinclair. He 
never came near the court room. 





Yet he did not hide away. He took 
long walks, gazed on the distant foot- 
hills of the Rockies, smoked long 
cigars. He gave no evidence, and the 


been a never-ending battle; the ring 
was stretched from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, and of the seven rounds 
so far fought they have been victori- 
ous in five. 

The first action in the Fall-Sinclair 
trial will be the same as that made 
in the unsuccessful effort to convict 
Fall and Doheny of conspiracy in the 
matter of the Elk Hills lease—the 
selection of a jury satisfactory to 
both sides. For weeks agents of the 
Government and of the defense have 
been quietly inquiring into the past 
of the talesmen from whose ranks 
the twelve jurymen will be chosen. 

After that it will be a contest of 
Many phases. It will deal with the 
alleged secrecy with which Fall and 
Sinclair worked out the Teapot Dome 
deal; the calling into service of 
United States Marines to drive 
‘squatters’ from the Dome so that 
Sinclair could have undisturbed pos- 
session; the $25,000 that the defense 
will term a loan from Sinclair to 
Fall but which the Government will 
seek to show was more than a loan; 
the saddle horse, the blooded bull 
and the pedigreed cows that went to 
Fall’s Three Rivers ranch from one 
of Sinclair’s farms. 

Then con. ideration will be given to 
the Continental Trading Company, 
Ltd., of Canada and how it func- 
tioned. Around this company, one 
hears, may be waged one of the 
keenest legal battles ever witnessed 
in the courts of the District of Colum- 
bia. This company’s part in the 
transactions under. examination, in 
the view of the Government, is the 
all-important link in the chain of 
evidence, and, having so concluded, 
Messrs. Roberts, Pomerene and Gor- 
don, for the Government, are going 
to exert themselves to the utmost to 
place information about it before the 
jury. 

Absent Witnesses. 


Will they be able to do so? That’s 
the main technical question, and only 
the Court can answer. The situation 
involves not only Fall and Sinclair 
but some of the leading men in the 
oil industry: in the United States— 
Robert M. Stewart of Chicago. Chair- 
man of the Board of the. Standard 
Oil Company of Illinois; James E. 
O’Neil, former President of the Prai- 
rie Oil and Gas Company, and H. M. 
Blackmer of Denver, who a few years 
ago was Chairman of the Board of 
the Midwest Refining Company. ll 
of them, in one way. or another, have 
been interested in Sinclair. enter- 
prises. 


If the evidence is admissible, how 
will the Government get the facts 
before the jury? Two of the princi- 
pal witnesses respecting this phase 
of the case are in Europe. They 
have been there since January, 1924, 
that being about the time that Rob- 
erts and Pomerene first heard of the 
Continental Trading Company, Ltd., 
and began to investigate its purpose. 
What their inquiry disclosed is an- 
swered as follows:

Its Last Phase Begins Tomorrow With the Trial of Fall-and: 
Sinclair—Ex-Cabinet Officer and the Two Dohenys, 
Father and Son, to Be Tried Later 


New York. There on a certain day 
in November, 1921, seven men met 
in conference, and some of them sat 
ebout a table. The seven were 
Blackmer, -O’Neil, Sinclair, Stewart, 
Colonel A. E. Humphreys of the 
Mexia-Texas oil interests, H. 8. Os- 
ler, a lawyer of Toronto, Canada, 
and ex-Senatur Charies 8. Thomas 
of Colorado. Humpureys, who died 
a short time ago, had more than 33,- 
000,000 barrels of crude oil to sell, 
and Blackmer, O’Neh. Stewart, Sin- 
clair and Osler wanted to buy it. 
Thomas, an old friend, was on hand 
to advise Colonel Humphreys. 

The Canadian Dummies. 

This was on Nov. 17, 1921. On this 
day was chartered in Ottawa the 
Continental Trading Company, Ltd. 
The incorporators were dummies. It 
was organized to buy the Mexia oil. 
Wires brought the news that the 
charter had been granted. The con- 
tract was drawn up, but Senator 
Thomas did not like it. He told 
Humphreys to demand a guarantee. 
Humphreys did and he got it, and 
the result was the sale to the Con- 
tinental of 33,333,333 barrels of oil 
at $1.50 a barrel. Immediately the 
deal was completed, the Government 
charges, the oil was resold to Sin- 
clair and Prairie interests for $1 75, 
that is, at a profit of 25 cents per 
barrel or .a total profit of about 
$7,233,000. 

The deliveries of the crude oil be- 
gan early in January, 1922. About 
8,700,000 barrels had been delivered 
when Roberts and Pomerene, in 
some Manner as yet undisclosed, re- 
ceived information that led them to 
investigate the Continental Trading 
Company. In the meantime, the Gov- 
ernment charges that Fall received 
$230,500 in Liberty bonds and that 
every one of these was part of the 
resale profits of the Continental. 
Osler, it is alleged, would get the 
cash and deposit it in the New York 
branch of the Dominion’ Bank of 
Canada, with instructions to convert 


it into 3% per cent. bonds of the 
First Liberty Loan. 


The “Little Brown” Package. 


This was done; as a rule the bonds 
were delivered to Osler wrapped in 
brown paper. Osler would depart 
with the “little brown’’ package 
under his arm. On or about May 8, 
1922, the indictment further charges, 
bonds in the amount stated were 
transferred to Fall, The prosecution 
will try to prove that Everhart, the 
son-in-law, received the bonds in 
New York; took them to Pueblo, 
Col., where they were cashed, the 
money in varying amounts being de- 
posited to Fall’s credit in New Mex- 
ico and El Paso banks. 

The contract and the guarantee 
will be offered in evidence, and the 
defense will not, it is said, deny the 
genuineness if the Court admits 
them. They will say: ‘Yes, Mr. 
Sinclair signed the guarantee, but 
what of it?” The defense will con- 
tend that this is not evidence that 
Fall got the $230,500 from Sinclair, 
nor evidence that it was in the na- 
ture of a bribe growing out of the 
Teapot Dome transaction. The fact 
that the money was delivered within 
a few weeks after the Teapot Dome 
lease was signed, the Fall and Sin- 
clair lawyers will argue, cannot be 
admitted as evidence that it was a 
bribe, or that Sinclair had anything 
to do with it. The United States 
District Court at Cheyenne took this 
view of the matter but was overruled, 

That is the Continental Company 
phase of the issue. Whether the 
Government can get it to the jury 
is one question; if so there follows 
the other question—can they prove 
their allegations without the assis- 
tance of O’Neil and Blackmer, who 
are in Europe and who have refused 
point blank to aid the Government in 
any way whatsoever? Colonel 
Humphreys is dead. At this mo 
ment the only witnesses within the 
Court’s jurisdiction are Senator 
Thomas and Colonel Stewart. 

Secrecy of Lease. 

In the event that the Continental 
evidence is barred, of prime im- 
portance will be the issue of secrecy 
in the negotiation of the lease. The 
Government will prove that Teapot 
Dome was leased without advertising 
for bids. It will allege that even 
members of Congress were refused 
information and that reliable pros- 
pective bidders who were eager to 
bid for the lease were given to under- 
stand that no lease was contem- 
plated. At the very time, it will be 
contended, the deal was to all in- 
tents and purposes completed. 

Combating this position the de- 
fense is expected to call to the stand 
ex-Secretary of the Navy Edwin 
Denby and Captain John K. Robi- 
son, U. S. N., retired. They are ex- 
pected to testify that the transaction 
involved the national -defense, that 
it had the full approval of the execu- 
tive heads in the Navy Department, 
and that as consummated the con- 
tract was one in which the Govern- 
ment received most of the advan- 
tages. Neither Denby nor Robison 
has been called by the Government, 
Roberts and Pomerene preferring to 
handle them on cross rather than on 
direct examination. 

Captain Robison, it was testified 
in the Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial, 
was apprehensive that a war on the 
part of a Pacific power needed to be 
guarded against; hence he urged 
that the Elk Hills lease should go to 
Doheny. He was also, it is said, 
somewhat. worried over conditions in 
the Atlantic and wanted the Teapot 
Dome oil piped eastward, so that it 
could be exchanged for fuel oil for 
the use of the navy in Atlantic 
waters, . 4

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HITEFACE MOTOR ROAD® 
“AN ISSUE AT ELECTION 





Project for Soldiers’ Memorial Provides for a Highway to the 
Eternal Flame at Peak—Voters to Decide the Question 
-Of Making the Mountain Accessible 


66 \ TONKS be to God for the 
_, Lfountains.” That is the 
inscription that some na- 

ture lover has carved upon 

the sun-kissed summit of Whiteface 
Mountain, the proposed site for a 
monument to be illuminated by an 
eternal perpendicular flame in mem- 
ory of New York State’s soldiers in 
the World War; and from the busy 
lowlands of commerce and the plains 
of everyday labor are heard hearty, 
approving ‘‘amens.”’ 


Whiteface Mountain lies near the 
head of Lake Placid. It is proposed 
to erect a granite shaft at its sum- 
mit, topped by an acetylene light 
which would be visible for a radius 
of 125 miles. This radius would in- 
clude Montreal and numerous resorts 
in Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Southern Quebec, as well as in New 
York State. ‘ 

The beauty spots visible from the 
site of the proposed memorial in- 
clude sixty-five bodies of water, 
among them: Lake Placid, the largest 
lake of its altitude east of the Rocky 
Mountains; the St. Lawrence River, 
‘ the Saranac Lakes, the St. Regis 
chain, the Ausable River and Lake 
Champlain. The view of the south 
mountains—which takes in Marcy, 
highest in the State; Coulden, Mac- 
Intyre and Algonquin—is unparal- 
leled. 


Now an All-Day Climb. 


Whiteface heights are today acces- 
sible only to persons able to take a 
rigorous all-day climb. In order to 
open them to motorists the White- 
face Mountain Memorial Association 
is sponsoring a project for a seven- 
mile highway. Starting from the 
Roosevelt International Highway in 
Wilmington, N. Y., and terminating 
at Whiteface summit, it would be- 
come an integral part of the soldiers’ 
memorial and would be~ the first 
mountain summit motor road in New 
York State, rivaling the roads on 
Mount Washington in New Hamp- 
shire, Mount Mansfield in Vermont 
and Pike’s Peak in Colorado. 

Both roadway and’ lighted monu- 
ment have been approved by *two 
successive New York State Legis- 
latures and by the Whiteface Moun- 
tain Memorial Association, whose of- 
bd Col-bu-w beCed RECs (MN Xe)-4-) ot OMMB = Co) (s (-)e MEL fe 
retary; ex-Senator James W. Wads- 
worth Jr. and Bertrand H. Snell, 
member of Congress from the Thirty- 
first Congressional District. The 


American Legion and leading politi- 
cal, business and social organiza- 
tions in all parts of the State, includ- 
ing such distant groups as the Long 
tsland Chamber of Commerce Conser- 
vation ‘Committee and the Long Is- 
land Association of Sportsmen’s 
Clubs, have endorsed the proposal. 

Only one obstacle lies in the path 
leading to the Committee on State 
Appropriations. Section 7 of Article 
7 in the State Constitution ‘prohibits 
the construction of highways across 
State forest preserves. To overcome 
this difficulty the Whiteface Moun- 
tain Memorial Association and the 
New York State department of the 
American Legion are cooperating in 
@ campaign of education to induce 
a favorable vote on Referendum 
Seven at the elections in November, 
which would result in the authoriza- 
tion of the Whiteface road, 


Like the Paris Flame. 


Tentative plans call for an acety- 
lene-powered flame, mounted on a 
granite base, which would diffuse a 
fiery glow of never varying intensity, 
visible alike in darkness and in day- 
light, in tempest and in calm. The 
members of Lake Placid Post of the 
American Legion have pledged their 
willingness to assume the responsi- 
bility of keeping the ‘‘eternal flame’’ 
lighted, and it is expected that the 
post will take official action at its 
next meeting. It is designed that 
the refueling of the beacon four 
times a year shall be made a quar- 
terly ceremony on which the public 
may play a part. 

While the ‘‘eternal flame’’ idea is 
patterned after the light in the Arc 
de Triomphe in Paris, it is believed 
that this is the first time that a plan 
has been advanced for placing an 
ever-visible memorial on a mountain 
peak. Legionaires and other Amer- 
icans returning from France recall 
vividly impressions of the reverence 
and thrill aroused in spectators when 
the flame in Paris is replenished 
with simple, patriotic ceremony. This 
ceremony at Whiteface would gain 
impressiveness from the surrounding 
scenic beauties and the near-by sites 
of inspiring early American victo- 
ries. 

Almost within the shadow of White- 
face dwelt John Brown, the aboli- 
tionist; Gerrit Smith, wealthy eman- 
cipationist; Edward Livingston Tru- 
deau, founder of the Saranac Sani-

Dewey, founder of Lake Placid Club, 
a unique institution. 

Just. below. the: summit of White- 
face there is visible today a long, 
‘treeless scar. Silhouetted against a 
solid green cloak of trees, the scar of 
rifted soil appears white—hence, as 
is popularly supposed, the name 
Whiteface. .A.more remote and per- 
haps more accurate genesis of the 
name is this: An early Mohawk chief- 
tain, “King Hendrick,’-was called 
Theonoguan, the Indian expression 
for Whiteface, because of the white 
forelock on his head. -The name ap- 
peared for the first time in connec- 
tion with this mountain in an article 
in Spafford’s Gazetteer, in 1813, re- 
cording the first ascent by white 
men. 

The first trail up Whiteface, ap- 
proximately the route of the proposed 
highway, was blazed by George Wes- 
ton before 1870. He built_a hut near 
its summit. The second trail climbed 
from French’s Inn and was built up 
the north side by Russ French in 
1872. The third trail, now the most 
used, was put up the Placid side. 
About twenty-five years ago there 
was a horseback trail. 


In the One-time Wilderness. 


On Oct. 12, 1912, ten years after 
Mr..and Mrs. Herbert J. Sackett of 
Buffalo created wonder in the woods 
by driving to Saranac Lake in the 
first automobile ever seen there, the 
second miracle of locomotion swooped 
down on them: George A. Gray flew 
over the crest of Whiteface and 
landed at dusk in a wheat field near 
Fletcher’s Farm. -If the Chicago-to- 
the-sea route for sea-going vessels 
becomes a reality, the periscopes of 
submarines may yet view a distant 
flame on Whiteface Mountain, glow- 
ing like an old-time Indian signal 
fire. he: 

Those who have ventured the climb 
to the peak of Whiteface agree that 
the view from the summit is the 
most comprehensive to be had in 
the Adirondack Range. The vistas of 
a park larger than Yellowstone are 
seen; and here~the colors of the 
Northern New York wilderness are 
finest, the wild. wood smells strong- 
est. Rising alone and isolated from 
other mountain peaks, Whiteface 
lends itself to the construction of a 
motor road more readily than, does 
any other mountain peak in the 
Adirondacks.

Rasen Geneva Plime og on 
Population—Labor. Class Multiplies Most’ Rapidly—

HE first World Conference on 
Population has just been “held 
at Geneva. Among its mem- 
bers were to be found’ econ- 
omists, sociologists, ‘-medical.: men; 
politicians; social workers, lawyérs, 
administrators, biologists,  statisti+ 
cians and geographers. It was, how- 
ever, a significant fact that on the 
scientifie side the conference owed 
its inception chiefly ‘to a group of 
bidlogists, and that a considerable 
amount of its deliberations were de- 
voted to discussions of a. biological 
character. * 


The fact’ is symptomatic. At last 
biology,’ from being in part a hand- 
maid of medicine, in part a descrip- 
tive compendium. ‘with ‘a certain 
philosophical’ background, is coming 
into ‘its’ own as a wnhified science, 
which in’ dddition is the base and 
foundation of ‘all the human sciences, 
and must be taken into consideration 
in the solution of human problems. 
The twentieth century will be remem- 
bered as the period when biology, 
pure and applied, first came into its 
own. 

One or two of the main points that 
emerged clearly at the conference 
may be mentioned. Perhaps most 
vital is the notion of optimum popu- 
lation. The average man, especially 
in a young country like America, is 
apt to think that the only desirable 
state of affairs is an increasing popu- 
lation. The greater the number of 
inhabitants in his town, his State 
or his country, the better is he 
pleased. He is a booster for quantity, 
But he forgets that rapid popula- 
tion increase is a very exceptional 
event in world history. It is an affair 
of the last 150 years at most. 


Overpopulation Problem. 


Practically all primitive nations 
have some method of keeping their 
population increase very low. In ad- 
dition, war, disease and recurrent 
famine took a much ereater toll in 
past times than now. 

Obviously, a high state of civiliza- 
tion not only permits but demands 
a greater population. density, but 
the recent rapid increase has at last 
made the industrial nations ask 
whether they are not rapidly becom- 
ing overpopulated. We are begin- 
ning to realize that, from the purely 
economic standpoint, the maximum 
mumber of people which a country 
can somehow or other support (at 
any given stage of the world’s agri- 
cultural and industrial progress) is 
very much greater than the optimum 
number; in other words, that there 
exists a point beyond which an in- 
crease of population means a de 
crease in efficency and prosperity, 
not merely to each individual but 
also to the country as a whole. 

It is quite obvious that if Great 
Britain possessed a population of 
4,000,000 instead of 40,000,000, she 
would be worse off than she is to- 
day, but equally obvious that she 
would also be worse off if she pos- 
sessed a population of 400,000,000. 


It is probable that England is al- 
ready overpopulated. An English ac- 
quaintance of mine was telling me 
recently of some inquiries he had 
been making concerning the intro- 
duction into his business of up-to- 
date labor-saving machinery for 
amelting, already in use in the 
United States, in which two men did 
comfortably what had otherwise to 
be done by the hard labor of thirty, 
stripped to the waist and sweating. 
He did not introduce it because 
wages for unskilled labor are so low 
in England that the interest on the 
capital cost would have been higher 
than the wages of twenty-eight men. 
And the wages of our unskilled 
labor are low because the supply of 
it is excessive. 


Immigration Problems. 


The next point to remember ifs the 
Yapidity, biologically speaking, with 
which even a small ratio of increase 
exerts its effects. In the last cen- 
tury various European countries 
were doubling their population in 
thirty or forty years. But if the 
world were to double its population 
once in every century, then by A, D, 
2927 there would be more than a 
trillion human beings on this planet. 
That is a mere thousand years 
hence, and man has every reason to 
anticipate some thousands of mil- 
lions of years in which to work out 
his terrestrial destiny. 


This has at once a bearing on im- 
Migration problems. “From coun- 
tries such as Japan and Italy we 
hear voices claiming as a right that 
under populated countries like the 
United States, or stili more Canada 


pend Australia, 


shall throw their 
doors open wide instead of making 
ingress difficult or impossible. But 
if every barrier to immigration were 
removed, all that would happen 
would .be that the vacant spaces 
would fill up in 50 or 100 years in- 
stead of in.200 or 300 years, and that 
the. countries that sent.the emigrants 
would merely have got rid of their 
surplus and remain as overcrowded 
as they were before. 

After the speech of M. Albert 
Thomas, head of the International 
Labor Office at Geneva, to the con- 
ference I think all present realized 
that the United States or Australia 
has precisely thé. same right to de- 
mand that the population-exporting 
countries should ‘take steps to lower 
their birth ‘rate’ as each has to de- 


lation-importing nations. The mat- 
ter thus becomes one of. give and 
take, to which the biologist adds his 
word of caution, Go slowly.’’ 

In face of these facts it was inter- 
esting to see the reactions of the rep- 
resentatives of different countries, to 
the universal phenomenon of. the 
falling birth rate, In general, the 
English and Americans hailed it with 
a sigh of relief; while the French 
and Belgians and, to a certain ex- 
tent, the Italians regarded it as a 
danger to be fought at'all costs. The 
Germans;: on the other hand, seemed 
divided on the question. 


High French Death Rate. 


I noticed with some interest, not 
unmixed with surprise, that one very 
relevant fact. was not even men- 
tioned: namely, that the birth rate 
of France. is almost identical with 
that of Great Britain. The differ- 
ence between their rates of increase 
is almost wholly due to the fact that 
France has a higher death rate, ‘es- 
pecially..among babies. If France 
wants a bigger population, improve- 
ment of sanitation and public health, 
with infant-welfare centres, will do 
far more than propaganda or prizes 
for large families. 

Another point at which biology 
vitally touches our problem is that 
of the quality of population. Mr. 
Lidbetter gave an impressive dem- 
onstration, from patiently. collected 
pedigrees, of the way in which 
mental and physical defect runs .in 
families, and how a quite small 
measure of negative eugenics could 
enormously reduce the burden of de- 
fective humanity which the race has 
to carry on its shoulders, as well as 
the burden of suffering borne by the 
defectives themselves. . 

Here again, however, the contrast 
of views was striking. Several 
sociologists of the older school 
airily declared that the improvement 
of social conditions would by itself 
solve the problem and get rid of the 
defects. There is, on the other hand, 
every biological reason to suppose 
that this would merely accentuate 
the gulf between those able and 
those unable to profit by the im- 
provement. The obvious effects to 
be produced by improving education 
and environment have prevented the 
average man from realizing the 
great differences in potentiality due 
solely to the irrevocable fate of 
heredity that. exists between one 
human being and another. 


Qualities Altering. 


Then comes the question of dif- 
ferential fertility. We are passing 
through a phase, apparently unique 
in the world’s history, during which 
in almost all civilized nations the 
different classes of the community 
are multiplying at different rates. 
The intellectual and professional 
classes are reproducing themselves 
least rapidly, and in each generation 
must be recruited from other groups; 
unskilled labor multiplies fastest, 
and the other groups show in- 
termediate rates inversely propor- 
tional to their economic position. 
This differential fertility of dif- 
ferent economic and social groups 
has arisen only during the last sixty 
or eighty years. 

The question at once _ arises 
whether there is any hereditary dif- 
ference in the average endowments, 
physical or mental, of the different 
classes; for if so, the inherited 
character of the population will be 
cLanging from generation to genera- 
tion. Professor Carr-Saunders, after 
a detailed and cautious review of 
the situation, came to the conclusion 
that, while the situation was not 
nearly so bad as some eugenists had 
painted it, nevertheless it could not 
in any circumstances be a favorable 
one,, and. was in all probability 
altering the average innate qualities 
of the human race for the worse.

HANGES follow in the wake of 
> the power-driven farm tractor. 

The number of farms using 
tractors is still small compared with 
the number of those still depending 
on horses, th> United States Depart- 
ment of A~:.culture reports: Dobbin 
has not been altogether displaced. 
His numbers, however, have béen 
thinned. 


Because the tractor does more work 
than can be done with horses in a 
given time, the farmer with a ma- 
chine accomplishes his work quickly 
and in some cases has even been en- 
@bied to dispense with hired help. 
‘Tests made by the department shows

In 
the course of years Souci has come to 
look like its old self again, a little 
flimsier perhaps, a little shiny, with 
its bright new tile roofs. 

All the houses are edged flank to 
flank tight along, the road, which is 
not a national highway but a byway, 
and rambles slightly from side to 
side as it traverses some two blocks 
of buildings, each with “its ‘interior 
farmyard, in which are found horses, 
cows, pigs and chickens. The cen- 
tral square of the town has a foun- 
tain and a monument to the dead. 
The little church stands anew, its 
freshly cut stone walls of glaring 
white. There is a little store that 
serves, too, as estaminent. This is 
about all there is‘ to Souci—except 
the rolling fields all about, with their 
multi-toned tints of green—the fields 
of Picardy. 


How It Came About. 


Nothing much here to draw a visit 
from the Legion. So far as can be 
learned the American forces never 
fought here. Still, the Legion came, 
represented by two former doughboys 
wearing blue overseas caps and carry- 
ing canes and badges and insignia 
that showed that they were genuine 
American Legionaires. That was 
enough for Souci. ‘These two dough- 
boys were enough. Souci turned out 
en masse to welcome them the best 
way it knew how. 

The two doughboys' came on @ 
trivial mission. Some one back in 
Evanston, in those dark days when 
every one was thinking of some way 
to do something in the. war, 
“adopted” a French orphan. The 
American ‘parents’? sent clothing, 
food and a little money from time to 
time, receiving in return. numerous 
polite, grateful, affectionate mes- 
sages, dictated no doubt by the little 
boy’s aunt, but signed always ‘‘votre 
bien reconnaisant Pierre.” 

When the Legionaires departed for 
France this year the American god- 
parents, still interested in their or- 
phan, commissioned a delegate from 
their town to take him a present—an 
American jackknife. . So. this. dough- 
boy, with a friend, journeyed up to 
Amiens one day to hunt down Souci- 
sur-Somme and deliver the gift. 


Souci Is Reached. 

At Amiens they hired a taxi parked. 
in front.of the great cathedral, whose 
sculptured portals still show scars of 
shell fragments. Thirty kilometers 
they traveled, over hill and dale, 
through forest and field, where here 
and there could be seen dark, over- 
grown stretches of tangled vegeta- 
tion telling of barbed wire entangle- 
ments unremoved. 

They entered the sites of Souci 
early in the afternoon and parked 
beside the little church. It was a 
gray day with thick clouds overhead. 
Nobody was in sight. They walked 
about looking for some one, but saw 
only a very old lady with a shawl 
over her head standing in a, door- 
way. She was unable to hear. or to 
understand. .. 

Finally she motioned them to the 
church, and in the garden. they 
found a bent old men, the sexton, 
who stared at them, up and down, 
appraising their strange attire, 
frankly. curious. 

‘‘Américains?” he inquired, and 
when the two ex-doughboys nodded 
assent the old man took off his cap, 
and with tears welling into his eyes 
extended a trembling hand. 

“T ask permission to shake hands,’’ 
he said. ‘‘You come with the Amer- 
ican Legion, perhaps?”’ 

The two Americans warmly shook 
his hand and asked whether he could 
direct them to the boy, Pierre.

“Pierre Deburancourt,”” they. told 
him. But. there was. apparently 
something wrong with the _ hearty, 
Middle Western accent, for the old 
man’s face remained blank, and he 
stumped off.rapidly to the adjoin- 
ing house, returning with two women 
and a little girl. 

There was.a long conference over 
the crumbled .slip..of .paper, and in 
the excited French the Americans 
caught. the, words “Legion _Amér- 
icain,’’ repeated - again and again. 
The ex-doughboys repeated the 
orphan’s name with every kind of 
accent they could apply to it, until 
it seemed likely:they would get no- 
Suddenly, 
however, the little girl clapped her 
hands. - 


Finding the “Orphan.” 


“Oh, Pierre Deburancourt!’’ 
exclaimed. ‘‘Oui, oui!’’ 

And the,child was off running down 
the’ road at‘top.speed, shouting in ‘a’ 
shrill: voice, at the:top of her lungs:. 

““Légion Américain! Légion Amér- 
icain!’’ 

Thetwo Americans; seated on the 
church steps, were objects of venera- 
tion. But in the meantime the de- 
serted village was full of rumor. 
Sounds awakened everywhere at 
once, as it were. People were run- 
ning, tramping into the town from 
the fields—men, women and children 
in breathless haste, wiping the fresh 
earth from their hands. 

4 dark-eyed woman came back 
with the‘small girl messenger. She 
led by the hand a small red-cheeked 
boy. of 12. Hurrying to. the two 
Americans with profuse FB ale) (a)-4 (ots) 
she presented the laa, who stood 
very straight and shyly saluted like 
a soldier. 

“Tell her we have a knife for the 
little boy,’’ said one of the American 
to the taxi driver, showing the knife, 
“a present from his godmother in 
America.” 

When the woman learned this she 
dragged the child away into ‘the 
house, urging the Americans to sit 
in her front room. 

Extraordinary scenes were going on 
in the village. There were shouts: 


she 


“Les Légionnaires Américains sont: 


arrivés!’”” Excited voices asked where: 
they were to be found. Frantic 
mothers were conducting children to 
the village fountain and giving them 
informal scrubbings. Villagers from 
the fields with mud on their boots 
could be seen rushing into their 


Sunday best. Here was the Legion| . 


and they were going’ to make the 
most of it. It was the first inter- 
national event in Souci for nearly 
eight years. 


With Full Ceremony. 


Pierre, with his face scrubbed like 
one of the copper kettles in the little 
room, reappeared with his aunt and 
received the knife. Successfully he 
recited a long French declaration ‘of 
gratitude. The house was suddenly 
invaded by a number of gentlemen 
in frock coats. One of them spoke 
a little English and introduced him- 
self as the Mayor of Souci. Then 
he delivered an oration, which his 
companions heartily applauded at 
the places in which he exalted this 
occasion of Franco-American amity. 

Meanwhile, Pierre’s aunt was ‘busy 
over the stove, cooking an omelet in 
honor of the guests. Some one ar- 
rived with a bottle of champagne, 
and glasses were filled all round. 
Then another bottle was produced. 
A little red-faced man sang a song 
with thirty-seven’ stanzas. 

It may have been the champagne, 
jut at any rate there were tears in 
the eyes of Pierre’s aunt, in the eyes 
of the Mayor and even in the eyer 
of the astonished Americans when 
the farewells.came. Pierre wept un- 
restrainedly. 


A Touching Farewell. 


Outside the door of the little house 
the entire village collected, nearly 
fifty people. As the two Americans 
appeared on the doorstep there was 
a burst. of cheering. Monsieur the 
Mayor, equal to the occasion, ‘stepped 
forward and with burning eloquence 
introduced two great friends of 
France. A little child in a white 
dress stepped up and presented the 
heroes with a large bouquet of 
flowers. There were ‘cheers again 
when one of the Americans said in 
English: ‘‘Honest, I can’t tell you 
how. much we’ve enjoyed this re- 
ception. I thank you all.’’ 

And then the two Americans shook 
hands with every man, woman and 
child in the town—and kissed four 
babies. mr 

In Paris they have taken down'the 
banners, but it will be a long, long 
day before the village of Souci-on- 
the-Somme ceases to talk of how 
the. American ~ Legion. came to 
France.. ;

Tried Locally—Some Reckless Agents Are Ex-Cotivicts ~ 
—New Law Means Appointment From Civil Service 


HH recent killing of a Maryland 

farmer by a prohibition agent 

draws attention to a series of 

similar deaths that have oo 
curred in the history of ‘prohibition. 
According to unofficial figures ~gend | 
by a member of the prohibition bu-

Here it is that 
the well-known - “Maryland tonsil" 
remover” is ‘Manufactured in stills as 
well hidden’as the “Btilis.of the moun- 
tain districts of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. Like the ‘mountaineers of 
Kentucky and Tennessée, the Mary- 
landers of this. district pride them- 
selves on selling ‘eal liquor made of 
home-grown matéfial,”” For the man 
who adulterates his product they 
have nothing but contempt. 

Some idea of: the local importance 
of the industry is given by a story 
told by @ man-in’ Washington who 
knows the eommunity. 

“I was visiting friends at their 
country place,” Re said. ‘My 
hostess lifted the telephone receiver 
and called a number. The operator 
replied: ‘Mrs. X, please held your 
call for about ten minutes. The pro- 
hibition agents are on their way here 
for some raids and I’ve got to warn 
the people.’ My hostess laughed and 
said she certainly would not ‘inter- 
fere with such a duty.” 


The Law as to Trials. 


Prohibition agents in this territory 
are still called revenue officers. To- 
ward them the people feel fle bitter- 
ness that; has always characterized 
feuds hetween. moonshiners and 
revenue men. In thé past, however, 
a certain amount of-féar or respect 
was accorded the Government rep- 
resentativé. Today this~ is* almost 
entirely lacking. Contempt and de- 
rision are all he gets. Too often he 
is accused of playing the game at 
both ends: of acting as a prohibition 
agent and of running a bootlegging 
outfit at the same time. This, in 
fact, is one of the whispered 
charges made against Randolph 
Brewer, the man who killed Gund- 
lach. Many whispered charges are 
being made against him, none of 
which, however, has been proved. 

When Brewer was arrested by the 
local authorities it was believed that 
he would be tried promptly and con- 
victed. To the surprise of Leonard- 
town the case has been moved out 
of the jurisdiction of the county and 
the prohibition agent will be tried in 
a Federal court before a. jury. made. 
up of citizens culled from the whole 
State of Maryland, rather than from 


the county where the crime;was -com-| - 


mitted. 

This move on the part of the Fed- 
eral Government has. brought many 
protests from the locality where the 
killing was done. Official Washing- 
ton explains that the change of venue 
is made to insure justice to prohibi- 
tion officials, and accords with an 
old law. Long before this céuntry 
had prohibition a law was passed to 
the effect that when a revenue of- 
ficer killed a man in the line of duty 
his trial must take place in a Federal 
court. 


Local Feeling and Justice. 


The reason for this law is obvious. 
In a moonshine country fevenue of- 
ficers were not popular, When an 
officer killed a man in a raid of a 
still, his life, unless protected by the 


much. To try him in a court with a 
jury made up of neighbors‘ of ‘the 
dead moonshiner would be farcical. 
To assure him a just trial it was 
provided that a Federal court should 
hear his case. When the prohibition 
amendment was passed the law that 
had formerly applied to reveriue’ of- 
ficers was interpreted to cover pro- 
hibition agents. 

It is pointed out in Washington 
that the Federal Government. is not 
concerned with local feuds and local 
feeling, but rather with justice. At-

~ “Unethical Agents. 


“When the prohibition law was 
pasaed,/! said one Government offi- 
cer, “bartenders, saloon-keepers, 
hangers-on in drinking places were 
thrown out of jobs. The politicians 
who had protected them during the 
days of open liquor-selling assured 
them ‘that they would be taken care 

of. §o they were, Many of them 
were appointed members of the Pro- 
hibition Unit. Many of these men 
were known to be immoral, unethi- 
cal, and often criminal in their im- 
pulses; yet patronage-distribution 
methods ‘made them officers of the 
Federal Government. 

“They carried a gun and used it. 
Unfortunately their discretion was 
often faulty. There is not a doubt 
in my mind that mafiy of the Killings 
could have been avoided. This type 


name to the whole service, and the 
decent men who might have been 
attractéd to this department of the 
Government stayed out of it. By vir- 
tue of the work they have to do a 
revenue officer or a prohibition offi- 
cer can never:be a welcome guest in 
the line of duty; but he need not be 
a disreputable one. 

‘“‘Revenue agents were never liked 
in the territory they covered, but 
they were respected and feared. 
They were known to be honest men, 
concerned with the carrying out of 
the Federal law. Today a man who 
says he is a prohibition agent often 
meets with contempt. He is con- 
demned before he has a chance to 
prove that he is honest or. decent. 
The fault has been one of adminis- 
tration—in appointing agents instead 
of choosing them from Civil Service 
lists based on ability, background 
and qualifications. You can expect 
no enforcement of the law when you 
put the law into the hands of men 
with criminal records.’’ 


Under-Cover Work. 


That the Government employed 

men ‘with’ criminal re¢ords has been 
acknowledged to be true. Last No- 
vember General Lincoln C. Andrews, 
then Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, in a hearing before the 
subcommittee of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, made the fol- 
lowing statement in describing the 
workings of the prohibition ma- 
chinery: 
'“Y make a contract with a man to 
go and get this evidence; pay him so 
much, either by the day or s0 much 
in a lump sum, and he goes out and 
gets it and nobody knows that he is 
working for me. That is what I 
mean by under-cover work. I may 
take a man out of Atlanta Prison, 
ragged and barefoot—in fact, I have 
done so—give him $100 and start 
him out to get some clothes and get 
this ‘evidence,. He~would be killed 
in a minute. They have gunmen in 
their employ. They do not hesitate 
to commit murder. That is nothing 
in either Chicago or New York, with 
those gangs,”’ . 

Jdmes ‘A.’ Galvin, Representative 
from Massachusetts, submitted ma- 
terial bearing upon corruption amon 
members of thé prohibition forces. 

“For instance,’’ he said, ‘in the 
State of Massachusetts last month a 
man named Letts was tried before

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- NORTHWEST CONQUEST 
BEGAN 150 YEARS AGO 





George Rogers Clark’s Long Unappreciated Frontier 
Victories Influenced the Revolution and Made 
Western Expansion of the New Nation Possible 


By LORINE FLETCHER BUTLER. 
CTOBER of this year marks 
the 150th anniversary of the 
beginning of that epoch-mak- 
ing expedition, George Rogers 

Clark’s conquest of what was then 
called the Northwest—an accom- 
plishment of consequence in the 
successful termination of the Revo- 
lutionary War and a feat that made 
possible the western development 
and expansion of our country. 

It is only in recent years that his- 
torians have accorded importance to 
this remarkable exploit. Bold in de- 
sign, brave in execution, carried to 





success under unbelievable difficul- 
ties, it has been characterized by 
Professor Albert Bushnell Hart as 
“far the most adventurous and dar- 
ing campaign of the Revolution.” 

’ The termination of the French and 
Indian War had left the British in 
possession of the vast territory be- 
tween the Alleghanies and the Mis- 
sissippi. From their stations on the 
Tllinois and the Wabash Rivers they 
incited the Indians to warfare upon 
the Western settlements, the depre- 
dations of the red men terrorizing 
the borderers and forcing back the 
American frontier. 

Kaskaskia, Vincennes and Cahokia 
were important posts; Detroit, 
stronghold of the British occupancy, 
was commanded by Governor Henry 
Hamilton of cruel fame—‘‘the hair- 
buying General,’ so called because 
of his practice of paying bounty to 
the Indians for American scalps. 

Absorbed in His Plans. 

Of high repute in the Western set- 
tlements and an acknowledged lead- 
er in the earlier warfare against the 
Indians, George Rogers Clark saw 
more clearly than any other Revolu- 
tionary officer the advantage that 
would be gained in securing control 
of the Northwest and making a 
friendly settlement with the neigh- 
boring Indian tribes. For it was the 
policy of this astute frontiersman to 
maintain peace with the red men 
whenever possible. 

In the crowded little frontier set- 
tlement of Harrod’s Fort, now Har- 
rodsburg, Ky., Clark conceived his 
plan of conquest. So absorbed was 
he in the great idea that had taken 
possession of him that his com- 
panions considered him reserved and 
zloof, though he had moments, too, 
of being ‘kindly and affable. 

Professor Hart comments: ‘‘No 
story of the ‘‘Arabian Nights’’ is 
more romantic or improbable than 
Clark’s conception of his plan of 
conquest and his success in carrying 
it out.” 

British Held Rich Region. 


Although victory had attended the 
expedition thus far, without blood- 
shed, many men abandoned the 
ranks, as money was scarce and 
their pay irregular. The French lent 
soldierly assistance and aided in 
guarding the forts. 

Marched Through Icy Water. 

In January, 1779, word came to 
Clark at an outpost that Hamilton, 
the British Governor of Detroit, had 
marched upon Vincennes with a 
force of 600 men, had retaken the 
town and was on his way to Kas- 
kaskia. Alarmed, the American 
leader decided it would be better to 
move toward the capture of Hamil- 
ton than to wait for Hamilton to 
attack in force. 

Vincennes was 170 miles from Kas- 
kaskia—a stretch of marshy land 
threaded by streams that at this

time of the year were swollen. Un- 
daunted by the unfavorable season 
and conditions, Clark gathered 
together his 170 men—all that re- 
mained of his original force—and on 
Feb. 7 started for Vincennes. 

They marched through freezing, 
water-soaked land, crossed swamps 
and quicksands, forded rivers that 
had overrun their banks. Yet, sing- 
ing or praying, according to mood, 
the little band pressed.on..The weak- 
er ones were carried in canoes. All 
followed without question the daring 
leader. 

Arrived, by cleverest strategy the 
little company of 170 exhausted sol- 











Upon the return of the hunters 
Clark went to Virginia to lay his 
plans before Governor Henry. There 
were several reasons why Virginia 
hesitated to adopt his project. Even 
if the expedition was successful it 
was doubtful whether Virginia could 
hold the conquered territory. Other 
States had petitioned Congress to 
claim this section as common prop- 
erty. 
tinued hold upon Louisiana; France 
was suspected of being a secret ally 
of Spain in this opposition to Amer- 
ican territorial advancement—having 
interests of her own to look after. 

On the other hand, this Mississippi 
Valley was a rich region, and unless 
the British hold was loosed the fer- 
tile lands, already settled by many 
Virginians, would be lost to Virginia. 

Finally persuaded that it was a 
good risk to undertake, Governor 
Henry authorized Clark to enlist a 
company of 400 men for the march 
of 1,200 miles through wilderness 
and swamp to Kaskaskia, the first 
objective in the expedition. So in 
October, 1777, the little band set out 
from Harrod’s Fort to win what has 
been termed ‘‘the most valuable 
empire ever won in modern times.” 

Passing down the Ohio and leav- 
ing their boats at the confluence | 
with the Mississippi, the expedition | 
marched overland through the 
treacherous region of Southern Uli- 
nois. Fever, ague, scanty provisions 
and bad water added to the hard- 
ships of the wilderness journey, 
which was pushed without rest. 

Taken Without Bloodshed. 

Arriving at Kaskaskia, according to | 
plan, at night, Clark and his men 
surprised the place, made the com- 
mander prisoner and took possession 
of the fort without bloodshed. With 
kind treatment he won over the 
French inhabitants of the town, who 
at first were terrified at the appear- 
ance of the ‘‘Long Knives.’”’ 

‘It was this cleverness in propitiat-

ing the French that made the cap-; 
ture of Vincennes equally easy. | 

A friendly priest of Kaskaskia, M. | 
Gibault, and a party of influential | 
Frenchmen of the settlement were |! 
induced to go to Vincennes and per- |

Clark invited the neighboring 
Indian tribes to parley and from 
every Ccirection they came, until the 
little town was surrounded by nearly | 
a thousand warriors. With skill and | 
coureg?

rendered the garrison and about! Clark had taken in the warfare on 


$50,000 worth of supplies on Feb. 24. 
He was held prisoner, and with 
eighty British captives was sent to 
Williamsburg, where he was put in 
irons. 

Clark, wishing to follow up his ad- 
vantage and press on to Detroit, was 
helpless because of lack of men. 
Governor Henry of Virginia prom- 
ised to send him a company of 500 
men in the Spring. Though impa- 
tient at the delay, Clark could do 
nothing about it. He withdrew his 





victorious little band to Kaskaskia 
to await the coming of Spring and 
the promised reinforcements. 

Bitter disappointment overwhelmed 
the gallant leader, however, when 
the expected company reached Kas- 
kaskia, for instead of the 500 
equipped men that had been prom- 
ised him, a worn-out, half-starved, 
straggling force of 150 soldfers ar- 
rived—the remnant of a detachment 
that had been turned aside in the 
march to the Northwest to take part 
in an expedition against Cherokees 
in Western North Carolina. 

There yet was a gleam of hope for 
the movement against Detroit, as 
Clark was expecting a company of | 
300 Kentucky frontiersmen in June. 
But .a second blow fell. The de- 
tachment, when it arrivei, was 
found to be reduced from 300 to 30. 
It seems that en route the leader, 
Colonel John Bowman, had delayed | 
his march to engage in battles on his 
own account with the Shawnees. 

Clark, therefore, was forced to 
abandon his cherished design, the | 
attack on Detroit. 

Effects of His Conquest. 


He wrote to the Governor of Vir- 
ginia that he could have taken De- 
troit with 500 men. Its capture} 
“would have cut the great water 
route between the British and their 
Indian allies and have been the sal- 
vation of all our inner frontiers,’’ 

Virginia, however, acknowledged 
his accomplishments and presented 
Clark with the usual sword. He was 
made Brigadier General and put in 
charge of the Western Army, with 
headquarters at the Falls of the 
Ohio, where a fort was erecied on 
the present site of Louisville. From 
this point he directed the frontier 
warfare which protected the borders, 
and made permanent the American 
possession of the territory acquired 
through his prowess. 

The direct result of this conquest 
was the settlement in the following 
year of Kentucky, the El Dorado of 
the time. Twenty thousand persons 
made their way through the wilder- 
ness and down the Ohio to take up 
homes in the fair and fertile region. 
The possession of the Northwest 
country made possible the Louisi- 
ana Purchase and the expansion of 
America westward; also, it protected 
the Allegheny frontiers, permitting 
the border States to furnish more 
men and supplies to the Eastern 
armies of the Revolution. 

Denied a Land Grant. 


Bereft of fortune. ill and burdened 
with debts incurred in service, Clark 
petitioned Congress for a grant of 
land somewhere in the Northwest. 














His petition was ignored, though the 
land he asked for was less than a 
one five-thousandth part of the ter- 
ritory he had won for the nation. 
The old warrior was finishing his 
days at Louisville in poverty and dis- 
tress. 

In 1817 the Virginia Assembly 
again commended the part that 


the Western frontier and recom- 
mended that a sword—for the third 
time—be suitably inscribed and pre- 
sented to the hero in recognition of | 
his services. When the Governor’s 
‘representative ap»eared before the 
aged General, and with proper cere- 
mony and address made presenta- 
tion of the State’s gift, Clark uttered 
his famous reply: 

‘Young man, when Virginia needed 
a sword, I gave her one. Now I 
need bread!’’ 





APARTMENT HOUSE BUILDING 
LEADS IN MOST LARGE CITIES 





New Construction on Manhattan Was Almost | 
Wholly in Multi-Family Dwellings 


UBURBAN New York has recent- 
S ly watched an unprecedented 
number of single-family houses 
spring up in serried rows around the 
city. But, interminable though the 
rows may seem, they fail to influence 
the trend toward apartment-house 


| living in urban America. A survey of 


building permits for the past few 
years shows that the general move is 
nct back to the house but on to the 
apartment, which constitutes half the 
new accommodations for families 
provided cach year. 


About six years ago apartments 
represented hardly a quarter of new 
family living units. In 1221 some 257 
new units for 225,000 
families, 58 per cent. of them being 
one-family homes, 24 per cent. apart- 
ment dwellings and the rest two-fam- 
ily houses. In 1925, of the 490,000 
hew units provided, only 46 per cent. 
were one-family dwellings and 36 per 
cent. apartment buildings. Last ycar 
the percentage of single-family dwell- 
ing units fell to 40 per cent. and that 
of epartment unit. rose to 45 per cent. 


Still a Few Strongholds. 


In some large cities of more than 
500,000 population the single-family 


home still has a stronghold. In 1925, | 


for example, 89 per cent. and last 
year 92 per cent. of the new family 
units built in Baltimore were of the 


single-family type. Los Angeles leans | 


the same way and so do Milwaukee 
and Philadelphia. 


the new construction was of the sin- 
gle-family type in 1921; it was 79 per 
cent. in 1925 and 74 per cent. last 
year, whereas the percentage of new 
apartment homes rose ..om 7 per 
cent. in 1921 to 16 per cent. in 1925 
and to 21 per cent. in 1926.

SAIL ERA’S LAST FIGHT 





It Was Fought 100 Years Ago at Point-Blank Range—Greeks 
Celebrate, for It Won Them Freedom—How the 


Turks and Egyptians Were Beaten 


NE hundred years ago next 
Thursday the’ last old-fash- 
ioned naval battle was fought 
in Navarino Bay ‘on the coast 

of Greece. An allied fleet of twenty- 
nine battleships and sail of the line 
lumbered ‘through the bottle neck of 
the bay and destroyed a Turco-Egyp- 
tian fleet. of three battleships, fifteen 
frigates and many small craft. What 
was then described as a ‘‘battleship” 
is related to the battleships of today 
as the old-fashioned stage coach is 
related to the Twentieth Century 
Limited. Naval-history falls natu- 
rally into three periods; the age of 
oars, the age of sail and the age of 
steam. The age of oars ended at the 
battle of Lepanto. in 1571. The age 
of sail ended at Navarino in 1827. 
By a coincidence both Lepanto and 
Navarino were Turkish defeats, bat- 
tles fought by allied fleets on the 
coast of what is now Greece. 

A single century covers the period 
of transformation between thé old 
wooden Asia, Vice Admiral Sir Ed- 





ward Codrington’s flagship at Nava« 
rino, and such steel giants as the 
U. 8S. S. Maryland, Golorado and 
West Virginia. Technically, Navarino 
is so remote that Jutland would never 
recognize it as a lineal ancestor. 
Chronologically it is so near that its 
captains have one son and a number 
of grandsons still living. 

Lieut. Commander Robb, who had 
the little six-gun Hind, tender ship 
to the Asia, at Navarino, is repre- 
sented by a living son, Major .Gen. 

Sir Frederick Robb of London, now 
’ in his seventieth year, Admiral Cod- 
rington himself has a grandson living 
in Lieut. Gen. Sir Alfred Codring- 
ton. How near Navarino is may be 
realized when it is recalled that the 
Asia was broken up at Dunkirk as 
recently at 1908. 


Relics of the Battle. _ 


Next Thursday the Greek Govern- 
ment is to observe the centenary by 
laying the foundation stone of: a 
monument that is to contain busts 
of the three allied admirals—Vice 
Admiral Codrington (British), Rear 
Admiral de Rigny (French) and 
Rear Admiral Heiden (Russian). The 
monument is to overlook the nou 
lonely bay, and the British Govern 
ment will be officially represented 
at the laying of its foundation stone 
by Admiral Codrington’s grandson. 

Relics of the battle will be shown’ 
at the Greek Legation in London. 
General Codrington has promised to 
lend the Exhibition Committee the 
flag his grandfather flew on the Asia 
during the battle, the uniform he 
wore, a round shot from a Turkish 
ship, a piece of the Asia’s stern gal- 
ley damaged by a round shot, a 
card-table made of wood from the 





Turkish flagship and a set of Shake- 
speare that was damaged in the bat- 
tle. Earl Spencer has promised the 
medals of his grandfather, Captain 
Spencer, who commanded the Talbot 
during the: battle. é 

The Rev. Austin Ommanney h 
promised the medals of his grand- 
father, Sir John Ommanney,. who 
commanded the Albion, and the 
sword surrendered by the captain of 
the Turkish flagship. Mr. Omman- 
ney’s father also went through the 
battle, but he was a midshipman at 
the time and his-medals were yet to 
be won. There are to be relics of 
Byron lent from Sir John Murray’s 
famous collection and the collection 
of general  Philhellenic interest, 
owned by M. René Puaux, which was 
shown last year at the Musée Victor 
Hugo in Paris, 

The Navarino relices are those in 
which attention’ will mainly centre: 
They bring the battle vividly to 
mind. The modern Greeks, 
course, view it in no mere technical 
sense. To them its date.is of the 
highest importance. The Greek war 
of independence broke out in 1821 
and the Turks were expelled in less 
than a year; but three years later 
they returned with the help of troops 
from Egypt.. Ibrahim Pasha overran 
the Morea and the British, French 
and Russian Governments agreed on 
&° Mediation plan under which an 
immediate armistice was to be re- 
quired of both sides and a settlement 
was to be worked out on the basis 
of semi-independence for Greece. 


Turks Prepared to Fight.. 


The Greeks accepted the armistice 
but the Turks rejected it. The three 
powers thereupon combined their 
naval forces ‘in the Levant and in- 
structed their admirals to prevent 
the landing of further Turkish or 
Egyptian forces in Greece or any 
movement on the part of the Turco- 
Egyptian fleet then lying in Nava- 
Tino Bay on.the southwest coast of 
the Morea. Ibrahim, however, re- 
doubled his campaign ashore, and 
the allied fleet sailed into the bay 
intending to put pressure on him by 
merely showing itself. 

The resultant situation was some- 
what like.that ashore at Chanak in 
Turkey «in 1922. Technically, the 
allied fleet at Navarino was neutral. 
Assuming that everybody kept his 
head, it had no expectation of being 
fired upon. Actually, it was en- 
gaged in forcing an armistice on the 


angry Ibrahim and its arrival in the. 


bay was as full of peril as the arrival 
of.the Turks outside the British lines 
behind Chanak. At Chanak both 
sides succeeded ‘in keeping their 
heads long enough for the Mudania 
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armistice to be signed. At Navarino 
the Turks lost their heads and were 
blown out. of the water in conse- 
quence on the afternoon of Oct. 20, 
1827.. 

Under cover of Ibrahim’s shore 
batteries, the Turco-Egyptian fleet 
of three battleships and fifteen 
frigates and small sail was lying at 
anchor when about noon the tall can- 
vas of the allied fleet was seen out- 
side. One by one the twenty-nine 
battleships of the allies moved silent- 
ly through the bottle neck entrance 
and into the land-locked bay. The 
Turks having rejected the armistice 
suggested by the allies, continued war 
ashore. Presentl} the British ship 
Dartmouth, observing a Turkish fire- 


‘Ship to windward, sent a boat to re- 


quest that it be moved, and the 
Turks had the bad judgment to fire 
on it. The Dartmouth opened defen- 
sive fire. An Egyptian corvette, the 
next to lose its head, then blazed 
away with a cannon shot and the 
British ship that received it returned 
the fire. ; 
At Point-Blank Range. 

In accordance with his Govern- 
ment’s instructions, Admiral Cod- 
rington hurriedly dispatched a boat 
to the Egyptian Admiral to announce 
his intention of not fighting if he 
could avoid it. But the boat and the 
Asia itself were fired upon by the 
Egyptian flagship. The battle was 
joined with fury at point-blank range 
and before sunset three-fourths of the 
Turco-Egyptian fleet had been sunk 
or fired by the crews aboard. 

It was so overwhelming a victory 
that it compelled the three powers 
to modify their agreement upon a 
semi-independent Greece and to re- 
cognize instead a Greece in posses- 
sion of virtually complete indepen- 
dence. In a naval sense it was a 
decisive action. In a political sense 
it was an ‘‘untoward event’’ and Ad- 
miral Codrington was promptly re- 
called. 


Supreme as its interest is to all 
Greeks, as the last of the old-fash- 
ioned naval battles it is of more than 
Grecian interest. The use of sail by 
no means ended at: Navarino; but 
steam made its appearance in the 
next naval campaign, that of 1838, in 
which the British supported the Sul- 
tan in his quarrel with Mehemet Ali 
of Egypt. Then the development of 
steam-driven warships spread from 
sea to sea, from the Levant in 1839 
to China in 1841, to Paraguay in 
1845, to Burma in 1852 and to the 
Crimea in 1854, by which time the 
naval revolution had fairly begun. 

Basic as steam was, it was but one 
element in the changes that have 
taken place since about 1860. The use

Farewell. Letter Penned by Girl of ‘ile French 
Revolution, Shortly Before She Assassinated 
Marat, Becomes an American Treasure 


IGHT days before she was be- 
headed for killing Marat the 
beautiful Charlotte Corday wrote 
a@ letter to her father in which she 
bade him farewell as she set out 
upon her journey of vengeance, This 
letter, which was recently brought to 


New York by Thomas F. Madigan, | 


was written at a moment when her 
plans had been mzede to take the dili- 
gence from Caen to Paris on the 
morning of July 11, 1798. Yet by not 
@ word nor a faltering stroke of the 
pen does it reveal that her whole 
being was filled with the single pur- 
pose to rid her native land of the 
“ferocious beast that would have de- 
voured France by the fire of civil 
war.”’ She wrote: 

“I give you obedience, my dear 
papa, yet I leave without your per- 
mission. I leave without speaking to 
you because it would have been too 
painful. 
cause I do not believe that one can 
live happily and peacefully in France 
for any length of time. As I leave I 
put this letter in the ‘post for you, 
and when you receive it I will no 
longer be in this country. Heaven 
refuses us the happiness of living to- 
gether as it has refused it to others; 
it may perhaps be more kindly to our 
country. Farewell, my dear papa. 
Embrace my sister for me and do not 
forget me. CORDAY.”’ 

This is said to be the only letter of 
Charlotte Corday in this country. 
It bears the date July 9, 1793. Little 
more than a week later Legros, the 
executioner’s assistant, lifted the 
head of Marie Anne Charlotte Corday 
d’Armont from the.block and, strik- 
ing the face with the flat of his hand, 
held it up to the public. 


Simple Normandy Girl. 


Charlotte Corday lived in stirring 
times. France lay gasping in the 
aftermath of the revolution, and the 
Government was under the ruthless 
domination of the triumvirate com- 
posed of Marat, Robespierre and Dan- 
ton. She grew up in Caen, the capital 
of Normandy, which, in the turbulent 
days when the .Montagnards were in 
power in Paris, threw open its doors 
to the Girondists. She frequently 
sought out the company of Barba- 
roux, Petion, Louvel, Buzol, but never 
allowed herself to be unduly influ- 
enced by them. 

From her earliest childhood Char- 
lotte Corday was steeped in revolu- 
tionary doctrines. These she learned 
from her father, an impecunious 
nobleman, on whose estate she lived 
and worked until, at the age of 9, 
she entered the Abbaye aux Dames. 
After ten years spent in the seclu- 
sion of the convent Charlotte was 
obliged to go to live with an aged aunt, 
Mme. de Breteville, who occupied a 
gray and melancholy mansion at 
Caen, known as the Grand Manoir. 

For five years she lived an almost 
Solitary existence, devoting long 
hours to her studies. 

Constantly she heard the name

Jean Paul Marat: The thought of 
his cruelties became an obsession, 
until it seemed to her that every 
crime in France must be laid at his 
door and that, once the land was 
rid of him, Heaven might ‘‘be more 
kindly’? to her country. 

Nearly all that is Nnown of her 
last’ days, from the time that she 
left her home: at Caen until - she 
stepped into the tumbril to be driven 
through the howling mobs to the 
guillotine, is drawn from her corre- 
spondence written in the Concier- 
gerie.

tration of the deed as that made by 
the 24-year-old girl in a document 
addressed to Barbaroux, the eloquent 
Girondist, who had spurred her on. 

From her own hand we know of 
her trip to Paris and her call un 
Lauze de Perret. We know, too, how 
she arose early on the morning of 
July 13 and made her way to the 
gardens of the Palais Royal, where 
she listened to the birds and romped 
with the children. There she waited 
to hear the rattling of shutters as 
the shops were opened, announcing 
that the hour had come when she 
could buy the dagger with which she 


was to end Marat’s life before night- |: 


fall.. At 11 o’clock she “went to the 
dingy house in the Rue des Corde- 
liers where Marat lived, ‘only to 
learn that no one who had not par- 
ticular business with the ‘“‘Ami du 
Peuple’’ was allowed admission. Dur- 
ing the course of the day she sent, 
or took, a letter to him announcing 
that she had news of the Girondists 
in the Calvados. “I will put you in 
a way to render a great service to 





France,’”’ she added. The lie that 
served as a wedge to open the way 
for her into Marat’s presence was, 
in her own opinion, the only blot on 
her reputation. 

At 7 that night she returned to the 
house. She was dressed in white. 
Admission was gained through the 
aid of Simonne Evrard, Marat’s mis- 
tress. 
into his presence. The sick man was 
reclining in a hot bath, his only 
means of obtaining relief from the 
sores that covered his tortured body. 

Face to Face With Marat. 

In the man’s distorted features she 
saw the stamp that hatred and pas- 
sion had left. The door closed be- 
hind her. The two were alone. She 
came close to Marat and he demand- 
ed to know the names of the traitors. 
She disclosed them. If any pity had 
stirred in her heart when she beheld 
his haggard face and misshapen body 
it vanished as he gloated over the 
prospect of new heads for the guillo- 
tine. His last words were a cry, “A 
moi, ma chére amie, & moi!’’ Char- 
lotte Gorday’s dagger was in his 
bosom. 

This was not the end for which she 
had hoped. She had thought to 
strike her victim in the open, at the 
head of his forces; to be caught by 
the angered mob and torn to pieces 
on the spot, dying a glorious death, 
her name unknown and forever a 
secret. As it was, the cries of 
Simonne Evrard and the servants at- 
tracted the guard. With their bayo- 
nets the soldiers protected Corday 
from the anger of those who crowded 
into the room. Word of what had 
happened flew through the town. 


She was questioned on the spot. 

“How did you know how to strike 
his heart?”’ 

‘“‘The indignation that swelled my 
own showed me the place,’’ she re- 
plied. Her testimony convicted her. 
At 2 in the morning she was taken 
away in the same carriage that had 
brought her to Marat’s house. 


Swift Trial. 


Her trial was swift. Though the 
head of the tribunal gladly would 
have proved her insane, her answers 
were too lucid. In vain, too, they 
tried to make her admit that she was 
the tool of the Girondists. 

“T came solely to kill Marat,’’ she 
announced, and gave as her reason 
his many crimes, the desolation of 
France and the civil war he had kin- 
dled throughout the kingdom. Her 
vibrant tones rang through the hall, 
stirring all who heard them; for 
‘“‘sound was part of her beauty.” 


It is said that Danton and Robes- 
pierre stood among the menacing 
crowds that herded in the streets 
through which the death cart had to 
pass. The two were curious to see 
this ‘‘angel of assassination’’ whose 
exalted passion had carried her to 
the point of striking down their com- 
pexchebteyee 

As one thinks of her standing 
proudly in the swaying cart, scarcely 
conscious of the howls of hate that 
had surged around her, one remem- 
bers that on the morning of her de- 
parture for Paris she left a Bible on 





her bed, on whose open page w#s the 
verse: 

“Judith went out of the city 
adorned with a marvelous beauty 
which the Lord had given her for 





the deliverance of Israel.’”’

In the opinion of Louis Siegel, di- 
rector of the literacy test at P. S. 95, 
on West Houston Street near Varick, 
there is no more touching sight than 


that of a broad, bronzed forehead, 
deeply and futilely furrowed over a 
query that the eight-year-old son of 
the candidate for voting citizenship 
could instantly answer. Thick brown 
fingers that easily give perfect guid- 
ance to a bucking rivet gun are 
often virtually paralyzed when wield- 
ing a stub of pencil to answer the 


question, Who discovered America? 

‘In the literacy test itself,’’ Mr. 
Siegel said, ‘‘the applicant is given 
@ paragraph to read covering some 
historical figure or other subject and 
must then answer eight questions.

CLEVELAND 
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HOW AMERICA APPEARED 
TO 17TH. CENTURY EUROPE 





A Famous Frenchman’s Description’ 1S Recalled by the 
Anniversary of Columbus’s Voyage—New England © 
Placed in Virginia—Pilgrim Fathers Unheard Of 


By CLARENCE K. STREIT. 


MERICA has unknown lands 
for its limits on the north; 
the Strait. of Magellan, on the 
south; the Atlantic Ocean, 

otherwise known as the North Sea, 
on the east, and the Pacific Ocean, 
or South Sea, on the west,’’ 

So wrote Pierre d’Avity in that ex- 
pansive seventeenth century when 
the map of the world was constantly 
changing: due not only to European 
wars but also to news of discoveries 
brought back by many a vessel] that 
sailed west. This Fall, the 435th an- 
niversary of the voyage of Columbus 
that opened that epoch, we close a 
season of American airplane voyages 
of discovery to Europe. In seeing the 
Atlantic crossed in less than two 
days we have hardly gained the 
right background to appreciate the 
age in which Columbus led the way 
across that ocean. 

Sieur d’Avity may récreate for us 
the atmosphere of a past that has 
flown, indeed. He brings us back 
to days when codfish were so thick 
off Newfoundland as ‘‘to prevent 
vessels making sail’; when corn- 
bread was a novelty; .when tobacco 
was recommended as an antidote for 
the poisoned arrows of the cannibals. 

In 1636 Louis XIII, ‘‘by the grace of 
God King of France and Navarre,” 
granted to Sieur d’Avity the “‘privi- 
lege’? of publishing a monumental 
work, his doctors of theology having 
approved it. Pierre d’Avity, “Seig- 
neur de Montmartin and gentleman 
in waiting of the King’s Chamber,” 
had taken for his province all the 
world, or all that was then known of 
it. 

In 1643 he published in Paris, at 
the house of Claude Sonnius and 
Denys Bechet in the Rue St. Jacques 
(known as ‘‘The Golden Compass & 
The Goldpiece in the Sun’’), all that 
he could find on this subject. He 
entitled his work: 


THE WORLD 


or 

The General description of its 
Four Parts with all its empires, 

kingdoms, states and republics, in 
which are treated, in the order of 
their names, their position, fron- 
tiers, customs, riches, forces, gov- 
ernment. and religion; and _ the 
genealogy of the Emperors, Kings 
and Sovereign Princes who have 
ruled them down to our day; 

With a Treatise on the Universe, 
including a general consideration 
of the celestial and _ terrestrial 
World, and a list of all the Orders, 
both Ecclesiastical and Military, 
and of all the Heresies, ancient and 
modern. 

An original copy of this early 
French encyclopedia (now 284 years 
old) is in the writer’s hands. It 
contains 4,446 pages, each of them 
two and a half times larger than the 
pages of an average modern | eore) a 
Sieur d’Avity quickly puts the Amer- 
ican reader into his seventeenth cen- 
tury place by giving all the informa- 
tion he could obtain on both the 
Americas in precisely 189 pages. He 
dismisses us with 4 per cent. of his 
space, though even the Dark Conti- 
nent of Africa demands 13 per cent. 
of his pages. 

When Sieur d’Avity’s work ap- 
peared 151 years had passed since 
Columbus had discovered what he 
stubbornly refused to concede was @ 
new world and not the India he had 
promised. We are likely to think 
that period sufficient to provide in- 
formation for more than 189 pages. 
The book’s author, however, did not 
live in a century that takes almost 
instantaneous communication with 
an airship at the North Pole for 
granted. News then came even to 
Paris, the centre of learning, with a 
leisureliness that seems as incredible 
te us as wireless would have seemed 
to Sieur d’Avity. (In the more 
‘modern inventions’? that he lists 
are printing and gunpowder.) 


No Mention of Pilgrim Fathers. 


To realize how obscure an event 
at the time was what we are wont to 
consider the epoch-making voyage of 
the Mayflower one need only seek 
for mention of it in the pages of 
Sieur d’Avity. There is none. The 
Pilgrim Fathers sailed twenty-three 
years before he wrote; the ‘great 
emigration’’ of the Puritans had be- 
gun fourteen years before; but Paris 
had not yet heard of either move- 
ment. 

Sieur d’Avity, it is true, had heard 
of New England; but to him it is 
synonymous with Virginia. He gives 
a list of place names in Virginia in 
which he mentions Cape Cod, ‘‘Mas- 
sahusetts’’ Mount and River, ‘‘Pli- 
muth,’’ Charles River and Boston, 
but that is all he says of them. Nor 
does he attempt to locate them on 
his map. 

Henry Hudson visited Manhattan in 
1609 and the mouth of the Hudson 
may be found on our author’s map; 
but it does not bear the explorer’s 
name. Hudson Bay, however, is 
drawn in better, and a note is added 
to the map giving apparently the 
latest news: 

“Here Hudson passed the Winter 
of the year 1610.” 

Yet it should not be thought that 
Sieur d’Avity did not bother to hunt 
much information on America. His 
pages bristle with citations of author- 
ities in various languages. One can 
count as many as fifty mentioned in 
his first fifty pages on America. 

Sieur d’Avity, indeed, was not only 
painstaking; he was cautious as well 
in his judgment of reports of the 
New World. When Michael van 
Lochom drew for him the map of 
the entire world which appears in the 
first volume of the encyclopedia and 
bears on it the date 1636 he included, 
with plenty of names, the Pacific 
Coast of North America. The Span- 
jards; we now, know, had explored 


that coast a hundred years before 
and Drake had explored it in 1579. 
But after this first map of ‘Amer- 
ica had gone to press Sieur d’Avity 
apparently found reason to reject the 
reports of the Spanish and English 
explorers as untrustworthy. In 1646 
he had another map added to the 
volume on America. On it the same 
North American Pacific Coast ap- 


line, shorn of all its place names, is 
accompanied by this explanation: 

“Land not yet discovered, which 
the false reports of other days called 
a coast.”’ 

When Sieur d’Avity wrote, the 
luring ‘‘Northwest Passage to China” 
was as live a topic as the best air- 
plane route to Europe is today. When 
our prudent author said that Amer- 
ica was bounded on the north by 
unknown lands he was not at all sure 
of his ground. He hastened to add: 

*“Some hold that Henry Hudson, the 
Englishman, found in 1610 a Strait 
West-Northwest of America, at about 
61 degrees, which led to Japan and 
the Kingdom of China, & some even 
put this on their maps as a fact well 
confirmed.”’ 


Atlanta and America. 


Sieur d’Avity does not begin his 
volume on America with Columbus. 
This is the way he starts: 

“Plato seems to have known this 
great country and to have referred 
to it when he spoke of the Atlantic 
Island, which he made greater than 
Asia & Libye, & said that it began 
at the entrance of the Strait of Gib- 
raltar, & that its Kings had com- 
manded in Libya (Africa) to the bor- 
ders of Egypt, & in Europe to the 
Tyrrhenian Sea; it wag drowned in 
a great earthquake, & a flood of 
waters which lasted one day & one 
night. 


“Others have said that the Cartha- 
ginians found beyond the columns of 
Hercules a fertile Island, drained by 
several rivers, shaded by numerous 
forests, & provided with an infinity 
of fruits, distant from terra firm 
several days’ navigation, & that 
some Carthaginians having chosen 
this Island for their residence with 
some women, because of the attrac- 
tiveness of this land, those who gov- 
erend Carthage farbade all their sub- 
jects to go there. 

“Still others [he cites Seneca] have 
predicted that some day one would 
find a great land, or a New World, 
in voyaging by sea, & some have 
held that the gold of Paruiam of the 
Scriptures, coming from the Ophir of 
Solomon, was none other than Peru; 
but that which chiefly refutes this 
is that there are no Elephants in 
Peru, whereas the Scriptures place 
them in Ophir. 


Called the New World. 


‘“‘Some name this country the New 
world, or Occidental Indies, or, to 
abbreviate in the Dutch style, the 
West Indies, to distinguish them from 
the Oriental or East Indies. But the 
greater number name this new coun- 
try America, since Americ Vespuce 
{Amerigo Vespucci] discovered a 
part of the coast of the North Sea, 
havjng been more fortunate than Co- 
lomb in leaving his name to this 
great land, although the latter had 
found it long before him. 

“For it was Christopher Colomb, 
Genoese, who was sent the first to 
discover this part of the world by 
King Ferdinand of Arragon, then lay- 
ing siege to Grenada, & he sailed 
from the port of Palos with three 
Caravelles the 3rd of August, 1492, 
then saw first the Island of Guana- 
hani, one of the Lucayes [Bahamas] 
on the lith of October of the same 
year, then Cuba & the Spanish Isle 
[Hayti], where he left 38 of his fol- 
lowers in a Fort which he raised 
there, so that they could become ac- 
quainted with the people of the coun- 
try. Then he returned to Spain to 
make his report, & left after the year 
1493 to return to the Spanish Isle 
with 1,500 well armed men, discov- 
ered the Caribbeans Islands, & sent 
to Spain the first gold of the Spanish 
Isle, via Captain Morgalan. 

‘‘America Vespuce was afterwards 
sent to discover this country by King 
)OYoye Mae Dhecbest-heQt(-) MMe) MM age) a ANT-<:3 OE: B ele | 
leaving Lisbon on this journey he 
was carried toward the Coast of 
Brazil, & explored it; then, having 
brought with him several Brazilians 
so that they might learn the Portu- 
guese language, he returned to Lis- 
bon, & since then several others have 
discovered divers Provinces, as you 
will see under the different countries 
in this book.” 


Corn, a Strange Plant. 


Sieur d’Avity then devotes a dozen 
pages to the fascinating subject of 
the new plants discovered in the 
Western World. 

First of all comes corn, which he 
refers to as ‘‘Maiz, or Mahiz, called 
in Castile wheat of India & in Italy 
Grain of Turkey.” This strange 
plant, he continues, ‘‘grows on stalks, 
each of which bears. one or two ears 
to which the grain is attached, & 
though the grain is rather big, it 
comes in great quantity. * * * It 
is not rare in these countries to har- 
vest three, hundred bushels, & even 
more, from a single grain,’ 

“It is eaten boiled & very hot,’’ he 
explains, ‘‘but there is another and 
more delicious way of serving it, 
which is to grind the Maize, & having 
gathered the flour to make little 
cakes of it, which are placed in the 
oven, then served very hot.’’ 

Nor was corn whisky unknown to 
America then. Our author says: 

“They also make their drink of 





Maize, which intoxicates more quick- 
ly than grape wine, The strongest is 
made by first soaking the grain until

it bursts, then it is cooked in such 


fashion that very little of it is needed 
to knock out a man. In Peru they 
call this wine Sora, & it is prohibited 
because of the great inconveniences 
it causes in making men drunk; but. 
the Indians do not cease to pass en- 
tire days & nights drinking this wine, 
dancing & singing during their 
drunkenness.’’ 

Sieur d’Avity then speaks of the 
potato, which he calls ‘‘Battate or 
Pattate,’’ and describes as one of the 
best products of America. ‘It is 
eaten boiled, or roasted, & in soup, 
& in every way it is extremely good. 
It is often shipped to Spain.”’ 

Taste for Chocolate. 

The cocoa seed, he says, ‘‘is excel- 
lent roasted’’ and serves the Indians 
as money. ‘The principal use of 
Cocoa is a drink which they call 
Chocolaté, & which is greatly es- 
teemed in this country, although it 
makes people unaccustomed to it 
sick, having a scum which is very 
disagreeable. The Spanish men & 
women who are already habituated to 
this country are extremely fond of 
this Chocolaté. They make it hot, 
cold & lukewarm; they even make it 
in tablets which are supposed to be 
good for the stomach, & helpful 
against ‘catarrhe.”’ 

After extolling sarsaparilla and sas- 
safras as wonderful cure-alls, Sieur 
d@’Avity continues: 

“Tobacco is also a plant which is 
very common, but which has rare 
virtues, among others that of serving 
as a counter-poison. This name was 
given it by the Spaniards, since 
the inhabitants of Brazil & Peru call 
it Perum, or Picielt, the Virginians, 
Uppovvoc, according to Raleigh, & 
several of the Spanish Isle, Cozobba. 
This plant has been named Nicotine, 
or the herb of the Queen, since Ian 
Nicot of Nimes, Councillor of King 
Francois II. & his Master of Re- 
quests, returning from his Embassy 
in Portugal in the year 1560, 
presented some of it to the Queen 
Mother, Catherine de Medicis. 

“The Spaniards have learned that 
Tobacco resists the poisoned arrows 
of the Cannibals, restores’ & relaxes 
the body, appeases hunger & thirst, & 
fortifies the memory, But its smoke 
is very bad for young boys, prin- 
cipally because it provokes colics and 
vomiting, & upsets the stomach. In- 
deed, some hold that several who 
died after having smoked it for a 
long time were found to have little 
brain left, or the brain was quite 
shrunken. It is held that asthmatics, 
er those whose breath is short, do 
well to chew the leaves, & to swallow 
the juice which comes, so to force 
out by this means the purulent mat- 
ters in the lungs.”’ 

Then Sieur d’Avity turns to de- 
scribe the character and customs of 
the ‘‘Americans.”’ 

‘“‘They generally have little cour- 
age,”’ he says, ‘‘are very ingenious, 
liars, & so subject to drunkenness 
that they assemble at times in secret 
places to drink, & stay there three or 
four days, nay, even a week, in order 
to get themselves drunk, although 
their Magistrates do everything in 
their power to prevent these excesses. 
They practise with much industry the 
arts & crafts they have learned, & 
are generally all great swimmers, not 
only the men but the women.”’ 

On North America, 

That part of America from which 
the United States grew was much 
less known on the European Conti- 
nent in the seventeenth century than 
was Mexico, or even ‘‘New France 
or Canada” or Florida. Of it Steur 
a’Avity writes: 

“New England is the land which 
the early explorers called Mocosa. 
But it was later called Virginia, in 
honor of Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land, who, never having married, 
has always appeared as a virgin. 

‘This country was first discovered 
by Jean Verrazano in the name of 
King Francois I; but the English 
explored it later unde. Sir Walter 
Raleigh in 1584, & the following 
yea: Sir Richard Greenville brought 
there an English colony which he 
left under the government of Ralph 
Lane, who stayed until June 18 of 
the next year & returned then to 
England with Francis Drake, for 
very pressing reason:,”’ 

“This province,’’ he goes on, ‘‘has 
for its limits on the East the great 
Ocean; on the West, unknown coun- 
tries; on tke North, New France; 
& on the South, Florida. * * * It is 
true that the English claim part of 
both Florida and New France.”’ 

“James Towne, formerly Paspa- 
haen, is situated on an jsland, in a 
spot commodious & fertile. This city 
has gruwn through the work -of 
Thomas Gates, It is fortified with 
good bastions, principally on the 
West side. Outside the city there 
are several battlements, with two 
bastions of wood, where guard is 
continually maintained, & these are 
in addition to the houses assigned to 
those who cultivate the soil.’’ 

Sieur d’Avity then gives a list of 
place names in Virginia. There are 
thirty in all. ‘“‘But,” he adds at 
once, ‘‘there are only six places in- 
habited today by the English.’ 

All of these he locates on the 
“River Powhatan’? and he names 
them as follows: Henrico or Henry- 
ville, Bermuda Nether Hundred, 
West & Gherley Hundred, James 
Towne ‘‘where there are 20 men’ 
(soldiers), Kequoughton and Dales 
Gift. 

“Each place,” he says, “has its 
Captain or Governor with his Minis- 
ter, & these places are inhabited by 
Officers & Laborers to the number 
of 205, & by. 81 farmers, with .65 





women & children in addition, & the 
total population is 351 persons.’’

After mentioning ‘“‘the raccoon, 
whose flesh is more delicate than 
that of the lamb,” ‘‘the apossumes 
[opossums] which resemble a pig in 
shape & size,"’ and the silk trade 
‘from which the English draw their 
chief profit’? from the colony, Sieur 
d’Avity tells of t: ‘‘excellent tobacco 
which grows in abundance’”’ in Vir- 
ginia. He concludes-his remarks on 





Virginia by saying, under the head- 
ing, ‘“‘Religion:’’ 

“They [the Indians, or ‘Virgin- 
ians,’ as he calls them] hold that 
Tobacco is very agreeable to the 
Gods, so much so that they at times 
make sacred fires, & throw this pow- 
der on it in place of sacrifice. Those 
who voyage by sea throw this powder 
in the air & on the water during 





storms, & their fishing nets being 
freshly made, they throw this powder 
on them, & also in the air, in order 
to assure a catch. They do the same 
thing when they are delivered from 
some great danger, throwing then the 
powder in the air, jumping & clap- 
ping their hands, or raising them in 
the air, gazing at Heaven, & proffer- 
Ing a few words.” 


SUGAR WAS USED BY ANCI ly We 
ONLY IN PREPARING MEDICINES 





UMANITY seems always to have 
had a ‘‘sweet tooth,” and yet 
sugar—of which ‘the yearly 
average per capita consumption in 
America is something like 118 
pounds—has not enjoyed common use 


for much more than a couple of 


centuries. The Pan American Union, 
in a recently issued document, makes 
the story of sugar read like a page 
of romance, 

“Sugar Making in Cuba,” this re- 
port is entitled; but although the 
major portion of the report treats of 
this outstanding food product as re- 
stricted to a particular locale, the 
preface conjures Persians, Arabians, 
Egyptians, and even touches lightly 
upon ancient Chinese writings. 

It seems that “the sugar with 
which we sweeten our coffee and tea 
and which constitutes an important 
ingredient in so many articles of food 
today was recognized by the ancients 
only for its medicinal value, honey 
being used in those times to answer 
the craving for something sweet.” 
One who seeks to trace the prog- 
ress of sugar from its source, how- 
ever, discovers that the origin is 
cloaked in uncertainty. According to 
the report: 

“Although sugar cane has been 
cultivated from remote antiquity, its 
native country is not definitely 
known. Many authorities attribute 
its origin to India or to eastern 
tropica] Asia, whence its cultivation 
spread westward to Persia, Arabia 
and Egypt and eastward to China. 
It is claimed that as early as the 
eighth century B. C. certain Chinese

sugar had been brought from India. 

“The art of boiling sugar also 
appears to have originated in India 
and was introduced into China early 
in the seventh century A. D. But 
the development of the art of refin- 
ing sugar is credited to the famous 
Arabian doctors of that era, who 
used sugar in compounding their 
medicines. 

“From those early times and inte 
the Middle Ages the use of sugar was 
confined mainly to medicinal prep- 
arations and could only be afforded 
by the rich, as it was considered a 
costly luxury. Records go on to re- 
late that early in the eighth century 
the Moors introduced sugar into 
Spain, and the Crusaders, having ac- 
quired a liking for it in the Holy 
Land, did much to promote its trade 
in Central Europe, 

“Coming down to the age of dis- 
covery, we find that under the 
leadership of the Spaniards and Por- 
tuguese the cultivation of sugar cane 
spread far and wide, The first cane 
was planted in Madeira in 1420 and 
in the year 1494 it was carried to 
Santo Domingo, from where its 
cultivation spread over the West 
Indies and to South America, being 
introduced into Cuba some time in 
the sixteenth century. But it was 
not until the more general use of 
tea and coffee in the eighteenth 
century that sugar came into promi 
nence and took its place as a stable 
article of .food. 


In Cuba the manufacture of sugar

AIR MERCHANT MARINE 





Invents Passenger Monoplane With Body a Detachable Life- 
boat—Foresees Fleets Making Atlantic Merely a River 
—France Concentrates on Commercial Ocean Carriers 


Paris, 
QUIS. BLERIOT, the first man to 
fly the English Channel, and 
now one of the world’s lead- 
ing airplane manufacturers 
foresees the development of fleets of 
great transatlantic air-liners so capa- 
cious and dependable that they will 
constitute a ‘“‘merchant marine of the 
air’ that in speed and serviceability 
will tend to narrow the ocean to the 
more neighborly. proportions of ‘‘a 
great river.’ With contacts so much 
more intimate, nations. will in his 
opinion be inspired, even obliged, to 
recognize air communications as a 
means to better international! amity 
and peace. 

M. Bieriot, in an interview with a 
representative of Tuz New York 
Trves in Paris, dealt with the sub- 
ject of flying—past, present and to 
come. It is noteworthy to what ex- 
tent his reflections drew him to con- 
siderations of the Atlantic Ocean, 
that stormy expanse of waters, s0 
recently the scene of triumphs and 
tragedies. The.sea spaces appeared 
to impress him as being without 
question the major theatre of future 
air activity; and to challenge his in- 
ventiveness accordingly. 

As part of his personal response to 
this challenge, M. Bleriot has already 
designed a type of transatlantic pas- 
senger plane for crossing the Atlan- 
tic. He estimates that it would place 
Paris and New York within thirty 
hours of each other. The four special 
motors with which the plane will be 
engined will be for additional safety, 
independent of one another, ‘and can 
be repaired in mid-air. The central 
part of the flying vessel forms a life- 
boat, which, he asserts, could be 
quickly detached for emergency use 
in a forced landing at sea. 

Speedier Merchant Fleets. 
Looking ahead, M. Bleriot said: 
“‘No one has firmer belief than 1 

in the aviation of the future. I:be- 
lieve that aviation will heeome a 
super-shipping or marine, organiza- 
tion, whose vessels, ten times 
speedier than those of the seas, in- 





stead of passing along the vacant 
surfaces of the oceans will also fly | 
over inhabited places, and, instead | 
of having only a few ports of call | 
will touch at numerous _ interior | 
cities. They will thus, 
reach the hearts, the sentiment, of 
the people dwelling therein, and I 
have no doubt that nations intelligent 
enough to assure themselves a pro- 
pitious place in this new locomotion 
will gain by it commercial; political 
and humanitarian profits. 
‘‘When one recalls what her ships 
once made of England, one is en- 
abled to fancy what developments a 
nation might cttain with supremacy 
in the air. But I want to rep.” éspe- 
cially to your question about the pos- 
sibilities of Franco-American aerial 
communications. A few years agc, 
in 1912, I had the pleasure of giving 
a talk on aviation before the New 
York Chamber of Commerce. At the 
end I was interrogated by M. Car- 
negie, the steel manufacturer, whe 
was interested at once jn the past 
through his paleontological .-re- 
searches on the great vanished mam- 
mals, and in the future as repre- 
sented by myself in aviation. I pre- 
dictci that within fifteen years he 


in effect, 


could count on having the two con- 
tinents linked up, I was not mis- 
taken. 

“If the World War had not come 
I believe that this aerial connection 
would have been established earlier. 
Today it is realized, and there re- 
mains only the question of commer- 
cializing it, To this end France 
henceforth will exert her efforts. I 
am persuaded that I am going to 
find in the United States, on the ar- 
rival of my airplanes, a reception as 
sympathetic as that which we gave to 
the American aviators, Lindbergh, 
Chamberlin and Byrd, 

*T could hardly imagine a more 
beautiful vision than that which [ 
see today—our two countries extend- 
ing the hand over the ocean, an 
ocean that by tomorrow will be no 
more than a great river, Tomorrow 
will be established between our coun- 
tries a new, prodigious and rapid cir- 
culation of men and merchandise. 
There will also be a circulation of 
sentiment and ideas, and these will 
destroy barriers that now tend to 
separate us, permitting us to ap- 
proach nearer and better understand 
each other,”’ 

Of the brief hut memorable past of 
aviation as a whole, from the time 
of the Wright Brothers down to the 
present, Mr. Bleriot has himself 
been a part. 

“For more than a quarter of a 
century,’’ he remarked, ‘“‘I have been

“‘Why did I choose this vocation? 
God alone knows; and if today I 
have the satisfaction of seeing the 
heavier-than-air machine triumphant 
it is only after suffering for a num- 
ber of years the incredulous sar- 
casms of many of my contempo- 
raries. © 

“After numberless checks, and 
nume:ous falls, I have seen my per- 
severz.nce rewarded by the success 
of the monoplane built according to 
what I originally conceived its lines 
should be. Jt was with the mono- 
plane that. those magnificent . per- 
formances, the first crossings of the 
Atlantic to the Continent, were 
achieved by American aviators. 


The First Flight. 


“Tf, in America, Wilbur Wright 
was the first man who could direct 
himself in the air by means of a 
machine invented by himself, so I 
am the first European (Santos Du- 
mont, who left the ground before I 
did, having been a Brazilian) who 
could direct himself through the air. 
I made my first flights in 1906, in 
@ monoplane without struts, con- 
structed of wood and paper. If ob- 
stinately refused to rise higher than 
a half-score of meters, It was not 
till 1907 that I received my first 
official recognition for having flown 
a few hundred meters. 

“In 1908 the monoplane was flying 
well. Then Wilbur Wright came to 
France to demonstrate what he had 
already succeeded in doing in Amer- 
ica several years before us on his 
biplane. I had been making flights 
of more than ten minutes at Issy-les- 
Moulineaux. Having been assgciated 
for a number of years with Gabriel 





Voisin, I had the satisfaction of di-

viding with him the Osiris Prize of 
the Academy of Sciences—conferred 
upon Voisin for improvements on 
the biplane and upon me for the in- 
vention of the monoplane.

XI at the beginning of 1909 for the 
conviction that I had arrived at a 
definite solution. During nearly eight 
years I had studied and constructed, 
without intermission, airplanes often 
differing very much one from an- 
other. I had to be at the same time 
engineer, mechanic and: pilot and 
could not proceed very rapidly, hav- 
ing at my disposition at that time 
only the motors of motorcycles and 
other common material. 


“The first truly pleasant impres- 
sions I had in aviation I experienced 
on the great field of Beauce, Flying 
close to the ground over the growing 
wheat, above the hagvests of that 
fertile country, I had the sensation 
of having in a way conquered the 
law of gravity. These impressions 
I shall never forget, 


Burnt in Air by Fumes. 


“T had on two occasions flown for 
more than half an hour and had 
thought of crossing the English 
Channel.

I he- 
lieve that was the first aviation

Passenger Service Expands in West 
—Lindbergh Feat Called Scientific 





By RUSSELL OWEN. 

HE growth of passenger service 
on the Pacific Coast and on 
the western branch of the 
transcontinental mail line has 

made it possible for the first time in 
this country to put large three-mo- 
tored passenger airplanes into perma- 
nent operation. Three guch planes are 
now being built by the Boeing factory 
in Seattle for the Boeing Air Trans- 
port between San Francisco and Chi- 
cago. The Pacific Air Transport also 
intends to use three-motor machines 
along its Pacific Coast route. 

The three Boeing planes, which 
will carry twelve passengers each, 
are now being built. They wil) cost 
$64,000 each, will weigh, fully load- 
ed, 13,770 pounds, will climb to 10,- 
000 feet in 17 minutes and will have 
an air speed of 125 miles: an hour. 
The wing spread is 80 feet. The 
engines will probably be Pratt & 
‘Whitney Wasps, which are now be- 
ing used on the Boeing mail planes. 

The plane, in addition to carrying 
twelve passengers, will carry 1,500 
pounds of mail, express and bag- 


gage. The passenger cabin is 6 feet’ 


high, 5 feet wide and 14 feet long. 
A row of four single seats is on one 
side of the aisle and four double 
seats on the other. The chairs have 
individual reclining backs-so the 
passengers may sleep. The baggage 
compartments are at each end of the 
main cabin. 
The plane can fly easily on two 
motors and can even stay up for 
some time on one motor, which gives 
a larger margin of safety on the 
flights across the mountains. The 
planes will be put into operation next 
Spring and will fly—or sail, as the 
Boeing people say—each week-end,

HE question of speed on mail 
T and passenger planes is causing 

operators to change their ideas 
as to the type most suitable for 
their air lines. The Pacific Air 
Transport has not yet found a plane 
entirely capable of maintaining 
achedules on mail routes. The 
-myerage speed of 100 miles an hour

is sufficient at most times, but oc- 
casionally when ‘bucking a head 
wind it is found that planes do not 
have enough reserve power to keep 
up to schedule. 

It is not unusual in flying through 
stormy weather on the Western lines 
for planes to arrive at their destina- 
tion several hours late, and some- 
times a day late. As a result, and 
partly because of the. necessity of 
obtaining planes as cheaply as 
possible, the Pacific Air Transport 
officials have considered building 
their own planes, designed to meet 
conditions on their line. 

*,* 

’ building of three-motored 
planes for these two lines may 
probably have been slightly 

connected with the recent selection 
by the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the Promotion of Aeronautics of the 
Western Air Express to operate a 
model air passenger line. An equip- 
ment loan was made to Western Air 
Express for this purpose, and three- 
motored planes, with every possible 
comfort and safety device, will be 
built and used between Los Angeles 


and San Francisco,

Brighter Signal Lights. So 
_ Police Enlist. Public’ Cooperation 


To-Relieve 
By WALDO WALKER.” 
TREET traffic in New York 
City is approaching a crisis, to 
judge from unofficial comment 
of motorists and pedestrians, 
traffic experts and business interests 
which have been hit by the increas-] 
ing congestion. 

A well-vouched-for story is. going 
the rounds which is taken to indicate 
how bad vehicular congestion has-be- 
come, and, correspondingly, how 
rapidly. street capacity is becoming 
exhausted. A member of the engi- 
neering deparcment of the New York 
Central lines recently startled a pub- 
lic commission by asserting, and 
proving, that under present traffic 
conditions a straight line was no 
longer the shortest distance, in point 
of time, between two surface points 
in New York City. He showed that 
the quickest way to get from the 
Grand Central Terminal, at Forty- 
second Street and Vanderbilt Ave- 
nue, to the New York Central’s west 
side freight yards at Thirtieth Street, 
was actually to go north to Central 
Park and then cross over and come 
down. 

“The pressure of vehicular traf- 
fic,’” said Motor Vehicle Commission- 
er Charles A. Harnett recently, “in 
the larger cities of this State is be- 
coming so great that the pedestrian 
trying to cross an unguarded street 
intersection simply doesn’t stand a 
chance.” 

The National Safety Council, re- 
cently in session at Chicago, decided 
that the biggest task in its scope was 
the menace of motor traffic. The 
temperament of American citizens 
and “‘the baffling increase of the use 
of automobiles as compared with the 
ability of the country to provide suf- 
ficient road and travel capacity” 
were given as among the reasons 
why greater progress had not been 
made with this problem. 

Attention was called to the con- 
tinued carelessness of motorists at 
railway grade crossings in ignoring 
stop lights and gates. 

In some degree, the same thing 
might be said about an incorrigible 
minority of New York motorists 
with respect to street crossings. Offi- 
cial figures are not available, but 
letters THz New ‘YoRK Times has re- 
ceived from readers indicate that 
many accidents are being caused by 
reprehensible drivers who “run” 
traffic control signal lights when 
traffic policemen are not on duty. 
Some of these informants report that, 
because of criminal negligence on the 
part of some drivers, the street cor- 
ners below their windows have be- 
come veritable traps. 


Signal Light Criticism. 


The city’s traffic control signal 
lights have come in for some criti- 
cism on this account. Complaints 
have been made that, in bright sun- 
light, the red and green signal lights 
are difficult to see. Philip D. Hoyt, 
First Deputy Police Commissioner in 
charge of traffic, says that the city 
will shortly remedy this situation. 
Plans are under way to provide all 
traffic signal lamps in New York 
City with stronger lenses during the 
coming year, except on Broadway, 
from Fourteenth to Seventy-second 
Street. More powerful lenses will 
be added there, he says, as soon as 
the city can perfect a special installa- 
tion required by the peculiar timing 
conditions existing at such major in- 
tersections ds Times Square, Herald 
Square and Madison Square. 

Complaints are also received fre- 
quently that the present traffic 
lights are too far apart, and, in some 
cases, can be seen only by a cran- 
ning of necks. Mr. Hoyt has gone 
on record on this point by saying 
that the department’s policy has been 
to effect a city-wide installation of 
traffic control lights as soon as pos- 
sible. To do this, it has been nec- 
essary to ‘‘skeletonize’’ the streets 
with lights, and then come back 
later and decrease the length of the 
gaps by putting in more lights. The 
city will virtually achieve its first 
objective during the next twelve 
months. It will thus be free to cor- 
rect any ‘“‘thinness” in traffic con- 
trol lighting. 

A third criticism is that at night 
the red ‘‘stop’”’ lights often are lost 
amid the plethora of the red globe 
lights on corners which tell the loca- 
tion of fire alarm boxes. Mr. Hoyt 
says that studies are now being made 
to devise some distinguishing mark 
for these fire alarm lights and that 
the work is in charge of Nicholas J. 
Kelly, Commissioner of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas and Electricity, in coopera- 
tion with the Fire and Police De- 
partments. 

Street Facilities Outgrown. 


Returning to traffic congestion, the 
pclice do not seem at any great vari- 
ance with the New York Central rep- 
resentative or Commissioner Har- 
nett. They, too, deplore the present 
traffic saturation of city thorough- 
fares, and from the tone of their 
voices it might be inferred that any 
change could only be for the worse. 
The great difficulty, as they seem to 
see it, is a fundamental one. New 
York City has outgrown its streets 
and what can be done about it? 

Progress, this time in the form of 
the automobile, has made these 
streets just one more of New York 
City’s anachronisms. They were laid 
out in the period of the horse and 
buggy. Hardly had the first auto- 
mobile poked its nose into view than 
skyscrapers began to spring up. The 
channels designed as facilities were 
soon metamorphosed into half-facili- 
ties and half-limitations. The city 
can dynamite new street widths 
through Carmine Street or Sixth 
Avenue tenements, but the police ap- 
pear dubious about  dynamiting

nels are about to open, promising to 
throw an added: burden upon the 
streets of the lower west side. More 
automobiles are being purchased 
yearly, More pedestrians are learn- 
ing to drive. Where will it all end? 
The police shake their heads, and 
merely say through ‘set teeth: 

‘Let ’°em come—we’ll move ’em!’® 

Heavily Congested Centres. 

The police say the worst traffic 
congestion in the city is now to be 
found: in the Thirties, west of 
Seventh Avenue, which has recently 
been taken over by the garment 
trade as its industrial centre. The 
tremendous increase in motor traffic 
there, as produced by the many new 
loft buildings housing the manufac- 
turers, has made the streets, at times 
and in places, literally impassable. 
To make matters worse, some of the 
smaller fry among the craftsmen 
have taken to putting passenger cars 
to commercial use by utilizing them 
to make deliveries. The parking 
abuses that have followed in the 
wake of this custom, police say, is 
unduly aggravating the congestion. 

The garment district may be the 
‘‘worst,’? but motorists report many 
other bad spots. For example, they 
suggest a trip any morning along 
West Street, just south of the 
Cunard Line piers, and on past West 
Washington Market. Fifth Avenue 
is also being avoided during rush 
hours by expert taxi drivers, where- 
ever possible in the stretch from 
the Waldorf-Astoria to Forty-second 
Street.’ They say they always detour 
to Madison Avenue and use it as a 
by-pass.. 

Many Motorists Try to Help. 
Deputy Commissioner Hoyt says it 
is the experience of New York City 
traffic police that by far the greatest 
number of motorists try to live up 
to the regulations and to obey signa! 
lights. Commissioner Harnett, in his 
study of conditions throughout the 
State, estimates that fully 94 per 
cent. ‘‘never in any one year get 
into the slightest difficulty with the 
law.’? Both seem agreed that it is 
the minority of incorrigibles, domi- 
nated by negligence, recklessness or 
selfishness who are giving the bitter 
edge to the traffic crisis. 

Mr. Hoyt selects as two cardinal 
offenders among this minority the 
driver who parks his automobile 
overtime and the ‘‘road hog’’ who 
insists upon holding to the middle 
of: the road, no matter how slow his 
pace, to the inconvenience of traffic 
behind him. Both are being made 
objects of special attention by the 
traffic police. More than 13,800 
summonses have been served upon 
the ‘‘road hog’”’ alone for failure to 
keep to the right.

operation which the police say they 
receive from the motoring public has 
enabled Mr. Hoyt to introduce a new 
and milder disciplinary procedure in 
dealing with minor first offenders 
which seeks to make law observance 
more of a p2rsonal matter to the 
motorists and less of a burden to the 
police. Under this new dispensation, 
instead of serving summonses upon 
first offenders in minor violations, 
the Traffic Division is taking the 
license number and sending a warn- 
ing letter to the owner. : 


The letter explains wherein the 
driver was at fault, describes the 
particular phase of public safety. 
convenience or economy which has 
inspired the stricture in the police 
code, and appeals for persona] coop- 
eration in the future, as expressed in 
the welcome form of not repeating 
the error. The letters have been a 
pronounced success, says Mr. Hoyt 
They establish a personal contact 
which tends to quicken a sense of 
personal obligation on the motorist’s 
part; especially if the motorist is an 
employe. A truck driver who may 
not quail before a policeman or mag 
istrate is likely to quail before an 
irate employer. 

Furthermore, the letter is the 
means of calling an employer’s per- 
sonal attention to the traffic prob- 
lem as a whole; a problem which 
otherwise might not come within his 
purview. Valuable cooperation has 
resulted, says the First Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner, who cites several 
of the largest department stores and 
industrial concerns maintaining large 
fleets of trucks which have called 
meetings of their employes on the 
subject and invited Traffic Division

MOTOR BRIDGE 


LINKS ROAD 
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OTORISTS from New York and 

other Northern localities who 

are planning a tour in the 
Southern States this Winter will be 
interested to learn that the official 
opening of the $5,500,000 Pontchar- 
train Bridge of New Orleans is 
promised to be not later than Feb. 1. 
Efforts are being made, it is an- 
nounced, to open the great span on 
Jan. 8, the anniversary of the Battle 
of New Orleans. 


The total length of the bridge, 
which is a vehicular toll causeway, 
is fourteen and one-half miles. It 
spans Lake Pontchartrain, and is 
called by its builders the longest 
bridge in the world. 


The Pontchartrain Bridge will be a 
crossroads for two important trans- 
continental trunk routes, one east 
and west and the other north and 
south, the former being the Old 
Spanish Trail from Jacksonville to 
San Diego and the latter the new 
Colonial Highway to link New York 
and New Orleans. The ‘“‘logging’’ of 
the Colonial Highway was started 
Sept.. 17. Just before sailing for 
Europe Mayor James J. Walker in a 
congratulatory address to the offi- 
cials said: 


Praised by Mayor Walker. 


“‘New York will be pleased to see 
the highway realized. There is much 
cause for congratulation. The na- 
tional highways have done much to 
bring the various sections of our 
country closer together and thereby 
not only improve business and social 
conditions but also to eliminate 
provincialism and misunderstand- 
ing. We in New York will be highly 
pleased with the establishment of a 
continuous highway between New 
York and New Orleans.”’ 


Eli T. Watson, of the New Orleans 
banking house of Watson, Williams 
& Co., is President of the syndicate 
of New York, New Orleans, St. 
Louis and Chicago banks which is 
financing the enterprise. He also 
ascribes to the Pontchartrain Bridge 
distinct value as both a local an 
through traffic link. : 


Locally, Mr. Watson says, the 
bridge will provide the first direct 
and convenient motor communica- 
tion which New Orleans has ever had 
with such Gulf Coast neighbors on 
the east as Pass Christian, Biloxi, 
Bay St. Louis and Gulfport. This | 
travel is now cared for by a thirty- | 
mile detour which entails long waits | 
as a rule at the two Chef-Rigoletes | 
ferry crossings. On week-ends and 
holidays these delays often extend all 
night, according to Mr. Watson, who 
says that motorists actually save 
time by detouring northward through 
Baton Rouge, the State capital, 
which takes them 200 miles out of 
their way. 

The Crescent City, as Mr. Watson 
describes it, is unfortunately placed 
in being hemmed in by Lake Pont- 
chartrain on the north, by the Mis- 
sissippi delta, which has no service- 
able traffic routes, on the south, and 
by salt marshes on the east. It is 
this marsh land which the present 
outlet road crosses in getting to Sli- 
dell on the opposite shore of the lake. 
This marsh land is a notorious storm 
area, he says, and the existing road 
runs across it like a dam, so that it 
is often washed over during the 
heavier storms. The Pontchartrain 
Bridge was designed to save this de- 
tour by going direct to Slidell by a 
water causeway, and is expected to 
prove particularly popular all along 
the Gulf Coast during the racing sea- 
son and Mardi Gras.

Ford car would not be in the 
dealers’ hands by Dec. 1 set a widely 
circulated rumor at rest,..but it an- 
nounced to the Ford dealers that the 
end of their waiting was a long way 
off. The manufacturer’s additional 
statement that certain minor changes 
were still being made in the car and 
that it would be out ‘‘soon”’ only 


® | added to the unrest that is felt here. 


The very size of the Ford opera- 
tion works is a hindrance to speed 
under the present circumstances. It 
would obviously be bad policy for 
Mr. Ford to announce the car until 
he had all of the mechanism of de- 
livery to his entire dealer organiza- 
tion perfected. To give only a few 
dealers cars would precipitate a re- 
volt; to give all of the dealers a part 
of the line would be equally bad busi- 
ness. The Ford organization wants 
to be more than sure of being able to 
carry out a nation-wide program of 
delivery to dealers before any def- 
inite date is set for the appearance of 
the Model T’s successor. 

How vital this matter is to the 
Ford future is indicated by the reg- 
istration figures. These show that at

Marconi Here, Finds Greatest Dreams Surpassed 
—He Sees How Radio Has Grown in Five 
Years on This Side of Atlantic 


‘{UGLIELMO MARCONI, the in- 
G ventor of wireless, is visiting in 
the United States after an ab- 
sence of five years. In June, 1922, 
he steamed across the Atlantic on 
board his yacht, the Flettra. A week 
ago he came back on board the Ital- 
ian liner Conte Biancamano to find 
that the United States has made re- 
markable progress in developing the 
system which he introduced in 1896. 
There are few pieces of apparatus 
that greeted him on his inspection 
tour in 1922 that are still in opera- 
tion. Most every instrument has 
been improved both in the transmis- 
sion and receiving field of the sci- 
ence. Particularly in the broadcast 
realm does Marconi find develop- 
ments which inspire him to say that 
his greatest dreams have been sur- 
passed and that the United States 
has progressed in radio ahead of all 


‘other nations. 


But what does he find. new in); 
American broadcasting? When he} 
was here five years ago the brozd- 
casting ‘‘craze’’ was said to be 
sweeping the country. In those days 
there were only a few transmitters 
on the air. Station WJZ, then locat- 


year old. Station WEAF was not on 
the air when Marconi arrived in 
June. It was introduced on Aug. 16, 
1922, on the 360-meter wave length. 
Today the inventor finds more than 
600 broadcasters, a number of which 
have been linked into nation-wide 
hook-ups to carry an event to every 
nook and corner of the country. In

In the Good Old Days. 

It is doubtful if Marconi made a} 
tour today from coast to coast that 
he would find many 1922 receiving | 
sets in operation. The popular cir- 
cuit in those days generally utilized 
only three tubes. Crystal detectors 
were manifold; thousands of head- 
phones were in use; the goose-nec:: 
horn loud-speaker had made its ap- 
pearance; tonal quality was poor 
compared with the results obtained 
with a modern set; there wes little 
need of selectivity because the sta- 
tions were few and far between; it 
was considered a wonderful feat then 
for a New Yorker to listen-in on 
Davenport, Iowa; there were no 
power tubes or battery eliminators, 
no alternating current tubes, and 
thousands of sets were home-made. 

Today Marconi finds precision in- 
struments electrically and mechan- 
ically far superior to the sets of 1922. 
The modern receiver plugs into the 
electric light socket. A switch is 
snapped and a constant source of 
power is available. There are no bat- 
teries to be replaced or be re- 
charged. Instead of the round ex- 
ternal dials he finds a tiny slit in 
the panel of a compact cabinet and 
as a small control Knob is turned 
the wave-length or kilocycle readings 
pass in review as the circuit is tuned 
from one broadcaster’s wave to an- 
other. He lifts the top of the cabi- 
net and inside, instead of tubes of all 
one type, he finds one for every pur- 
pose, whether the set be electrically 
or battery operated. There is a 
special radio frequency amplifier, a 
special detector, audio amplifier end 
power tube, all designed to perform 
individual duty, thereby producing 
excellent tone quality and the studio 
programs with entire fidelity. He 
finds many of the circuits built on 
all-metal chassis, with the tubes 
housed in metal boxes, while the 
various circuits and parts are con- 
cealed in individual compartments. 
In 1922 the wiring was more or less 
helter-skelter and _ shielding was 
given little or no attention. He finds 
a vast change in the ca’ ‘nets, which 
in the “good old days’’ were built in 
a hurry to meet the demand of the 
“‘craze.’? Today they are decorative 
pieces of furniture and much more 
compact than five years ago. There 
cze console models today some of 
which cost as high as $1,500. He 
finds a far different array of loud- 
speakers. The cone was unknown 
to the public in 1922. The old horn 
was in its glory then. Today the disk 
with decorated face, the long air 
column loud-speaker, built-in cabinet 
or floor-screen style, are more gen- 
erally seen than the horn. 

If the inventor visits radio shops 
and compares values with those cur 
rent on his last visit, he will discover 
that the purchaser of radio equip- 
ment today gets much greater value 
for his money than five years ago, 
when one-tube sets sold for $60 and 
$75 without accessories. Today a 
buyer can get a set for $75 featuring 


four tuned circuits, a single tuning 


illuminated.dial and an artistic, solid 
mahogany cabinet, all assembled un- 
der the basic patents upon which the 
radio industry is founded, ‘today the 
average good eone loud-speaker can 


$20 to $40. Five years ago some of 
the horns sold for $40! 

Marconi will find that there are de- 
vices that enable radio set owners to 
install the receiver where they 
choose and operate it by remote con- 
trol from -an easy chair, thereby 
banishing the annoyance of having 
to get up every few minutes to tune 
the circuit. A small remote control 
unit which can be ‘placed on the arm 
of a chair does everything that is 
necessary to operate the receiver 
with maximum efficiency—turns it 
‘‘on”’ or ‘‘off,’’ tunes from station to

during the Civil War when the Shen- 
andoah Valley was the prize of both 
armies. If it could be controlled by 
the Confederate forces, they were in 
a position to constantly threaten 
Washington, whereas if the Northern 
forces controlled it, the supplies of 
Richmond might be cut off. 

In 1864, General Early, noted Con- 
federate leader, menaced Washington 
and spread devastation through the 
State of Pennsylvania. Grant picked 
Sheridan, at that time only 33 years 
old, to cope with General Early, and 








after one or two reverses, Sheridan, 
aided by information received from 
a spy, unexpectedly charged down 
the valley, sweeping the Confederate 
forces before him. Then Grant asked 
Sheridan to release some of his 
troops but as Sheridan’s men inter- 
cepted a message from the Confed- 
erate General Longstreet indicating 
that an attack would be made on 
the Northern forces, Sheridan went 
to Washington determined to keep 
his men. When he returned to Win- 
chester, there were apparently no 
unusual developments and he retired 
for the night. Later his sentry re- 
ported cannonading. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning, Sheri- 
dan, realizing that a battle was in 
progress, started his historic ride and 
came upon his own army in retreat. 
He rode to the. battlefield and the in- 
spiration of his personality was such 
that the Northern army made a 
counter-attack and scored a notable 
victory.

FATHER OF WIRELESS LOOKS ON 
AS CONCLAVE DISCUSSES RADIO 





Marconi to Attend International Conference at 
Washington, While Delegates Debate Prob- 
lems That His Dream Has Created 


the delegates represent- 
ing fifty-one countries discuss 
the problems. of radio at the 
International Radio-Telegraph Con- 
ference in Washington, D. C., Gugli- 
elmo Marconi, the man whom many 
acclaim as the ‘‘Father of Radio,”’ 
will spend but a few days at the con- 
ference. He made radio. They di- 
rect its destinies. He is the discov- 
erer. They are the men who have 
linked his discovery into a world- 
wide band of communication, un- 
dreamed of when he achieved his 
first success, thirty-one years ago. 
He is the benefactor of mankind. 
They are the trustces of his benefits 
to civilization. 


When the problems that confront 
the conference have been settled or 
pushed aside and the men who dis- 
cuss them leave Washington for 
their homes their names are likely to 
be forgotten. A few brief mentions 
in the press of the various countries 
—that is all. But the name of Mar- 
coni will go down in history beside 
that of Franklin, Faraday, Volta, 
Bell, Morse and others who have led 
the way into a field whose possibili- 
ties are as yet barely touched. 

Marconi is said to be that rare 
combination of a dreamer endowed 
with the vision to foresee the effects 
of his dreams and the mental equip- 
ment to carry them through. In ad- 
dition there is the tremendous energy 
of the man himself, who cannot rest 
as long as he hes an unfulfilled am- 
bition. Not even physical disability 
can swerve him from his goal. In 
September of 1912 he was injured in 
an automobile collision. As a result 
of this accident his right eye was re- 
moved three week later; but when he 
was able to go back to the problems 
that interested him he faced them 
with renewed determination and am- 
bition, and a number of his greatest 
achievements have been made since 
that time. 

Marconi’s First Experiments. 

Thirty-one years ago, when but 22 
years old, Marconi began to realize 
his dreams of wireless. The work of 
Maxwell, Hertz, Branly and other 
pioneers had gripped his imagina- 
tion. What Morse had done with 
wires he believed could be done with- 
out wires; and he set out to accom- 
plish his belief. In 1896 he an- 
nounced that he had discovered how 
to ‘‘telegraph without wires.’’ The 
world doubted a bit—‘‘it simply 
wasn’t being done’’! But Marconi set 
out to prove his assertion. The same 
year he demonstrated his apparatus 
in England. ‘Three years later he 
establishea wireless communication 
between France and the British 
Isles. By this time the world was no 
longer skeptical. It ceased to doubt 
and admitted what couldn’t be done 
had been done. Marconi had proved 
his assertion; and while he was re- 
ceiving the plaudits of the crowd and 
LAat-Mcteyet au -hartt Aa le) st Me) Mma ele)-Mmu golem et-Fel 
met his first announcement with dis- 
dain he set out to span the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

When he announced that the at- 
tempt would be made in 1901 there 
was little skepticism among scien- 
tists. He had proved that the stuff 
dreams are made of is sometimes the 
fabric of reality. On Dec. 12, 1901, 
he successfully established communi- 
cation between Poldhu, Cornwall, 
England, and St. John’s. when the 
letter ‘“‘S’’ was transmitted. The 
tests at this time extended over a 
period of days and met with varying 
success; but they proved that wire- 
less could reach across the Atlantic, 
and the seed of world-wide radio 
communication was planted’ in fertile 
ground. 

Marconi was born on April 24, 1874, 
at Bologna, Italy. His father was 
Joseph Marconi, an Italian. It is 
said that he inherited Irish persis- 
tence from his mother, Anne Jame- 
son. It was his father’s ambition to 
make him a musician; but he had his 
own ideas about his career and set 
out to achieve them. While studying 
music he devoted the. greatest part 
of his time and energy to electrical 








research. He realized his first suc- 
cess in his chosen field in 1895, when 
he discovered the effects aerials and 
antennae had on receiving and trans- 
mitting sets. He then turned his at- 
tention to utilizing this. discovery, 
and within ten years he had firmly 
established wireless as a method of 
felejecbsslitebin he leew 


Saving Life at Sea. 

Much has been said and written of 
the value of wireless in saving life at 
sea. The history of navigation dur- 
ing the past twenty years has been 
brightened by the part radio has 
played in bringing aid to distressed 
vessels, and Marconi is the man who 
stands behind it, From 1896 to 1915

the development of wireless claimed 
Marconi’s attention. He was mar- 
ried in, 1905 to the Hon. Beatrice 
O’Brien, daughter of Baron Inchi- 
quin. Three children were born of 
this union, which was dissolved. civil- 
ly in 1924 and later by the Holy Rota. 
Last June he married Countess Ma- 
ria Christina Bezzi-Scali. 


When Italy entered the. World 
War, in 1915, Marconi was called 
into the service of his country. After 
the war was over he again. gave his 
attention to wireless, or radio, as it 
was now beginning to be known. He 
had been interested in developing 
Fle} cel-Mpeel-iasleleMhe) Masta (tomas) eabectttet Cer: 
tion that would send a message in a 
given direction to a selected station. 
This task again claimed his attention 
at the end of-the war. His experi- 
ments with the short wave led him to 
believe that the.answer to the prob- 
lem of directional messages lay in 
high frequencies. Working on this 
assumption, he perfected the ‘‘beam’”® 
transmitter in 1922, This transmitter, 
which operates on a short wave and 
uses a reflector to direct messages 
in a desired direction, is one of the 
outstanding developments of radio 
science. Its value in long-distance 
communication has been fully proved, 
and the British Government has em- 
ployed it in establishing an empire- 
bate (-Morshele Mreyabu-KebleMereysetesti belles hateye 


Sought Causes of Static. 


During the same year he set out to 
seek the causes of static and to de- 
vise some method of eliminating this 
pest of the ether. His work along 
this line met with some success and 
attracted the attention and interest 
of prominent radio engineers allover 
the world. The results fell far be- 
low those he had hoped to attain; but 
they added another important chap- 
ter to the science of radio which he 
opened to scientists for their guid- 
ance in working out the problems he 
was striving to solve. This giving to 
others the benefits and results of his 
own labors, before they have been 
crowned with success and while he is 
still engaged in working them out, is 
a Marconian characteristic. bs (-) 
realizes that the work he has a¢com- 
plished and is doing is not the work 
of a single man but the collective 
labors of many men who have gone 
before him which he refined and co- 
ordinated. He also realizes that the 
problems yet to be solved are greater 
than the personalities engaged in 
solving them. 

Marconi has ever been as anxious 
to ask edvice as he has been willing 
to give it; and his advice has been 
asked on almost every conceivable 
subject. In March, 1924, when the 
antics of the Antigonish “‘ghost’’ at 
Halifax, N. S., were attracting the 
attention of psychical research inves- 
tigators, he was asked whether the 
fires credited to it might not have 
been caused by radio. His brief an- 
swer was “I don’t know.’’ This re- 
ply was typical of the man’ who 
knows so much about the science of 
radio, but yet is willing to admit 
that what he knows is but a fraction 
of what there is to be known, 


During 1922 the problem of inter- 
stellar communication interested 
Marconi. He asserted his belief that 
radio waves were eternal; and that 
they penetrate through all space. 
Working on this assumption, he set 
out in his yacht, the Elettra, to make 
a series of experiments in inter- 
stellar communication. These, while 
they attracted wide publicity, met 
with no appreciable success and were 
later abandoned. Marconi said that 
previous to these experiments he had 
received ‘‘strong signals out of the 
ether’’ which he believed “originated 
outside the earth and might conceiv- 
ably have proceeded from the stars.”* 
Previous to these experiments in 1922 
he had made a number of a more 
casual nature in 1919 while he was 
working on the “beam” transmitter. 
His latest invention is the Marconi 
auto-alarm, a device for picking up 
the preliminary S O S signal at sea.

RADIO MARKET BAROMETER 
IS. RISING THROUGHOUT NATION 





Record Wheat Crop Aids Radio Business in West 
—Advance in Price of Cotton Expected to 
~$timulate Sales in South 


T has Been said that the radio sea- 
son begins on Columbus Day and 
ends on St. Patrick’s Day. If this 


|} be true the season is open and, ac- 


cording to a nation-wide survey 
made by Radio Retailing, an unprec- 
edented increase in radio sales is 
anticipated. The market barometer 
is said to be rising, with the outlook 
favorable for good business through- 
out the country. 
CHICAGO. 


Outlook for Fall and Winter busi- 
ness never brighter, is unanimous 
opinion of over 300 dealers at local 
conventions and of nine leading job- 
bers personally interviewed. Summer 
sales: averaged 40 per cent. better 
than last year. Dealer commitments 
noticeably heavy. Public interest in 
radio apparently unabated. Late de- 
livery of alternating current tube 
sets not causing dealers to postpone 
early selling efforts, as arguments 
for available types are effective with 
consumer, 

BOSTON. 


Forecasts of better business in 
radio in the New England district 
made two months ago are coming 
true, in the opinion of leading dis- 
tributers. While Summer retail busi- 
ness has been low in many cases, 
sales as a whole have been running 
10 to 15 per cent. ahead of a year 
ago. Excepting portable sets, the 
public has been buying carefully, 
but there has been a good output of 
accessories and supplies. Distributers 
report that retailers are stocking up 
earlier than usual, although more 
care is evident to avoid heavy con- 
signments. An early turn toward a 
Fall and Winter of great activity has 
begun. Keen interest is apparent in 
trade circles concerning alternating 
current tube sets. 


KANSAS CITY. 


Nearly all distributers report radi- 
cal increase in sales over last year, 
in spite of poor crops in Western 
Missouri and recent serious floods 
throughout Kansas and Southwest 
Missouri. This increase merely re- 
flects increased consumer interest 
and sales. Local stations have prom- 
ised better programs through chain 
broadcasting contracts, and this, to- 
gether with less interference assured 
by Federal Radio Commission, is cre- 
ating a consumers’ demand that will 
surpass the previous years. 


DENVEE. 


The outlook for the Rocky Moun- | 


tain territory this Fall is very: 
bright. All wholesalers and distribu- 
ters report increase in dealer con- 
tracts of from 25 to 40 per cent. over 
past year. Dealers at recent meet- 
ings were optimistic over the pros- 
pects, especially those from towns in 
prairie districts where a record 
wheat crop has just been harvested. 
Wholesalers and retailers agree that 
with improved broadcasting and gen- 
eral business improvement the sale 
of higher class sets and equipment 
will probably exceed any previous 
year by 50 per cent. 
ATLANTA. 

Improved reception and programs, 
announcements of new and improved | 
receivers, advance in price of cotton 
and the general outlook for better 
business conditions have greatly in- 
creased the dealer and jobber inter- 
est in the Southeast. During the 
Spring many looked on the radio 
business disparagingly, but now 
dealers are getting stocks in shape 
and jobbers are lining up with their 
supply sources, with an outlook for 
the biggest year the South has yet 
known. Summer business was fairly 
satisfactory. 7 


ST. LOUIS. 


Present conditions, the outlook and 
enthusiasm give promise of unprece- 
dented increase in business this Fall. 
Never before at this period has the 
outlook been brighter for a record 
year.

UESTION—Where and for what 
A) price can I obtain a list of the 
amateur stations in the United 
States?—T. G. ANSWER—Superin- 
tendent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C.

QUESTION—I have a five-tube set 
which tunes broadly. I have tried 
various sizes of condensers in series 
with the antenna, but without re- 
sults. Wave traps do not help much. 
The antenna is in the attic. It con- 
sists of three parallel wires thirty- 
five feet long and about five feet 
apart. The wires are all connected 
at the far end and then all run into 
the lead-in at the other end. Using a 


isingle 35-fcot wire reduced the vol- 
| unie. 


What can I do to improve this 
condition?-—-F. A. M. ANSWER—The 
best plan would be to use an outdoor 
wire 100 feet long, including the lead- 
in. If that is impossible try two 
wires in the attic and space them 
three feet apart. Make the ground 
wire as short as possible. When 
using a series condenser in the an- 
tenna circuit the smaller the capacity 
the greater will be the reduction in 
wave length. 


QUESTION—I have an Atwater- 
Kent model 20 and a Western Elec- 
tric 36-inch cone speaker. Which 
tube has less distortion and more 
naturalness, everything else being 
equal, for speech and music, a 171 
tube or a 210 tube? (2) Which would 
be preferable as to quality. of speech, 
a 171 tube in the last stage, using a 
good ‘‘B’”’ battery eliminator, or the 
addition of a power amplifier using 
a half wave tube and of the power- 


izer type, and thus use a 210 tube? | 


(3) I have heard that the output of a 
half wave rectifying tube is very dif- 
ficult to filter; would this mean I 
would get a hum by using such 
power amplifier? ANSWER—The 
UX-171 occupies a place between the 
UX-112 and UX-210 and meets a de- 
mand for slightly more power than 
is possible with the UX-112. Its fila- 
ment may be operated by a storage 
battery or alternating current supply 
when reduced to: the proper voltage. 
The UX-210 is more of a super-power 
tube designed to provide enormous 
output of undistorted quality for the 
operation of the largest power speak- 
ers. The best practice is to operate 


; this tube on alternating current sup- 


ply through equipment such as the 
powerformer or powerizer, which 
furnishes the correct voltage. (2) 
The combination power amplifier and 
“B” eliminator using the 210 tube 
will give much greater amplification 
than a single 171 in the last audio 
socket. (3) No, not if used in the 
circult designed for it, because a 
heavier filter is employed for this 
type of tube. 

QUESTION—I have a _ three-tube 
set which has given excellent service 
for two years here in Bethlehem, Pa. 
I get WJZ and WOR, but never 
WEAF any more, although I heard 
them fine last Winter. I have in- 
quired of professional service men 
and they say that the poor results 
are caused by the changes made by 
the Federal Radio Commission. The 
tubes have been in the set for two 
years. I have shifted them around in 
the sockets, but without bettering re- 
ception. Now I want your opinion on 
what I should do.—C. C. ANSWER 
—There is no doubt that the tubes 
are worn out. Replace them all with 
new ones and make certain that the 
bat‘t2ries are all in good condition. 
You might use a power tube such as 
the UX-112 or equivalent in the last 
audio socket, as it will minimize dis- 





tortion and give slightly increased 
voluz.e. If this tube is used the ‘‘B’’ 
voltage should be 135 volts and the 
“C” battery of 9 volts. 

QUESTION—I have a_ five-tube 
neutrodyne. I get WPG, Atlantic 
City, 110 miles from my home in 
New Jersey, almost as loud as WJZ, 
but I am unable to hear Philadelphia. 
I have tried an electric light socket 
antenna without results, and also 
have hooked up with the telephone 
line. Why is it that I cannot hear 
Philadelphia, 79 miles away?—S. A. 
Cc. ANSWER—Station WPG’s trans- 
mitter is reported to be more power- 
ful than those in Philadelphia, and 
the Atlantic City location is more 
favorable for transmission in the 
northern direction. Philadelphia sta- 
tions are seldom heard in the vicinity 
of New York with much volume. If 
you desire to concentrate on the Phil- 
adelphia stations, point an outdoor 
antenna in that direction and take 
the lead-in off the end nearest Phila- 
delphia. 

QUESTION-—I have a set which is 
considered a very good one, but have 
been annoyed by some whirring noise 
which seems to be from the lighting 
system. I have constantly called up 
the lighting company and they have 
sent men to locate the trouble, but it 
is still on now. Is there no way that 
this trouble can be remedied? There 
are others in the same position as 
myself. At times it is so bad that it 
is impossible ‘to try to play the radio. 
The only time I: have had a quiet 
night was when the Tunney-Dempsey 
fight was being, broadcast. I have 
been in this vicinity for the past four 
months and have put up with this 
kind of annoyance since I came. Can 
you give me some kind of advice?— 
A. F. 8S. ANSWER—Induction inter- 
ference from the lighting line is often 
difficult to find, but not necessarily 
hard to eliminate after once located. 
Suggest that you move your set to 
another location in the house or 
room, as far as possible from the 
light circuit wires. Erect a vertical 
aerial for the set about forty to forty- 
five feet high, so placed that it is as 
far as possible from the incoming 
light wires. Keep the aerial at least 
four or five feet from the building 
It can be suspended above by a sup- 
port projecting out from the top of a 
chimney or in a similar manner. The 
vertical aerial will pick up less in- 
duction from lighting wires because 
it is practically at right angles to all 
such wires outside of the building. 

QUESTION—I Have a five-tube neu- 
trodyne which is wired for a 171 tube 
in the last audio stage. When using 
the set with all the five tubes I get 
more than ample volume, but when 
using only one stage of audio the re- 
ception is rather weak. Is it advis- 
able to use a 112 tube with 135 volts 
“B” in the first stage to get better 
volume and quality? The set has ‘‘B’’ 
connections for 4% and 40 volts. (2) 
If the above change is to be made, 
do I need extra wires for ‘‘B’’ and 
““C’’ batteries, and, if so, where in 
the set are these wires attached to? 
(3) Will this change also increase the 
volume when using both stages of 
audio?—. M. ANSWER—Both the 
UX-112 and 171 are output tubes de- 
signed for use in the last audio 
socket. If the UX-112 is used in the 
first audio stage it should be the last 
tube in the circuit. If that gives suf- 
ficient volume it will not be neces- 
sary to use the last tube. The ‘‘B’”’ 
voltage for the 112 is 135 and the “‘C’’ 
voltage is 9. (2) No, if the connec- 
tions are provided as you indicate. 
(3) Yes, if the power tubes are used 


in both audio stages, but this is not 
recommended.

BROADCASTERS TO CELEBRATE 


INVENTION OF 


ELECTRIC LAMP 





Network of Stations Will Radiate Commemora- 
tive Program on Oct. 21, the Forty-eighth 
Anniversary of Edison’s Triumph 


LECTRIC NIGHT,” the forty- 
iD eighth anniversary of the inven- 

tion of the incandescent lamp 
by Thomas A, Edison, will be ob- 
served by radio broadcasters on Oct. 
21, when a network of forty stations 
covering the entire United States will 
broadcast a commemorative program 
sponsored by the General Electric 
Company. 

At 2 o’clock in the morning of Oct. 
21, 1879, Thomas Edison pronounced 
his incandescent lamp a feasible 
commercial proposition, thus ending 
a search which had lasted two years. 
During that time he had experiment- 
ed with every description of material 
in an effort to find a substance 
which would make a satisfactory 
end lasting filament. Through dis- 
couragement, adverse comment and 
impenetrable difficulties Edison's 
patient genius had driven its way, 
while the little band of assistants 
marveled at his. courage and shook 
their heads behind his back as hope 
constantly receded. But on. that 
memorable Oct. 21 the job was ac- 
complished—another ‘impossibility’ 
had become a proven achievement. 

Two days before this, Edison, with 
a little group of half a dozen men 
who had caught his enthusiasm, 
watched while the little glass bulb 
containing the hairlike filament of 
carbonized thread was exhausted of 
the air it contained, sealed off and 
made ready for its electric test. 
There was little excitement in that 
room in the laboratory at Menlo 
Park, N. J., for many a bulb had 
undergone the same treatment and 
all had failed. All had been exhaust- 





ed of air, Sealed up by the glass 
blower and connected across the 
battery, lighting brightly for a brief 
moment and then flashing out, un- 
able for one reason or another to 
give life and yet survive. So on 
Oct. 19 it was with infinite patience 
that Edison once more. switched the 
battery into his newest bulb in an ef- 
fort to prove to himself and then to 
the world that electricity could light 
the homes, offices and factories of 
the world far better than kerosene or 
gas. 

Hour after hour the bulb burned 
steadily, and Edison stood close by, 
awaiting the bright flash that would 
indicate the dying convulsion of one 
more lamp, But there was no flash. 
When the long night was over, Edi- 
son turned over his vigil to others 
and flung himself down on his labor- 
atory table for a few hours of sleep. 

When the inventor awoke the tiny 
thread was glowing still, neither 
dimmer nor brighter did it burn. 
Throughout that day it continued 
unfaltering, and then far into the 
night. Just before dawn on Oct. 21, 
when the lamp had been burning for 
over forty hours, Edison said: ‘I 
have accomplished what I set out to 
do, gentlemen. I can make an in- 
candescent lamp which will be a 
commercial success.’’ 


He then reached over and switched 
on more current, forcing the little 
lamp to an unprecedented brilliance 
which soon destroyed it. Snatching 
the bulb he broke the glass and was 
soon examining the filament under 
his microscope. After months of bit- 





ter defeat and tantalizing half-suc- 
cesses he’ had found in carbonized 
sewing thread a substance which by 
the aid of a small amount of elec- 
tricity would light the world! 
Goldman’s Band, directed by Ed- 
win Franko.Goldman,. will be. fea- 
tured on the network program which 
begins at 10 P, M.,. Eastern Stand- 
ard Time. At 10:40 o’clock, each sta- 
tion, independent of the network, 


will broadcast short talks by central 


station officials. 
WEAF’S network will be supple- 


mented by 2XAD and 2XAF, the 


22.02 and 32.77 meter stations at 
Schenectady. Stations in foreign 
countries will endeavor to pick up 
the New York program from the 
short-wave stations and rebroad- 
cast it. 


NASHVILLE STATION 
WANTS MORE POWER 


HAT the Southern broadcasting 
stations are going to get into the 
game in earnest is indicated by 

the request of station WBAW at 
Nashville, Tenn., operating on 1,210 
kilocycles (247.8 meters), 100 watt 
power, for an increase in vower to 
10,000 watts. 

This wave length is shared by fif- 
teen other stations in the United 
States, the highest powered being 
station WIOD, at Miami Beach, Fla., 
operating on 1,000 watts, and in addi- 
tion is one of the wave lengths which 
Canada is sharing with the United 
States.. The majority of the stations 
on this wave are 50 and 100 watt 
transmitters with a short service 
range. : 





John De Witt, engineer in charge 
of WBAW, was asked by Commis- 
sioner Caldwell if he realized when 
the application was made that this 
was a Canadian-shared wave and if 
WBAW were granted 10,000 watt 
power that it would seriously inter- 
fere with reception north of the 
Canadian border. Mr. De Witt re- 
plied that he was not aware of this. 

The argument of the management 





of WBAW is that the South is en- 
titled to as good broadcasting condi- 
tions as exist in the North and other 
sections of the country and that it is 
their desire to furnish that service. 
While Mr. De Witt admitted in testi- 
fying that if this request were erant- 
ed by the Federal Radio Commissioa 
interference might be caused to some 
of the low-powered stations sharing 
the wave, he said that because of 
their wish to provide radio entertain- 
ment for a large portion of the 
South, where, in a great many cases, 
little or no such entertainment is 
now available, they felt justified in 
asking the increase, regardless of the 
little fellows. ' 

The 10,000-watt transmitter for thic 
station was ordered last January 
while the radio bill Was in confer- 
ence, and WBAW was said to feel 
that this is another reason why it 
should be given special consideration. 

This station does not sell advertis- 
ing time, but representatives testified 
that it had been told by the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer chain that if it suc- 
ceeded in getting 10,000 watt power 
from the Federal Radio Commission 
a contract would be offered to it. 

Whether or not higher power is 
granted to WBAW by the commis- 
sion, the application shows the trend 
of thought in the South and that a 
wider range and better service in the 
broadcast field are being sought 
there.

‘New’ York, Indianapolis, Chicago, 
Shenandoah, Iowa, Minneapolis, St.

“‘What: has been accomplished . by 
the commission thus far is not imme- 
diately evident,”” Commissioner Bel- 
lows said, ‘‘but, in my opinion, by all 
odds the greater part of the job—the 
laying of the foundation—was. done 
by the commission during its first 
three months. Furthermore, by next 
March, at the end of the year given 
us by Congress, and without any 
especially drastic changes, I believe 
we will have the situation pretty well 
cleaned up. 


Confidence in Commission. 


‘“‘A reassuring thing.in connection 
with our efforts was that in the cities 
I visited everybody seemed to feel 
complete confidence in the general 
methods the commission was put- 
suing. 

‘Here I might say, although I was 
convinced that our general plan of 
issuing temporary licenses was 
sound, after my trip and talking with 
broadcasters throughout the country 
I.am more than ever sold on the idea 
of not freezing up the situation by 
issuing long-time licenses. 


“In Denver we held a five days’ 
hearing and, as has been the policy 
of the Radio Commission, gave every 
one a chance to be heard.. An un- 
usual situation exists there. The one 
high-powered station, KOA, is ap- 
parently located in the wrong place. 


Denver Causes Interference. 


“This station is situated four miles 
from the business centre of the city, 
in a district which is rapidly becom- 
ing a residential zone, and of: course 
blankets the immediate vicinity. In 
addition to KOA there are six 
smaller stations, all of which would 
like good wave lengths and higher 
power. Three of them are located in 
the centre of Denver, and not only 
interfere with one another, but re- 
radiate signals from each other’s an- 
tenna. Likewise, these Denver sta- 
tions interfere with reception from 
stations outside of the city. 


“As a rule, distance receiving is 
not considered as important as local 
reception, but, inasmuch as Denver 
and Salt Lake City are practically 
the only two big cities that have no 
access to chain programs, they are 
dependent upon long-distance recep- 
tion for outside entertainment. 

‘“‘The reason they are isolated is be- 
cause of the almost prohibitive wire 
tolls. From Omaha to the Atlantic 
Coast there is hardly a city more 
than a couple of hundred miles from 
a chain station. And the communi- 
ties on the Pacific Coast are taken 
care of by chains touching San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles and other cities. 

“However, Denver and Salt Lake 
City are right in between. Therefore, 
in addition to deciding if the stations 
may have higher power, it will be 
necessary to clear out some of those 
interfering Denver wave lengths so 
that that city for variety may get 
some outside entertainment and tal- 
ent. For instance, there is a Pacific 
Coast station very popular with Den- 
ver listeners, but which they are de- 
prived of hearing because it is only 
separated by 10 kilocycles from the 
frequency of a Denver station. 


Selling on the Radio. 


“The stations at Shenandoah pre- 
sented an-extraordinary example vf 
the place a broadcasting station can 
hold in the lives of people on_ the 
farms and in small towns, not as a 
distinct source of entertainment, but 
of a close-at-hand centre of actual 
life. 

bd @xeyestesterett at] are purchased 
through these stations and visitors 
flock to them by the hundreds of 
thousands. While in Shenandoah I 
spoke in the opening program of the 
new broadcasting studio of KMA. 
Here they have a theatre holding 
1,000 persons. Underneath the the- 
atre they serve free pancakes and 
sausage, and it requires ten to fif- 
teen girls to handle the job. 

‘‘Butter and flour are brought in by 
the carload and are furnished by the 
advertisers. I believe it perfectly pos- 
sible by not very drastic changes to 
clear up the reception conditions for 
the listening public. Things that need 
to be done can be done in the present 
set-up with no change of policy. 

“Our course of -action may. not 
make some of the less valuable 
broadcasters particularly happy, but, 
from the standpoint of public bene- 
fit, it is perfectly obvious that we 
have got the basis upon which the 
necessary changes can be made fairly 
easily. The stations which are not 
rendering any great or definite ser- 
vice to their communities will have to 
share time to clear the way, for the 
fellows who are doing a good job. 

“After this present series of hear- 
ings we are again going out into the 
field to see what conditions are at 
first hand. By a month or so hence 
we will be back with first-hand in- 
formation upon which to base neces- 
sary changes. 

“And finally, may I say a word as 
to the value of personal visits to sta- 
tions and various parts of the coun- 
try by the members of the Radio 
Commission? For instance, here is a 
station that. writes a lot of Jetters to 
us on imposing stationery and looks

NAVY PREPARES NEW RADIO COURSE 





ALL and Winter plans are under 

way in the navy for study 

courses for advancement to the 
various radio ratings. The series 
for all ratings will- be compiled this 
month. At present the assign- 
ments for third and second class, 
each in twenty-four parts, have been 
completed, ‘revised and issued to the 
service. That for first class, in twelve 
parts, should be out of the printer’s 
hands and ready for issue soon. 
That for chief radioman, in twelve 
parts, will go to the printer this 
month. 


“These courses are issued for use 
in preparing for advancement to 
higher ratings, but their use by all 
radiomen for review and keeping 
abreast of developments is urged,’’ 
a navy official explains. ‘‘They can 
be used by individuals in a self-help 
manner or they can be used syste- 
matically by instructors. The latter

AS @ result.of a thorough study of 
radio reception conditions. .in 
and around St.. Louis, the Fed- 

eral Radio Commission; has ordered 

changes in the frequencies of a num- 
ber of stations in that locality. One 
of the objectives of the commission 
was to clear the wave lengths of Sta- 
tions KMOX and KSD, the two prin- 
cipal stations of the city. In doing 
this it was not found. necessary to 
disturb KMOX, which will continue 
broadcasting on a wave, length of 

299.8 meters. Station KSD will also 

be on its-old wave length of 545.1 

meters, but will be given full time on 

that channel.

Telephone Academy 
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Observations Reveal Worst Signal Fading Ts in 
60 to 125-Mile Radius of Broadcaster— 
. » Colleges. Cooperate in Tests 


WELVE conclusions regarding 
the ‘‘fading’? phenomena are 
drawn by the Bureau of Stand- 

ards from tests recently conducted 
by a corps. of observers who tuned in 
on special transmissions by Stations 
WGY of Schenectady and KDKA of 
Pittsburgh,. Not. the least significant 
fact deduced, from the point of view 
of the average listener, is the locus 
of maximum fading. 

The listener located in the radius 
band 60 to 125 miles from a broad- 
casting station hears fading at its 
worst. This is shown by graphs of 
the signal intensities.drawn up by 
the observers, who were stationed in 
commercial; college and other labora- 
tories in the northeastern part of the 
United States and in Canada. 

Some definite facts about the 
causes of fading, generally ascribed 
to absorption of the wave in the up- 
per atmosphere, were also deter- 
@ined. Listening in to the special 
signals from WGY and KDKA trans- 
mitters were men stationed at sets at 
the Radio Corporation of America 
laboratories, General BHlectric Com- 
pany, Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. There were 
observers. also in the laboratories at 
Yale, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Dartmouth, Cornell, An- 
napolis, Clark College, Michigan 
State College, Oberlin, Union, Penn- 
sylvania, Nebraska, West Virginia 
and Toronto, and graphic reports 
were received from G. W. Pickard 
and H. S. Shaw of Newton Center, 
Mass., and F. A. Lidbury of Niagara 
Falls, N. Y¥.,.as well as the Dominion 
Observatory ‘at Ottawa, Canada. 


Conclusions Reported. 


The conclusions are incorporated in 
a@ report on the cooperative measure- 
ment of radio fading, which has just 
been published by the Bureau of 
Standards, and follows: 

1. There is a degree of regularity in 
the average intensity during condi- 
tions of fading which has not hither- 
to been suspected. The ratio of aver- 
age night to day intensity has a 
logarithmic relation to distance. This 
relation gives quantitative indication 
that the earth absorption effective in 
the daytime disappears at times at 
night and permits calculation of the 
absorption coefficient. 


2. There is a series of maxima and 
minima of fluctuation with respect 
to distance from the transmitting 
station. The first maximum occurs 
at about 60 miles, 


3. The preceding conclusions, taken 
together with the dying away of the 
ground-transmitted wave, indicate 
that the fading of several minutes’ 
period is due to variable absorption 
in the upper atmosphere, and -that 
the fading of several seconds’ period 
observed at distances less than about 
125 miles 1s largely due to interfer- 
ence between the ground-transmitted 
wave and the wave which has trav- 
eled to the Kennelly-Heaviside layer 
and undergone variable changes of 
intensity, phase and polarization. 

4. There is some evidence of cor- 
rellation between direction shifts and 
fast fading. ‘This corroborates the 


conclusion just stated as to the réle 
of interference in producing the fad- 
ing of several seconds, period, since 
some of the same interference effects 
would also be “manifested as direction 
shifts. 

5. The average of a number of rec- 
ords made on several days at any re- 
ceiving locality during the sunset 
period shows a rise in average inten- 
sity starting about an hour before 
sunset, then (with the exception for 
north-south transmission noted be- 
low) a decrease slightly before or 
during sunset at the receiving point, 
and then a rise to a night value, 
reached usually an hour or two after 
sunset. This value may not be the 
night maximum, which may occur 
many hours later. In case of north- 
south transmission the limited evi- 
dence is that there is no lessening of 
the rate of increase during the sun- 
set period. All of this is in accord- 
ance with a theory advanced by 
Kennelly and by Nagaoka. 

6. There is similarly an increase in 
fluctuation, beginning about one hour 
before sunset, usually with a de- 
crease at or near sunset at the re- 
ceiving point, and then an increase 
to a night value, which also fluctu- 
ates. 

7. Except for the general diurnal 
correlation just stated, there is no 
correlation between intensity and 
fluctuation changes. 

8. The maximum diurnal intensity 
appears at about the same time (dur- 
ing the three hours just preceding 
sunrise, in December) at all receiv- 
ing points within 300 miles of the 
transmitting station. (This conclu- 
sion is based on a single twenty-four- 
hour observation period.) 

9. There is no consistent correla- 
tion between fading and weather 
conditions, as shown on weather 
maps covering the test periods. 

10. There is sometimes a special 
periodic type of fading, bal-y-gbebeb bet 4 
about fifteen to twenty minutes after 
sunset, of great regularity, the pe- 
riodicity of which shows a correla- 
tion with the distance between the 
transmitting and receiving points, 
and which is evidently due to an in- 
terference phenomenon. 

11. The effect of a solar eclipse is 
to produce fading conditions inter- 
mediate between those of night and 
day, similar to sunset conditions. 

12. Changes of transmitting power 
do not affect the characteristics of 
fading.

BROADCASTS AID 
"| SOUTHERN FISHERMEN 


ATHER conditions along 
W the Gulf Coast and in 
the northwestern Carib- 
bean Sea region are broadcast by 
the radio station at Pensacola, 
Fla., for the benefit of local fish- 
ing smacks which fish for snap 
per in the Gulf of Mexico. One of 
the companies operates twenty- 
one smacks and has equipped all 
of them with radio receiving sets 
for the particular purpose of get- 
ting weather information from 
WCOA, Pensacola. 
’ The smacks average about twen- 
ty-five days to each trip, and fre- 
quently go several hundred niiles 
from their base. The forecasts are 
received regularly and are of great 
value not only in the protection 
of the boats from storms but also 
in fishing operations. 











BULLARD DOUBTS 
CHAIN SYNCHRONIZATION 


Chairman Bullard of the Federal 
Radio Commission believes that it 
may be some time before the prob- 
lem has been solved, if it ever is, of 
chain broadcasting stations operat- 
ing simultaneously on a single wave- 
length. 

“Station WBZ believes it has solved 
the question of how two stations can 
Operate on the same frequency,” he 
said. ‘‘If you will multiply that by 
30 or 40, you will realize the magni- 
tude of keeping all the stations on a 
big chain synchronized. 


SHORT-WAVE TESTS. 

Permission has been granted by 
the postoffice to Gerald Marcuse, 
British wireless amateur, to experi- 
ment with inter-colonial broadcast- 
ing on short waves for six months 
beginning Sept. 1, according to a re- 
port from London.

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Insull Interests Plan Station Similar to .WEAF’S 
Half-Million-Dollar Installation—WMBI’S 
New Transmitter on the Air by Christmas 


HAT the Insull interests are 
erecting a ‘station in Chicago 
which when completed is expect- 

ed to be one of the finest and most 
powerful in the Middle West was 
brought out incidentally in connec- 
tion with a public hearing which was 
granted recently by the Federal 
Radio Commission to Station WJIBL 
of Decatur, Ill. It is said the initial 
investment will be upward of $500,000 
and that the plant will cover t’venty- 
eight acres. 

The Decatir, TIll.,° station had 
asked to havé its power increased 
from 250 to 10,000 watts and “its 
frequency changed from 1, 410 | kifo- 
cycles (212.6 meters) to 1,050 kilo- 
cycles (285.5. meters). Stations 
WENR and WBCN, owned by 
the Great Lakes Broadcasting Com- 
pany, comprising the Chicago Com- 
monwealth Edison Company and 
other Insull utilities, and which are 
on very near the same wave length 
sought by their Decatur neighbors, 
protested against the change in fre- 
quency and power, giving as their 
reason the fact that a new. Chicago 
station was being built which would 
ultimately combine the two now in 
sérvice and would seek permission to 
broadcast on a power of 50,000 watts. 


Commiss*‘~er H. A. Bellows, in 
charge of that zone, said that the 
new station in the beginning would 
probably be licensed to use 5,000 
watts until the effect of high power 
upon the other Chicago stations by 
the additional station was deter- 
mined. John Evers Jr., Secretary of 
the Commonwealth Edison Company, 
and Morgan Eastman, who appeared 
before the Radio Commission, made 





it evident, however, that 50,000 watts 
power would be sought: ultimately, 
and, if so, the Chicago Insull station 
will eventually prove a rival of the 
powerful Eastern ‘stations WGY, 
Schenectady; KDKA, Pittsburgh, 
and the new Bellmore, LL. 1., trans- 
mitter of WEAF, all of which are 
50,000; watts. 


The ‘entire enterprise is said to 


‘have - been inspired by the thing 


which interested Samuel Insull in 
radio—the idea of putting the Chi- 
cago Civic Opéra Conmipany on the 
fair. ‘It is then reasotiable to suppose 
that one of the purposes of the great 
new station will ‘be to broadcast 
grand opera and probably on a scale 
heretofore never attempted in this 
country. 

Although we are ahead of most 
other nations in entertainment broad- 
casting, several have anticipated us 
in the broadcasting of grand opera, 
notably in Europe and South Amer- 


ica. 
WMBI at Addison. 


When the. Federal Radio Commis- 
sion issued a permit to Station WMBI 
to. increase its power from 500 watts 
to 5,000 watts it was with the proviso 
that the transmitter apparatus and 
towers of the station be located out- 
side the city limits of ‘Chicago. After 
some investigation it was found that 
a site near Addison, Ill, about 
twenty miles west of the city, was a 
desirable location. 

The new station will be built upon 
a six-and-one-half-acre tract of land 
west of Addison and will be modern 
to the slightest detail. Two 200-foot 
steel towers will support the aerial, 
while the transmitter is to be housed

Unlike other stars of baseball who 
reached the heights of stardom only 
to pass their declining years in the 
ur iform of a minor leaguer, the “Big 
Train’ has decided to quit and go 
in’ . business’ at’ a‘ time when he 
thinks he still has a few victories 
left in his arm. 


“Do Not Want to Be In Way.” 


In a letter requesting. his uncon- 
ditional release. the Washington 
twirler expressed great ‘regret at 
having to leave the team with which 
he had been associated during his 
entire score of years in major league 
baseball, but realizing he may not 
longer be rated as a star, he said, he 

“simply do not want to be in the 
way next season.’’ 

Replying to his letter, President 
Griffith said he and the public could 
not imagine the Washington team 
appearing without Walter, but felt 
it his duty to grant the pitcher’s 
request, especially in view of the 
business offers he had under con- 
sideration.

He began his baseball garesr as a 
semi-pro in Weiser, Idaho, in 1906, 
and though he earned some local 
fame then for his speed it was not 
until midseason of 1907 that Wash- 
ington scouts came upon him and 
discovered what was to prove one 
of the speediest, if not the very 
speediest pitcher in baseball history 
and a man destined to earn fame and 

glory as one of the greatest pitchers 
of all time. 

Many records have fallen to the lot 
of the Big Swede, Big Train, Old 
Barney, to name a few of the titles 
that have attached to him since he 
reached the pinnacle of baseball 
glory. He holds the world’s shutout 
record, ped registered 113 shut- 
outs since 1 

He also has struck out more bat- 
ters than any other hurler that ever 
sent the ball down. the alley where 
the batter couldn’t hit it. His total, 
which does not take into considera- 
tion his work for 1027, totals 3,449 
and, next to Rube Waddell, he has 
fanned more men in one season than 
any other, recording 3138 in 1910, ‘He 
fanned 303 the next year and five 
additional seasons hé fanned more 
than 200. 

In all his years in the mabe 
leagues, when he ranked as the 
sessor of the fastest ball, he ad 
wonderful control and the records 
disclose that in thes? twenty-one 
seasons he had only 158 wild pitches, 
hit only 197: men and in the same 
period walked only 1,457 men. He 
pitched e no-hit, no-run game ih 
all of his'career, beating the Boston 
Red: Sox on July 1, 1920, after fifteen 
years of service.

of A. F. of L. Research Bu- 
reau, Survey Shows. 


MEN HERE HIGHEST PAID 


Withdrawal From _ Jurisdictional 
Board May Lead to Action 
by Employers. 


There is little likelihood of any 
material reduction this year in rates 
of building trades wages, which are 
well established at present high 
levels, according to the National 
Monthly Labor Survey of the Build- 
ing Economic Research Bureau of 
the American Bond and Mortgage 
Company. ) . 

The bureau bases. its conclusion 
largely upon information gathered at 
the twenty-first anne@feonvention of 
the Building Trades Department of 
the American Federation of Labor 
held recently at Los Angeles. Repre- 
sentatives of more than 1,000,000 
organized building workers attended 
this meeting and were unanimous in 
the opinion that wage reductions 
were out of the question as they 
anticipated no serious decline in 
building operations for many 
peeloyet sete 

“‘Hepe of relief from present high 
rates,”’ said the survey, ‘‘was dis- 
pelled when the convention. unani- 
mously acclaimed the address of 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
which he declared that it should be 
the purpose of building unions ‘to 
raise wages, shorten hours of labor 
and improve the conditions of em- 
ployment.’ He also gave encourage- 
ment to the five-day week movement 
which has been largely advocated by 
the building trades. 


Union Membership Gains. 


**Reports to the convention showed 
that the unions are numerically and 
financially stronger today than at 


any previous. time in history, and a 
greater degree of harmony and 
cooperation exists among the various 
trades than ever before. The mem- 
bership of the Building Trades De- 
ee ngs has increased 26,000 in the 
ast ten months, not including the 
reaffiliation of the United Brother- 
hood/of Carpenters and Joiners with 
its 350,000 members. 

“The action of the convention in 
unanimously voting to withdraw 
from the National Board of Jurisdic- 
tional Awards has caused consider- 
able uneasiness in building circles as 
it is expected to result in another 
epidemic of jurisdictional strikes, 
which previous to the establishment 
of the board interfered seriously with 
construction progress. Unless the 
building unions immediately take 
some action toward establishing a 
new medium of settling jurisdictional 
disputes employers in a number of 
sections have announced their inten- 
tion of moving for State and Federal 
legislation to meet the situation. 

“The reason given ‘by the building 
trades for withdrawing from the 
Board of Awards was that the Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects, the 
American Engineering Council, the 
National Association of te oy | 
Trades Employers and the Associate 
General Contractors had made no 
sincere attempt to carry out the 
board’s decisions. The convention ac- 
tion was followed by the reaffiliation 
of the carpenters’ union, which with- 
drew from the department six years 
ago because of an unfavorable deci- 
sion awarding the installation of 
metal trim work to the sheet metal 
workers. 

Employment Satisfactory. 

“Reports from various cities indi- 
cated that the building trades were 
well employed, although a surplus of 
labor exists in a number of cities, 
especially in the larger Eastern cen- 
tres. There was some indication that

“Survey of building trades rates in 
the leading cities of the country 
shows that the New York craftsmen 


are the highest paid, bricklayers re- 
ceiving $1.75 per hour, carpenters 
$1.50, hoisting engineers $1.75 and 
common laborers 90% cents. St. 
Louis is a close second with a rate 
of .$1.75 per hour for bricklayers, 
$1.50 for. carpenters, $1.50 to $1.65 
for hoisting engineers and from 40 
to 75 cents for common. laborers; 
Pittsburgh, third, with $1.70 per hour 
for bricklayers, $1.50 for carpenters, 
$1.50 for hoisting engineers and from 
40 to 80 cents for common laborers; 
Chicago, fourth, with $1.62% per 
hour for bricklayers, $1.10 to $1.50 
for carpenters, $1 to $1.50 for hoist- 
ing engineers and 82% to 90 cents for 
common laborers. 

“The lowest wage scale was re-

STATISTICIAN STUDIES 
SKYSCRAPER PROBLEM 


W. C. Clark of S. W. Straus & Co. 
Is Preparing Report for 
Steel Institute. 





W. C. Clark, statistician of S. W. 
Straus & Co., has been asked to 
prepare an exhaustive scientific re- 
port for the American Institute of 


.Steel Construction on the subject of 


so-called ‘‘skyscraper problems,’’ to 
be presented at its next annual con- 
vention in Pinehurst at the end of 
October. This report will be sum- 


marized in an address before the con- 
vention, but will also be issued in de- 
tail in a brochure which will be given 
very wide national and international 
distribution. 

To aid him in this work he has 
called in experts in an endeavor to 
ascertain the economic height of an 
office building in a given situation 
in New York City, and after consid- 
erable study on lot sizes and buildin 
sites a definite place was decide 
and an architect worked out an 
architectural solution on this par- 
ticular site, with buildings eight to 
seventy-five stories. To check up on 
this, an advisory committee of promi- 
nent architects was consulted, and 
Mr. Lindquist, chief engineer of the 
Otis Elevator Company, checked up 
on the elevator installation. 

Estimates are being prepared from 
two or three of the leading contract- 
ing firms in the city to determine the 
actual cost of estimating these struc- 
tures under today’s conditions. To 
cover the problems of: income, Mr. 
Clark requested the Building Own- 
ers and Managers’ Association to 
check up the plans from the point of 
view of gross, net income and oper- 
ating expenses.

DECISION ON EVICTION. 


Building Managers Bulletin Cites an 
Interesting Variation. 


An interesting variation of the 
case of Arrogreen Realty Corpora- 
tion vs. The Okay Styles Shop, Inc., 
recently decided in the Municipal 
Court and reviewed in the bulletin of 
the Building Owners and Managers’ 
Association, is: the Friedman-White 
Realty Company, inc., vs. The Ga- 
rage Development Corporation, also 
decided in the Municipal Court and 
reported in 130 Misc. 266. This lat- 
ter proceeding was also for non-pay- 
ment of rent. The tenant, continu- 
ing in possession, pleaded eviction as 
a defense. 

By reason of a defective condition 
of the roof, rain leaked through the 
pe bing certain automobiles 
stored in the garage. As a result the 
tenant was deprived of the use of 
space for between six and eight au- 
tomobiles immediately under the 
leaky spots. ; 

In this case the defense was not 
allowed. The law recognizes. two 
kinds of eviction—actual and con- 
structive. An actual eviction docs 
not arise from mere untenantabil- 
ity. Mere breach of covenant to re- 
pair, improve or rebuild is no actual 
eviction. 

Though the Court recognized the 
doctrine that where there is an ac- 
tual eviction the landlord forfeits his 
right to rent so long as it continues, 
regardless of whether or no the ten- 
ant vacates, in this case there was 
at most a constructive eviction. For 
a constructive eviction, if shown, the 
tenant would be entitled to vacate 
the premises and rescind the lease.

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ASK REDUCTION OF 
CORPORATION TAX 


|| Building Managers Endorse Plan 


for Lower Government 
Income Rate. 


Believing that a reduction of the 
corporation Income tax rate would 


‘| contfibiite to the public welfare and 


reduce the cost of living, the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Building Man- 
agers and Owners’ Association of 
New .York has endorsed resolutions 
requesting the Federal -Government 
to take such action in view of the 
large Treasury surplus at the end of 
the last fiscal year. The petition 
calls for a decrease of at least 3% 
per cent. from the present rate. 

The Taxation Committee of the or- 
ganization, George Chapman, Chair- 
man, recommended the approval of 
the resolutions, which were originally 
brought before the National Asso- 
ciation of Building Owners and 
Mepagets at their annual convention 
in Detroit last June. 

The resolutions, which were drawn 
up before the end of the fiscal year, 
estimated the Ry oy PB gag a at 
$450,000;000 to. $600,000;000, resulting 
largely from the, tax levy of 13% per 
cent., on net income of corporations, 
according to the managers, the Gov- 
ernment collecting more than $1,000,- 
000,900. from this source, or 34 
cent. of the total taxes, inclu 
customs. 

“The corporation tax seriously af- 
fects the owners of office buildings, 
which carry the major burden,’’ 
states the resolution, ‘“‘and the cor- 
poration tax gives an advantage to 
the corporation owning a buildin 
which has outstanding bonds an 
mortgages, as against the corpora- 
tion. which owns its property with- 
out encumbrance.’’ 

The Federal tax authorities are 
asked to reduce the corporation in- 
come tax rate from 13% per cent. to 
a@ maximum of 10 per cent., and 
more if it is deemed expedient.

How Non-Ownership’ of Prope 
erty May Lead to Future 
' Difficulties. 


BASSETT EXPLAINS POINTS 


Danger in Cases Where Builder Rep« 
resents Himself as the Owner 
of Leasehold Plot. 


Explaining. some :phases of the 
building zone regulations in refe 
ence to proper construction and th 
responsibility of the. operator, Ed 
ward M. Bassett said: that the: rego- 
lution refers in’ amy ‘cases to the 
percentage of the lot. " 

“‘The lot is the land required for 
each main building and its accesso- 
ries, and the required yards and 
courts,’’ said Mr. ett. ‘‘The ap- 
plication for the permit must state 
who is the owner.’ The Building 
Commissioner cannot examine the 
title, The risk, however, is on the 
builder if he does not actually own | 
the required land. Let us suppose 
that the builder owns 100 by 100 feet 
and leases 100 by 100 feet so that he | 
can erect on his own land a tower 
covering 25 per cent. of the total plot, 
200 by 100 feet. The Building Com- 
missioner might issue the permit, 
not discovering -that half the land 
was leased, or knowingly allowing 
the builder to take the danger on 
himself. 

‘*‘When the lease expires or is re- 
leased or otherwise terminated, the 
trouble begins. The owner of the| 
land fortmerly leased applies for a 
permit to build. The permit will | 
probably be refused on the ground, 
that the land has been dedicated to, 
the requirements of the first build-| 
ing and has become unbuildable land | 
apart therefrom. If he succeeds also | 
in deceiving the Building Commis- 
sioner and gets his permit, a neigh- 
bor can cause the revocation of the 
permit. 

“Tf he succeeds in erecting an in- 
dependent building by circumventing | 
the zoning resolution, the original | 
building immediately becomes an un-, 
lawful building and the Building’ 
Commissioner will revoke the certifi- | 
cate of occupancy. If the Commis- 
sioner fails to revoke, a neighbor | 
can compel him to do so. The) 
mortgagee is helpless. If he fore-| 
closes, he will have an unrentable 
building on his hands. 

“The situation of the building} 
owner who sells off part of his re-| 
quired sort space is omety danger-| 
ous. 8 grantee probably cannot) 
obtain a permit for another building, | 
but if his tee can obtain a per-| 
mit and erect another building, the’! 
original building becomes an unlaw-)| 
ful building and the certificate of 
occupancy will be revoked. 

‘“‘When the builder gets caught in| 
the meshes of his own making he! 
will have only himself to blame. He 
should not have represented himself | 
to be the owner of leased land, nor! 
should he have sold off yard s | 
which under the law he once dedi-' 
cated to a particular building.”

Westchester Has Building Increase; 
September Permits Show 27Y Gain 





The eighteen municipalities in 
Westchester where building reports 
are filed authorized $8,432,818 of per- 
mits during September,’ making a 
total of $73,200,546 for the first 
three-quarters of 1927, according to 


realtors. 

The total for the first nine months 
of the current year represents a de- 
cline from the $81,204,099 of permits 
recorded during the period in 1926. 
L. Ward Prince, President of Prince 
& Ripley, pointed out, however, that 
whereas e early months of 1926 
contributed largely to that year’s 
record-breaking grand total of $102,- 
400,435, the decline in building which 
marked the early months of 1927 has 
been followed recently by a renewed 
activity, which indicates that the

DEFENDS CONTRACT 
PROTECTING BUYER 


Protection of Purchaser’s Fam- 
ily in Case of Death Is Upheld 
by W. Burke Harmon. 


‘“‘While we have every respect for 
the rulings of those charged with in- 
terpreting and administering thelaw, 
legal advice has convinced us that 
the recent ruling of the State Super- 
intendent of Insurance regarding 
real estate purchase contracts will 
not be upheld in the courts.” 

This statement was made yesterday 
by W. Burke Harmon concerning the 
new ruling of the State Superinten- 
dent of Insurance. enforcement of 
which would make it impossible for 
a real estate company in New York 


to protect a customer’s family by 
issuing a deed for land purchased 
without further payment in the event 
of his death. 

“The form. of contract which was 
Harmon organiza- 
tion,.and which it has used for forty 
hes was given the approval of the 

tate Department of Insurance un- 
der a previous Administration,’’ said 


3eg | Mr. Harmon. ‘‘In addition, there are 


legal. precedents to sustain it. 

‘In the last: few years we under- 
stand that many other real estate 
companies have adopted almost iden- 
tically the: same form. of. contract for 
use in their own business. In our 
opinion this is most desirable, since 
the purpose of this contract is to pro- 
tect the purchaser of rcal estate 
against such loss. 

‘Under our form of ‘contract the 
seller agrees to suspend demands for 
payments from:.the purchaser of real 
estate should the latter be stricken 
with iliness. Should thé purchaser 
die, his family receives either a deed 
to the property without further pay- 
ments or a refund of the entire 
sum which the purchaser paid to the 
real estate company. . 

“While this plan was originated 
hate | daveeges yf the Harmon o - 
ization with a desire of stimul 4 
its business, it neéd not be empha- 
sized that a corporation can oer, 
permanant rosperity only by offer- 
ng economic advantages and equi- 
table treatment of its customers. 

“This purchase plan has assisted 
many. citizens in moderate -circum- 
stances to obtain a home, to achieve 
greater prosperity and to. become 
better citizens;,, incidentally leadin 
them to take a greater interes 
in, governmental affairs generally. 
Many. prospective. home bu of 
limited .resources. would not. enter 
into such an undertaking if they felt 
that their entire life’s savings would 
be lost in the event of sudden illness 
or death. — er

Public Utilities Have Big Construc- 
tion Program. 


Expansion of public utilities in the 
United States has reached a point 
where the. various cOmpanies con- 
struct the equivalent of a large city 
every year, according to the Build- 
ing Research Council.
